Tn May, Messrs, Mackay and Keswick resigned their seats for 
private reasons, and the vacancies thus created were filled, in accordance 
with the provisions of Article XX of the Land Regulations, by the 
nomination of Messrs. F. C. Hzrrer and W.J.Gresson. Mr. Maoxay’s 
place on the Recreation Ground Committee was taken by Mr. Pratt, 

The Council went into recess from the 26th July to the 16th 
August, and has otherwise met weekly during the year. Committee 
meetings have been held as follows :—Finance 5, Watch 16, Works 20,.

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WATCH MATTERS. 


REPORT OF OFFICER COMMANDING 
VOLUNTEER CORPS. | 


Strength.—The strength of the Corps on the 81st December 1905 
is 88 officers and 610 non-commissioned officers and men, of which the 
Reserve Company number 2 officers and 81 men. These figures show 3 
slight increase, the numbers of all ranks on 31st December 1904 having 
been 611, 

Staf—Major ©. Wedemeyer was granted one year’s leave of absence, 
Captain and Adjutant G. F. Collyer performing the duties in his place. 
It is to be regretted that Major Wedemeyer’s business arrangements 
make it probable that he will be unable to return to the Corps. Staff 
Sergeant A. W. Studd was promoted Sergeant-Major, and Sergeant 
‘©.’ Matthews, Royal Garrison Artillery, was appointed Orderly Room 
Sergeant. 

Light Horse and Artillery—Both the Light Horse and Artillery 
continue to maintain their numbers and general efficiency. The Battery 
has visited the Point 8 times during the year and the shooting has been 
good. It is hoped that during the year the Battery may be re-armed. 

Infantry.—The Infantry Battalion unfortunately has lost the services 
of Major Keswick, who has left Shanghai. The numbers of the Battalion 
haye increased, and the general efficiency is maintained. 

Mounted Infantry.—The Mounted Infantry has not attracted as 
many recruits as was expected. It is hoped that during the coming 


training season this may be rectified. New saddlery and equipment has 
been received for the Company. 
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Maxim Company.—This Company maintains its numbers and 
general efficiency. Captain Sanders having resigned, Captain Stewart 
was appointed to command the Company. 

Signallers.—The instructors have unfortunately, owing to business 
engagements, been changed several times, but the general efficiency has 
nevertheless been well maintained. " 

Field Days.— Field days, not including the inspection parade, were 
held on the 29th January, the 4th March and the 9th December. Night 
operations, on the 29th March and 8rd July. The annual Church 
parade was held on the 26th March and a special Church parade, with 
the Naval Brigade, on the 31st December. There was a fair average 
attendance at each. . 

Camps.—The Infantry Battalion went into camp at the Rifle Range 
from the 28th March to the Ist April inclusive ; the attendance at camp 
was not very good. The Light Horse went into camp from the 20th to 
the 24th April; there was a very good attendance. 

Musketry.—Considerable interest continues to be displayed in 
musketry, and there was a large number of entries for the annual 
musketry meeting in October. The Shorrock Cup competition, which 
took place on the 15th October, a competition combining a 6 mile march 
and concluding with skirmishing practice, excited considerable interest 
and was won by the left half of “A” Company. 

Riots in the Settlement.—On the 18th December the Corps was 
called out to assist in qnelling local disturbances. Instructions were 
received by the Commandant for the Corps to turn out at 9.20 a.m, The 
members of the Corps, some of whom, anticipating that their services 
would be required, were already at head-quarters, mustered very quickly, 
so that at 9.30 a.m. the telephone exchange was occupied by a small 
piquet to ensure the proper working of the exchange, and by 10 am. 
strong detachments were on their way to the principal scenes of 
disturbance, 

An arrangement was then made with the Senior Naval Officer, by 
which the Naval Brigade undertook the defence of the Northern and 
Eastern Districts, and the Volunteers were responsible for the defence of 
the Central and Western Districts, excepting that the Italian Consulate 
was occupied by a detachment from the Italian Navy. 
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The Volunteers remained in occupation of their posts till Wednesday 
the 20th, when they were withdrawn. The Light Horse and Mounted 
Infantry, however, continued to patrol the outlying districts at night up 
to the 25th. 


The Corps turned out, including the Reserve and German Reserve, 
to the number of 12 officers and 521 non-commissioned officers and men, 
exclusive of the Staff, and performed their duties thoroughly and efficiently 
and with great cheerfulness. A gratifying result of the disturbance is 
the increased number of recruits now joining the Corps.

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ANNUAL INSPECTION OF THE CORPS. 


The annual inspection was held during the first week in April by 
H.E. Major-General Hatton, ©.B., in person, and his report thereon 
was subsequently transmitted as usual for the Council’s information. 


INSPECTION REPORT ON THR SHANGHAI VOLUNTEER CORPS. 


Drill and Field Training.—Drilling is very good. The German Company, 
which has hitherto worked on the principle of German drill, is gradually 
accustoming itself to British methods, which are more noticeable in field 
operations. 

Work in extended order is practically done and the advantage of taking 
cover is well understood. 

Mushetry.—The course adopted is that laid down for Volunteers, 1903, 

Results—of those completed—very good. 

Small Arms,—These consist of Lee-Metford rifles and Martini-Metford 
carbines, They are well looked after and are kept in an armoury. 

Field Guns.—Four 9-pounder R.B.L. guns, These are practically useless 
and worn out. The play of the guns on their trunnions is very great, and the act 
of pulling the string of the detonator alters the aim considerably, I saw them at 
practice—range about 1,700 yards, In order to reach this range the elevation 
had to be given for that of 1,900 yards. The firing was inaccurate and uneven, 
which was entirely due to the defective guns, The men are exceedingly keen and 
are good gunners. There are plenty of layers. They have an able instructor in 
Captain Marshall, who has trained the men efficiently. 

Hight times shrapnel were fired with Buch fuses, Although these fuses were 
bored in pairs similarly their action was not indentical. In one case the shrapnel 
was not burst. . 

I consider it essential that the Corps should be provided with a new battery, 
and I suggest a battery of 15-pounders as most suitable, The carriages might 
have to be altered locally to suit the ponies, 

Equipment.—This is suitable. The Infantry are now provided with 
bandoliers instead of pouches. 

Light Horse—They were paraded on the Race Course. The squadron is well 
drilled, They are particularly steady and work well. The ponies are an even lot 
and are well in hand. For dismounted action the ponies are tied up in pairs head 
to tail alongside each other—the head in each case being secured to a D on the 
other’s saddle. By this contrivance the ponies can be left without horse-holders. © 
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Maxim Company.—This Company fired on the Range; the practice was 
traversing fire at 150 yards. The result was fair. The fire became inaccurate 
when the fire was at all continuous. 

Mounted Infantry.—This will be a useful body of men. They are not yet 
fully equipped. 

Signallers,—They are efficient, I have instructed them to take up semaphor- 
ing only as most practical, and enabling communication with H.M.’s Ships. 

Books.—Books are well kept and duly entered up. 

Scheme of Defence.—Is well thought out and suitable alarm posts are 
occasionally manned. Watch towers would be required with a spar for 
semaphores, and the ammunition should be moved from the magazine to inside 
the creeks. Signalling stations should be permanently established and numbered. 

Field Day.—The scheme was a practical one, well carried out, and not hurried. 
The Mounted Infantry were too sticky, they did not scout sufficiently. The 
judging distance was very often weak. Communication was generally well carried 
out. 

General Remarks.—There is a good tone in the Corps, and all ranks show 
great keenness. 

I recommend that the Council provide a percentage of field glasses and range 
finders. 

I consider the stock of reserve ammunition should be increased, and recom- 
mend that the War Office grant a sufficient annual supply for the conduct of the 
whole musketry course.

S1r,—I have the honour to refer you to a letter which was addressed by my 
predecessor, the Chairman of the Council in 1902, under date the 27th November 
of that year, wherein application was made to H.M. Government for the services 
of an officer seconded to take command of the Shanghai Volunteer Corps. This 
application was granted and Major W. M, Watson, of the West Riding Regiment, 
was detached for this duty under conditions which are on record. The Council, 
now desiring to obtain an extension of the period of this officer's services and 
understanding that he is precluded from accepting such extension except on 
condition that he be raised to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel on the half-pay list, 
would commend to the favourable consideration of His Majesty’s Military advisers 
a request that Major Watson be thus promoted and be permitted to continue in 
command of the local Corps. 

The bearer of this letter, Mr. Bland, Secretary to the Council, is instructed 
to lay the facts and the reasons for the Council’s action before the Authorities 
concerned; the Council hopes that the matter may be arranged so that the 
services of Major Watson, which have been of the greatest value to the Council 
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and to the Corps, may be retained for a further period. His present term of

Srr,—I am commanded by the Army Council to acknowledge the receipt of 
your letter No, 05/200 of the 15th April, applying for an extension of the services 
of Major (local Lt,-Colonel) W. M. Watson, West Riding Regiment, as Com- 
mandant of the Shanghai Volunteers, and am to inform you that, in view of this 
Officer's present position on the list of Majors in his Regiment, his promotion to 
the Substantive rank of Lt.-Colonel on half-pay cannot be considered, As a very 
special case, however, the Council will agree to Major (local Lt.-Colonel) Watson 
being retained in his present employment to complete 5 years, viz. until the 
11th March 1908, provided that, in the improbable event of his turn arriving for 
Second-in-Command of a Battalion before that date, he would, if selected, have to 
then rejoin his Regiment, or forego further Regimental advancement.

NEW ARTILLERY. 


There have been indications during the year that a more modern 
type of artillery may be obtained for the Corps at an early date, and it 
is the Council’s intention to press the matter during the year ensuing. 
A communication from the Hongkong Military Authorities in May 
stated that the issue of 12-pounder guns for the use of the Corps was 
receiving the attention of the War Office, and, in August, a further 
intimation from the War Office was received, to the effect that 
12-pounder or 15-pounder guns would shortly be available. 
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AMMUNITION. 


The reserve of small arm ammunition held in Hongkong for the 
Corps’ use has been increased from 250,000 to 310,000 rounds, which 
latter number is considered by the War Office to be sufficient to meet 
requirements, since it would be turned over in three years if the annual 
expenditure for practice of 130,000 rounds is maintained. 

Through the medium of H.M. Consul-General, arrangements have 
been concluded for raising the number of rounds of small arm ammunition 
imported annually under special Customs permit from Hongkong: for 
the use of the Corps from 60,000, as fixed in 1900, to 150,000 rounds, 


BUILDINGS. 


Headquarters.—The contractor’s work on the Headquarters Build- 
ing was not found satisfactory, the plastering being of an inferior 
order; as a result, the balance of the cost of the building has been 
withheld. 

Riding School.—The mat-shed Riding School in the North Honan 
Road was again seriously damaged by the typhoon and flood on the 
1st September. The Council considered the advisability of erecting a 
more permanent structure than that hitherto in use, but it was finally 
decided to re-erect the mat-shed on the new site in the Gordon Road, 
purchased for the purpose in 1902, and this decision has been carried 
into effect. 

Rifle Range.—For general use at Rifle Meetings and to take the 
place of mat-sheds required for the units of the Corps going into 
Camp, the Council sanctioned the erection of a wooden pavilion at 
the Range at an estimated cost of Tis. 1,700, and the work is in 
progress. 
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‘REPORT OF CAPTAIN- 
SUPERINTENDENT OF POLICE. 


Before proceeding to particularise or to deal with the various 
subjects under their respective headings, a few general remarks on one 
or two points of interest may not be considered out of place. An 
observant person of some years’ residence, in a casual drive round the 
Settlement or walk in the principal streets, cannot but be struck by the 
extraordinary growth of houses—houses larger and of finer architecture 
than formerly—the enormous area over which these new houses are 
springing up on the Settlement’s outskirts, the great growth in the 
native population, and the increase in numbers and in variety of the 
foreign residents. He will, moreover, be aware of the large increase in 
freights which are being discharged into this district daily from ocean 
and river steamers, launches, sailing boats and junks. All this 
and more he may notice, and he may wonder how this crowd is 
controlled and checked; how any criminal who once escapes the 
hands of justice can ever be pulled out from this human whirlpool. 
It is the duty of the Police Force to carry out this entire work, 
and more, to guard as far as possible the lives and property of 
half a million human beings, and to pursue and endeavour to 
catch wrong-doers under the most difficult conditions imaginable. The 
facilities for detecting and pursuing crime at the hands of police in other 
countries are not to be found here. I refer to a proper network of 
telegraphs and intelligent police at the end of each wire. In addition to this, 
far from receiving assistance from other inland districts, obstruction is met 
with on all sides, rendering the pursuit of criminals a heart-breaking 
task. To carry out this work there are at its disposal about 1,000 men 
all told, a number which, under present conditions, must be said to 
be inadequate. The area of the Settlement is 83 square miles or 
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5,547 acres, so that there is one policeman in every 5 acres or 30 mow and 
to every 465 head of population. The spreading of these men over the 
Settlement to the best public advantage is a matter, therefore, of no small 
importance; the principal points kept in view being the number of 
godowns, offices and dwelling-houses in a certain district, the value 
of property, and the number of residents therein. The number of Police 
Districts is eight :— ‘ 

(1.) Central, the eastern portion of the old English Settlement, 
and divided from Louza district by the Shantung and Shanse Roads. 


(2.) Louza, the western portion of the above. 

(8.) Singa, separated from Bubbling Well district by the Yates, 
Carter and Markham Roads, and from the Louza district by the Defence 
Creek. 


(4.) Bubbling Well, west of Sinza district to borders of Settlement. 


(5.) Hongkew, bounded on west by North Honan Road and on 
east by Yuenfong Road. 

(6.) West Hongkew, all west of Hongkew district to the borders of 
Settlement. 


(7.) Wayside, all east of Hongkew as far as the Macgregor Road, 
which separates it from 
(8.) Yangtszepoo which extends to the borders of the Settlement. 


To fully realise the area and extent of these districts a careful 
study of the map is necessary, Within the past year several 
important suburbs have been opened out, as enumerated below, which 
means the growth of population and value of property in each respective 
area, and a consequent increase in the responsibility and need for 
vigilance on the part of the Police. 

(a.) The first portion of the Shanghai-~Nanking Railway was 
opened on 18th November. The railway station and godowns, eic., 
are, as a matter of fact, outside the Settlement, but the mere fact of the 
railway station being where it is will cause a boom in building in the 
portion of the Settlement nearest thereto. As the construction of the 
railway proceeds, so will the traffic thereon increase, bringing and 
taking all classes of natives, good and bad alike, to and from the Settle- 
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ment. It-is therefore to be presumed and hoped that some system of 
Railway Police will be organised, who will at all times be ready to work 
in conjunction with the Municipal Police. 


(b.) The Yangtszepoo district is at present almost undeveloped, so 
far as the creek-bound districts at the back of the Yangtszepoo Road and 
stretching as far as the boundaries of the Settlement are concerned. 
Some small development has indeed been carried out during the year by 
the pushing through of the Ward and Lay Roads. The Road Exten- 
sion Scheme however, allows for a fall development of this district, 
and before this is carried out, a new station should be built, and the 
number of police in this district increased proportionately. It may be 
a surprise to many people to learn that the native population in this 
unopened district of Yangtszepoo is by no means small, and that there is 
one village on the border of, but within the Settlement, where there are 
at least 2,000 souls. This village, with its smaller neighbours, will in 
due course come under the Council’s fall jurisdiction and taxation, and it 
will probably become necessary to plant a police sub-station there, for 
this village has recently been the scene of several outrages, is the 
haunt of salt smugglers and rowdies, and generally bears a bad name. 


(c.) The Western District has many large undeveloped tracts of 
land, even close into the old Settlement, but the increase in building 
operations during the year has been very marked. The Great Western 
Road has now been constracted, and by the placing of bridges which com- 
municate with the French side, this neighbourhood is thrown open. On 
the northern side of the district it is to be observed that the Markham 
Road Bridge has connected with Chinese territory, and rendered the 
Settlement easier of access in this quarter to bad characters from the 
back Sinza haunts. 

It is a matter for serious consideration whether-it would not be 
advisable to purchase land now, when it can be obtained at a reasonable 
figure, for the ultimate building “of at least two new police stations in — 
this Western District and one in that of Yangtszepoo. 

Passing on to the question of personnel, it will be found that the 
Force is divided into three principal divisions of Foreign, Indian and 
Chinese Police, in the proportion roughly of 1, 2, 7. In the general 
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conduct and physique of the first two branches and their utility as 
policemen, pure and simple, there is little but good to be said. The two 
things, however, to be deplored are, firstly, the comparatively few Foreign 
Police, and, secondly, the uselessness of the Indian Policeman for work 
other than that of a strenuous uature, such as point duty, regulation of 
traffic, and the duties ofa soldier. Heis, unfortunately, useless in detective 
work and the finer sides of criminal investigation. In this latter field of 
police work there is no finer and keener exponent than the Chinaman. 
His methods, however, do not agree with those of the western mind, 
to such an extent that in their employment he becomes an uncivilised 
being, employing all modes of torture and extortion to extract information 
and confessions and to gain his daily bread. This can be seen at any time 
by casual examination of any native magistrate’s yamén, and not exclud- 
ing the Mixed Court. So far as these matters concern the native branch 
of this Force, I have dealt therewith below under their proper headings. 
Foreigners —Although this branch of the Force is the smallest, it 
is, and it seems almost superfluous to say so, the most important. It 
constitutes the brain and supervising power of a body inclined at times 
to be inert and lazy. The qualities which go to constitute a perfect 
foreign policeman are obedience, conscientiousness, knowledge of duty, 
and, last but not least, knowledge of the local dialect. The first three 
need no explanation, but it should be mentioned of the latter, that 
for the last 6 or 7 years it has been the constant effort of the 
Council from time to time to promote and encourage the 
study of Chinese. It has been fully recognised that without this 
knowledge the foreign police officer, whether he be performing 
independent duty as a detective, acting in the Charge Room, or 
patrolling the streets of the Settlement, is placed at a considerable 
disadvantage, and one which should not be allowed to continue for one 
moment longer than possible. To this end, inducements in the way of 
considerable increase in pay are offered to those passing certain examina- 
tions, and preference is given to those having a knowledge of Chinese 
to perform Charge Room duty and to join the Detective Branch. In fact, 
so important is this point considered in regard to a detective, that before 
he can be considered qualified for the post he must have passed the 
Lower Standard Examination. Moreover, in matters of promotion, 
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preference is given to Chinese-speaking members of the Force where 
other qualifications are equal, and in the case of recruits the study of the 
language is made compulsory for the first three years of service. 
Mr. Trevor Smith has held the post of Instractor in Chinese for the last 
22 years, and although in the beginning improvements were evident 
and greater were anticipated, it was disappointing to find latterly 
many difficulties cropping up in the way of attendances, with the result 
that during the year the Council sanctioned the engagement of four 
native teachers, in addition to Mr. Trevor Smith, to instruct men at 
other stations, option at the same time being given to any to attend 
Mr. Smith’s classes at the Central Station. Each native teacher has 
certain hours and stations apportioned to him each day, and the 
responsibility of supervision of his and the Constables’ work has been 
placed on the District Inspectors, who report monthly on the attendances 
of men in their respective districts. This scheme has been found to 
work well, a result which is borne out by the percentage of successful 
candidates at the half-yearly examinations. The number of men drawing 
the Higher Standard Bonus is 27 and the Lower Standard Bonus 11. 

The usual difficulties have been experienced in obtaining suitable 
local recruits. Occasionally a good man is picked up, but this is a 
rarity and a matter of good fortune. There is, however, one class of 
man, who has been recruited locally as far as possible and his 
applications welcomed on all occasions. ‘This is the bluejacket. 
Unfortunately, considerable difficulty is experienced, and only naturally so 
too, by these men in obtaining their discharge, otherwise a fine local 
recruiting field would be open. Recruiting in England has been going 
on steadily, and a good class of man obtained. In my report for 
last year I mentioned how shorthanded the Force was in Foreigners, 
and stated that the Inspector-General of the Royal Irish Constabulary 
had been approached with a view to obtaining as soon as possible a 
farther draft of 18 trained men from that force. Harly in the year 
he was able to enrol 9 men, who arrived in April, joining as 2nd class 
Constables, but it was understood that further volunteers from the Irish 
Force were unobtainable. The total number of recruits enlisted during 
the year was 34, 17 locally and 17 from home. Fonr men were 
dismissed for misconduct and 14 resigned. 
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Resultant upon an examination held on the 11th May, the following 
Constables were promoted to the rank of Sergeant :— 
B. Murphy. 
A. Bookless. 
J. H. Goby. 
J. E. Wheeler. 
J. Macdonald. 
C. Craig. 

In recognition of his conduct in a case of accidental drowning in the 
Hongkew Recreation Ground, 2nd class Constable Rosser was promoted 
to be Ist class Constable on 1st July. Constable Maguire was granted 
a reward of Tls. 50 in recognition of his meritorious conduct in killing a 
rabid dog on the 6th June.. 

Indians. —The conduct and work of this branch of the Force has 
been good. Reeruiting has been brisk, with the result that 62 men 
were engaged during the year; 4 men were dismissed for misconduct and 
18 men resigned, the majority at the expiration of their agreement. In 
October the Council sanctioned an increase of 10 men in the authorised 
strength, which at the close of the year stands at 199 Constables, 
16 Sergeants and 1 Jemadar. 

T have previously alluded to the importance of this branch of the 
Force as a fighting machine, used in conjunction with Foreign 
Police—an opinion which I have had no reason to alter—but it has 
been forcibly brought to the minds of those in authority, and able to 
judge better than the mere man in the street, how inadequate the number 
of Foreigners and Indians is to afford anything like proper protection 
to the Settlement, and at the same time successfully cope with serious 
disorder in the streets. I refer in particular to the riots of 18th 
December 1905, with which I have dealt under a separate heading. It 
will be apparent therefrom how necessary and urgent a substantial 
increase has become. 

The establishment of a Sikh Gurdwara or Religious and Charitable 
Institution was mooted in a petition by the local Sikhs some years ago, 
and the Council voted a sum of Tis. 3,000, towards purchasing 
a piece of ground for the temple. Unfortunately, the matter was not 
carried through for some time, owing to unforeseen circumstances. This 
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year, however, the matter was once more brought forward, 
plans for the building were obtained from Hongkong and 
copied, and subscriptions were raised from local Indians for 
the building fund, amounting to approximately $8,000. At the 
present time the matter is at a standstill, owing to difficulties 
in the purchase of a suitable site; but it is hoped that this 
will be definitely settled in a short time, and the Gurdwara eventually 
constructed. Such an institution will undoubtedly prove beneficial 
to the local Indians, in that it will provide a place of worship 
under proper conditions, will watch over their general conduct 
and ensure stricter adherence to the rules of their caste. It is an 
admitted fact that the further an Indian travels and settles the 
more easily and quickly does he deteriorate, morally and physically, 
and it is fully anticipated that by the establishment of this institution 
an effectual check will be placed on his general behaviour. 

The Gurdwara will not only affect the Police Force but also all 
Indians, irrespective of caste, otherwise employed locally. A rough 
computation places these men at 800, employed almost exclusively as 
watchmen. 

Under a new scheme adopted in conformity with the recommenda- 
tions of the Government of India, it has been decided that all recruiting 
of Indians for the Force shall in future be conducted through the 

- Indian Army Recruiting Staff, and that the period of service of the men 
should in every case terminate in India. In regard to the question of 
private employment of natives of India as watchmen, preparations are 
being made to give effect to a proposal whereby such men should be 
primarily enrolled in the Police and their services lent for 
fixed periods to those who may require them, under conditions which 
have already been specified. Systematic enquiry has shown that all 
but a few watchmen are prepared to work under the proposed scheme, 
and as it is likely to be welcomed by the employers, nothing now 
rémains but to make the necessary arrangements with the Government 
of India as regards recruiting, returning of undesirables to India, and 
other necessary details. ; 

The mounted section of this Branch, numbering 14, has performed 
good and useful work during the year. One Foreign Trooper 
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Constable was specially engaged at home, and has been employed 
in supervision work in the Western District. Several gentlemen 
have shown kindness in presenting ponies to the Police. Eight 
were obtained in this manner, and have proved useful. Four ponies, 
out of an average of 20, were destroyed or died. All saddlery 
is in good condition. The average monthly cost of keep of each 
pony has been $16.70. 


Chinese-—The general conduct of the Native Police cannot be said 
to have been entirely satisfactory, seeing that about one-tenth of the 
Force, i.e. 74 men, were dismissed during the year. Cases of serious 
misconduct have been few, but general inattention to duty and similar 
offences are responsible for the majority of dismissals. 


In connection with the recruiting and training of Native Constables, 
it is my opinion that the time has now arrived for the establishment of 
a Training Depét, where young recruits can be passed through a regular 
course of drill, Police duties and general education. By this means and 
this means alone can satisfactory results be obtained from the Chinese 
policemen. Under the present régime, the best that can be done 
is to give the men, for 3 months, 4 hours per diem training 
at drill and Police duties. The period of training is insufficient, 
and the conditions under which it is carried out are not 
altogether satisfactory. A skeleton scheme for a depot was 
submitted by my predecessor, Mr. Pattisson, but it did not appear 
to be received by the then Council with favour. I am, however, 
strongly in favour of the project, and consider that, until an establish- 
ment of this nature is in fall working order, permanent good results 
cannot be expected. 


By the above I do not mean to infer that the natives are useless 
as policemen, for such is not the case. There are a large number of 
excellent men in this branch of the Force, keen and interested in their 
work, but unfortunately only half trained and with their heads still not 
clear from the native method of doing things. If such men, in the 
beginning, were given the benefit of a year’s good grounding in police , 
duties and drill, they would be a credit, both physically and morally, 
to the Police and to Shanghai. 
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Health of the Force.—I regret to report 7 deaths during the year— 
2 Foreign Constables from enteric fever and pneumonia respectively and 
5 Chinese Constables from various diseases. The Indians have again been 
free from serious ailments, due to the strict medical examination which 
they undergo before admission to the Force. One foreign Sergeant, 
4 Indians and 8 Natives were invalided from the Force. 

Detectives.—Detective-Inspector Armstrong returned from nine 
months’ leave at the beginning of the year, and resumed duty. 
Detective-Inspector McDowell in his absence carried out the work of this 
Branch in a satisfactory manner. Inspector Armstrong was granted 
the distinguishing rank of Chief Detective-Inspector on 22nd June. 

Some difficulty was experienced in obtaining suitable volunteers for 
detective work, and the Council, recognising that the detectives’ work 
was more onorous and responsible, and thus less attractive than uniform 
work, granted as a result a substantial rise in the detective allowance. 
This came into effect at the end of the year. 

Statistics, ete-—It should be explained here that some of the tables 
of statistics, forwarded at the end of this report, are inaccurate, owing to 
the loss of many records at the fire which occurred at the Louza Station 
on the 18th December. 

The number of foreigners apprehended and charged during the year 
was 402, as follows :—murder 7, rape 1, cutting and wounding 12, 
larceny 8, obtaining goods under false pretences 6, burglary 4, fighting 
and creating disturbances 29, drankenness in various forms 152, and 
miscellaneous offences 203. These figures show a total increase of 
$7.2 per cent over those of 1904. 

During the year 410 warrants have been executed and 793 
summonses served. 

The number of persons arrested and charged at the Mixed Court 
during 1905 was 42,685, against 42,824 for 1904; of these, 35,028 
were petty cases of nuisance and obstruction, ete., for which small fines 
were imposed, the remainder being of a more serious nature and punished 
in the manner set forth in the Returns forwarded. 

Tn addition to these figures, 19,557 cases of vagrancy, and 21,935 
jinriesha coolies plying for hire in a dirty condition, were dealt with in 
the usual manner. 
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The total number of cases of all nationalities coming under the , 
notice of the Police for various offences during the year was 90,108, viz. 
966 Foreigners and 89,142 Chinese. 

The weekly average of prisoners in the police cells was 161. 

The total value of property reported to the Police as stolen and 
lost during the year 1905 amounted to $289,066, and of this sum 
$212,214.26 has been recovered; $1,239 was reported stolen ont of 
limits. + 

The number of Native Club Permits issued during the year was 17, 
bringing the number of these establishments up to 51. 
he total number of fires was 188, and the General Alarm calling 
out/the Fire Brigade was rung on 90 occasions. The number of 
ties from fires was 7 men, 5 women and 8 children, all Chinese. 


Mixed Court.—Perhaps the year 1905 may be said to have been the 
st important in the annals of the Mixed Court. At the end of 1904 
e conduct of affairs there had reached such a pass that the native 
ress had even taken up the matter, and a general demand was made for 
enquiry into the state of affairs and the dismissal of the Magistrate, 
A& a result of these enquiries, carried out in secret, the Magistrate 
Hsuen was dismissed from office by Imperial Edict—a most 
unusual procedure, seeing that the appointment lies in the hands of the 
Shanghai Taotai—and a clause added that he could never hope to obtain 
} any further official post. For a short interval the Taotai appointed one 

of his secretaries, Kwan Chun, to act as Magistrate until the arrival 

of the newly-appointed Magistrate Tn Tso-lin, which took place on 

29th March. Tu was an elderly man who had sat as Magistrate in the 
| Mixed Court nearly ten years before, and it was not expected that he 
J would prove other than a tool in the hands of the Shanghai Taotai. The 
most noteworthy incidents during his short régime were :— 


(1.) Refusal to issue warrants for the arrest of criminals beyond 
| the limits of the Settlement. After some discussion Mr. Tu realised 
} his mistake, apologised, and continued to issue warrants as before. 


(2.) A desire to have a defendant in a civil suit, which had 
been decided before the British Assessor and the Magistrate to the 
effect. that he was to be released on security, sent in custody to Wusieh 


ee 
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on a vague charge (in which no complainant was forthcoming), of 
being engaged in establishing certain business at Wusieh with 
the support of foreign firms. Strong objections were made to 
this by the Assessor, and the Police were instructed to see that 
the prisoner was not removed; and if necessary use force to prevent 
it. Winally the Magistrate, who admitted being under strict instructions 
from the Taotai, agreed to allow the man to be released on security. 
Since the date of this incident a Constable, Foreign or Indian, 
has been continuously stationed at the Court to watch the proceedings 
there and report irregularities. 

(3.) The issue of a warrant for the arrest of a native of high 
standing and respectability on the charge of embezzlement, which 
in foreign eyes is only debt. A storm of indignation arose among 
the native merchants at this indignity, and as a result the Magistrate 
was compelled to withdraw from office. This occurred on 6th July. 

In his stead was appointed Mr. Kwan Chun, the present 
incumbent, who had been Acting Magistrate, as stated above. Almost 
his first act on taking over office was apparently to clear the Court 
of some of its unnecessary appendages. He is said to have discharged 
17 of the runners at one time, and three or four later. This, and several 
other circumstances, gave the appearance that the Magistrate was 
intent on purging the Court of its abuses and was generally striving 
to assist the Council in their endeavours to improve matters there. 
But this was not the case, as will appear later, 

(1.)  Infliction of blows.—During Mr. Tu’s tenure of office, on 
account of failure to inflict blows, and the extortionate practices 
of the runners towards those prisoners who were confined in the 
Court cells before and after receiving blows, a Foreign Sergeant 
was detailed to attend the Mixed Court every afternoon to check 
carefully the administration of blows. He soon reported serious 
discrepancies between the sentences delivered in the morning and 
the punishments inflicted in the afternoon. As a result the Police 
were instructed to act as follows :— 

Prisoners sentenced to blows to be taken from the Court after 
the case is corfcluded, and brought back to receive the blows at the 
time fixed by the Magistrate. 
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Finally, however, an Edict was received to the effect that the 
use of the bamboo in the Mixed Court was to be discontinued. In 
spite of this decree the Magistrate has inflicted blows subsequently 
at his evening sittings of Court, although he is presumed .to be 
dealing in all cases with civil matters, where blows, cannot be 
required, except as a means of extorting statements. It should 
also be pointed out that although the punishment of blows has been 
abolished in the .Mixed Court, it is still in vogue in the City 
Magistrate’s Yamén and elsewhere as in former days. 


(2.) Women Convicts—In my—annual-report for 1904 I~made 
mention of the faet-that ten cells had been erected at the Municipal 
Gaol for the reception of female convicts, but up to the time of 
reporting only one female prisoner had been lodged there. The 
cells in the Mixed Court had been reported on by the Police as most, 
unsuitable from every point of view for the accommodation of convicts 
and prisoners, and the decision to enlarge the scope of the Female Ward 
was clearly in the best interests of those concerned. 


Magistrate Kwan, under instructions from the Taotai, protested 
against this procedure; it was not, however, till the 8th December that 
matters came to a head. As this particular incident remains unsettled, 
I will refrain from discussing the particulars beyond recording that the 
case was one of kidnapping. ‘I'wo females and three men were charged 
with illegally purchasing some children and kidnapping others, to 
the nomber of 15. The case was remanded, but the Magistrate 
insisted on the women being confined in the Court cells. The Assessor 
objected, and as a result the Police attempted to remove the women and 
children. A disgraceful scuffle then ensued, but the Police were 
successful in removing all the prisoners and children, amidst much 
disorder and excitement. As a result of this fracas the Court 
was closed from 10th to 23rd December. . 


(8.) Foreign Supervision.—Mention has been made above to the 
effect that during Mr. Tu Tso-lin’s magistrature an Indian constable 
was placed permanently on duty within the precincts of the Mixed Court. 
This was rendered necessary at the time to prevent the removal of a 
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certain prisoner already referred to, but this particular case was only one 
jn many which rendered this action necessary. Several cases had already 
come under the notice of the Police of Chinese’ being arrested within and 
without the Settlement, and being conveyed to the Mixed Court cells for 
confinement, or sent into the Native City, without the knowledge and 
sanction of the proper authorities. This matter, with many others, was 
eventually referred to the Consular Body, which approved and sanctioned 
the stationing of a foreign member of the Foree at the Court in order to 
“control the execution of sentences given with the due concurrence of the 
Consular Assessors, witness the administration of punishment, and 
ensure release thereafter.” The particular supervision of this work has 
been under the control of Mr. Fenton, Cadet, who/reports and renders 
returns each week of all cases coming before the Court, and any irregu- 
larities in procedure and in the administration of punishment therein. 
This permanent supervision has been the subject of continual protests by 
the Magistrate, who received instructions from the Taotai, which he 
publicly announced to the Police, to render the duties of the Police 
as difficult as possible and generally obstruct their work to the best 
of his ability. It may be mentioned here that on the 6th December 
the Magistrate depnted a runner to attend daily at the Central Station 
with a view’to watching the proceedings of the Police. The intelligent 
interest thus shown in the Municipal system of administration was 
welcomed, and all possible assistance and information has been rendered 
with a view to sympathetic co-operation in the public interest. 

Riots of 18th December—The attitude of a es portion 
of the native community and press towards the foreign occupation 
and government of the Settlement underwent a remarkable change 
during the year. The arrival of young and hot-headed students from 
Enrope, America and Jupan, with half-formed ideas and half educated, 
the premature discussion of the American Exclusion Treaty, and the effect 
on the Chinese mind of the Japanese successes against Russia, may be 
said to have been at the bottom of the anti-foreign movement.f A local 
Committee, watching and pushing forward the boycott of ‘American 
goods, assisted by funds from San Francisco and elsewhere, held 
numerous meetings during the latter portion of the year, at which 
many violent speeches of an anti-foreign nature were made. This

movement, however, was not quite successful, and every opportunity for 
pushing forward their policy was taken advantage of by this Committee. 
After the Mixed Court fracas untrue and malicious reports were cir- 
culated from the Mixed Court as to what actually oceurred there on the 
8th December, and the minds of certain sections of the native community 
«were poisoned thereby. The services of the disgruntled students and of _ 
the Boycott Committee were enlisted, and several meetings of a violent 
character were held, in which threats of a general strike, of refusal to pay 
taxes, and of a general exodus of natives from the Settlement were made. 
Tt now appears a pity that the leaders of these meetings were not arrested at 
the time, but as this measure was considered likely to precipitate matters, 
it was decided to await developments. In the evening of 17th December 
a meeting of about 800 people, headed by two men of the name of 
Koo Bang Yuan and Nyi Zung Nyih, leaders of the boycott movement, 
was held at the Ningpo Guild in the French Settlement. The Police 
had representatives present there, as well as at all the other meetings. It 
was undoubtedly a packed meeting, and one arranged to force the hands 
of the native bankers, merchants and shopkeepers, who are the backbone 
of the native community in the Settlement, and had on this occasion 
shown an almost neutral attitude to the entire questions at issue. It 
was noticed by the Police representatives at the meeting that, beyond a 
sprinkling of students, the rest of the audience was composed of men of 
the loafer and unemployed class. After some violent speeches, a 
resolution was put to the meeting, which was said to be a representative 
one, calling for a general strike and closing of shops to begin from the 
morrow. The show of hands was said to be unanimous, and the 
chairman announced that printed circulars to the above effect would 
be issued after the meeting. The Police were unable to prevent the 
issue of the circulars, although certain influential native merchants 
endeavoured to counteract the effect by distributing counter notices, but 
without result. 

‘The organisation of the riots on the 18th was a complete surprise to 
the Police. It was certainly anticipated that the various native shops 
would be closed the next morning, and perhaps an unusually large crowd 
might assemble in the streets,. but no violence was expected from’ the 
peace-loving Shanghai man. The manner in which the attacks were 
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delivered, the class of people in the Settlement at the time, and the 
general organisation, showed the work of persons of a higher class than 
loafers and beggars. Moreover, the points of attack were not valuable 
shops or banks, but police stations and markets, and persons molested 
were not natives, but foreign Police and foreigners. ‘The mob was also 
not in the Settlement for purposes of loot, but for attack on Municipal 
property. 

From careful investigations it appears that the mob which invaded 
the Settlement at between 8.30 and 8.45 a.m. came from two quarters :— 

(1.)}—From the south and west of the Native City, where the 
loafer gang, entitled the Sung Tsze Ming Taung, have their haunts. 

(2.)—From the Hongkew and Li Hongkew districts. 

The first mob appears to have poured into the Settlement over 

_ the Yunnan Road and Cemetery Road Bridges and other bridges 
to the east along the Sungkiang Road, compelling all shops. to 
close thgir shutters, and preventing ricsha and wheelbarrow coolies 
from plying their trade. Swelling in numbers it converged on to 
the Nanking Road by the various cross roads, after having destroyed 
and burnt the fencing at the south-east end of the Race Course. The 
points of attack were the Annexe Hotel, the Town Hall, and the 
Louza Station. 

The mob from Li Hongkew made its principal attack on the 
Hongkew Market, and after effectually preventing the carrying on of 
business there, and being many times charged by the Police, the most 
violent portion diverged from the Hongkew Station and took its way 
over the Szechuen Road Bridge into the Central District, and thence 
along the Nanking Road. A native was shot dead near the Kiangse 
Road corner. No foreign shops appear to have been damaged until the 
International Bicycle Company’s premises were reached. The mob 
perceiving firearms and ammunition exhibited in the shop window, 
attacked it, broke in the windows, seized many sporting guns and 
reyolyers and several thousand rounds of ammunition, and passed on its 
way. A native was shot dead at the entrance to the shop by the foreign 
employés, and many others must have been wounded. 

The Li Hongkew mob, swelling as it went, thus effected a junction 
with the other mob at the Town Hall, Market and Louza Police 
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Station, molesting all foreigners met, destroying a motor car, several 
bicycles and other property, and driving in isolated Policemen, many of 
whom received severe treatment. 

Whe Town Hall, to which several foreigners fled for refuge, was 
defended by 2 Foreign and 3 Sikh Constables fully armed.y The Louza 
Station was made the scene of the most determined attack ; the Foreign 
and Sikh Police were driven in, amidst a hail of bricks and stones, aftér 
having charged the attackers a dozen times. The attack commenced 
at about 9.30 and lasted till 10 o’clock, when the latter obtained the 
upper hand, forced an entry into the station, turned out the fires in the 
grates of the various rooms on the ground floor, and thus set fire to the 
station in three or four different places. ‘The alarm for fire was sounded 
at 10 am. and the Brigade arrived on the scene some minutes after. 
In the meantime the attack on the Town Hall was being pressed with 
vigour, but the Police there fired on the mob, killing three men in the crowd 
and two other innocent shop assistants sitting behind closed shutters on 
the opposite side of the road—an unavoidable misfortune. This somewhat 
cowed though did not disperse the mob, which was finally partially 
driven into side streets on the arrival of a landing party from the British 
warships in port. In addition to three Chinese killed at the Town Hall 
and one at the Kiangse and Nanking Road corner, three others were shot 
in this neighbourhood, making seven in all, but it is believed that others 
died from wounds received. The total number of wounded could never 
be ascertained. 

The erowd at the Central Station and in the neighbourhood was 
estimated at 2,000 or more, and at times became violent, but was never 
at any time dangerous. The Police here were kept in reserve, as it was 
anticipated an attack would be made on the Council's buildings. 

As the result of continued. enquiries it has been ascertained beyond 
a doubt that the leading men of the so-called “Patriotic Oratorieal Society” 
(2 3B Yi BE @), which includes the leaders of the Americaa boycott 
movement, are absolutely responsible for the printing and arrangements 
for the distribution of the circulars calling upon the shopkeepers to close 
their Premises, and for the employment of men who went round and 
visited the market-places and native shops on the morning of the riot, to 
see that the request, in the name of the Shanghaj merchants, to suspend

business in the Settlement, was complied with. The moving and leading 
members of this band were Koo Bang Yuan and Nyi Zung Nyih, the 
former having a school for teaching English and the latter being a 
small coal-merchant carrying on business in the Peking Road. It was 
the latter who publicly, at the meeting of 17th December, suggested the 
advisability of merchants ceasing to do business, took the vote of the 
meeting, and said that the printed circulars would be issued later in the 
evening. It has not as yet been ascertained by whom these circulars 
were printed, but the matter is still/being closely followed up, and 
important information may be obtained in the near future. 

Tn order to place matters in a clearer light, it should be explained 
that the object of the strike in the first instance was to inconvenience 
‘Foreigners as much as possible, and demonstrate to the Higher Authorities 
the attitude of the native community of the Settlement towards the 
action of the Foreign Authorities in the matter of the Mixed Court in 
particular and other questions in general. There is evidence in the 
possession of the Police to show that intercourse of a confidential nature 
had taken ‘place before the riots between certain native officials and 
the promoters of the movement which culminated in the riot, and there 
appears little doubt that the entire action of the latter had the approval 
of these officials. 

Tt is quite possible that the organisers of the strike did not 
anticipate, nor did they desire, that matters would be carried to such 
extremities and that the mob which had been attracted by their action 
would pass beyond their control, but the responsibility of the affair rests 
solely on their shoulders, and they should accordingly be made to suffer, \ 

Crimes-—On the 14th of February a well known native offender 
stole 900 roubles and a silver watch from the person of a Russian refugee 
in Li Hongkew. Another refugee was on the same date robbed on 
Fearon Road. Both the thieves were arrested and charged. The former 
received 500 blows and two years imprisonment, the latter 600 blows and 
six months imprisonment. ’ 

An American citizen named Leopold Rosthorne was arrested on’ 
February 17th and charged with obtaining goods under false pretences 
from Messrs. Liebe, Wulff & Co. Rosthorne escaped from the 
Consular Gaol on the 30th of March and stole a gold watch and a 
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razor, the property of Mr. J. W. Davidson, Acting Consul-General. 
He was serving eight months on’ the original charge, and on the charge 
of gaol-breaking and larceny he was sentenced to an additional ten 
months imprisonment. 

On the 19th of March a gang of six robbers, armed with knives and 
swords, entered a native bank at No. 4 North Shantung Road, and, after 
throwing lime in the faces of and wounding three of the inmates, carried 
off silver valued at $500. These men had their headquarters in 
Yangchow and they returned thither, living on the proceeds of the 
robbery until the following month, when they, on different dates, 
proceeded to Shanghai with the object of procuring further plunder. 
Four of the six were arrested by the detectives before they had a chance 
to unite. They were brought before the Mixed Court and charged. 
The ringleader was sentenced to ten years, two others were sentenced to 
seven years imprisonment, while the fourth was released. 

On the 11th of April a raid was made on the gambling sheds 
situated on the Settlement boundary in Li Hongkew, 29 gamblers were 
seized and charged and the whole of the gambling paraphernalia 
confiscated or destroyed. The sheds were demolished and burnt. Two 
similar raids made at later periods with successful results somewhat 
disheartened the gamblers, who no longer gamble on their former large 
scale, 3 

On the 14th of April a well known offender, who had in his 
possession a rifle, dagger and two swords, was arrested in Yangtzepoo 
District on charges of robbery, cutting and wounding, and extortion. 
He was ‘charged and sentenced to 500 blows and ten years imprisonment. 

* On the 23rd of April the body of a native named Chang Sun was 
found fearfully mutilated in a pig-skin box in the country near Chiang 
Wan. Enquiries were made by the Municipal detectives, who ascertained 
that deceased had been on terms of improper intimacy with one of the 
wives of a native of Mandarin rank residing on the North Szechuen Road 
Extension, and that there was strong suspicion of the latter having 
caused the murder to be committed. He was arrested, charged at the 
Mixed Court and handed over to the Paoshan Magistracy for trial. 

On the morning of the 7th of May a native lighterman in the 
employ of Messrs. Wheelock & Co. was murdered on the Hongkew 
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Wharf by two men who escaped after’rifling the body and taking away 
from the pockets of deceased the sum of $25 Mexican. One of the men 
concerned was arrested on the 10th of November. He admitted the 
charge and was sent from the Mixed Court to the City Magistracy for 
trial. 

On the evening of the 7th of May six armed men entered a 
pawnshop at No. 115/6 North Fohkien Road, and, after terrorising the 
inmates, carried off money and jewellery to the value of $50. The 
detectives believe, from the description given, that one, at least, of these 
men was a member of the gang which raided the native bank at No. 4 
North Shantung Road on the 19th of March. They have not been 
traced. 

On the 9th of June a Goorkha named Lushman Tapa, employed as 
head watchman at the International Dock, Pootung, was bratally 
murdered, his body lashed to an iron moulding box and thrown into the 
river. Three of his subordinates, who were Sikhs bearing the names of 
Chanda Singh, Sultan Singh and Kelrie Singh, were arrested, tried on 
the capital charge, and sentenced to death. They were hung within 
the precincts of H.B.M.’s Gaol on the 26th of August. Sham Singh 
and Herdit Singh, who were employed at the same place, were charged 
with being accessories before and after the fact. They were acquitted. 

A dub of sonteneurs at No. 458 Broadway was raided by 
the Police on the night of the 14th of August, 28 men of Russian 
and Austrian nationality and of nationalities claiming French protection 
were arrested, eight of them were deported by order of their Consuls, 
the others being dealt with in various ways. This raid had good 
results. In addition to those sentenced, between 40 and 50 left 
Shanghai immediately for other ports. A good deal has been done 
in the way of circulating information regarding them to the Police 
of the different ports as far to the west as Alexandria, and it is to 
be hoped that they will co-operate in, at least, harassing as much 
as possible those engaged in the infamous traffic of passing women 
out to the Far Eastern ports for the purpose of prostitution. 

An Indian Mahommedan named Lika alias Kader Bux was 
murdered at his residence No. 90 Kwangse Road between 4 and 5 a.m. 
on the 15th of August. The murderer, a Chinaman, named Wong 
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Ah Kon, was very cleverly traced and captured on the same day by 
a native detective. The case was brought before the Court and the 
prisoner remitted to the City authorities for trial. 


Seven Japanese were charged with cutting and wounding two 
Chinese in the Fearon Road on the 23rd of August. Two were 
discharged, one was sentenced to six months imprisonment with hard 
labour, one to one month with hard labour and three to 20 days with 
‘hard Jabour with orders to be placed under police surveillance for a period 
of two years dating from the 21st of September 1909. 


On the night of the 22nd of September a Jewess named Sarah 
Abraham, residing in the North Szechuen Road Extension, was bound 
and gagged by her paramour, who with a razor inflicted some terrible 
wounds on her abdomen. The woman was conveyed to the Hospital. 
Her assailant, a Turk named Kadoori Michel, was arrested, charged 
at the French Consular Court, and ultimately passed on to Saigon 
for sentence, 

At the Mixed Court, on the 80th of October, two natives were 
charged with conspiring to burn the premises No. 78 Yue Kwe Lee, 
Canton Road, on the 23rd of May. They were each sentenced to 
seven years imprisonment. ; 

On the 20th of November the body of a well dressed native 
bearing eight knife or sword wounds was found on Ichang Road 
near the Soochow Creek, The deceased, who was never identified, 
had evidently been brought on a boat by way of the Soochow Creek 
from some other district, taken ashore during the night of the 19th 
and brutally murdered. 

In this locality two nights later a native in foreign employ was 
attacked by three armed men, who wounded him rather seriously and 
robbed him of $42. His assailants disappeared in the direction of the 
Soochow Creek, where they had a boat in waiting. 

On the 19th of December a gang of, four armed men were captured 
by the Sinza detectives and charged with the two above-mentioned 
offences. They were well-known robbers from the north of the Yangtse 
and were wanted on serious charges by the Tungchow authorities, 
to whom they were handed by order of the Mixed Court. One of 
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them admitted being a participant in the robbery but denied all 
knowledge of the murder. 

Van Ka Doo, referred to in last year’s report, is still at large 
in the neighbourhood of Tungehow. Le does not now come near the 
Settlement, and without the aid of the native authorities can hardly be 
eaptured. The detectives have done everything they possibly could 
to limit his power by arresting and charging his accomplices, and in 
endeavouring to cut off the supplies which reach him from his friends 
in the native city and its suburbs. To show the attitude of the 
Chinese authorities in this matter, and to illustrate their criminal 
neglect and connivance in the continued failure to effect his arrest, 
it may be mentioned that a military officer, and an ex-salt smuggler, 
named Ling Bing Chung, has been deputed by the Governor of 
Soochow to capture Van and his assistants, and that this very man 
Ling is known to be connected with Van Ka Doo’s gang. At the 
time of writing, a proposal has been made to the Soochow authorities, 
which is reported to have been received favourably, that, in consequence 
of the power and numbers of the gang, and the impossibility of 
breaking it up, a request be made to Van Ka Doo to surrender himself 
and redeem his crimes by “ meritorious acts.” An offer of official rank 
is suggested as a further enticement. 

This is the man against whom there lie numerous charges of 
murder and robbery, who has crippled the native trade at the Yangtse 
mouth, who terrorizes the districts of Tsungming and Tungchow, 
and whose name strikes fear in the hearts of all classes of natives 
not in his pay. Itis hoped that this course will never be adopted. 
The Police are confident that if permission were granted to them by 
the Chinese authorities, and their assistance and co-operation could 
be relied upon, the capture of Van Ka Doo would be a matter of a 
few days. 

In connection with the question of crime and its increase within the 
Settlement, it should be stated that the number of bad characters 
previously charged is constantly growing and rendering the work of 
shadowing their movements an increasingly difficult one. Independent 
of the names placed on record in the police books against offences of a 
minor nature, there are 2,783 photographs of criminals preserved. Of 
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this number 2,147 are classed as highway robbers, burglars and thieves. 
1,610 have been deported (some, many times) by order of the Court, 
and their sentences carried out by the Police. It is found, however, 
that the co-operation of the Chinese officials at the various ports can- 
not be relied upon, as large nombers of deportees find their way back 
to the Settlement shortly after being deported. On this account this 
form of punishment has been abolished. In its stead, however, a sentence 
of expulsion from the Settlement has been passed on some bad characters, 
and by the more general adoption of this form of punishment, in 
addition to other sentences the Court may see fit to inflict, a fuller 
control will be maintained over those hardened and confirmed criminals 
who continue to gravitate towards this attractive centre. 

Buildings—The Sinza. Station was opened on 15th May 1905, 
the sub-station in an alleyway off*the Park Road being at the same 
time abandoned. 

A brick wall has been built round the Wayside Station. 

The Yangtszepoo Station has been much disfigured, and its privacy 
impaired, by the surrender of a strip of land in front of the Station and 
Charge Room for the construction of the Lay Road. A strip, however, 
on the other side has been scheduled for compulsory purchase to compensate 
for this loss. 

The Louza Station was seriously damaged by the fire on the 18th 
December. Jt has now been realised that a police station should in itself 
comprise a stronghold, and in carryiug out the necessary repairs and 
alterations it has been decided to construct a high cement defence wall, 
and to have one entrance only to the Station: The reason for the easy 
entrance effected by the mob was because of there being three entrances 
to the station, and the western side for nearly 100 yards being bordered 
by a low hedge and an iron fencing of no protective value. 

T am of opinion that every police station should be constructed with 
a strong defence wall and only one entrance thereto. 

Tilegal Arrest—On the 4th of March two Native Runners from 
Wusieh arrested a woman in No. 271 Woochang Road, without the 
assistance of the Police, on a Wusieh warrant, which was neither 
countersigned by the Mixed Court Magistrate nor the Senior Consul. 
The woman was being conveyed to a boat on the Soochow Creek, but the 
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party was stopped by a native constable. This woman’s husband had 
already been arrested and was detained by two other runners in the boat 
referred to above. All four runners were arrested and charged, one 
being sentenced to 200 blows and one year’s imprisonment, one to 
200 blows and ten months’ imprisonment, one to 200 blows and 6 
months’ imprisonment, and the fourth to two months’ imprisonment, 


On 20th April two Chinese soldiers from a native police station on 
the border of the Settlement near the China Flour Mill in the Yangtsze- 
poo district were arrested for illegally arresting a native named Wong 
Siau Ping in the Settlement for debt, in connection with some land 
transaction. They were charged at the Mixed Court, but the Court 
ordered the release of the soldiers, and the Magistrate was to report the 
matter to the Taotai in order that the necessary steps should be taken 
against the officer in charge of the native police station. 


It was ascertained at the time that this particular station was within 
the limits of the Settlement, and notice was accordingly given to the 
inmates that if they;had not removed beyond the limits within five days 
their summary arrest would follow. The station and soldiers were 
removed. 

Although the under-mentioned case does not come strictly within the 
category of “illegal arrest,” it is quoted here for record. In March and 
April last the Chinese authorities endeavoured to illegally expropriate a 
certain piece of land near the Markham Road, the property of Shen Ning 
An Temple, on grounds that it was required for the Telegraph Adminis- 
tration, Enquiries elicited the fact that the land was in reality coveted 
by a native official living in the vicinity for enlargement of his garden, 
The priest of the temple sought legal advice in the matter, and the 
necessary steps were taken by the Police for his protection. 

On the 9th December five men, three soldiers and two other natives, 
from the native official’s yamén at “Tsun Tsz,” were brought to the 
station on a charge of illegally arresting a coolie named Wong Ah Kung 
in a teashop in the Markham Road. They were dragging the coolic along 
the road when they were met by a native constable who arrested and 
brought them to the Station. At the Mixed Court on the 30th 
December they were each fined $10. 
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Lekin.—On 12th June a runner from the Lekin Station on the 
Hongkew Creek entered the Settlement and demanded lekin from a 
native wine merchant on 220 jars of wine, upon which the correct tax 
was alleged to have been paid in Soochow. The facts of the case were 
laid before the Mixed Court and a warrant obtained for the arrest of the 
offender. In spite of reiterated requests of the Police no serious efforts 
were made to put the warrant into effect, it being stated that the men 
fell within the jurisdiction of the Paoshan Magistrate, and the Magistrate 
of the Mixed Court being content with a statement of the former that 
the runner had been dismissed. The bona fides of this dismissal was 
open to doubt, and was made with the full knowledge of the fact that 
a warrant had been issued.’ At the end of the year the case remains 
unsettled. 

Miscellaneous.—The annual inspection of the Police Force took 
place in the Town Hall on 20th April. 

The Muzzling Regulations have been rigidly enforced, 1,170 
unmuzzled dogs having been captured and 1,167 shot. A recrudescence 
of rabies was reported by the Health Officer late in the year, and the 
strictest vigilance has since been maintained. 

After the surrender of Port Arthur to the Japanese an unusually 
large number of Russian soldiers, sailors, and refugees, found their way 
to Shanghai, where for some time they were quartered in various portions 
of the Settlement. Although there were occasional reports of misconduct 
against them, their general behaviour was satisfactory. 

The war in Manchuria had the effect of sending large numbers of 
bad characters, in the nature of pimps and prostitutes, from the various 
northern ports. Many complaints of indecent behaviour were received, 
and as the result of an enquiry into the matter the area within which 
these women are permitted to reside has been restricted. ‘The cessation 
of hostilities, in addition to the vigilance of the Police, resulted in a 
large majority returning to their original haunts in the North.

Daring the year the industries of the Gaol have not been added to, 
but those already in existence have expanded to a satisfactory extent. 

On the 4th January the first female prisoner airived at the 
Gaol. On and after that date the Female Cell Block was used for these 
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prisoners only: the boys were then removed to the West Cell Block, 
where they have been located to date. Only three boys returned a second 
time to the Reformatory. Situations were found for eight boys, who, 
when last heard of, were doing well. The principal object sought in 
connection with the boys has been to inculcate habits of cleanliness and 
industry. As a whole they have done well under the tuition of their 
teacher, Dr. B. Y. Wong, who reports favourably on their behalf. There 
have been almost no breaches of discipline amongst them, and their 
general appearance has greatly improved. 

The health of the male prisoners has been fair; beri-beri has 
practically disappeared, but there has been a considerable mortality 
caused by consumption. With the object of coping with this disease, 
an extra blanket was issued last year, and a special diet was this year 
given to those prisoners who were known consumptives and those 
suspected of having that disease. There appears to have been no advance 
in this disease, and toward the end of the year there was a decided 
cessation. 

The health of the boys in the Reformatory has been very good, 
and that of the female prisoners exceptionally so; there has been no 
illness whatever amongst the latter. 

The marked difference in the general state of health of the male and 
female prisoners in the Gaol appears to be attributable to the different 
physique of the two classes. The women arrive at the Gaol in a healthy, 
well nourished condition, and generally have the appearance of well-to-do 
people. The male prisoners, on the other hand, are mostly of very indifferent 
physique, and arrive at the Gaol ill nourished, and* have apparently 
very little stamina. 

Daring July the male prisoners commenced ditch excavating along 
the Ward Road extension, 468 chang have been carried out and the work 
has proved more reliable than that of the coolies previously employed. 
This form of labour continues at date, and it is expected that road making: 
will be a source of constant employment for prison labour in future. 

The Indian Staff was not altogether satisfactory in the earlier part 
of the year, but owing to the stricter disciplinary measures enforced, to 
secure a more intelligent performance of their duties, this portion of the 
staff is now working satisfactorily. 
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11 resigned. 
5 were discharged for breaches of discipline. 


2 were discharged after probation as unsuitable. 
1 was invalided early in the year.

The Foreign Staff has been largely improved by the employment of 
one warder from the home prison service and others from H.M. Navy.

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MIXED COURT. 


The Council for 1904, reporting on its year’s work, expressed the 
hope that its successors in office would obtain the necessary assistance of 
the Consular and Diplomatic authorities for the immediate introduction 
of Mixed Court reform. How far that expectation has been fulfilled it 
_ is difficult, at the time of writing, to determine, but it may be confidently 
asserted that the efforts of the Council for 1905 have been directed to 
one end, and to one end only, the purging of the Court of the corrupt « - 
practices for which it is notorious, by the introduction of revised 
procedure and such supervision as is necessary for securing to native 
residents reasonable assistance in the administration of justice. 

The voluminous correspondence which has taken place during the 
year under review falls naturally under the following four sections :— 

1. Revision of the code of Rules for the Court. 
2. Police supervision of punishments, 

“3. Custody of female convicts. 
4, Minor irregularities and abuses. 


REVISION OF THE CODE OF RULES FOR THE COURT. 


Briefly stated, the position of the negotiations in this matter stand 
as in 1902. Unanimity among the Diplomatic Body in Peking having 
been secured, a code revised by that Body was transmitted for the 
approval of the Wai Wu Pu and thence referred to the Nanking Viceroy. , 
Scrutiny of this document has shewn that, even were the proposed new’ 
rules authorised they are likely to effect little or no amelioration of the - 

urrent abuses; but, in deference to the expressed wish of the local 
(eae Body, no further application in the matter has been forwarded 
since July. ;

S1r,—In March last the Council, addressing the Consular Body, drew 

attention to certain urgently required measures of reform in the procedure and 
administration of the, Mixed Court, and was informed by Mr. Goodnow’s reply

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dated the 15th April that a special committee of the Consular Body had 
“been appointed :to make a report on the Court in its relations to foreigners. 


Since that date the Council's attention bas: been drawn to the abuses to which 
the present system of administration in purely Chinese cases exposes native 
residents in the Settlement, and more especially to the fact that the present 
magistrate, Mr. Huang, has allowed the Court to acquire a reputation for 
malpractices and venality so widespread as to attract public attention and‘ 
criticism. “By the rules of the Court, as at present constituted, it is provided that 
where a magistrate is inefficient or notorious, he will be removed from office} 
the present instance the Council is informed that the Chinese authorities 
themselves recently taken the initiative to replace Mr. Huang by an officer more 
careful of the Court’s reputation and the interests of the community. The 
Consular Body will no doubt concur in the Council's opinion that it is unreasonable 
to expect native residents to come forward and testify in person at the Court 
against the abuses; above mentioned, but the general consensus of public opinion 
is sufficent to demonstrate the general disregard of private rights by the present 


‘personnel of the Court, the matter having even been gubject to comment by the 


native Press. In view of these facts the Council desires to express the hope that 


the Consular Body may take action in thisgmatter by applying in the first — 


instance for the removal of the present magistrate and, in the seeond, by » 
renewal of the efforts originally instituted i in 1898 to obtain revision and amend- 
ment of Mixed Court procedure. 

In the Jatter connection I haveethe honour to refer you to the proposals 
which were submitted to the Consular authorities in October 1898, and to 
emphasise the Council's opinion that so long as native litigation is conducted 
under existing conditions the persons and property of Chinese residents cannot be 
protected against injustice, and the general administration of the Foreign 
Settlement must inevitably suffer from this fact.. The Council therefore ventures 
to recommend, as preliminary measures of the highest importance, that the 
following reforms be instituted :— 

(1.) Appointment for a fixed term of a specially selected magistrate of 
Substantive Prefect rank, together with a capable Assistant 
Magistrate ; is 

(2.) Reduction of the runners’ staff to 2 maximum of three ; these men 
to receive adequate salaries and their duties to be clearly defined ; 

(3.) Intraduction of a schedule of fees payable by litigants in civil suits; 
such fees to be regularly accounted for and to be appropriated for 

_the expenses of the Court ; 

(4.) Authority to be given to the Municipal Police to praesent petitions in 
open Court on behalf of any native litigant who may claim to have 
been unable to obtain access to the Court or in whose case j 
has been given and not carried into effect; such cases to be 
after enquiry by the Court, in the presence of a Consular 
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The Council earnestly hopes that the Consular Body may regard this matter 
as one of urgent necessity, and that the suggested reforms may be carried out 
with the assistance of the Ministers representing the Foreign Powers at Peking.

Sir,—I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 
16th February, which has been submitted to the Consular Body and has had 


their careful attention. 


A Committee has been appointed to examine the question, and the three 
Foreign Assessors to the Mixed Court have been asked to give their opinion in 


writing, 


They all agree that Sections 2 and 4 of your suggestions are not acceptable, 
Your proposal made in Section 1 is contrary to the rules accepted by the Consular 
and Diplomatic Bodies and submitted to the Chinese Government in December 
last for their approval. Section 3, introduction of a schedule of fees payable by 
litigants in civil cases, is also disputed as far as its expediency is concerned, 

Besides, Sir Pelham Warren and myself have received information from our 
respective Ministers in Peking to the effect that eleven new rules based upon the 
suggestion made by the Municipal Council some time ago and approved by the 
Consular Body have been placed before the Chinese Government by the 
Diplomatic Body. Our Ministers are of opinion that all efforts should be directed 
to first obtaining sanction to these rules and to their being put into force, before 


any new proposals are made, 


Iam therefore instructed by my colleagues to ask the Municipal Council to 
drop the question of further new rules for the present.

From this communication the Council notes that the four measures proposed me 


in my letter of the 16th February last are not wholly acceptable in themsely F 
and that, inthe opinion of the Consular Body, it will be inexpedient to press for — 
the adoption at the present time of any amendments in the Court's procedur 4 
beyond those to be effected by eleven new rules now under consideration by 
Chinese Government. 

The Council recognises the inadvisability of adopting any course running 
counter! to the wishes and opinions of the Ministers for Great Britain and 
Germany, and is content to await the issue of the present negotiations in the 
confident anticipation that, should the proposed elevensrules be sanctioned and 
put into force, without materially improving the status and morale of the Court, 
the Council will have the support of the Consular and Diplomatic Bodies in a 
further application for revision, At the same time, I have to point out that the 
phrase in your despatch under reply reading “rules based upon the suggestion 
made by the Municipal Council” is to some extent misleading, in that the rules 
in question do not purport to strike at the root of the abuses which it has been 
the Council's aim in the past to redress, that the Council has had no part in their 
framing, and that their text has not been submitted for its comment. 

Were it possible to modify the Court’s procedure in such a manner as to effect _ 
the abolition of the Court's runners entirely, and further to make such arrange- 
ments as would ensure the hearing of all cases, civil and criminal, before a 
Consular Assessor, the Council is of opinion that the Mixed Court of Shanghai, 
instead of being a bye-word for corruption and misrule, might become an object- 
lesson in the administration of justice for the whole of the Chinese Empire,

While yet Chinese law is so ill-defined as to rest chiefly on customs 
and precedents, it is alike improbable and undesirable that any attempt 
should be made to promulgate an exhaustive or complete code; nor is it 
the Council’s aim that this be done. For practical use, and as an 
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_ indieation of the more pressing reforms at the present juncture, the’ 
; following eighteen simple rules have been compiled, with the assistance 

of those best qualified by actual experience to advise, and are published 
herein by the Council in the hope that hereafter. they may form the basis 
of a new authorised code. 


RULES FOR THE M1XED CoURT AT SHANGHAI. 
Administered under the Land Regulations. 


1.—The Magistrate, who will have the rank of sub-prefect, shall reside within 
the Settlement. 


2.—He shall have jurisdiction over all Chinese in the Settlement, irrespective 
of rank, and shall issue warrants for their arrest and summonses for their 
appearance at the Court, on the application of the Municipal Police or otherwise 
in his discretion. 


8.—Applications by foreigners other than the Municipal Police for warrants 
or summonses shall be made through the Assessor concerned. 


4.—All warrants and summonses shall be countersigned by the Senior Consul, 
and, in cases where foreign interests are involved or where the defendant is in 
foreign employ, by the Consul concerned. 


5.—A Consular Assessor shall sit with the Magistrate in all cases except civil 

suits between Chinese and Chinese, provided no case directly or indirectly relating 

to matters affecting the peace, good order, or government of the Settlement shall 
be cotisidered a civil suit. 


* 6.—All persons brought to the Court on warrant or summons shall appear 
_ before the Magistrate and Assessor. Should the case prove to be a civil suit 
‘between Chinese and Chinese only it shall be left for settlement by the Magistrate 
alone. 
7.—Any ay may be ordered to pay the legal costs of any other party 
to the proceedings, and may be required to deposit reasonable security for such 
™” costs. ° 
S $.—Chinese charged with offences punishable by death shall, after a pre- 
a liminary hearing before the Magistrate and an Assessor, be handed over to the 
District Magistrate concerned. 
9,—Should the Magistrate and Assessor disagree the case shall be re-heard by 
the Taotai and the Consul concerned. 
10,—Should either party to a case be dissatisfied with the Court's decision 
application for a new trial can be made to the Taotai and the Consul concerned, 
_ due security being given for the performance of the judgment. 
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11.—One or more Assistant Magistrates will be appointed who will act 
for the Magistrate in his absence, or when pressure of work at the ‘Court: 
demands, 

12.—The administration of punishment, the custody of male prisoners, the 
execution of warrants, and the serving of summonses shall be the duty of the 
Municipal Police. 

13.—The custody of female prisoners shall be the duty of the Magistrate. 

14,—The Municipal Health Officer shall have access to the Municipal and to 
the Court cells with responsibility for their sanitary condition, 

15.—The necessary staff of Chinese translators, writers and servants shall be 
appointed by the Magistrate, who will keep a daily certified record in Chinese of 
all proceedings at the Court, 

16.—A registrar and a sufficient number of foreign assistants shall be 
appointed from the Municipal Police, who will keep a daily certified foreign record 
of all proceedings at the Court, ’ 

17.—Should the Magistrate be inefficient or notorious he will be denounced 
and removed from office, another being appointed in his place. 

18.—Any alteration in, amendment of, or addition to these rules may be made 
from time to time by the Shanghai Taotai for the time being, provided the 
consent and approval of the Consular Body at Shanghai to such alteration, 
amendment or addition shall have been first obtained. 


POLICE SUPERVISION OF PUNISHMENTS. 


The letters in this section tell their own tale, from the date in April 


when, as a result of a more flagrant irregularity than usual, the Council 
found it necessary to station an Indian Policeman in the Court precincts, © 
to prevent the removal of a prisoner on charges which had not received 
even preliminary investigation, to the 30th August, when, under the 
authority of the Consular Body, a complete system of Foreign Police | 
supervision of the administration of punishments was inaugurated. The — 
number of cases of irregular procedure brought to light from that date to 

the end of the year forms a striking confirmatory comment on the course 

which the Consular Body has taken, and it is the opinion of the Watch 
Committee that vigilance on the part of the Cadet and three Sergeants 

now charged with the work of supervision will go far towards correcting 

many of the abuses formerly existing. The weekly report forwarded ‘to 

the Consular Body furnishes a satisfactory means of bringing these 
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irregularities to public notice, and the records which this small staff 
regularly compiles cannot fail to prove of value for the citation of 
precedent, statistically and otherwise. It will be observed in the 
concluding letters that the extension of these records to non-Poliée cases 
is not considered advisable at present.

S1r,—It will be within your recollection that in March of last year the Council 
addressed the Senior Consul in reference to the urgent need of remedial measures 
at the Mixed Court of the Foreign Settlement, and it was then suggested, as a 
matter of the first importance, that prisoners and civil-suit defendants held in 
custody at the Court should be under the supervision of the Municipal Police. I 
have the honour to refer you to the correspondence published at page 84 et seg. of 
last year’s Report and to draw your particular attention to the opinion which the 
Council of that date expressed to the effect that “without Police supervision of 
the Mixed Court prisoners and cells, the local regulations adopted by the Consular 
Body in 1902 can never be effectively enforced.” 

This opinion has received confirmation on more than one occasion,.and the 
assistance of the Consular Body and of the Ministers representing the Powers at 
Peking has been invoked with a view to placing local administration upon a more 
satisfactory footing. In this connection, I have the honour to refer to the fact 
that the necessity for reform of this tribunal is a matter which has engaged the 
constant attention of the community and its representatives since 1898, and I have 
therefore to express the earnest hope of my colleagues of the present Council that 
some steps may be taken to obtain those amendments in procedure and practice 
recognised as desirable by the Consular Body in the past and recommended to 
the favourable attention of the Ministers at Peking. 

The above request is made more particularly because another instance has 
now occurred of the complete disregard shown by the Chinese authorities for the 
procedure established and recognised as necessary for the protection of native 
residents within the Foreign Settlement. In the case in question, a native, who 
had been held in custody for over two years as the result of criminal proceedings 
instituted by a foreign firm, was recently discharged after settlement of the case, 
and the judgment of the Court was formally recorded to the effect that the case 
being thus concluded the prisoner should be released upon security given. The 
security was duly forthcoming, but as the result of instructions issued by the 
Shanghai Taotai subsequent to the judgment of the Court, the latter, in so far as: 
the release of the prisoner was concerned, was not carried out. Representation by 
the British Assessor to the Magistrate failed to produce any result ; and the Council 
understands that eventually a letter was addressed by the Magistrate to the Assessor 
on the 6th instant wherein it was definitely intimated that the prisoner was to be 
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sent out of the Settlement, to be dealt with by the native authorities at Wusieh, 
upon charges which have never formed the subject of any definite summons, 

~ warrant or trial by the Mixed Court, The Council received information yesterday 
to the effect that the Taotai had ordered the immediate removal of the prisoner 
beyond Settlement limits, and instructions were accordingly issued to the . 
Captain-Superintendent that’ the prisoner be placed under Police supervision 
pending reference of the matter to the Consular Body and formal enquiry. 
The Mixed Court cells are therefore at the present moment under Police 
supervision, and the Council hopes that, with a view to more regular 
observance of the established, procedure, this supervision may now and hereafter 
be regarded as permanent, In expressing this hope the Council would observe 
that, apart from the facts of this particular case, it is anomalous and increasingly 
unsatisfactory that the Mixed Court of the Foreign Settlement and its business, 
intimately connected with the well-being of the cammunity in general, should be 
exempt from the Police supervision necessary to its proper administration,

T have to inform you that yesterday a Sikh suddenly came to patrol inside 
the front entrance of this Court, preventing people from coming in and going out. 
On enquiry being made I was surprised to learn that he was sent here by the West: 
Hongkew Police Station, As I have sole charge of the Court from the front door 
inwards, the Police have no right whatever to interfere therewith, and I should 
therefore be entitled to eject the Indian at once without waiting to address 
HM. Consul-General with a request that he should forward a protest to the 
. Police in the matter. Being always anxious, however, to do everything in an 
amicable manner, I have first written to Sir Pelham’ §¥arren on this subject. He 
now replies that I should refer the question to you, and 1 havg therefore to request 
that you will forthwith instruct the Police to recall the Indian in question, so that 

any possible trouble may be avoided, I await the favour of your reply, :

Jn supplementation of that 
dispatch the Council would only suggest that it be , intimated to the Chinese 
authorities that the Taotai’s recent attempted violation of the local regulations 
affords a fitting opportunity for the introduction of Zblice supervision at the Mixed 
Court. The necessity for this measure has been i iently demonstrated ; the right 
to exercise it can scarcely be disputed by themative authorities if reminded of the 
fact that the Magistrate of the Mixed i Sate “deputed to reside within the 
Foreign Settlement” by courtesy of thé“Powers concerned, and that, while 
exercising: jurisdiction over Chinese subjects—necessarily limited by local 
conditions—the executive administration of the Settlement does not, and cannot, bi 
vested in the Chinese authorities, The Magistrate's Court is a mixed tribunal 
for the administration oftiftistice, but its reason for existence as a Mixed Court 
Ceases to exist if the execution of its judgments and the custody of its prisoners are 
matters independent of the foreign community and its representatives,

Translation of letter from the Taotai to the Senior Consul, 
dated 2nd May 1905. 


T have to acknowledge the receipt of your communication of the 29th ultimo, 
on the subject of the Indian now stationed at the Mixed Court,'enclosing copy of a 
letter from the Municipal Council and informing me that the Consular Body'will 
meet to discuss this matter without delay. From a translation of the Council's 
letter I note that it states that the Taotai’s recent attempted violation of the 
Land Regulations affords a good opportunity for the Council to send a policeman 
to watch the Mixed Court, that the Magistrate was deputed to reside in the 
Settlement by courtesy of the Powers concerned, that the Magistrate's powers in 
exercising jurisdiction over Chinese subjects should be limited by the Land 
Regulations ; the executive administration of the Settlement is not in the hands 
of the Chinese authorities, the Court is a mixed tribunal to administer justice and 
it becomes nominal if the execution of judgments and custody of prisoners are 
matters requiring no consultation with foreign officials. In this connection 1 
have to point out that the Land Regulations of the Foreign Settlement north of 
the Yangkingpang clearly stipulate that the Chinese yamén, the Ambassador's 
Hall, and the Temple of Heaven are under the charge of the native officials, and 
excluded from that of the Municipal Council, the Chinese authorities therefore 
have sole contro of the Court precincts, Now the Council in suddenly sending 
a policeman to patrol at the Mixed Court has not only encroached on the Chinese 
officials’ ‘rights but has also insulted China. China is at present on friendly 
terms with the Powers, and the Council are representatives of the foreign 
community ; it is therefore a surprise and unexpected that they should take such 
undesirable action, In short, the main point in this matter is that under the 
existing Treaties and“Regulations the Council has no right to send a constable 
to supervise the Chinese yamén, In reference to this particular point I find 
that the Council has no power to do so, As to the arguments contained in 
the Council’s letter to yourself, they do not concern the principal points of 
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the matter at issue. As to the interpretation of the two words “wei sung” 
(mixed tribunal) it is clearly put down in the Chefoo Convention, a perusal 
thereof will give their‘exact meaning. 


Turning to the present question, since the Council has violated the Treaties 
and the Regulations, it has ignored China’s rights; I am therefore bound 
.to communicate with you and ask that you will forthwith instryet the 
Council to remove the Sikh stationed at the Mixed Court, so as to maintain 
the friendly relations now existing between China and the Powers, I await 
the favour of your reply. .

Str,—I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 
the 5th instant enclosing a copy of the Taotai's communication of the 2nd 
idem in continuation of the subject of the supervision of the Mixed Court 
precincts by the Police. 


In this connection I have the honour to request that you may*be good 
enough to give the Council an official expression of the views of the Consular 
Body in the matter, the argument of which, so far as the facts in the possession 
of the Council are concerned, has now been fully exhausted. 


The statement in the Taotai’s letter last received that the Court is. 
excluded under the Land Regulations from Municipal control is, as the 
Consular Body is aware, quite unfounded, since neither in the present nor 
in any preceding code has there been any such stipulation. The meaning 
of the words quoted by the Taotai from the Chefoo Convention is stated to 
be “combined action in judicial proceedings;” the Council desires no more 
than to be assured, by the testimony of its servants, that no independent and 
thus irregular action is taken by the Magistrate and runners of the Court. _ 
It is a fact, however, that the number of failures to enforce the Magistrate's 
judgments, officially noticed in 1876, together with the practice of arrest and 
detention of prisoners without the legally prescribed formality, show so 
marked a tendency to increase that the Court can no longer, in the interests of 
justice, be left without that combined action for which the words of its 
charter call.

Translation of letter from the Senior Consul to the Taotai, 
vA dated 5th June 1905. 


Ihave the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter, dated 2nd May, 
which I have submitted to the Consular Body. My colleagues have instructed 
me to answer as follows :— 

The Mixed Cotirt established within the International Settlement of Shanghai 
in 1869 is, as its name indicates, not a purely Chinese institution, but a Court 
constituted by Treaty in order to secure combiged action in judicial | proceedings, 
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In the same way as you are representing the Chinese Government in controlling 
the said Court, the Foreign Powers, represented by their Consuls in Shanghai, 
are entitled and obliged to control the actions of the Mixed Court. 

The Consular Body are sorry to state that lately the Magistrate has acted 
so often against the Treaties and the agreements entered into between the 
local authorities and the Consular Rody. I am especially instructed tg draw 
your attention to the case of a native prisoner who was to be released upen 
security given. The security was duly forthcoming but the judgment of 
the Court, in so far as the release of the prisoner was concerned, was not 
carried out. 

The Magistrate intimated that the prisoner was to be sent out of the 
Settlement to be dealt with by the native authorities at Wusieh upon charges 
which have never formed the subject of any definite summons, warrant, or 
trial by the Mixed Court. 


This, of course, is only one instance. The Consular Body therefore 
consider it necessary to exercise a more substantial supervision until they — 


are convinced that the Magistrate will carry out the Treaties and agreements 
not only according to the letter but also to the spirit. 

This more substantial supervision can only be exercised if a policeman, acting 
under the authority of the Consular Body, is stationed within the precincts 
of the Mixed Court. 

I am instructed by my colleagues to inform the Municipal Council of 
their views in the matter and to ask for weekly reports about the observations 
of the Indian policeman. 

Your remark in the above-mentioned despatch of 2nd May, that all 
Chinese yaméns, Ambassador's Hall, the temple Tien Houking and others 
are exempted from the control of the Municipality/and reserved for Chinese 
authority alone, does not apply to the Mixed Court premises. First, because 
they are not a purely Chinese yamén, and, secondly, because the ground 
is foreign owned property and registered as such in H.B.M.’s Consulate-General. 

In conclusion I have much pleasure in conveying to you the Council’s 
assurance that -nothing is further from its wishes or intention than that 
offence be given to the local Chinese officials, and that it is, on the contrary, 
the Council’s uniform policy to take every step, consistent with the maintenance 
of good order, to encourage friendly relations with the constituted native 
authorities and to prevent, so far as is possible, the arising of any 
misunderstanding. 


Summary of letter from the Tavtai to the Senior Consul, 
dated 21st June 1905. ~ 


The Taotai, referring to a report from the Mixed Court Magistrate, complains 
about the action on the part of the Police in Mixed Court cases. 


& 
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For several tens of years the proceedings in the Mixed Court have been 
carried on according to the rules for the Mixed Court laid down by the Tsungli 
Yamén and the Foreign Ministers in Peking. But now the Police endeavour to 
usurp the power of the Mixed Court. 

The Taotai asks, therefore, the Senior Consul to consider the matter and to 
request the Superintendent of the Police to act in conformity with the rules for 
the Mixed Court, ~

S1r,—I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of a translation aid 
copy of a letter from the Taotai dated the 2!st ultimo on the subject of the Mixed 
Court, enclosed in your letter of the 2nd instant. Your letter of the 17th ultimo 
contained a similar despatch from the Mixed Court Magistrate, who has also 
addressed the Council’s Secretary and Captain-Superintendent of Police. These 
communications relate to certain changes in procedure in the administration of 
punishments inflicted by the Court, which have been rendered necessary by the 
action of the Magistrate in failing to carry out sentences which have been given 
with the due concurrence of the Consular Assessors. 

Among the irregularities to which I allude may be cited the following, which 
may in each case be attributed to the obstructiveness of the Magistrate or the 
rapacity of his runners :— 

(a.) Failure to administer blows, 

(%.) Unwarranted detention of prisoners after receipt of blows. 

(c.) Refusal to give sentence in cases properly punishable with imprison- 
ment. 

(d.) The levy of squeezes on prisoners in addition to, or in substitution 
for, the fine or other punishment awarded. 

To counteract these abuses the Council has made certain Police arrangements 
which may be briefly summarised as follows :— 

C1.) Prisoners arrested under warrants or otherwise to remain under 
Police supervision and control from the time of their arrest until the 
completion of their sentence. 

(2) A responsible foreign Police officer in every case to witness and check 
the administration of punishment and to ensure release thereafter. 

(3.) Prisoners sentenced to blows to be taken from the Court after their 
ease is concluded and brought back to receive the blows at the time 
fixed by the Magistrate. 

(4.) Female prisoners to be detained in the new Female Ward until the 
time fixed for their cases to be heard, and, should the Magistrate 
refuse to hear the case, to be returned to the Female Ward as if on 
remand. .

These details of procedure constitute, so far as the Council is aware, 
no breach of the Court’s Rules and are logically in keeping with the well- 
established system under which the custody of Chinese convicts is in the hands of 
the Police. , 

In the grandiloquent and vague references on the part of the Taotai and 
Magistrate to “ Rules laid down by the Tsungli Yamén and the Foreign Ministers 
in Peking” (which have no existence) and to other rules as to Police procedure 
(when the only code in existence, that provisionally declared in force by 
H.B.M, Minister in 1869, has no reference thereto whatsoever), the Consular Body 
will observe inconsistencies and mis-statements similar to those which have 
characterised other recent despatches of the present occupants of these posts. The 
Council rests assured therefore that the Consular Body will endorse and approve 
the arrangements above noted, which have been made with no other object but 
to ensure that the sentences properly pronounced by the Court are properly 


executed.

DeAR Srr,—I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
dated the 4th instant, which had the Consular Body's careful consideration. 

I have been instructed to express our most serious regret that the Council 
thought it advisable to make certain Police arrangements in the procedure at the 
Mixed Court which exceed the power and authority of the Council as well as that 
of the Superintendent of the Police. 

By your action the Consular Body is placed in a very awkward position. 
Instead of suggesting the measures to the Taotai and threatening their execution, 
if necessary, without his consent, we have now to defend proceedings which the 
‘Council was not entitled to adopt. 

There is no doubt that the treaties do not recognise the Council as a 
controlling authority over the Mixed Court. If there is any such control 
it rests with the Taotai and the Consular Body, as explained to you in my 
letter of the 5th June and its enclosure—tetter to the Taotai of the same 
date. Only reluctantly we have sanctioned your stationing of policeman, 
within the precinéts of the Mixed Court and have taken the responsibility 
upon ourselves, but the Consular Body is not prepared to continue this practice. 
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We have shown by our action that we are willing to support the Council 
in its endeayours to place the Mixed Court of Shanghai on a proper basis, 
but we also hope that you will facilitate matters by acting within your 
competence. 

In our letter of Ist instant we expressed our opinion that it will be 
inexpedient to press for the adoption at the present time of any amendments in 
the procedure of the Court beyond those to be effected by eleven new rules now 
under consideration by the Chinese Government, and you informed the Consular 
Body on the 4th instant that you acquiesce in this decision. Notwithstanding 
you introduce new rules at the Mixed Court without asking anybody, and modestly 


call them Police arrangements.

Translation of letter from the Senior Consul to the Taotai, 
dated the 13th July 1905. 


I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your dispatch dated 
21st June, which I have submitted to my colleagues. 

I have received instruction to draw your attention again to my letter of 
bth June. I have stated there that the Magistrate of the Mixed Court has 
lately acted too often against the Treaties and the agreements entered into between 
the local authorities and the Consular Body. I have further stated that we 
consider it necessary to exercise a more substantial supervision until we are 
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convinced that the Treaties and agreements will be carried out, not only according 
to the letter but also to the spirit. 

We have been informed since that the Magistrate in many cases has failed to 
carry out sentences which were given with the due concurrence of the Consular 
Assessors. 

Among the irregularities the following may be cited :— 


(a.) Failure to administer blows. 

(6) Unwarranted detention of prisoners after receipt of blows. 

(c.) Refusal ;to give sentence in cases properly punished with imprison- 
ment, 

(d.) The levy of squeezes on prisoners in addition to, or in substitution 
for, the fine or other punishment awarded. 

To counteract these abuses, which are in our opinion most detrimental 
to the administration of justice within the International Settlement, the 
Consular Body suggest the following arrangements, which we hope will have your 
approval :— 


yO) Prisoners arrested under warrants or otherwise to remain under the 
control of the magistrate and a representative of the Consular 
Body from the time of their arrest until the completion of their 
sentence. 

(2.) A responsible representative of the Consular Body together with 
a representative of the magistrate in every case to witness and 
check the administration of punishment and to ensure release 
thereafter. 

(3.) Prisoners sentenced to blows to be taken from the Court after their 
case is concluded and brought back to receive the blows at the 
time fixed by the magistrate. 

(4.) Female prisoners to be detained in the new female ward until the 
time fixed for their cases to be heard, and should the magistrate 
refuse to hear the case to be returned to the female ward as if on 
remand. 


The proposed arrangements constitute no breach of the Rules of the Court, 
they have no other object but to ensure that the sentences properly pronounced 
by the Court shall be properly executed. 

We are convinced that you have the same interest in this object and will 
approve of ee arrangements.

Sir,—I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your two letters, 
dated the 18th and 18th instant, on the subject of the Mixed Court. 
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The earlier of these despatches contains an expression of the regret of the 
Consular Body that the Police arrangements, enumerated in my letter of the: 
4th idem, were not formally communicated to the Chinese authorities through the 
medium, and with the sanction, of yourself and your colleagues, before they were: 
actually put into force. In reply I have the honour to state that the action of 
which you complain was taken from time to time to meet exceptional circumstances 
arising from the obstructive attitude of the late Magistrate and of the Taotai, 
whose irregular proceedings were such as to constitute in many cases a defiance of 
those decisions of the Court to which the concurrence of the Consular Assessor 
had been given. f 

T have already summarised these irregularities for your consideration, and the 
Council again desires me to point out that the new Police procedure constitutes 
no breach of the Court’s rules, as at present modified by local agreements which 
have been brought into force through the instrumentality of the Consular Body 
during the thirty-five years of the Court’s establishment. 

Your second despatch, wherein is communicated the Consular Body’s reply to. 
the Taotai’s letter on this subject, clearly demonstrates to the Council the fact that 
you have determined to continue the policy of insistence, by which along the 
Chinese officials can be induced to place the Court on a sounder basis, and I have 
the honour to express in this connection the Council's full appreciation of your 
endeavours, 

In conclusion, I would state-that it has been the Council's sole aim so to 
organise, direct and control the Municipal Police Force, established for the better 
order and good government of the Settlement under Article IX of the Land 
Regulations, as to facilitate the efficient working of the Court and to bring 
about the best results in the interests of the community.

S1m,—In continuation of my letter of the 24th July, on the subject of the 
Police arrangements for the Mixed Court, which were communicated by the 
onsular Body to the Taotai on the 13th of that month, J have the honour to 
inform you that until Thursday last, the 17th instant, the Police experienced 
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no difficulty in giving effect to the various instructions issued as a result of the 
understanding which had been arrived at by the Consular Body and the Council. 

Among the matters which were arranged was one relating to the release of 
prisoners after receipt of blows, to ensure which orders had been issued that 
they should return to the Police Station responsible for their arrest, where 
those sentenced also to imprisonment were drafted into the cells, and those whose 
punishment was complete were set at liberty. 

a On the-dates mentioned sbove, however, the American Consular Assessor 
took the unusual course of issuing instructions in a contrary sense, with the 
result that a disagreement occurred between himself and the Police Inspector 
on duty. On the second occasion the Council directed that his wishes be complied 
with, since it was clearly prejudicial to the authority of ‘the Court that an 
unseemly argument between the foreign officials should take place in the presence 
of the Magistrate and his runners. 

Under these circumstances I have the honour to request that you may be 
good enough to bring the matter again to the notice of the Consular Body, and 
that the ruling which has met with the concurrence of the British and German 
Assessors may be made generally applicable. 

The importance of showing a united front by foreign authorities generally 
cannot be too strongly emphasised at the present juncture, when the local 
Chinese officials are apparently losing no opportunity of placing obstacles in the 
way of genuine progress and reform; and the Council desires respectfully to 
submit that withdrawal from the position taken up in this case, in itself of no 
great moment, cannot fail to strengthen the hands of the Taotai in other and 
more urgent questions in which his obstructive attitude is being felt.

With the authority of the Consular Body a foreign member of the Municipal 
Police Force shall in future take the place of the Indian stationed at the Court, 
in accordance with my letter of the 5th June, who shall control the execution 
of sentences given with the due concurrence of the Consular Assessors, witness 
the administration of punishment, and ensure release thereafter. ‘ 

If any irregularities occur, the assistance of the Assessor who participated 
in the judgment has to be asked for at once, 

For the information of the Consular Body it will be desirable to send 
weekly reports of the policeman to the Senior Consul. 

We are convinced that by such control, if exercised carefully, the intentions 
of the Council will be carried’ out. : 

In his reply to my letter dated the 13th July, the Taotai asks me to give 
him details of particular occasions where the Magistrate acted against the 
treaties and the agreements enteréd into between the local authorities and 
the Consular Body. The Consular Body is of opinion that no good purpose 
will be served by recalling the misdeeds of the late Magistrate since the 
irregularities appear to have ceased under the regimen of his successor, but x; 
shall be obliged if you will furnish me with a report of any such instances 
coming under your notice in the future.

In order to carry out the wishes of the Consular Body, and so that the 
weekly report may be compiled with regularity and precision, the Council 
proposes to appoint a Police Cadet who will remain on duty during all criminal 
sittings of the Court and duly record the details of each case. It is proposed, 
with the Consular Body's approval, that the report shall include a summary of 
the prisoners detained in the Court cells, bambooed, cangued, and released during 
the week, and the number remaining at the close. . 
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The general register of cases which the Cadet will compile would be 
rendered more complete, and more valuable as a record of the Court's proceedings 
for purposes of reference and precedent, if it were also to include civil suits, 
not properly speaking matters for Police intervention, and I have therefore the 
honour to suggest for the approval of the Consular Body that, in the public 

‘interest, the Cadet be permitted to attend civil suits for this purpose, and that 
‘the judgments therein be entered in the permanent register, which all foreign 
Consular Assessors would be desired to sign as a correct official record of the cage.

The Report for 1904 dealing with this subject under the heading 
“ Women Convicts ” concludes with the Council’s letter to the Senior 
Consul of the 13th January 1905, in which attention was drawn to the 
continued refusal of the Mixed Court Magistrate to concur in the 
adoption of the newly-erected female ward at the Gaol as a place for the 
incarceration of female convicts. These obstructive tacties on the part

year, and their point of view is contained in the letters to the Senior 
Consul which ensue.

I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 15th May, 
which I have submitted to the Consular Body. 

J have been instructed to draw your attention to the fact, that some time ago 
you were asked to inspect the Municipal Gaol and especially the department for 
female prisoners, together with myself, in order to see in what perfect condition 
the cells are and how the prisoners are looked after in every possible way 
according to the present ideas of humanity. 

I further asked you recently to take me round and inspect with me the prison 
of the Mixed Court, especially that for female convicts. 

You declined in both instances and referred me to a report which you have 
ordered to be made by the Mixed Court Magistrate, which is not yet fortheoming, 
you also tell us that you have issued instructions to reform and enlarge the prison 
immediately, 

This is sufficient evidence that the present state of the prison is not up-to- 
date and does not meet the requirements, At the same time the cells of 
the Municipal Gaol for females are empty because you refuse to give permission 
to use them. 

The Consular Body are of opinion that, if the cases of kidnapping are delayed 
in the Mixed Court it is only and solely your fault, especially if you take into’ 
consideration that all the expenses for the prison are borne by the Municipality.

‘permission provisionally to send the female prisoners to the Municipal Gaol until 
the Mixed Court prison will be reformed and enlarged according to the 
‘requirements of civilisation,

Translation of letter from the Taotai to the Senior Consul, 
dated 10th June 1905, 


The Taotai writes in reply to the letter of the 6th instant, that according to 
all the treaties a Chinese offender is under the jurisdiction of China. Ifa Chinese 
commits an offence in the Settlement, he is to be tried and detained in custody 
by the Magistrate of the Mixed Court according to Article 1 of the rules for the 
Mixed Court at Shanghai. , 

The Mixed Court has existed in Shanghai for several tens of years; but . 
neither is there any mention in the treaties, nor is there any precedent to show 
that a female convict has ever been sent to the Municipal Gaol. 

T have been in Shanghai for four years as Taotai and have always endeavoured 
in my intercourse with the foreign Consuls to act in an amicable manner. I can- 
not understand how you, as Senior Consul, influenced by the Municipal Council, 
can address to me a request which is not in conformity with the treaties. 

In consequence of the successive enlargements of the Settlement the number 
of the cases which have to be tried in the Mixed Court has increased, And 
accordingly the gaols for male and female prisoners, which in former times were 
regarded as large enough, have proved to be too small, I have therefore given 
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instructions to the Mixed Court Magistrate to repair and cleanse the Mixed Court's 
gaols and to choose a place on the Mixed Court’s premises fot erecting new 
buildings. 

Mr. Twyman, the British Assessor, has inspected the places and declared 
them as fit for use. Thereupon I have set apart a sum of money for the 
construction of the new buildings and have thus done my duty. ; 

Female convicts have to be tried as soon as they have been taken, and 
immediately after the trial they are to he dealt with according to the sentence. 

If there have occurred delays in producing female convicts because I do not. 
agree with their being sent to the Municipal gaol, and if consequently cases 
accumulate, the fault lies not with me but with the Foreign Assessor. According 
to Chinese law offenders who have committed a crime are sent to prison ; those 
who have only committed a trivial offence are kept in custody. 

Never has there been equal treatment in all the cases without regard for the 
severity of the case. 

Your request that I should agree with the female convicts for the present 
being sent to the Municipal Gaol is not in accordance with the treaties, and I am 
therefore not in a position to comply with it. 


Translation of the Senior Consul’s reply dated 21st June 1905. 


I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter dated 10th of this 
month, which I have submitted to the Consular Body. 5 

I have received instructions to reply to you as follows :— 

You forget to mention that male prisoners in all Chinese cases of the Mixed 
Court have been taken to the Municipal Gaol since its creation, In this way 
thousands and thousands of Chinese have undergone their punishment up to the 
present date, and the average number of convicts detained there is 450 per day. 

Female prisoners have not been taken to the Municipal prison so far because 
no accommodation for women was in existence up to a short time ago. But the 
Municipality have granted a large amount of money and erected a special gaol for 
women. 

There is no difference in principle between male and female prisoners, and it 
is not comprehensible why, if you agree that male prisoners to the number of 
four hundred and fifty are kept regularly in the Municipal Gaol, you should object 
to a few female prisoners being sent to the same establishment. 

It is evident by your conduct in this matter, as well as in many others, that 
your principle is obstruction to any progress in the interest of humanity. 

There appears to be no chance of coming to an understanding with you. 

I have therefore received instructions from my colleagues to proceed to 
Nanking and to negotiate with H.E. the Viceroy in this and some other matters. 
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‘For @ time the Police continued to take female prisoners awaiting _ 


trial'to the Gaol, and, with the concurrence of the British and German 
Assessors, women sentenced to imprisonment were similarly treated, the 
Magistrate continuing to protest at the course which was adopted. In 
this action he received the support of. the American Assessor, with the 
result that it became necessary to issue instructions that female cases 
should be presented to the Court only on the days when the British 
and German Assessors were sitting, pending settlement of this further 
complication. 

Affairs at the Court being in this state, the result, as fully described 
in the report of the Captain-Superintendent of Police preceding, was not 
unexpected, and the unseemly incident of the 8th December, with the 
rioting which followed ten days later, have given rise to questions of far 
greater importance than the mere details of procedure of which they were 
the outcome. 

The following letters are included herein for record, though replies 
in some instances have not, at the time of writing, been received.

Sm,—I have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of 
yesterday, conveying to the Council an intimation that the Consular Body has 
received assurance that the defendant in the kidnapping case is innocent, and 
requesting therefore that she be released at once from custody, 

As a result of a special meeting held to discuss the matter on Thursday, the 
Council decided to give effect to your request, and the woman in question was 
accordingly set at liberty. The Council took for granted that your letter was

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intended to apply to the several persons implicated in the case, whose arrest was 
sanctioned under the same warrant a& that referring to the woman Li, and 
therefore released them all, 

While thus giving effect to the decision of the Consular ely, which 
it is understood is taken under instructions from Peking, the Council desires 
to place on record the following observations and facts in connection with this 
case :— : 

It is observed with regret that the substance of your communication of 
yesterday appears to-day in practically identical form, though unofficial and 
without authority, in the local Press, 1t will be within your recollection that the 
Consular Body formally ‘requested on a certain occasion that matters of this 
Kind should not be communicated to the Press except upon their conclusion, 

The Council notes that the Consular Body is informed that the defendant in 
this case is irinocent of the charge brought against her, but no mention is made 
of any evidence to justify this conclusion, On the other hand, it is to be 
observed that this case was brought in a proper and regular manner before the 
Mixed Court, that a warrant in proper form was issued and that the prima facie 
evidence produced by the Police was sufficient for the Court to remand the 
prisoners for further enquiry. It is also to be observed that the Council had 
subsequently made arrangements,.in view of the possible innocence of the 
defendants, to release them on security, but that, owing to the confirmation of this 
arrangement by the Court not being forthcoming, the prisoners were necessarily 
detained in custody. 

It is not the Council’s intention to discuss the original evidence or the 
reasons for the arrest in this case, since the prisoners have been released, but 
the Council desires to point out that, the case being properly before the Court 
and formally remanded, the only regular manner of dealing with the matter 
in conformity with legality and the Consular Body's established procedure 
was to bring the matter again before the Court, when, if the Police evidence 
was insufficient for a conviction, the defendants would have been duly 
discharged. 

The Council is not a judicial body, and, fulfilling its executive functions, has 
no alternative but to carry out the irregular procedure prescribed in this case, 
regarding the authorities from whom it emanated in this instance as a special 
Court of Appeal, but the responsibility for this decision and for its consequences 
cannot rest with the Council. 

The reasons for which the Consular Body originally decided that female 
prisoners should be placed in the new women’s ward have been fully recorded in 
the past, but the Council would take this opportunity of again drawing attention 

, to the facts published in last year's Annual Report, as to the condition of the célls 
in which women were formerly detained at the Mixed Court, and to that of the 
14th October recently submitted to yourself. 
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The Consular Body's decisiom) to introduce necessary reforms in the manage- 
ment of the women’s ward, a decision based on civilised usage and fully 
justified by local conditions, was conveyed to the Chinese authorities in 
the Senior Consul's despatch of the 10th June; if this decision is now to be 
reversed it is to be hoped that at least arrangements will be made with 
the Chinese authorities for suitable supervision of the native gaol’s administration. 

Similarly, in carrying out the instructions of the British Assessor and 
insisting upon the detention of the female defendants in the custody of the 
Municipal Police, the latter were acting strictly within their doties and in 
accordance with the recorded instructions of the Consylar Body. It cannot be 
too clearly stated that from the inception of this matter the Council has proceeded 
in agreement with the Consular Body, nor can the action of the Police in carrying 
ont the instructions of the Assessor be called in question, The objects of the 
Consular Body and of the Council have been to promote the best interests of the 
native community and to remedy the more flagrant of those abuses which have 
made the Mixed Court notorious in the past, and by publicity, and the additional 
security afforded by the presence of Assessors, to prevent their continuance, 

The native community has frequently recognised that the policy thus urged 
on the native authorities by the Conaular Body and the Municipal Council has 
been dictated solely in the interests of good government and the more humane 
treatment of prisoners, Therefore, in the negotiations now pending between the 
Consular Body and the Chinese authorities in regard to future administration, it 
appears essential that in the vehemence of popular agitation the past history of the 
Court should not be overlooked, and that the recurrence of such abuses be prevented, 

In conclusion, the Council would suggest that the present moment is par- 
ticularly opportune for the Ministers representing the Treaty Powers at Peking to 
arrange with the Chinese Government a code of Regulations and revised constitu- 
tion of the Mixed Court of this Settlement based on the agreements and procedure 
which long experience has proved to be necessary, so that misunderstanding and 
friction may in future be avoided. This request may the more reasonably be made 
inasmuch as it has been put forward by the Consular Body and the Council at 
various times since 1876, but more particularly during the past ten years, with 
no result whatever. 

With a view to placing the situation clearly before the public, the Council 
will now publish this correspondence officially, a course which doubtless meets 
with your approval,

§1n,—I have the honour to place on record the results of which I informed 
you verbally yesterday, of an interview that took place between H.E. the Taotai 
and myself, assisted by Mr. Platt, a member of the Watch Committee, yesterday 
afternoon, in reference to the Mixed Court affair and the restoration of law and 
order in the Settlement. 

In the first instance, Mr. Platt and myself called upon the Taotai with a view 
to suggesting the best means of restoring order, but he was not at home. In his 
absence we saw Mr, Kingvand several other leading Chinese. Mr. Ferguson, who 
was present, suggested that the best means of attaining the desired end would be 
to effect the arrest of a certain number of disorderly characters, and all present 
agreed that this should be done. It was decided, upon the Taotai's return to his 
yamén, we should be asked to come and discuss matters. We then left to await 
the Taotai’s return, A little later Mr. Ferguson came to the Country Club and 
told us that the Taotai had returned, and shortly afterwards we went with him 
to see His Excellency. In the first instance we arranged to provide a Police 
guard of about 40 men to accompany the two Mixed Court Magistrates and their 
Tunners, who together would arrest such disorderly characters as might be met 
with and whose arrest was in their opinion desirable, The Taotai of his own 
initiative then proceeded to discuss the possibility of arriving at an understanding 
in regard to the Mixed Court affair, and it was mutually agreed that the result 
of that discussion would subsequently be placed before the Consular Body. 

The first point raised was in reference to the female prisoners, It was agreed 
that, after the Mixed Court was re-opened, these prisoners should be sent to the 
Mixed Court prison, which the Magistrate declared to be in a fit state for their 
accommodation ; it was further agreed that the Mixed Court prison would be 
periodically inspected by the Health Officer. 

The Taotai then brought up the question of Mr. Twyman’s removal, but we 
declined to discuss it, and further pointed out that it was useless to press for such 
a condition, as the point was one which could only be settled by the British and 
Chinese Governments. The Taotai then agreed to waive this point, but suggested 
that on the first day of opening the Court some other than the British Assessor 
should sit, We agreed to lay this suggestion before Sir Pelham Warren. 

He then passed on to the question of replacing Inspector Gibson by another 
officer, maintaining at great length that Tnspector Gibson had acted improperly, 
He wished to insert in the proclamation regarding the settlement of the Mixed 
Court matter, which he proposed issuing, that the Inspector had been replaced. 
We declined to admit that Inspector Gibson had acted improperly, A long 
discussion took place, and it was eventually agreed that the Council would 
institute a searching enquiry into the conduct of the Police on the occasion in 
question, and ifthe result were unfavourable to the Police they would be 
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punished. The Taotai accepted this compromise and said he would open the 
Mixed Court on the following morning if these terms were confirmed by the 
Consular Body. 

‘With a view to terminating the present deadlock and to the immediate 
re-opening of the Mixed Court, I have the honour, on behalf of the Council, to 
suggest that the Consular Body may endorse the arrangements above recorded 
and request the Taotai to give effect to his formal acceptance of the same,

S1n,—I have the honour to submit for the consideration of the Consular Body 
the fact that no definite information has yet been received by the Council in 
regard to any modification of procedure for the custody of female prisoners, which 
therefore, officially speaking, remains as laid down in the Consular Body's 
despatch to the Taotai of 2lst June last. The Captain-Superintendent of Police 
now requests definite instructions in the matter. It will be within your recollec- 
tion that in the conditions agreed to by Yuan Taotai for settlement of the 
Mixed Court dispute, conditions which were communicated to you in my letter of 
the 20th ultimo, it was arranged that female prisoners should for the future be 
held in custody at the Mixed Court cells, provided always that these cells should 
be pronounced suitable for the purpose and be periodically inspected by the 
Municipal Health Officer. In the absence of an official statement on the point by 
the Consular Body, the Council is unable to issue definite instructions to the 
Captain-Superintendent of Police, and the matter remains therefore one in regard 
to which further difficulties may at any moment arise. The arrangement above 
referred to, which the Shanghai Taotai definitely accepted, appears to the Council 
the minimum necessary to secure maintenance of the principles laid down in the 
Land Regulations for the good government of the Foreign Settlement, and I haye 
therefore the honour to suggest that it be definitely adopted by the Consular 
Body and that your ‘decision may be forwarded, for the guidance of the Council, 
as soon as possible.

considerable injury was done to Municipal and other property by the mob. No 
detailed statement of the damages has yet been compiled, but the Council trusts 
that in negotiating the final settlement of this matter with the Chinese authorities, 
an intimation may be conveyed them that a formal claim for compensation will 
be submitted to them for payment in due course, This course the Consular 
Body will no doubt approve and support, following equitably and reasonably upon 
the intimations addressed to H.E. the Taotai in the first instance that he would 
be held responsible for the consequences of any outbreak that might follow upon 


the unrestrained actions of local agitators.

at between the Chairman of the Council and the Shanghai Taotai, it has been 
decided to hold a formal enquiry into the alleged misconduct of the Police at 
the Mixed Court on the 8th instant. The Council desires that this enquiry 
should take place at the earliest possible date in order that, if any indiscretion 
or error has been committed by a member or members of the Municipal 
Police Force, the matter may be dealt with at once.

Tam authorised to make the following observations in reply to your letter. 
You are doubtless aware that H.E. Viceroy Chon has already communicated with 
the Senior Consul and the British Consul-General and has proposed to appoint two 
deputies and requested the Consular Body to appoint also two deputies to hold a 
joint investigation, To this offer H.E. has not as yet received any reply. baad 


The question which you offer to submit to the Judge of the British Court is 
only one of the questions now at issue, and is, by itself, comparatively a minor 
detail, A decision on the point you raise would stil) leave all the most serious 
matters untouched, 


With reference to submitting a matter of this sort to the Judge of the British 
Court, we have to say that while we personally would accept with complete 
confidence a decision of the Judge, we could not consent to accept such an offer 
without first obtaining the permission to do so from the Higher Authorities, as the 
matter might be considered to be one affecting the sovereign rights of China.

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We take this opportunity of saying that in our opinion the two most serious 
questions to be decided as regards the Mixed Court are as follows :— 


(1.) Had the Municipal Council or the-Consular Body the legal right to 
station a Municipal Policeman in the Mixed Court on the 9th 
April 1905 and daily afterwards? 

(2.) “Had the Municipal Council or the Consular Body the legal right to give, 
or to sanction the giving of, instructions to the Municipal Police’ 
toremove Chinese female prisoners to the Municipal Gaol contrary to 
the will of the Mixed Court Magistrate ? 


Our contention is that both these acts were illegal and wrong and that they 
caused the riot which occurred on the 18th December last. 


We also say that the responsibility for the riot and the damages resulting 
therefrom rests entirely upon the Municipal Council, 


We shall be obliged by your informing us whether you propose to publish this 
correspondence, as, in the event of your not doing so, we shall send it to the 
Papers.

Sim,—I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 8th 
instant, wherein you inform the Council that the Chinese authorities are unwilling 
_ to take part in the proposed enquiry, to be held before the Judge of H.M. Supreme 
Court, into the alleged misconduct of the Municipal police at the Mixed Court on 
the 18th of December. The Council concurs in the view that this matter is in 
itself a minor detail of the general questions at issue in regard to the general 
administration of the Court; at the same time it is to be observed that the 
Council’s proposal to institute this investigation was formally accepted by Yuan 
Taotai at the meeting with the Council's representatives which took place on the 
19th ult., whereof a report has been forwarded to the Consular Body. 


Having reference to the other matters referred to in your letter under reply, 
Tam directed to point out that these do not properly form the subject of discussion 
between the Council and the Mixed Court. Nevertheless, and noting that: your 
letter is written under authority, the Council is forwarding a copy thereof to the 
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Consular Body together with a dispatch dealing fully with the general administra- 

tive questions therein raised ; these documents will be duly published forthwith.

Srr,—I have the honour to forward, for the information of the Consular 
Body, copy of a letter addressed {to the Council by the Mixed Court Magistrate 
on the Sth instant, together with reply thereto of to-day’s date. 

Having reference to the questions raised by the Magistrate, the Council 
desires to make the following observations :— 

That the action taken by the Consular Body and the Municipal Council 
in instituting Police supervision at the Mixed Court, so far from being 
illegal and wrong, has been shown to.be essentially necessary in the interests 
of good government. By virtue of the Land Regulations and the peculiar 
status of the Foreign Settlement, wherein the sovereign rights of Chinese 
are admittedly modified, the maintenance of law and order within Municipal 
limits is vested in the properly constituted judicial and executive authorities 
of the Settlement, and from this it follows clearly that the supervision of 
the Mixed Court by the properly authorised representatives of these authorities 
is in accordance with the Land Regulations, and therefore entirely legal. 

The fact that this Police supervision has only been recently introduced 
is admitted, but the right to exercise it has undoubtedly always existed, and 
the necessity for its introduction has for many years past grown with the 
increasing importance of the interests affected by the Court's administration. 


It is unnecessary for the Council to refer to the abuses which have made the ~ 


Court a bye-word in the past, inasmuch as the Consular Body in the dispatches 
published last year gave good and sufficient reasons for the measure of Police 
supervision then decided upon. It is, however, to be observed that since this 
supervision was established its necessity has been fully demonstrated on more 
than one occasion, Within the past few days the Council has been compelled 
to draw the attention of the Consular Body to two serious cases, in one of which 
the Chinese authorities have permitted a dangerous criminal to be at large 
after his arrest by the Municipal Police and his transfer from the Mixed Court 
to the City authorities ; in the other, the Magistrate has administered 50 blows 
to a girl plaintiff detained in the Court cells in a so-called “ civil” case, despite 
his official announcement that blows have been abolished by Imperial Edict. 


i 
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As regards the custody of female prisoners, the Council would again draw 
attention to the fact, stated officially by the Senior Consul in his letter to 
the Taotai of the 2Ist June last, that in criminal procedure there can be no 
distinction between male and female, and that the custody of all convicted 
prisoners is essentially a part of that Police administration which, by virtue 
of the Land Regulations, is vested in the Municipal Council. With a view to 
conciliating Chinése sensibilities on a matter which, administratively speaking, 
is of comparatively small importance (and notwithstanding that the women’s 
ward at the Gaol was originally built at the suggestion of the Mixed Court 
Magistrate), the Diplomatic and the Consular authorities have sanctioned 
a modification of the constituted Police authority in this respect, by 
consenting to the custody of female prisoners in propertly constructed. cells 
at the Mixed Court; but itis safe to say that such a concession would never 
have been made unless that Court were recognised asa public institution under 
supervision of the Foreign authorities therein concerned. 

The Mixed Court Magistrate’s letter raises, in effect, the wide issue of 
the Settlement’s administration and the right of the Ratepayers’ representatives 
to maintain law and order therein, If, as would appear from several recent 
acts of the Mixed Court, the validity and scope of the Land Regulations 
in regard to local taxation and administration are contested, i¢ would appear 
advisable that the claims advanced by the Chinese authorities be brought 
to a definite issue and specifically stated for settlement by the Powers 
concerned ; for any continuance of the present policy of obstruction and 
friction can only be most prejudicial to the interests of the community, 
Foreign and Chinese. 

Without referring further, however, to a state of affairs sufficiently notorious, 
the Council would observe that the maintenance of order in this Settlement has 
been definitely placed in the hands of the Municipal Council, aud that the 
administration of the Mixed Court is a° matter so intimately affecting the whole 
fabric of local government that the Chinese authorities’ claim to exempt the 
Court from Police supervision is obviously inadmissable.

Srr,—In reply to your unofficial note of yesterday’s date, in which you 
request, for the information of the Consular Body, a reply to your despatch 
of the 26th ultimo on the subject of the Police at the Mixed Court, I have 
the honour to state that the Council’s action in this matter was fully 
explained to you in conversation at our meeting of the 27th December. 
Understanding from your note of yesterday that you desire to place the matter 
on more formal basis, I have now the honour to state that the Consular 
Body's suggestion that the Council should use discretion in the choice of 
the members of the Rolice to be sent to the Mixed Court at its reopening, 
received the full and careful consideration of the Council at its meeting of the 
27th December. 

The Consular Body is aware that on the 19th December a meeting took 
place between representatives of the Municipal Council and the Shanghai 
Taotai, at which the Mixed Court affair was discussed and an agreement arrived 
at; this was duly communicated to you for confirmation by the Consular Body 
ou the following day in a despatch which remains unacknowledged, 

At this meeting the Taotai raised the question of the conduct of the 
Municipal Police and asked for the removal of Inspector Gibson, It was 
obviously impossible to punish an officer without trial, especially in a matter 
where the Chinese personnel of the Court were the aggressors, but the Council 
agree to institute in due course a searching enquiry into the alleged 
misconduct of the Police. In the meanwhile it was decided, with a view 
to minimising possible friction pending the results of this enquiry, to relieve 
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Inspector Gibson of attendance at the Court, It subsequently transpired that 
the Taotai had named this officer in error; Inspector Aiers was the Officer 
to whom exception was taken, An intimation to this effect was acted 
upon by the Council, and no other request was put forward by the Shanghai 
Taotai. 

The Council is without definite information as to the precise meaning 
of the Consular Body’s suggestion as stated in your letters of the 22nd and 
26th December. If by the “use of discretion” it was meant that the 
Council should, by changing the Police staff at the Court, condemn its 
servants without a hearing and practically admit that the Chinese were 
blameless in regard to the fracas which took place on the 8th December, 
consideration for the rights and dignity of the Foreign Community must 
have precluded acceptance of such a suggestion. So long as the Chinese 
personnel and staff of the Court remains unpunished, and the evidence in 
regard to alleged Police misconduct untested, the Council considers that the 
wisest discretion lies in assuming that the executive officers of the foreign 
community have not exceeded their duty. Furthermore, the Council holds 
that measures of concession and conciliation adopted in the face of obstruction 
and intimidation, such as haye recently marked the policy of the Chinese 
authorities, are calculated to produce the worst possible results,

MINOR IRREGULARITIES AND ABUSES. 


During the summer certain buildings were erected within the Court 
precincts, for which the usual Building Permit was not applied for or 
issued, and the Senior Consul, to whom official representations were 


made, forwarded the following letter from the Magistrate for the Council’s 
information. 
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13th September 1905. 

Srr,—I received personal instructions from the Taotai to hurry forward the 
‘work of completing a female gaol in the Mixed Court. 

At the time the work had already been commenced under my predecessor. 
My attention has now been drawn to the fact that the plans of all buildings 
within the limits of the Foreign Settlement haye to be approved by the Municipal 
Engineer, and that the foundations of this are not according to the regulations, 
and I have now to express regret for that,

In accordance with the arrangements contained in the Senior 
Consul’s letter of the 30th August, numerous minor irregularities have 
been brought to the notice of the Assessors concerned, with satisfactory 
results in some instances. Two such cases occurring in connection with 
the December riots were cited for the information of the Consular 
Body during the course of the negotiations for the settlement of the 
incident.

S1n,—I have the honour to bring to the attention of the Consular Body the 

* following facts and to request that a strong protest be addressed ‘to the Chinese 
authorities in the matter, 

In connection with the recent disturbances in the Foreign Settlement, the 
Mixed Court Magistrate, on the 25th instant, issued instructions and warrants 
for the arrest of certain well-known rowdies and bad characters ; arnongst these 
was aman of the name of Soo Ah Ju. In reference to this individual, a report 
has now been received from the Captain-Superintendent of Police, stating that 
‘he is a criminal well known to the Police, against whom there are many previous 
convictions and charges. For many years he was the head of a gang of ruflians 
who terrorised the districts surrounding Shanghai, but in 1900 he was arrested 

* by the Municipal Police and charged at the Mixed Court. The following isa 
list of the charges brought against him on that occasion :— 


(1.) Being connected with others in cutting and wounding three men with 
knives in the Sungkiang Road and thereby causing the death of 
one of the men named Sun Nee Sung on the 25th May 1899. 
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(2.) Being concerned with others in shooting and wounding one Foh 
Sun Sun with intent to kill in the North Soochow Road on the . 
20th June 1900. 
(3.) Gouging out the eyes of one Yang Sue Sun thereby causing his 
death in a teashop in the French Concession on the 5th August 1899. 
. (4) Shooting at and wounding with intent to kill one Sung Hai Tsong 
at Woosung on the 14th September 1599, 


His case being an extremely serious one, he was ordered by the Court to be 
sent to the City Magistrate, and as it was feared that an attempt at rescue 
would be made, he was escorted to the Magistrate's Yamén by the Municjpal 
Police. It is a part of the unsatisfactory nature of Chinese criminal procedure, 
and a matter seriously affecting the good order of this Settlement, that under 
such circumstances no definite information is afforded to or by the Mixed Court 
as to the nature of the sentence imposed on such criminals, From the fact, 
however, that in the present case Soo Ah Ju is at liberty and has lately been 
renewing his criminal practices in the Settlement in a manner sufficient to justify 
the issue of a new warrant by the Mixed Court Magistrate, the Council can 
only conclude that the City authorities either failed in their duty or that their 
subordinates connived at the escape of this dangerous criminal, The Council 
has no doubt that many similar instances might be cited, and considers that 
the present case is one in which the Consular Body may properly insist upon 
satisfactory investigation and explanation of the facts and demand the 
establishment of. regular procedure for the conviction and custody of such

Srtr,—tIn handing you this week’s return of the proceedings at the Mixed 
Court, I have the honour to draw your attention to the case under the heading 
“Miscellaneous.” You will observe that although blows have been abolished 
at the Court by Imperial Edict, and the fact officially intimated by the Mixed 
Court Magistrate as a reason for the removal of police supervision, the 
proceedings at the Court continue to afford the fullest justification for the 
Council's contention that the supervision of this institution by the judicial and 
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executive authorities of the Foreign Settlement is essential to the maintenance 
of law, order and good government. Taken in connection with the case 
officially brought to the Consular Body’s notice on the 30th ultimo, in which 
the Chinese authorities were shown to have permitted the escape of a dangerous 
criminal, handed over to the City Magistrate from the Mixed Court, the 
Council has no doubt that the Consular Body will recognise the increased 
necessity for firm treatment of the Mixed Court question in the interests of 
the community.

Extract from the Miwed Court Report for the week 
ending 6th January 1906. 


Miscelianeous,—On the 18th ultimo two girls named “Faung Zen Teung” 
and “Iaung Pau Tsung” ran away from a brothel in the Ning Tsing Loong 
alleyway off Chekiang Road, and, going to the Mixed Court, were taken by 
one of the runners to a private interview with the Magistrate. They told him 
that they had run away because the brothel mistress had beaten them, and they 
asked him to send them to the Sinza Refuge; instead of which he ordered them 
to be kept in the Mixed Court cells. 

On the 2nd instant, the brothel keeper “Yen Ng Sze” was informed that 
the two girls were in Court, and the same evening she appeared in the Native 
Court and petitioned the Magistrate saying that she had never beaten the girls, 
and that they had stolen from her several valuable articles of jewellery and 
then run away, P 

The girl named Faung Pau Tsung, 10 years of age, was then called and 
questioned, by the Magistrate about the theft, but she denied all knowledge of 
it. The Magistrate said he did not believe her and if she did not speak he 
would beat her. ‘he runners then produced a stick and a leather shoe sole 
used for giving the blows on the mouth and threw them on the ground in front 
of the girl.y This having no effect, Mr. Kuan told the runners to beat her, so 
one of them took the child by the shoulders and another, who had a stick, 
caught hold of her right hand, preparing to strike her; the Magistrate was 
shouting, and behaving in a most excited manner, while the girl was shrieking 
with terror, No blow: were given although the girl still denied the theft. 
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Faung Zen Tsung’ was then called ; she said she could not have stolen these 
things, as the complainant Yen Ng Sze had the key of the drawer; she was 
beaten by her and ran away with the child Faung Pau Tsung to a Chinese club 
to ask a coolie wheré the Mixed Court was; she had told the Magistrate she 
wanted to leave the brothel and go to the Sinza Refuge. The Magistrate said 
what he wanted to know about was the theft; if she would not tell him about 
it, he would beat her, She had nothing to say, so he told ‘the runners to give 
her 50 blows on the mouth. This was done and the two girls were locked up 


in the Mixed Court cells, the, Magistrate saying they would have to tell him * 
about the case.

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GAMELING BEYOND SETTLEMENT 
LIMITS. 


The measures instituted to suppress public gambling and disorder 
at the Alhambra Hotel were resumed in July at the request of five of the 
residents in the Siccawei Road, whose application to H.M. Consulate, 
with Sir Pelham Warren’s reply, follows -— 


Shanghai, 19th June 1905. 

Sir,—We the undersigned British Subjects, resident on the Siccawei Road, 
beg to bring to your notice the serious annoyance which the disorderly conduct of 
the frequenters of the so-called hotel “ The Alhambra ” causes us. 

In addition to a Brass Band which plays, with short intervals, between the 
hours of 5 p.m. and 2 a.m., it frequently occurs that the night is made hideous by 
the drunken screams of the “Guests” both male and female. Apart from any 
question of the immoral influence such a place exerts, we would suggest that 
such conduct is a “nuisance” within the legal meaning of the word. We 
therefore request that you be good enough to lay this matter before the Consular * 
Body, and request them to take the necessary steps to have the nuisance 
abated. 

The change of proprietorship of this “hotel” is so frequent, we might say 
almost kaleidoscopic, that it would seem that only action by the Consular Body 
can have any permanent effect.

‘the Spanish Consular Court precluded this course, and the Council was 
informed in reply to the customary application that the prosecutor would 
be the Spanish Crown,

S1r,—I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 29th 
ultimo, addressed to the Captain-Superintendent of Police, in reference to an 
application for a summons against F. Gordon, an alleged citizen of the Argentine 
Republic, as leasee of the “ Alhambra.” 

The application in question was couched in terms similar to those adopted in 
the case of the “Shanghai Municipal Council versus M. Schwartz,” your judgment 
wherein was courteously communicated to the Council on the l4th September 
last, and, inasmuch as the charge against F. Gordon is in the main similar to the 
former charge against M, Schwartz, the Council assumed that the proceedings in 
the Spanish Consular Court would be similar in form, 

Since, however, you have decided that the prosecutor in the proceedings to 
be heard on the 8th instant will be the Spanish Crown, I am directed to say 
that any assistance or evidence which it is in the power of the Police to bring 
will be freely placed at your disposal, and a list of such witnesses as are willing. 
to give evidence, in addition to the Police, will be forwarded for your information

_ The case was conducted on the 8th August and dismissed, the 
proprietor was ordered to avoid disturbing the neighbours, and the 
12 o'clock closing rule (the one satisfactory feature of the earlier 
judgment) was extended to 2 a.m. with further latitude under Consular 
sanction. 

Under these circumstances no course remained but to bring the 
matter to the attention of the Spanish Minister in Peking.

Your ExcenLency,—I have the honour to refer for your attention the 
verdict given at the Spanish Consulate, Shanghai, on the 9th instant, and to 
express the hope that, when the circumstances of the long-continued legal 
proceedings are laid before you, such action may be taken as is constitutionally 
possible for its reversion. 

Your Excellency will realise the reluctance with which I find myself 
compelled to adopt this course, and it but remains for me to state that the Council 
takes its present action in the assurance that no effort has been spared to 
ensure that the facts submitted to the Consulate should be treated in a 
manner befitting their gravity, and, in so doing, feels that it has the support of 
local public opinion, 

T enclose herein for your Excellency’s perusal the following documents :—~ 

1.) Extract from the Annual Municipal Report for last year, containing 
an account of the proceedings against the Alhambra Hotel, in 
the American, Spanish, Italian and German Consular Courts 
during 1904, 

(2.) Copies of correspondence relating to the proceedings in the Spanish 
Consular Court on the 8th instant, 

(3.) Extracts from the “ North-China Daily News” containing an account 
of those proceedings, 

Perusal of these papers will show the leading facts of the case, and it only 
remains for me to summarise for Your Excellency’s consideration the Council's 
reasons for contesting the Consular decision, 

1.) The support of the Spanish Consulate has continuously been given to 
the existence of a notorious and ill-regulated house of public 
entertainment. 

(2) The Spanish Consulate has refused to accede to the reasonable 
petition of the neighbours of the hotel that it be conducted 
with due regard to decency and decorum. 

(8.) The Spanish Consulate has prejudiced the position of the Council 
for the Foreign Community of Shanghai by wilfully misinterpreting 
its proper Police actions into an alleged assumption of jurisdiction, 
to the detriment of the interests of the foreign residents beyond 
Settlement limits. 

{4.) In spite of the unanimous agreement between the members of the 
Consular Body, to prevent public gambling and minimise the 
conditions under which disorderly persons are attracted to 
Shanghai, and notwithstanding the special assurance given to 
me in November last by Mr. del Castillo in the presence of his 
colleagues of America, Germany and Great Britain, that he would 
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suppress public gambling in establishments claiming Spanish 
protection, public gambling, under the guise of a so-called club, has. 
since that date been one of the chief attractions of the Alhambra 
Hotel. . 

(5.) Owing to the procedure in vogue in the Spanish Consular Court 
the Police have been prevented from submitting the evidence 
as to indecency and disorder which had been accumulated for 
the purpose, 

(6.) Whereas in December last the public nuisance was terminated, 
the building being then liable to German jurisdiction, the 
Spanish Consulate has permitted a citizen of the Argentine 
Republic to reopen the hotel with its former mismanagement 
unabated. 

In conclusion I have the honour to express the Council's hope that 
you may be willing to investigate the circumstances of this deplorable 
incident, and to take such steps in the matter as you may consider 


expedient.

§1m,—I had the honour yesterday to receive your lettler of 29th August 
Jast, together with the enclosed documents relating to the “ Alhambra”” 
question. 

At the same time I received a letter from the Spanish Consul at Shanghai 
informing me of the agreement arrived at by the Consular Body, according 
to which (1) the “Alhambra” shall be definitely closed on 15th September, 
and (2) the International Municipal Council shall to this effect take the police 
measures which may be deemed necessary. 

The affair is therefore closed, and I have no further measures to take ; only I 
think it necessary to state that Mr. del Castillo informs me that the second 
floor of the establishment was rented by an International Club, which has 
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nothing to do whatever with the Spanish Consulate and that, consequently, he is 
not responsible for what happens there, 


Ihave no doubt, since you confirm the fact, and since other persons, who I 
suppose are respectable, have assured it, that in the “ Alhambra,” as in every 
establishment of this kind, there have been from time to time some scandalous 
scenes, and if I had been warned in time, I would have given the strictest 
orders to the Spanish Consul, either to stop these or to close the establishment, 
and it is therefore that, as I do not desire to renounce the right of Spanish 
jurisdiction in China in favour of the Consular Body at Shanghai or of the 
Municipal Council, I reserve myself the right to authorise the Spanish Consul 
to grant permission for the opening of a café or music-hall to persons under 
his jurisdiction who may apply for such permission, provided such establishments 
are carried on within the limits of strictest decency. For me this is a 
question of principle.

Noting that Mr. Garcia has addressed to you a request that the Police be 
informed that the new Club must be considered as a private residence, I have the 
honour to ask that a copy of the rules and regulations of this Club may be 
forwarded for the Council's information, It is notorious that the premises in 
question are still being used for gambling purposes, and there can be but little 
doubt that the alleged private club is established with a view to evading the 
orders of your Court and to the continuance of gambling of a quasi private, 
but actually public, character.

Settlement to take the necessary measures for ensuring peace and good order in 
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the International Settlement and on the roads constructed by the Municipal 
Council outside the Settlement, provided such measures are approved by the 
Consular Body ; 

For the reasons aforesaid the Consular Body of Shanghai unanimously 
resolve :— 

(i) That the Alhambra be closed from the 15th of September next ; 

(2) That the Municipal Council of the International Settlement be 
authorised to take the necessary measures to enforce the above 
resolution.

Having reference to the destruction of the s.s. “ Hsieh-ho” off 
Weihaiwei by an explosive mine on the 30th September, the Council 
addressed a letter to the Senior Consul on the subject, with a view to 
making representations in the proper quarter for clearing the seas of 
this source of danger.

S1m,—There is reason to believe that the track of steamers between Shanghai 
and the northern ports is studded with explosive mines, and it is the Council’s 
opinion that much might be done towards their (clearance if representations were 
made in the proper quarter. 

The recent disaster which overtook the steamship “ Hsieh-ho” on the 30th ult., 
involving considerable loss of life, is a matter which cannot sufficiently be 
deplored, and I have the honour to suggest, for the consideration of the Consular 
Body, the advisability of making representations to ‘the Chinese Government in 
Peking with a view to the riddance from the seas of this dangerous outcome of the 
war, ° 

It has been suggested that if pecuniary rewards were offered to the fishermen 
on the coast who located and were instrumental in conveying information as 
to the position of floating mines to certain specified ports, arrangements might be 
made between the Chinese and Foreign Governments to hold vessels of war in 
readiness to proceed to the spot indicated with a view to their destruction, If 
the rewards were sufficiently large, the fishermen would doubtless combine and 
arrange that one of their number would stand by the mine until assistance 
arrived,

The Council considers it possible that in using the word “jurisdiction” the 
Spanish Consul is not accurately informed as to the precise meaning of the term, 
since the Municipal Police have never claimed or attempted to exercise any 


jurisdiction whatsoever. 
On the other hand it is clear that Mr. del Castillo desired in some way to 


_ differentiate between the procedure within and beyond Settlement limits, and, 


admitting that the boundary does affect the authority of the Police in some 
measure, the Council desires to point out that for very many years there has been 
continuous Police surveillance of outside districts, exercised under the Land 
Regulations, with the full approval of the Consular authorities, and at the request 
of the large number of residents living in these districts, 

Thave therefore the honour to request that you may be good enough to lay 
the matter before the Consular Body with a view to the prevention of misunder- 
standings in the future.

The immunity of the Settlement from the exactions of the lekin 
collectorate rests in reality rather on Police vigilance than on the paper 
promises of officials. ‘“ First catch your runner” and some satisfaction 
may result, but failure to catch him means that neither remonstrance 
nor threat will avail against the inert resistance of the neighbouring local 
magistrates, Such is the lesson taught by many weary years’ struggle 
with this form of native obstruction. ‘ 

Once only during the year has the notice of the Council been 
drawn to a case of incursion on the part of lekin runners, and the Mixed 
Court Magistrate’s report on the incident, called for in connection 
therewith, may still be presumed to be in process of compilation or held 
by the Taotai until further pressure is brought to bear,

S1m,—I have the honour to inform you that on the 12th June last a runner 
from the lekin station on the Hongkew Creek entered the Settlement and 
demanded lekin from a native wine merchant on 220 jars of wine upon which the 
correct tax is alleged to have been paid in Soochow, The facts of the case as 
known to the Police were immediately laid before the Mixed Court and a warrant 
obtained for the arrest of the offender. 

Since that date, however, in spite of the reiterated requests of the Police, no 
serious effort has been made to carry the warrant into effect ; it is stated that the 
man falls under the jurisdiction of the Paoshan Magistrate, and the Magistrate 
of the Mixed Court appears content with a statement by the former that the 
runner has been dismissed. This dismissal, the bona fides of which is open to 
some doubt, was made with full knowledge of the fact that a warrant had been 
issued, 

On a former occasion, that is to say in March 1903, the Police effected the 
arrest of a runner under precisely similar circumstances, with the result that a 
yery heavy fine was imposed by the Mixed Court; and there is no doubt that, were 
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the Magistrate in earnest in this instance, the present case could be handled inan 
equally satisfactory manner, 

I have therefore the honour to stegunat that the Consular Body, in the 
Knowledge of the importance of preserving the Foreign Settlement immune from 
depredations of this character, may make such representations to the Taotai in 
the matter as will ensure the production of the man at the Mixed Court and the

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CHINESE PROCLAMATIONS. 


The article under this heading in the Report for 1903 discussed a 
difference of opinion between the Consular Body and the Council of that 
date as to the advisability of posting a proclamation directed against 
the organisers of public meetings held for the denunciation of Wang 
Chih-chun, Governor of Kwangsi. From the despatches there 
reproduced, it appears that while the Council asserted the right of 
foreign supervision over native proclamations in the Settlement, and their 
cancellation if shown to be prejudicial to good administration, the 
Consular Body, fearing the results of a refusal, expressed the opinion 
that there was no reason why the proclamation in question should not be 
posted. The case in point was settled by the withdrawal of the procla- 
mation by the Taotai; and the incident closed leaving the question of 
principle in statu quo. 

As in the case of lekin runners and of irregular proceedings in 
respect to warrants and arrests, so in respect to these proclamations, it 
is to the Police alone that the community must look for protection 
against the persistent attempts of the Chinese authorities te ignore the 
conditions under which the Settlement exists. 

In April a proclamation on the subject of five-cash pieces was 
observed by the Police in various parts of the Settlement, and as many 
copies as were discovered were removed. The Council’s protest at 
the fact that the customary procedure had not been complied with in 
this instance was communicated to the Mixed Court Magistrate without 


result.

S1z,—I have the honour to refer to a proclamation of the Mixed Court 
Magistrate, dated the 27th ultimo, on the subject of an issue of five-cash pieces to 
be accepted and circulated in parity with the current copper coinage. This 
proclamation bears the stamp of your office, dated the following day, and has been 
found posted in and about the cash shops of the Settlement, 
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In this connection I have the honour to allude to the procedure which has 
been in force for the past fifty years with the approval of the Consular Body, and 
under which, to quote the words of your predecessor “all Chinese proclamations, 
after having been signed by the Senior Consul, shall be handed to the Council, to 
be posted either by their Police or by the Chinese if accompanied by a member 
of the Police Force.” 

This procedure has not been followed in the present instance, and the 
Council’s attention has only been drawn to the matter by the fact that the Police 
have removed and brought in so many of the proclamations as have been detected, 
on the grounds that they have been posted without authority, 

The Council desires that you may be good enough to communicate with the 
Chinese authorities in this matter, and to ask that these and all similar 
proclamations shall be forwarded through the customary channels, or that steps 
may otherwise be taken to prevent similar breaches of the understanding of 
1876. 

The proclamation under notice relates wholly to a new issue of provincial 
copper coins, and the Council, while admitting that the matter is, strictly 
speaking, a national and not a municipal question, ventures to suggest to the 
Consular Body that the issue referred to appears to be contrary to the undertaking 
given in the British, American and Japanese treaties in respect to uniform 


national coinage.

. §1n,—I have the honour to bring to your notice the issue of two proclama- 
tions by ex-magistrate Tu of the Mixed Court, dated the 29th ultimo, and bearing 
the stamp of the Senior Consulate of the 3rd instant, on the subject of an 
establishment for the slaughtering of pigs. These proclamations state that the 
institution has been erected under the authority of the Municipal Council, and 
proceed to notify the local pork dealers that they must use this slaughter-house 
for the killing and curing of their pigs. 

An application was submitted to the Council by Messrs. Bodemeyer & Co, in 
January last for the issue of a proclamation of this character, intended to afford 
them special facilities and privileges, and notices were published at the same time 
in the native papers to the effect that the establishment was under the special 
protection of the native authorities. A prolonged correspondence ensued, 
apparently without permanent effect, though the foreign element in the scheme 
has disappeared. The Council consistently refused to lend any assistance to a 
project, which interfered with the rights of ordinary native dealers and sought to 
coerce them into making use of this particular slaughtering establishment. 

The Consular Body will recognise that the issue of a proclamation, bearing the 
seal of the Mixed Court and with the stamp of the Senior Consulate and of the 
Council, will afford the establishment in question an unwarranted semblance of 
official authority and will have the effect of disorganising the legitimate business 
of a large number of native pig-slaughterers throughout the Settlement. 

The Council considers it probable that, when the proclamation was presented 
to receive the stamp of the Senior Consulate, the circumstances of the case were not 
explained, and that you were not aware that an endeavour was being made to 
establish a monopoly for the benefit of certain private individuals. Under the 
circumstances, therefore, I have the honour to suggest that you should consent to 
the cancellation of the document, duly notifying the magistrate of your reasons 
for so doing.

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HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT. 


The past year has been the healthiest on record. 

There can be no doubt that preventive medicine is the medicine of 
the future and that it is fitting to apply its principles to Shanghai, 
jnasmuch as China is a country of the futare, with an enormous latent 
potential, A demand for translations of sanitary literature has arisen, 
which has been met by translating this report during the past two 
years, recently adding sheets giving simple rules for the prevention 
of disease. It is proposed to undertake the translation of standard 
works on sanitation and to identify a sanitary press with the work 
of the Municipal Health Department. Although the main object of 
the Health Office is to safeguard the health of the foreign resident, the 
higher altruistic object, which is above that of nationality, is the essential 
and practical one; for where foreigners and natives are so closely 
associated, sanitary measures benefiting the one benefit the other. 

Tuberculosis is rampant in Shanghai and is its greatest sanitary 
scourge. Had every consumptive the knowledge that what he coughs up 
from his diseased lung contains the germ of the disease and were he given 
the means, which are quite simple, to effectually disinfect the spit, one 
might see the end of the disease. Knowing the Chinese desire for 
charitable institutions, a sanitorium for Consumptives may be suggested 
with a possibility of its being carried out by a committee of public- 
spirited Chinese residents. If a few of the innumerable cases of 
Tuberculosis in the Settlement could be treated at such an institution, 
they themselves would be relieved, their families would be benefited by 
removal of a source of infection, while the sanitorium routine, having 
-for its object the prevention of the spread of infection by disinfection of 
the spit, should prove a means of sanitary education which would 
ultimately tend to reduce the number of deaths from Tuberculosis. 

Regarding the Chinese population, the high requirements of 
sanitation cannot be met without skilled medical attendance in place of 
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the present quackery. The detection of individual cases of infectious 
disease must of necessity be in the hands of the family physician, and 
without his intelligent co-operation the work of limiting infectious 
disease by public measures would be almost impossible. The primary 
need is a school of medicine run by the Chinese for the Chinese, the 
teachers Chinese with degrees in Medicine from the best schools 
of Europe or America. The results obtained by schools where 
the teaching is done by foreigners in China are very disappointing. 
Ts. 100,000 a year would send some fifty picked men to the best schools 
of Europe and America, and would produce within ten years an adequate 
teaching staff for a local medical school to which would be attached a 
general hospital for the Chinese. An endowment of this kind might 
be furnished partly by the Council and partly by a committee of 
Chinese residents by voluntary subscription, the administration of the 
fund being in the hands of the Council and the native committee 
conjointly. 

The Municipal Laboratory continues to be the centre of work of the 
Health Department, but as administrative work increases so is the time 
that should be devoted to research lessened. The appointment of a 
research assistant would be a good investment for the community. 

By the introduction of a new system of collection of house 
refuse, namely by native barrows, not only are there indications of a 
distinct sanitary improvement through prevention of dumping of 
garbage on the streets and alleys, but a saving of some Tis. 35,000 
annually will result. Further particulars will be found elsewhere in this 
report. 

Another work, which resulted in a saving to the community at a 
rate of Tls. 45,000 a year, was the exploiting of a Municipal Butchery 
as a means of curbing the extortionate demands of the butchers and 
cattle dealers, and the officials behind them, when an attempt was made to 
unreasonably increase the price of butchers’ meat. An account of these 
interesting manceuyres will be found under the heading of Meat Supply. 

The ward for cases of mental disease is being built on a piece of 
land immediately to the north of the Nursing Home. It will probably 
be completed before the end of next year and should form a useful 
addition to the Municipal Hospital system. 
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A public Swimming Bath will be erected next year on the Recreation 
Ground near the Rifle Butts. 

Although much has been done by careful sanitary inspection of 
dairies, it may be noted that local milk cannot be considered fit for 
consumption without sterilisation, Sterilisation can be most easily done 
by thoroughly boiling the milk, A lower temperature than boiling 
suffices to render milk safe and does not cause the boiled flavour, but 
the process requires careful supervision. As the boiling of milk at 
home is a process involving personal supervision it is frequently 
imperfectly carried out. It becomes necessary therefore to consider 
whether it would be worth while ensuring the purity of milk by 
means of a Municipal Sterilising Station to which the milk would be 
brought in bulk by the dairymen, tested, sterilised, bottled and sealed, 
and handed back to the dairymen for distribution to their customers. 

A melancholy feature of the year under record is the result of a 
special meeting of Ratepayers whereat a matter of great importance to 
the community, namely, the addition of certain Public Health Bye-laws 
to the charter of Local Government, was again shelved from want of 
interest. 

Regarding the influence of public criticism on Municipal sanitary 
work, errors of omission and commission being announced without excess 
of charity, it may be noted that efficiency in detail of obvious measures 
tends to be improved thereby but that it causes a stagnation of true 
effort. Popular sympathy with sanitary work is much to be desired. 
Requests for sanitary inspection and help in sanitary matters should be 
more frequent. The public should look upon the Health Officer and 
Sanitary Inspectors more in the light of sanitary advisers, easy of access 
and always ready to attend to their wants, rather than a sort of policemen 
on the look-out for some sanitary crime,

The following Public Health Notices, for foreigners and Chinese 
respectively, have been published during the year. 


PUBLIC HEALTH NOTICE FOR FOREIGNERS. 


‘The following measures are recommended for the purpose of preventing those 
diseases which by means of individual careful living and by public sanitation are 
preventable, such as Typhoid Fever, Cholera, Dysentery, Diarrhoea and other 
bowel disorders, Small-pox, Scarlet Fever, Diphtheria, Tuberculosis, Plague 
and Malaria. 


Sanitary Inspection of houses will be carried out free of charge by the 
Health Department on application to the Health Officer. 

Nuisances dangerous to health should be reported to the Health 
Officer. 

Disinfection of premises after Infectious Disease will be carried out by 
the Health Department free of charge on application to the Health 
Officer. 

Isolation of cases of dangerous infectious disease is provided at the 
Municipal Hospital, Range Road. The fee for the wards is Tis. 2 a 
day and for private rooms Tls. 6 aday, Free beds are available for 


poor people, 
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® Individual Measures 


Kitchen supervision should be thorough because the preventable diseases 
specially prevalent in Shanghai are mostly caused by infected food. 
Every house should if possible have a separate larder (place for 
storing uncooked food), kitchen, and serving-room. ‘The serving- 
room should contain the Berkefeld filter, ice-chest, table utensils, 
washing sink, boiled milk, drinks, bread, butter, fruit and other 
cooked or prepared foods, Cooking or boiling destroys infection. 

Vegetables, and fruit grown near the ground, are specially liable to be 
infected with the germs of Typhoid fever, Cholera, Dysentery and 
other bowel diseases, and should before cooking be strictly kept out 
of the serving-room and from contact with cooked or prepared food, 

Milh should be thoroughly boiled immediately it is received and placed 
in the serving-room, 

Water for drinking purposes should either be boiled or filtered through 
a Berkefeld filter. 

Mosquitoes and Flies carry disease, hence fly-covers should be used over 
cooked food. As mosquito bites may carry Malaria, the mosquito net 
should not be neglected, especially up country. A small quantity of 
paraffin oil thrown into stagnant water will prevent the development 
of mosquitoes; but no stagnant water should be allowed to 
collect. 

Refuse should not be allowed to accumulate, and a proper easily-lifted 
galvanised iron receptacle should be provided. Nightsoil buckets 
should be kept securely closed, including those in the servants’ 
latrines. Proper receptacles for these purposes may be obtained 
at the Health Office. 

Yards and Drains can be best disinfected by keeping them in a good 
state of repair and flushing freely with water. 

Vaccination should be repeated every three years, 
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PUBLIC HEALTH NOTICE FOR CHINESE, 
{Translation.} 


The following measures are recommended for the purpose of preventing those 
diseases which, by means of indiyidual careful living and by public sanitation, 
are preventable, such as Small-pox, Cholera, Diarrhoea, Diphtheria, Scarlet-fever, 
Measles, Consumption, Plague and Malaria, 


Public Measures. 


Sanitary Inspection of houses will be carried out free of charge by the 
Health Department on application to the Health Officer, 1 Honan 
Road. 


Nuisances dangerous to health should be reported to the Health Officer. 


Isolation of cases of dangerous infectious disease is provided for at the 
Municipal Hospital, Range Road, Vhe wards are free, but for private 
rooms # small charge is made, : 


Disinfection of premises after infectious disease will be carried out free 
of charge on application to the Health Officer. 


Individual Measures. 


Food should be thoroughly cooked. No cooked food should be kept 
overnight from June lst to October 31st, 


Vegetables, and fruit grown near the ground, being liable to infection with 
Cholera and other diseases of the guts, should be separated from the 
rest of the food before cooking, Cooking destroys the infective 
material. 


Water should not be drunk unless it has been boiled. Aerated waters 
and such cold drinks are often dangerous to health, Tea is the best 
drink for both hot and cold weather, 


Mosquitoes and Flies carry disease, hence fly-covers should be used over 
cooked food, As mosquito bites carry Malaria the mosquito net 
should be used, especially up country, Paraffin oil will prevent the 
development of mosquitoes in stagnant water, but no stagnant water 
should be allowed if possible. 


Refuse should not be allowed to accumulate, and proper, easily lifted, 
galvanised iron receptacles should be used. Nightsoil buckets 
should be kept securely closed. Proper receptacles for these 
purposes can be obtained at the Health Office, 1 Honan Road. 


Yards and Drains should be kept in a good state of repair and freely 
flushed with water, 


Spitting, except down a drain or into a fire, is a very dirty habit, and 
when the person who spits has consumption it is very dangerous to 
other persons by spreading the disease. 


Vaccination should be applied to everyone, The Chinese way of vaccina- 
ting with a scab of Small-pox protects the individual but causes the 
disease to spread among those not vaccinated. Those wishing to be 
vaccinated can be vaccinated at the Municipal Health Office, 
1 Honan Road, free of chatge.

Population. 


The Foreign Population of the Settlement North of the Yang-king- 
pang, including the outside roads and Pootung, at the Census taken on 
the 14th October 1905, was 11,497, and consisted of 5,728 men, 3,270 
women and 2,499 children. The foreign shipping population, which 
numbered 2,510, is not included. The Census of the foreign population 
taken at each quinquennial period since 1870 shows the following 
expansion : 1,666, 1,678, 2,197, 3,673, 3,821, 4,684, 6,774, 11,497. 

The Native Population on the 14th October 1905 was 452,716, and 
consisted of 212,517 men, 118,432 women and 121,767 children. The 
Census of the Chinese population taken at each quinquennial period since 
1870 shows roughly the following expansion : 75,000, 96,000, 108,000, 
126,000, 168,000, 241,000, 845,000, 452,000. 


Deaths. 

Death-rate among the Resident Foreign Population —During the 
year 1905 the total corrected number of deaths registered among 
foreigners, including non-Chinese Asiatics, was 241; of this number 129 
occurred among the resident population. 

Six months spent continuously in Shanghai is taken to constitute 
residence as in former reports. As the non-resident population is a 
variable and indeterminate factor, the deaths in this category are 
eliminated in the calculation of the death-rate. The death-rate per 
thousand per annum, therefore, calculated from 129 deaths occurring 
amongst the resident foreign population of 11,497, is 11:2, as against 
129 in 1904, The deaths of 33 children (persons under 15) have been 
registefed, as against 40 last year; of the deaths among adults 64 were 
men and 32 women; of children 24 were boys and 9 girls. The mean 
age at death among the adult resident population was 43-4, 

The year has been the most healthy on record. 
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Small-pox, the most obviously preventable of all diseases, still kills 
in that section of the foreign community which neglects vaccination. 

There has been no recrudescence of Cholera, 

Typhoid fever shows a decrease on last year’s figures. 

The reduction in the mortality from Diphtheria may be accounted for 
by the early and more general treatment by Antitoxin, which is now 
produced in the Laboratory of the Municipality. 

Scarlet fever, which killed so many in 1902, appears likely to linger 
among the community. 

Tuberculosis heads the list of fatal diseases both among foreigners, 
and natives and calls attention to the overcrowding which is so apparent 
in the Settlement. 

Alcohol has been responsible for the death of seven foreigners during 
the year. -« . 

Lobar Pneumonia, which four years ago assumed almost epidemic 
proportions, caused four deaths. 

Dysentery and Malaria continue of mild type. 

Plague has been kept at bay. : 

There were six suicides among foreign residents during the year. 

The zymotic death-rate was but 2°0, as against 2-9 and 3-2 of the 
two previous years and 2-49 of the large towns in England. 

Among the non-resident population the chief causes of death were 
Small-pox, Typhoid fever, Tuberculosis and Drowning. 

Death-rate among the Native Population —6,1483 deaths amongst 
the Chinese have been reported, compared with 10,801 and 7,380 in the 
two previous years. 

The death-rate per thousand per annum is 14:2, as against 19:2 
last year. There were 246 deaths from Small-pox and 1,414 from 
Tuberculosis, as against 759 and 1,827 respectively last year. OF the 
eaths 3,946 were male and 2,497 female, The deaths of 2,091 children 
(persons under 15) have been registered ; of these, 1,159 were boys and 
932 girls.

Notification. 


In the absence of legal obligation to notify, a contract has been made 
‘between the Municipal Council and the qualified medical practitioners 
of Shanghai requiring notification of Infectious Disease for the 
facilitation of preventive measures in consideration of the use of the 
resources of the Public Health Laboratory for the purposes of 
bacteriological diagnosis and of the payment of a fee of one tael for each 
case. The notifiable diseases are Small-pox, Cholera, Typhoid fever, 
Typhus fever, Diphtheria, Scarlet fever, Tuberculosis, Plague, Anthrax, 
Glanders, Leprosy and Hydrophobia. Tis. 269 was paid for 
notification fees, as against Tls. 317 and 286 in the two previous 


‘years. 
The new system of notification, so far as it goes, has worked well, 


and the best thanks of the community are due to the doctors for their 
co-operation. 

During the year 121 Bills of Health for ships and cargoes were 
issued, as against 95 in the previous year. 


Isolation. 


Isolation for cases of Infectious Disease is provided at the Municipal 
Hospital, Range Road. There is a separate hospital for Chinese cases. 

Admission to either hospital is voluntary and the institutions are 
for the benefit not only of the patients admitted but of the community 
generally. Every endeavour is being made to make the hospital as 
comfortable as possible and the surroundings pleasant, while the fees are 
arranged so that in no case may the question of payment of fees prevent 
anyone from coming into the hospital. The fees for admission to the 
foreign hospital are Tls. 6 a day for private rooms and Tis. 2 a day 
for wards wherein free beds are available for poor people. Wherever 
possible the patients or their friends arrange for medical attendance. 
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The fees for admission to the Chinese hospital are Tls. 1 to 4 a day for 
private rooms while the wards are free. In the Chinese hospital 
patients may be attended by their own native doctors if they so desire. 

Ambulances are provided for the conveyance of patients suffering 
from infectious disease to the Municipal Hospitals. The charge for the 
use of the horse ambulance is $3, but comfortable hand ambulances are 
available free of charge. Other vehicles used for conveyance of cases 
of infectious disease to the hospital are detained at the hospital until 
disinfected. 

It would possibly be an advantage were cases of Typhoid fever 
sent to the Municipal Hospital rather than to the Nursing Home and 
General Hospital as these latter institutions are, when Typhoid fever 
is prevalent, filled with cases of that disease to the exclusion of cases 
of general medical and surgical disease. Were it decided to deal 
thus with cases of Typhoid fever it would be advisable to complete the 
west pavilion of the Hospital together with an additional small wing for 
such miscellaneous cases of infectious disease as Measles, Chicken-pox, etc. 

That 22 cases of Diphtheria and 11 cases of Scarlet fever among 
foreigners were admitted during the year without a death speaks well 
for the hospital treatment.

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Disinfection. 


336 rooms were disinfected, as against 714 and 152 in the two 
preceding years; 28,370 articles have been disinfected by steam, 
compared with 13,486 and 11,352 in the two preceding years. 

The Disinfection Station adjoins the Municipal Hospital. For 
each disinfection each disinfector dons a sterile overall. The general 
method of disinfecting in a house after a case of infectious disease is 
firstly to remove to the Station everything that can be disinfected by 
steam ; then to wash walls, floors, fittings and furniture with disinfecting 
solution (saponified cresol). Fragile and delicate ware, such as bonnets, 
furs, books and photographs are disinfected by formalin. In many 
cases, such as after Typhoid fever or Diphtheria, disinfection of walls, 
etc. is not considered always necessary, the washing with disinfectant 
being then limited to articles that have been actually in contact 
with infected material. After every disinfection painting or colour- 
washing of walls and ceiling is advised to be done by the occupier before 
the room is again occupied, without which no responsibility can be 
accepted by the Health Department.

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Small-pox. 


There were 41 cases notified and 14 deaths registered among the 
resident foreign population during 1905. Among the Chinese there 
were 246 deaths, as compared with 759 last year. 

Vaccination is done free for all Chinese and indigent foreigners 
applying at the Health Office. Vaccine is also supplied free to the 
Chinese hospitals in Shanghai. 465 vaccinations have been done at 
the Health Office during the year, as compared with 380 last year. 

There is no doubt that vaccination repeated until it no longer 
takes always prevents Small-pox. The criterion of efficient vaccination 
is inability to be vaccinated. In Shanghai ‘there exists so much 
Small-pox infection that vaccination should be repeated every three years 
until it no longer takes. 


Cholera. 


No recrudescence of Cholera occurred in the Shanghai district 
during 1905. 


Typhoid Fever. 


There were 50 cases of Typhoid fever notified among the resident 
foreign population daring the year, 7 of which were fatal. The type of 
this disease occurring locally is so mild as to suggest the possibility of 
some of the cases returned as Typhoid fever being in reality Malta 
fever, a disease often indistinguishable clinically in the early stages and 
one with a very low mortality. The great frequency of relapse would 
also be explained by some of these cases being Malta fever. Moreover, 
examination in the Laboratory of the blood of some obseure cases of 
fever, occurring both locally and up river, have demonstrated the 
occurrence of Malta fever. 

The infection of Typhoid fever may be conveyed by vegetables and 
oysters which have been contaminated with infected ordure, by water, by 
milk contaminated with infected water, through the air by means of 
infected dust, and directly from persons suffering from the disease. 
Typhoid fever is a preventable disease, its prevention being largely a 
matter of individual care in the observance of the rules set forth in 
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the Public Health Notice which has been issued to all applicants at 
the Health Office, 

The cause of Typhoid fever is practically always taken into the 
body with infected food, and the foods most commonly infected are 
vegetables by reason of the manner in which they are grown. Jspecial 
stress should be laid on the fact that vegetables are frequently the 
source of infection with Typhoid fever, Cholera, Dysentery and other 
forms of Diarrhea, and particular care should be given to their 
thorough cooking and separation before cooking from the rest of 
the food. The larder or room for storing uncooked food should be 
separated from the pantry or serving-room where table utensils, ice chest, 
bread, milk, Berkefeld filter and cooked food are kept. There should 
be a washing-up sink in the serving-room so that table utensils need 
not be taken into the kitchen to be washed. Enquiry has been made 
into the manner of raising oysters near Ningpo for the Shanghai market, 
and it appears probable that they are fed on human ordure and may 
therefore be a source of Typhoid fever if eaten uncooked. 


Diphtheria. 


23 cases have been notified and 2 deaths registered from this 
disease among the foreign population. The case fatality is extremely 
small and is probably due to a more general use of Antitoxin, which 
is now one of the staple products of the Laboratory. Diphtheria 
Antitoxin has been used in most cases notified, and to some extent 
contacts with those infected have received prophylactic injections. It 
is supplied free to indigent patients on the recommendation of any local 
physician. 

Tn any case of suspected Diphtheria, Antitoxin should be given at 
once, without waiting for the result of the bacteriological diagnosis. The 
dose for curative purposes is 2,000 units upwards and that for 
prophylaxis from 200 to 1,000 units. 


Scarlet Fever. 


Although Scarlet-fever has failed to establish itself firmly in any 
part of Asia except Asia Minor and is practically unknown in the tropics 
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it appears to have come to Shanghai to stay. Among the Chinese there 
has been no repetition of the decimation of three years ago, but among 
foreign residents 5 cases have been notified, 1 of which was fatal. 


Tuberculosis. 


Tuberculosis has caused 15 deaths among the resident foreign 
population, as against 11 last year. The disease is very prevalent among 
the Chinese, being responsible for 1,414 deaths, or nearly one in four 
of all deaths.. This enormous death-rate is significant of local 
conditions of overcrowding against which there is at present no 
legislation. The prevalence of Tuberculosis bears little relation to climate 
but is common wherever man closely aggregates. Indiscriminate spitting 
and deficient air space are the chief causes of consumption. The spit of 
consumptives, being infectious, should only be received into receptacles 
which can be burnt or boiled or the contents destroyed by strong 
antiseptics or boiling water. The following notice in Chinese was 
distributed during the year among the native population. 


PREVENTION OF TUBERCULOSIS. 
[Translation.] 


1,—Consumption causes one death in every four among the Chinese 
living in Shanghai. 

2,—Consumption is an infectious disease and is preventable. 

3.—Consumption is contracted by taking into the body, chiefly by the 
breath, the germ of the disease. This germ is contained in the spit 
of consumptives and in the minute droplets sprayed into the air by 
consumptives in coughing, speaking, or sneezing. 

4.—These germs are only derived from persons suffering from 
consumption and are found in great numbers in the spit, 

5,—In a moist states this spit does not infect the air but if allowed to dry 
and become dust it is very dangerous and is then a means by which 
the disease is spread from person to person. 

6.—Promiscuous spitting isa dirty habit and a consumptive should not 
spit anywhere except into a spittoon containing water or disinfectant, 
into the fire, or down a drain. 

7.—A consumptive should not cough into the face of another person. 
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Were a committee of Chinese residents to set about establishing 
a sanitorium for the treatment of some of the innumerable cases of 
consumption in the Settlement it would not only benefit the sufferers 
themselves but, by establishing a routine having for its object the 
prevention of the spread of infection by disinfection of the spit of 
consumptives, would be a means of sanitary education, ultimately 
reducing the number of cases in the Settlement. 


Plague, 


Plague still threatens Shanghai, and the legislation necessary for 
isolating the first cases as they may be discovered is conspicuously 
absent. Once Plague has obtained a hold, there are no known sanitary 
measures capable of coping with it, as is shown by the sanitary history of 
Hongkong and Bombay ; while the importance of isolating the first cases 
is demonstrated by the success with which Plague was recently stamped 
ont in Sydney and Glasgow. 

Inasmuch as Plague follows the routes of sea-traffic and establishes 
itself in the sea-ports, while its spread inland only takes place very slowly, 
it is necessary, for the protection of Shanghai, to maintain the Port 
Sanitary Station of the Imperial Maritime Customs in a condition of 
active efficiency throughout the year as long as Plague exists in ports 
having direct communication with Shanghai. A number of Plague 
cases from the shipping have been intercepted at Woosung. 

The International Sanitary Convention of Paris 1903 co-ordinated in 
a single Convention the principles embodied in the several Conventions of 
1897, 1894, 1893 and 1892, and is generally held to mark an advance in 
breadth of view in the matter of Public Health questions involving 
international obligations. The Convention broadly requires that each 
government, signing the Convention, immediately notifies the other 
governments of the first appearance of recognised cases of Plagne or 
Cholera, giving full particulars, and thereafter takes such steps for the 
limitation of the spread of the disease as are specified in the 
Convention. Although China may be held to be the home of Plague she 
neither sent delegates to the conference nor became a signatory to it. 

A supply of Haffkine’s Plague prophylactic, prepared in the 
Laboratory, has been kept ready for use. 
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Malaria. 


No deaths from Malaria were registered among the foreign 
population during the year. There are, however, quite a number of cases 
of Malarial fever, mostly of the benign tertian type, contracted in and 
around Shanghai. 

Throughout the year a weekly examination has been made. of 
mosquitoes collected from each of the eight sanitary districts into which 
the Settlement is divided; and out of a total of 3,000 mosquitoes 
fifteen were found of the variety of malarial mosquito met with locally— 
the Anopheles Sinensis. . 

The prophylaxis of Malaria resolves itself into (1) Suppression of 
mosquitoes, (2) Prevention of infection of mosquitoes, (3) Prevention of 
infection of man by mosquitoes. 

Every effort should be made by householders to do away with all 
receptacles of stagnant water, where mosquitoes breed, such as ponds, 
water-plants, aquaria, drains out of repair, abandoned tubs, pots, tins and 
what not. The mosquito net should be assiduously used wherever there 
are mosquitoes and especially in up-country houseboat trips. It is 
doubly necessary to surround a person suffering from Malaria with 
mosquito netting to prevent mosquitoes being infected and acting as 
carriers of infection. 


Beri-beri. 


The incidence of Beri-beri among the Municipal prisoners is 
becoming less. During 1905 there were admitted into the Municipal 
Hospital 7 cases, 4 of which were fatal, as against 15 and 0, 46 and 6, 
52 and 10, 281 and 47, and 117 and 23 during the five previous years 
respectively. The Gaol has been practically free from the disease 
throughout the year. Although the clinical material has become small 
the cause of this disease remains under close observation, though up 
to the present wrapped in obscurity. 


Dysentery. 


There was 1 death from Dysentery and 3 from abscess of the 
liver among foreign residents. Though diarrhoea of dysenteric type is 
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very common in Shanghai it has a trifling mortality when compared 
with the Dysentery of Japan and the tropics. The cause of the 
chronic diarrhosas common in Shanghai is under investigation in the 
Laboratory. 


Acute Lobar Pneumonia. 


This disease, which was very rare prior to 1898, has in subsequent 
years caused 2, 8, 0, 8, 2, 2, 6, and 4 deaths among resident foreigners. 


Rabies. 


Notwithstanding the muzzling order and the licensing of dogs, cases 
of rabies among dogs still occur. In six of these the diagnosis was 
established by examination in the Laboratory. Two foreign and six 
Chinese residents were bitten by rabid dogs within the Settlement during 
the year. The virus of rabies in the Shanghai dogs is of an exceptionally 
intense character, the period of incubation being much shorter than the 
rabies met with in dogs in Europe. 25 persons underwent the Pasteur 
treatment in the Municipal Laboratory during the year, most of the 
eases coming from outside Shanghai. An account of the work of the 
Pasteur Institute will be found under the heading of Laboratory. 


Dengue. 


From its home in the Malay Archipelago, Dengue has frequently 
during recent years spread up the coast ports to Shanghai, reaching here 
this year in September. As it is essentially a tropical disease the advent 
of the cold weather effectually put an end to it. It very rarely kills, but 
frequently incapacitates from work a large section of the community. 
It is an intensely infectious disease, spreading in mass like Influenza, 
but appears not to be spread by contagion. 
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iV.—PUBLIC HEALTH LABORATORY. 


Inasmuch as the study of the life history of pathogenic organisms 
must precede all adequate measures for preventing the diseases which 
they cause, no pains have been spared to develope the resources of the 
Municipal Laboratory. It is the centre of work of the Health 
Department. Its purposes have been the investigation of diseases met 
with in Shanghai, the bacteriological diagnosis of infective disease, the 
preperation of preventive and curative remedies against these diseases, 
and the analysis of products bearing on the Public Health. The matters 
which haye been under investigation have been the causes of variation 
in virulence of Small-pox Vaccine, Cholera Antitoxic Serum, the natural 
filtration of water through alluvium, the suitability of fruits and 
vegetables as media for the growth of certain pathogenic organisms, 
preventive inoculation against Cattle-Plague, the causation of Beri-beri, 
the incubation period of rabies in China and the prevalence of Malta 
fever. 


Bacteriological Diagnosis. 


The bacteriological diagnostic service, which is in the charge 
of Dr. Moore, Assistant Health Officer, is being more and more 
utilised not only by local medical practitioners but by those in the 
outports. 806 specimens were examined, as againt 601 last year. Of 
257 specimens of blood from suspected cases of Typhoid fever, 77 gave 
the Widal reaction, while of 27 from suspected cases of Malta fever 
10 gave the reaction with the Malta fever organism. Of 151 specimens 
from suspected eases of Diphtheria 37 yielded the bacillus. Of 28 
specimens of blood 3 showed the Malarial parasite. Of 5 cases 
suspected of Plague none yielded the bacillus. 


Analyses. , 
The analyses done during the year included 27 samples of drinking 
water and 304 of milk. Analyses were also made for poisons, liquors, etc.

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Vaccines. 


The supply of glycerinated Small-pox vaccine has been widely 
distributed throughout the Far East. 28,500 tubes were sent out from 
the Laboratory during the year—the equivalent of 142,500 persons 
protected against Small-pox. The number of tubes of vaccine issued 
from the Laboratory in successive years since 1898 has been 5,000, 
6,000, 22,500, 13,000, 12,000, 34,000 and 28,500 respectively. The 
strain of lymph has been still further improved. The vaccine is sent out 
in tubes sufficing for five vaccinations, each tube bearing a label marked 
“Snancuar Municipan Lazorarory,” the date of issue from the 
Laboratory and the number of the calf yielding the vaccine, so that any 
fault can be traced to the source. The vaccine is guaranteed to produce 
successful results for one month after the date marked on the tube. 

As light and heat destroy the vaccine virus it is advisable to 
keep it in the dark and during high temperatures in an ice-chest and to 
use it as fresh as possible. The vaccine is glycerinated and kept in the 
Laboratory before issue with the object of eliminating extraneous 
organisms. It is obtained from calves proved healthy by post-mortem 
examination, and is tested as regards purity and activity before issue. 

36 doses of Haffkine’s Plague prophylactic have been sent out from 
the Laboratory, also small quantities of Mallein and Tuberculin. 


Antitoxins. 


Two horses are kept for the production of Diphtheria Antitoxin and 
a good degree of immunity has been established, using Park's Diphtheria 
bacillus for’ the production of the toxin, 500,000 units have been 
sent out from the Laboratory to meet the needs of Shanghai and the 
outports. ; 


Anti-Rabic Treatment of Pasteur. 


Since the opening of the Shanghai Pasteur Institute in 1899 
182 persons have received the treatment. During the past year 25 
persons were treated. Of these 23 were dog bites and 2 cat bites. 
The animal was proved rabid by inoculation in 10 cases; certified 
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rabid by a competent clinical examination in 8 cases ; 10 were suspected 
of rabies, while in 2 no data could be obtained. 

In one case (a Chinese policeman severely bitten in several places 
by a dog proved to be rabid) the treatment failed to avert the disease 
from which the patient died-two months after the infliction of the bite. 
This is the only death from Hydrophobia among the Pasteur patients 
for a period of two and a half years, during which 65 patients have been 
treated, while but two patients have died of Hydrophobia after 
complete treatment ont of the total of 182 cases since the opening 
of the Institute in 1899. 

The incubation period of Rabies in rabbits inoculated with the brain 
of dogs sent to the Laboratory for examination varied from 11 days to 
17 days, the average being 13 days. That the virus of Rabies met with 
locally is of an exceptionally intense character may be concluded by 
comparing the above incubation period with that met with in Europe, 
which varies from 14 to 21 days. 
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V.—SANITATION. 


Sanitary inspection.—Though the work of the Sanitary Inspectors 
has been further organised there is still room for improvement in the 
higher and more technical aspect of sanitary inspection, the chief object 
of which is the suppression of infectious disease. The Sanitary Inspectors : 
now make detailed enquiry into all cases of Infectious disease notified. 
Inspector Hill has done good work in the organisation of the new method 
of collection of house refuse, successfully overcoming many difficulties. 

The Indian Staff has been dispensed with as it has been found that 
the work can be more intelligently done by Chinese. 

Chinese dwellings —A great number of old houses have been 
demolished to make room for more sanitary property erected in 
accordance with the Building Rules. The great want, however, is 
legislation against overcrowding, without which other sanitary measures 
are of little avail. ' 

Foreign dwellings—The Foreign Building Rules are doing good 
by ensuring more open space around dwellings, especially in that class 
of property usually known as “ semi-foreign.” The attention of architects 
is respectfully called to the clause in the Public Health Notice headed 
“Kitchen,” wherein it is suggested that every house should, if possible, 
have a separate larder (place for storing uncooked food), kitchen and 
serving-room. The serving-room should be fitted with a washing-up 
sink, Berkefeld filter, shelves for all the table utensils, groceries, etc., 
and room for the ice chest. It is held that the separation of the 
serving-room from the kitchen is an important means of preventing those 


food infections which are so prevalent in Shanghai and which are 
bronght into a house chiefly by means of infected vegetables. Cooking 
destroys the infected material, and food that leaves the kitchen 
should reach the table without contamination, and this can be ensured 
by having the table utensils kept in, and the service of food done 
from, a servying-room kept quite separate from the kitchen. As an 
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additional safeguard a washing-sink may be provided in the larder 
(store room for uncooked food) for the preparation of vegetables or a tap 
provided for that purpose in the yard. 


Removal of House Refuse—With the object of preventing the . 
dumping of house refuse on the streets and alleys, it was necessary to 
seek some mode of collection that could penetrate the narrow alleys 
and back premises peculiar to the Settlement, so as to transport the 
contents of the refuse receptacle direct from the honse to the garbage 
shoots. After experimenting with different receptacles it was decided 
that the best were galvanised iron receptacle boxes with a wooden 
framework shaped to permit of tipping, such as could be attached to 
an ordinary Chinese wheelbarrow. This method of refuse collection 
was applied in a tentative manner in the Western district, and, having 
proved successful, was extended to the rest of the Settlement. ° During 
the hot weather, while organising the work in the Central district, 
considerable difficulty was met with in getting the right sort of coolie, 
and there was opposition of a passive character from the “ bosses” 
of coolie labour, who appear to dominate the lower native labouring 
classes. This was particularly noticeable when payment by piece-work 
came to be tried; although the individual coolie was given the 
opportunity to double his pay, he was found to be so under the thumb 
of the “bosses” that he would not attempt the extra work to earn the 
extra pay. However, by giving and taking on both sides, a satisfactory 
mean of work was finally obtained and the new method of refuse 
collection was applied to the remainder of the Settlement without 
difficulty. 


Not only has there been a distinct sanitary advantage from the 
innovation but a very considerable economy also. Before the 
introduction of the new system the sweeping and dumping of the 
garbage on the roads was done by the Health Department and its 
carting away to the garbage shoots by the Engineer’s Department. The 
whole work is now done by the Health Department for little more 
than the amount it cost this Department to sweep and dump the garbage 
on the streets. 


The following Notification was published on the 9th December. 
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COLLECTION OF HOUSE REFUSE. 


The Public is hereby notified that on and after January Ist, 1906, no House 
Refuse will be allowed to be deposited on the roads and alleys unless contained 
in a suitable receptacle placed ready for removal by 6 a.m. in summer and 
7 a.m. in winter, 

House Refuse will be collected from private residences if placed in an easily 
accessible position within a suitable receptacle. 

Suitable receptacles can be obtained at the Health Office, 1 Honan Road, 
price $4 large size and $2.50 small size. 

It is recommended that all combustible refuse, such as vegetable matter, 
paper, straw, etc., be burned by the householder. 

Trade Refuse will be removed at a charge of $5 a month per daily 
barrow-load, except in outlying districts, when the charge will be proportionate 
to the distance from the garbage stations. 


Stable Refuse will not be held to be house refuse and special arrangements 
will be made for its removal. 


The Police will be directed to proceed against persons not complying with 
these conditions. 

Drainage and paving —It has been considered a duty not only to 
point out sanitary defects in the ordinary course of sanitary inspection, 
but also to provide the means whereby these defects can be best remedied 
and to supervise the work to completion, As a result of sanitary 
inspection and service of intimation notices concerning unhealthy 
conditions, sanitary improvements on private property have been effected 
to the extent of Tls. 8,656, as against Tls. 36,058, Tls. 54,540 and 
Tis. 40,916 in the three preceding years, by supervision of the estimates 
and work of the native contractors employed. In this way the native 
contractors have been taught the proper way of laying drains, forming 
cement channels, paving yards and other sanitary work. 135 contracts 
were thus supervised, as compared with 393 last year. 


1,212 native houses have been provided with proper drains and 
paving, and 24 pork, bean-curd and other native food shops, besides 
6 stables, have been cleansed, drained and provided with cement floors. 
This does not represent the whole of the sanitary work done, for many 
property owners have employed other contractors to do sanitary work 
on lines suggested by the Health Department, while in several cases 
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property owners have demolished their insanitary property rather than 
comply with the terms of the Intimation served. 

The defect usually met with, in the course of inspection, is that of 
blocked surface drains, due to absence of proper surface inlets. A 
hinged grid to gully traps with lineal openings, instead of the small 
circular openings at present used, would be a great advantage. 
Although the standard of drainage is much improved, much is still 
required before the materials used are laid so as to obtain the maximum 
amount of self-cleansing and able to stand the test of hard wear and 
tear. 

Stagnant Water.—Much has been done during the year towards the 
filling up of low ground and large tracts have been brought up to the 
level of the new roads. The pools and low ground that still exist in the 
Settlement are at a distance from dwellings. It is generally admitted 
that the number of mosquitoes has been reduced. 

Creeks.—Regarding these important natural tide-flashed drains, the 
object has been the abolition of stagnant water and the maintenance of 
tidal channels open, clean and clear. The Yangkingpang continues as 
bad as before, and, considering that nothing has been done in the way 
of cleansing or improvement for some years, that its condition is not far 
worse tends to show that it has a worse name than it deserves. 

Laundries—All the laundries within the Settlement are now 
licensed. For infringing Laundry Regulations 7 prosecutions were 
made at the Mixed Court. It should be noted that the coolies 
carrying washing to and from the laundries are provided with 
Municipal Distributing Tickets, so that residents can easily identify 
the licensed laundries. It is advisable to insist on seeing, this ticket 
from time to time, as there are several insanitary laundries outside the 
Settlement, especially in Pootung, which it is impossible to license. If 
the public were not to patronise these insanitary laundries they would 
soon cease to exist. 

Lime-washing.—During the year all the licensed Laundries, Dairies 
and shops were twice lime-washed by the occupiers. The systematic 
cleansing and lime-washing of native dwellings throughout the Settlement 
has been attempted during the year and has met with gratifying 
success, some 114,844 rooms having been done. In practically every 
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dwelling some attempt at this most useful work was attempted, and now 
that the idea has been well disseminated there is every reason to hope 
that the same work will be more efficiently carried out next Spring. 

Public Latrines and Urinals.—The old Buntoongloong latrine has. 
been reconstructed and a new latrine has been erected in Seward Road. 
More public conveniences are urgently needed. 

Ordure Removal.—Complaints from the public regarding the ordure 
removal have been very few in number. 

Waterclosets—The use of waterclosets has been discouraged and 
Foreign Building Rule 76 strictly carried out. This Rule was published 
on the 24th of January and came into force six months later. 


RULE 76. 

No connection shall be made with any drain, public or private, whereby 
ordure will be discharged into the same. No watercloset and cesspool, cistern, or 
permanent receptacle for sewage or ordure, shall be constructed or used, In 
special cases the Council may grant permission for the installation of an approved 
watercloset system upon condition that the Council only shall undertake the 
periodic removal of the contents of any cesspool or receptacle connected therewith, 
and shall be entitled to such charges for such removal as the nature of the case 
may require. 

Insanttary Areas.—Good progress has been made with the improve- 
ment of the few remaining insanitary areas within the Settlement. 
50 stagnant ditches and ponds have been rendered healthy either by 
being filled in or put in communication with tidal creeks. 219 beggar- 
boats and reed hovels have been removed and 188 exposed coffins have 
been removed or buried. With the rapid increase of the Settlement 
the insanitary areas just’outside the boundary, such as that approached 
by the Sinza Stone Bridge and that immediately beyond Range Road, 
become more evident, and, being hot-beds of disease and crime, re-act 
evilly on dwellers within the boundary and indicate a further Settlement 
extension in these directions for the preservation of Public Health. 

Smoke.—There is no doubt that the smoke nuisance, which is 
becoming more and more obvious, could be considerably lessened 
by intelligent stoking. 

Public Health Notices.—During the Spring and Summer all foreign 
houses were visited by the Sanitary Inspectors and Public Health notices 
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delivered, and, where possible, explained to the householders. Public 
Health notices for the Chinese were distributed among the better class 
Chinese and to those who cleansed and lime-washed their houses 
properly. A notice having for its object the prevention of Tuberculosis 
was also distributed among the Chinese. 

Cemeteries and Crematorium—There were 241 burials and 13 
cremations during the year; there being more than twice as many crema- 
tions us compared with last year. From a sanitary point of view 
cremation is to be recommended, especially when death has been due to 
infective disease. Every endeavour has therefore been made to encourage 
its use. Experiments have been made with local fuel in the Crematorium, 
but nothing has been found so effective as English coke, though 
its price is high, the cost of the fuel for each cremation averaging 
Tis. 20. Enquiries have been made with the object of using oil and 
gas as a source of heat, but neither are possible with the present furnace. 
The Japanese are the most frequent users of the Crematorium, and were 
there a greater demand for a cheaper cremation it could be met by 
the installation of a Japanese furnace much simpler and economical 
than the present furnace, which is extravagant of fuel when used 
intermittently. But even at present the disposal of dead by cremation 
is considerably more economical than burial. 

Acquisition of the land at the corner of Bubbling Well and Siccawel 
Roads is munch to be desired both for the purpose of improving the 
Cemetery and also the carriage drive. A wall round the Cemetery 
and a suitable building for storing apparatus is also required.

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Vi._FOOD. 


As the preventable diseases specially prevalent in Shanghai are 
mostly caused by infected food, the importance of proper food inspection 
is accentuated, Although it would perhaps be best so to organise the 
staff that each district of the Settlement were in the charge of an 
Inspector qualified to inspect both food and the other sources of disease, 
at present the food inspecting staff deal with food alone, so that the same 
ground is gone over to some extent by the sanitary inspecting staff 
as by the Food Inspectors. However, an improvement has been effected 
by identifying the Food Inspectors with the prevention of those diseases 
due to food infection, such as Typhoid, Cholera, Dysentery and other 
Diarrhceas, and they now investigate the origin of all cases of these 
diseases notified and undertake disinfection and removal to hospital of 
such cases. In this way their work is more directly connected, as all 
Public Health work should be, with the prevention of definite diseases, 
rather than with what may be termed sanitary police work. Without 
some such definite objective the Sanitary Inspector tends to degenerate 
into a mere policeman. 

During the year Inspector Bland, the Acting Market Inspector 
did good work in investigating the meat supply, in managing the 
Municipal Butchery and in carrying out the transfer of the hawkers of 
fresh food-stuffs into the Municipal Markets. 


Water Supply. 


The periodic analyses of water supplied by the Shanghai Waterworks 
Co. show that filtration is carefully done. 

The watercloset question is one that chiefly concerns the purity of 
the water supply and is therefore of fundamental importance to the 
community. The amendment of Foreign Building Rule 76 published on 
the 24th January is intended to prevent the erection of waterclosets in 
the Settlement.

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Milk Supply. 


Nine new dairy licenses have been issued and three withdrawn. The 
total number of cattle in the dairies was 1,138, as against 951 last year. 
The license of the Yah Loong Shing dairy was withdrawn for continued 
adulteration of milk. A standard of cleanliness among the dairies 
has been maintained by careful supervision. There was an outbreak 
of Cattle Plague, limited to three dairies in the Hongkew district, 
towards the end of the year. Considerable improvement has been 
effected in the quality of the milk through the more deterrent punishment 
for adulteration inflicted at the Mixed Court of imprisonment after 
a first offence has been dealt with by fine. A large number of samples 
are examined monthly in order to keep each dairy under adequate 
surveillance, the samples being taken during the course of delivery. 
Although much may be done by careful sanitary inspection of dairies, it 
should be noted that the product of local dairies cannot be considered, 
fit for consumption without sterilisation. Sterilisation can be most 
easily done by thoroughly boiling the milk. A lower temperature 
than boiling suffices to render milk safe and does not cause the boiled 
flavour, but the process requires very careful supervision. As the boiling 
of milk at home is a process involving a certain amount of personal 
supervision it is frequently imperfectly carried out. It becomes necessary 
therefore to consider whether it would be worth while ensuring the 
purity of milk by means of a Municipal Sterilising Station to which 
the milk would be brought in bulk by the dairymen, tested, sterilised, 
bottled and sealed and handed back to the dairymen for distribution to 
their customers. 

As local butter is both poor in quality and expensive, and cannot be 
sterilised, the public are urged to use imported butter.

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Meat Supply. 


The examination of cattle and carcases at the Municipal Slaughter- 
house, which is under the immediate supervision of the Market Inspector, 
affords efficient protection of the meat supply. 251 animals were 
rejected as being unfit for food, against 290 last year. 

No animal was rejected on account of Tuberculosis, showing how ~ 
small is the prevalence of Tuberculosis among local cattle. 62 cattle 
were rejected from Cattle Plague. The prevalence of Cattle Plague is 
not likely to have much effect on the local meat supply inasmuch as 
the eattle are derived from districts in which there are no large herds. 

Good meat is stamped with a circular stamp for beef and a 
triangular stamp for mutton, pork and veal, with the words “ KILLED 
MUNICIPAL SLAUGHTER-HOUSE” and the date of slaughter. 
Meat inferior in quality, but free from disease, passed for sale on stalls 
only, is marked ““2ND QUALITY.” No meat is allowed to be sold 
from any shop or brought into the Settlement unless it bears a Municipal 
stamp. 

4,458 lbs. of meat were seized for breach of regulations and being 
unfit for food, 

Such grease-shops as are situate within the Settlement are under 
constant inspection, so that no nuisance or danger to Public Health is 
caused by them. 1,951 oxen, 3,072 buffaloes, 297 sheep, 251 ponies 
and 105 dairy cattle were dealt with at these places. 

The meat supply has undergone a series of interesting manipulations 
which, when previously attempted, have resulted in an increased cost to 
the foreign consumer, but in the present case, after strenuous effort in 
the way of enquiry and threatened Municipal competition, there resulted 
a reduction in the increased price of meat which effected a saving to the 
community at a rate of something like $70,000 a year. It would 
appear that the present attempted extortion had its origin in an 
application on the part of certain foreigners, though probably instructed 
by Chinese, to farm the lekin on cattle coming into Shanghai from 
the officials. On the 26th of March the Tanyang District Magistrate 
published a proclamation notifying an application by an Italian to the 

il * 
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Shanghai Taotai to farm the lekin on cattle going to Shanghai and 
re-assessing the lekin at 4,200 cash a head, as against 600 cash a head 
previously. This increased lekin was levied forthwith, the first effect 
being a shortage of the local cattle supply through some consignments 
being held up at the lekin station for refusing to pay. The local 
butchers notified, on the 18th of April, that unless the increased lekin 
were removed, they would be unable to buy cattle, and threatened a 
stoppage of the meat supply. This was followed by a notice that the 
butchers proposed to increase the cost of beef and mutton by two cents 
a pound. That matton, although not directly affected by the increased 
lekin, was also increased in price, was explained by them that they 
sold mutton practically at cost price, their profit being made entirely 
ont of beef. An offer was then made by the Council to bring 
down cattle direct from the Tanyang market to the Manicipal Cattle- 
sheds, so as to avoid the rapacities of the middlemen. This offer was 
not accepted because their contracts with the cattle hongs were tied 
fast. The extortion of the Lekin authorities was referred to the 
Consular Body, and, pending their adjustment of the lekin question, 
enquiries were made both locally and by visits to the cattle markets 
at Tanyang and the sheep districts of Huchow to ascertain the general 
condition of the meat supply, what profits the butchers and cattle hongs 
were making, and whether an increase in the price of meat was 
justifiable. This enquiry into the cause of the increased price of 
butchers’ meat during the last few years appeared to show that the 
adjustment of supply and demand was not so important a factor as 
the intimate knowledge on the part of the cattle dealers and butchers 
as to the extent to which the foreign resident would submit to be bled. 
As a result Experimental Butcheries were established in the Municipal 
Markets for the purpose of gaining a more precise knowledge of the 
meat supply and with a view to combatting the increased charges. 
These Municipal Butcheries were opened on the 19th of June and 
functioned with considerable success until the butchers consented to a 
reduction in the price of meat, Towards the end of September, the 
Cattle Lekin having been reduced to about 1,800 cash a head, and being 
in a strong position as regards the Municipal Butchery, the butchers 
were approached with a view toa reduction-in the price of meat. The 
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butchers consented to a general reduction of one cent a pound on beef 
and mutton and agreed to the issue of a new price-list, marked as 
authorised by the Council. [See WNorth-China Daily News of 
September 28th.] As the chief object of the Municipal Butchery, 
namely the reduction in the price of meat, had been obtained, it was 
closed on October 9th. The knowledge obtained thereby of the source 
of the meat supply and the methods of profit, not only to the dealers 
but to the Chinese officials, should prove useful in dealing with similar 
attempts at bleeding the foreign public, as it would be comparatively 
easy at any time to take over the whole of the local domestic supply. 
of butchers’ meat, 
Markets. 


Under power given by Bye-law XXXIV annexed to the Land 
Regulations, license fees were imposed on all dealers in private markets 
from the Ist April under conditions identical with those levied in the 
Municipal Markets. After considerable opposition the measure was 
successfully carried through and those hawkers of fresh food-stuffs, who 
used to obstruct the public thoroughfares and set up their stalls in 
stuffy alleys, were brought within the sanitary fold of the Municipal 
Markets and the fresh food supply of the native population thereby 
placed under much improved hygienic conditions. Except for the outlying 
part of Yangtszepoo, the only part of the Settlement not properly 
served by Municipal Markets lies immediately east of the Hongkew 
Creek. It is proposed to establish a market in this neighbourhood, for 
which purpose a piece of land has been acquired. ‘The three new 
Markets—the Sinza, Elgin and Wayside Markets—are now well 
occupied, and the remaining half of the Elgin Market, not yet erected, 
will soon be required. The private Market on Taku Road, having 
been purchased by the Council, passed into the charge of the Health 
Department and is now known as the Mohawk Market. The Hongkew 
Market has been enlarged by an extension of the roof along the 
east side. 

Fresh Food Shops. 


The licensed butchers, poultry, game and vegetable shops have been 
kept in good sanitary condition. It is essential for public health that 
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bakeries, fruit, vegetable, fish and other food-stuff shops, ice-honses, and 
aerated water factories be licensed, but existing legislation does not 
extend thus far, though the Ratepayers have had two opportunities of 
providing such. 

15,000 Ibs. of unsound fruit was seized as a special measure during 
the year. The native ice-cream and cool drink dealer have received the 
attention of the Food Inspectors. Where the danger of their wares was 
quite obvious they were confiscated and destroyed. The sale of cut 
melon has been discouraged. In every case the vendors were given the 
option of prosecution at the Mixed Court or confiscation, but without 
exception they chose the latter.

During 1905 the beds in the Home have been well occupied and 
the staff very busy. Seven new nurses have joined the staff 
during the year, while two left the service at the termination of 
agreement, ‘Two probationers left the Home, haying obtained a certificate 
of proficiency in nursing, while three entered for training. There are 
vacancies for more probationers. The nursing staff now consists of 11 
trained nurses and 4 probationers and will shortly be augmented by 3 more 
trained nurses. On the 30th September Miss Campbell resigned the 
post of Matron and Nurse Lea was appointed Matron for a probationary 
period of six months. During the latter part of the year there has been 
an endeavour to run the Home on more liberal lines, especially as regards 
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the food supply. Electric bells have been fitted to each patient’s bed 
throughout the building and the electric lighting has been augmented. 
The hot water supply has been increased, wider beds have been provided 
and the old cement sinks have been replaced by proper earthenware 
hospital fittings. Considerable attention has been given to the improve- 
ment of the operating-room : a sterilising-room has been provided and an 
autoclave installed for the purpose of sterilising dressings, instruments, 
utensils, towel and surgeons’ and nurses’ operating overalls. Farther 
receptacles for steriliser, a new operating table, a cabinet for instruments 
and moveable glass-topped tables and lotion basins, etc. arrive from 
Europe early next year. 

The Dispensary has also been remodelled and is now a part of the 
Municipal Laboratory and under the charge of a fully qualified dispenser. 

The object of the Victoria Nursing Home being the provision of 
skilled nursing for the sick of all classes of the foreign community, the 
25 beds within the’ Home are divided into 12 first-class in private rooms 
at Tls, 4 and Tls. 6 a day and 13 second-class in wards at Tls.2 a day, 
among which are four free beds for charity cases ; while nurses are sent 
to cases outside the Home at the rate of Ts. 4 a day for ordinary cases, 
Tis. 5 a day for midwifery cases and 50 cents for visits not exceeding 
half-an-hour in duration. When a nurse is engaged beforehand for a 
case there is a booking fee of Ts. 25. Massage is also done. The actual 
cost of a patient of the second-class is over double the fee paid. The free 
beds have been frequently utilised throughout the year. 

The working expenditure for the year was Tls. 33,704, as against 
Tis. 20,611 last year, while the receipts from fees were Tls. 21,248, 
against Tls. 20,611 last year.

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CATTLE LEKIN. 


An incident of no small importance has been the introduction during 
the year of foreign interest in the levy of lekin on cattle imported by 
creek from the Tanyang district, involving a serious advance in the rate 
per head of cattle. One result was the increase in the local retail price of 
beef, but another of more far-reaching effect is the fact that the attention 
of the Chinese has been drawn to the future possibilities of this form of 
aggression. 

The Council has taken every step to protest against the increase of 
the rate, with partial success, and there are not wanting signs at the close 
of the year that the machinations of the so-called “ Denegri Company,” 
as originally conceived, will fail as a result of the steady opposition of 
the native cattle hongs. 

Considerable expense was incurred by the Council in establishing a 
temporary Municipal Butchery, the three-fold object of which experiment 
- has been attained :— 

(i) An intimate knowledge has been acquired by the Municipal Health 
Department of the conditions under which cattle are purchased, 
transported and sold. 

(ii) The local dealers have been assured of the Conncil’s bond jide 
desire to assist them in the legitimate carrying on of their trade. 

(iii) A means is established, and tried machinery now exists, for 
resisting any unwarranted increase in the price of meat in the 
future. ; 

The Council’s letter of the 20th November to the Senior Consul 
remains without reply.

§81R,—I have the honour to forward herewith translation of two documents 

referring to the action recently taken by the Chinese authorities in imposing a 

heavy rate of lekin on cattle intended for the Shanghai market ; these documents 


consist of a proclamation dated the 24th March issued by the Acting Magistrate of 
the Tanyang district and a petition from the local cattle hongs addressed to the 
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Council on the 11th instant. The Council regards this matter as one of extreme 
importance and urgency, the effect of the new taxation being already felt and 
threatening to cut off the food supply of the Settlement unless remedial measures 
are immediately taken. The taxation in question is one which the Consular Body 
will no doubt oppose, in view of the treaty rights enjoyed by foreigners resident in 
China; the opportunity appears to the Council to be a good one to bring to the 
‘attention of the Chinese authorities here and in Peking the fact that the illegal 
exactions of the lekin bureaus are becoming increasingly serious, and their 
operations constitute a menace to trade which cannot but produce the results most 
serious to the Imperial revenue and to the prosperity of the people, 

On behalf of my colleagues, and with a view to the protection of the interests 
of this community, I have the honour to request that you may communicate at 
the earliest possible moment with the Shanghai Taotai and obtain the issue of 
instructions which will prevent further interference with the food supply for the 


Settlement.

Translation of a proclamation by Hung, Acting Magistrate of the Tanyang 
District, and Pih, Officer in Charge of the Tanyang Cattle Lekin Office: 
dated 24th March 1905. 

Notice is hereby given that on the 14th March a despatch was received 
from the Director of the Lekin Bureau of Soochow saying that he had 
received on the 6th March a communication from the Nanking Lekin Bureau 
conveying the Acting Viceroy Chou’s orders as follows:—“‘The Shanghai 
“Taotai has reported that an Italian merchant named Denegri has made 
“application for the Taotai’s permission to proceed to the interior of Chekiang 
“and Kiangsu to purchase cattle for use in Shanghai. Whereas the said Italian 
“merchant is prepared to act in accordance with the Taotai's letter, that. is, to 
“ dispose of the cattle thus purchased solely in the port of Shanghai and to 
“export none to other ports, it appears that his application should be granted. 
“Qattle being, however, necessary for farming purposes, when the local native 
‘officials issue proclamations to prohibit the purchase of cattle on account of 
“scarcity or other causes during any year, this merchant must of course comply 


“therewith. As to the amount of lekin, and how he should pay it, on cattle bought 
6 . 
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“in the interior of Chekiang and Kiangsu, whether he should make one general 
“payment or pay at each of the various stations en route, etc., the local 
“guthorities will deal with this matter in accordance with local conditions, 
“ Besides communicating with the Chekiang Governor, asking him to instruct his 
“subordinate officials to report in this matter, the Nanking Lekin Bureau is hereby 
“ ordered to report and advise for the Viceroy’s consideration without delay.” 

This Italian merchant having obtained permission through the Shanghai 
Customs Taotai for the establishment of a Cattle Transportation Company in 
Shanghai, and his Consul having written to say hat he agrees to pay the necessary 
lekin we (the Nanking Bureau) must now proceed as directed. We find that about 
28,000 animals are required for the Foreign Settlement of Shanghai annually 
(excluding the French Settlement), of which only about a tenth part is exported 
from places under the jurisdiction of the Nanking Bureau, a very large quantity 
being purchased from Tanyang. As to how the proper Jekin should be levied it is 
a matter for the Lekin Bureau of Soochow to consider and advise. 

The Soochow Bureau notes from the Viceroy’s orders that permission has been 
granted to the foreign merchant to purchase cattle in the interior of these provinces, 
but as no particular districts are mentioned the Bureau is unable to fix a commuted 
payment of lekin to enable him to pass all the lekin stations en route, it being 
considered best to direct the merchant to pay lekin at every station he passes, 
according to the usual procedure. Besides replying and reporting in this sense, the 
Tanyang Lekin Station is ordered to tranemit these orders to the various sub-stations 
and barriers informing them that while they should not detain the cattle as to give 
rise to any complaint they should each collect the proper lekin thereon and release 
them as soon as the same is paid. As the said Cattle Company is going to buy a 
large quantity of cattle every year the station officers should take steps to prevent 
smuggling. 

At the request of the Tanyang Station the Chief Bureau of Soochow has 
estimated the average value per head of cattle at 20,000 cash and fixed the lekin on 
a moderate scale at 600 cash per animal. Orders have been given for the issue 
of a proclamation on the subject by the Lekin Officer and the Magistrate, and this 
is now done accordingly. 

Asa general rule cattle are all brought outside the Tsao-hsien-mun gate of 
Tanyang for sale on the Ist, 6th, 11th, 16th, 2ist and 26th every moon, thereafter 
exported to Shanghai in boats. Under orders of the provincial authorities this 
proclamation is issued, and all cattle dealers, boatmen and others are hereby 
notified that the Shanghai Cattle Company having permission to purchase cattle 
will pay lekin at the rate of 600 cash per head, Boats, ete. when passing this 
(Tanyang) station must stop and submit to the inspection of the officer and his 
staff, who will let them pass as soon as they have paid their lekin and will not 
unduly detain them. Boatmen and others concerned are ordered to obey this 
proclamation.

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Translation of a petition from the local cattle dealers, Cheng Hoi-hee 
and 11 others, to Secretary of Council, dated 11th April 1905. 


We beg to inform you that we all reside in the French Settlement and have 
been engaged in the cattle trade for many years. Of late we have been unable 
to make any profit and several hongs have therefore closed. The cattle used 
locally is first transported from Tanyang by certain dealers and then sold by us. 

We now beg to report that an Italian merchant named Denegri has obtained, 
through his Consul, permission from the Shanghai Taotai to proceed to purchase 
cattle in the interior of Kiangsu and Chekiang, and that the native authorities 
have fixed the lekin tax to be imposed at each barrier on cattle so purchased 
at 600 cash per head. Now when our dealers transport cattle from Tanyang to 
Shanghai they have to pass seven lekin barriers whereat no cattle lekin has been 
levied in the past. Under the new rule they will of course have to pay a lekin 
rate of 600 cash per animal at every station or 4,200 cash at the seven stations, 
It is estimated that about 30,000 animals will be brought to Shanghai every year, 
and at the said rate the lekin will amount to over a hundred million cash, thus 
involving much extra expenditure on local traders; not having much capital 
we cannot bear this lekin rate, We would mention that over 100 animals have 
recently been detained at the Pah-tah (White Pagoda) Lekin Station, Quinsan 
district, for the purpose of enforcing the lekin payment, This is probably the 
cause why we have not got any animals from that place these few days. As 
only a few Chinese require cattle for food purposes the foreign community wil 
certainly suffer in the event of there occurring a scarcity in the local supply. 

The said Italian merchant, desiring to establish a Cattle Company, should 
devise proper procedure for dealing in this kind of trade; as he has not done 
80, we fear he intends to control the cattle market. Herewith we forward a 
copy of the Tanyang Magistrate’s proclamation on the subject and beg to 
request that you will cause enquiries to be made and render us the necessary 
assistance in the matter,

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Translation of letter from the Tactai to the Senior Consul 
dated Ist May 1905. 


Thave the honour to acknowledge receipt of your letter informing me that 
the Consular Body will meet and discuss the question of the Iekin on cattle 
this afternoon and asking me to let you know how it will be dealt with, etc. In 
reply I have the honour to inform you that the cattle lekin was at first proposed 
to be collected at every station in the province. Subsequently I reported the 
matter to the Nanking Viceroy and received a telegram from him authorising 
the same to be paid in one annual sum and directing me to suggest and fix 
this commutation in order that he might consult, by wire, the Governors of 
Kiangsu and Chekiang in the matter. As to how this one amount should be 
fixed, I have addressed the Sung-Hu Lekin Bureau directing consultation with 
the Soochow Bureau and a statement of their joint views on the subject. I have 
the honour to say that I have not heard from them yet, but will wire to the 
high authorities and ask for instructions as soon as I get their answer and will 
let you know in due course; the present is merely an acknowledgement of your 
communication in this matter,

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I have the honour to request that you may be good enough to again 
communicate with the Chinese authorities on this subject, and ask that practical 
effect may be given to the orders for reduction officially communicated to the 
Consular Body one month ago, and that a specific assurance be afforded that the 
rate of lekin payable is definitely reduced to a fixed amount, the reduction to 
come into force from a fixed date, in order that this recent very plain indication 
of pronounced opposition to the interests of the foreign community on the part

On the 15th of April I forwarded to you a complaint against the action taken 
by the Acting Magistrate of the Tanyang district in imposing a heavy rate of lekin 
on cattle intended for the Shanghai market, I drew your‘attention to the extreme 
importance and urgency of the matter, the effect of the new taxation being 
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already felt and threatening to cut off the food supply of the Settlement unless 
Temedial measures were immediately taken. 

T had also several conversations with you in the matter and received a reply 
on the 20th of May to the effect that a reduction of the tax had been granted. I 
applied again for information as to the amount of the reduction but I have never 
received a reply, 

In the meantime I have been informed that up to as lately as the 9th instant 
lekin is still being levied at all the stations en route from Tanyang at the rate of 
600 cash per head at each station in place of the 300 cash per head levied as 
an inclusive charge heretofore. 

The matter was discussed again at the last meeting of the Consular Body, and 
# resolution was passed to ask you that practical effect should be given to the 
orders for reduction officially communciated to me by you one month ago, and that 
a specific assurance be given that the rate of lekin payable is definitely reduced to 
a fixed amount, the reduction to come into force from a fixed date, 

T have also received instructions, unless you comply with the wishes of the 
Consular Body immediately, to complain to H.E, the Viceroy in Nanking, whom I 
am going to see shortly insome other serious matters,

Translation of letter from the Taotai to the Senior Consul, 
dated 25th June 1905, 


I have the honour to acknowledge theireceipt of your letter of the 28rd inat. 
on the subject of the lekin on cattle. Therein you ask that the reduction as stated: 
in my letter of the 19th May be put into effect and a fixed sum be announced, etc. 
In reply I have the honour to state that some time ago an Italian merchant made 
application for farming the lekin collection on cattle. Then I communicated and 
consulted the Soochow Bureau with the result that a reduction of 300 cash per 
head has been granted to the original rate of 600 cash per head of cattle to be 
paid at each of the six stations en route from Tanyang to Shanghai or at cash 
1,800 per head for all the six stations, the quantity of cattle to be imported 
annually being limited at 50,000, As soon as this arrangement was made and 
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accepted, cattle passing the lekin stations would be allowed to pass without delay, 
the commuted sum of lekin to be paid at Shanghai, Subsequently, the Italian 
merchant having expressed dissatisfaction at the arrangement, the British Consul- 
General wrote and recommended a British merchant, by name Brandt, but as 
nothing definitely has been settled I cannot write him to proceed in accordance 
with the new regulations. As to the present or reduced rate of cash 1,800 per 
head I beg to point out it is only one-half of the originally proposed rate and is 
made for the benefit of the merchants. Should any foreign merchant desire to 
apply for the cattle importation at this rate I shall be pleased to negotiate in the 
matter, in order to satisfy the Consular Body. I beg to add that there is a 
Chinese merchant who is willing to do this trade and promises to sell at a 
reasonable rate or at that before the introduction of the lekin tax so as to avoid 
disputes, this I think you will be glad to hear.

Sir,—I have the honour to allude to the Senior Consul’s letter of the 
2nd July last, enclosing copy and translation of a communication from the Taotai 
in respect to the lekin payable on cattle imported into Shanghai from Tanyang. 
Therein were contained assurances (i) that the tax was fixed at 1,800 cash per 
head and (ii) that Chinese merchants were willing to sell beef at prices heretofore 
existing. 

; Since the above date, practical experience has shown that lekin is being paid 
at 2,500 cash per head, and the local butchers have with difficulty been induced to 
sell beef at a one cent per pound advance on former prices. 

I have now the honour to state that the proposal of the Italian merchant, 
Mr. M. Denegri, to whom the Taotai made reference, appears to have eventuated, 
and he has obtained, through the instrumentality of his Consulate, the concession 
from the Chinese Government of farming this tax, with results highly prejudicial 
to the interests of the foreign community generally. 

The Council's information on the subject, obtained from an announcement 
in the Shunpao of the 9th instant, and from enquiries among the local cattle 
dealers themselves, is as follows :— 

Mr. Denegri, on the 9th instant, sent a Chinese messenger to Pahsienjao 
to inform the dealers that after the 23rd idem they would have to obtain 
passes from him at the rate of $3 per head for all cattle imported into 
Shanghai for food from any part of the country. He told the dealers 
that if they did not care to buy his passes he would do the whole cattle 
business himself, He is paying $80,000 per annum for the privilege of 
collecting lekin on cattle and has already paid $20,000 on account, 
The cost of a pass is to be the same for each and every place, i.c, the 
same from Pootung as from Tanyang. - 
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On the 16th May last Mr. Riva, the Acting Consul-General for Italy, admitted 
that the then increased cost of beef was indirectly due to the negotiations of 
Mr. Denegri, and he expressed his intention to take no step calculated to bring 
about this undesirable result. To what extent this intention has been fulfilled 
may be judged from the foregoing, and it but remains for the Council to request 
that the Consular Body will collectively do what is necessary to quash the 
unfortunate contract which has been made, 

It would appear desirable to convey a formal intimation to the Taotai that 
his promise of the 25th June to limit the tax to 1,800 cash per beast must be 
complied with, and that any increase will be regarded as an unwarranted 
interference with the local foreign food supply and as exceeding the just duties 
to which residents in the Settlement are by treaty liable. It is, in the Council's 
opinion, imperative that a firm stand be made in this matter, in view of the 
foreign interests at stake, and it is therefore with a full sense of the gravity of the 
position that the Council seeks your good offices,

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FOREIGN PAUPERS. 


Arrangements for the defrayal of the cost of hospital treatment of 
foreign paupers, and if necessary their burial, haye been concluded 
with the Consular Body during the year in terms of the following 
correspondence :— 


Council Room, 
Shanghai, 21st March 1905, 


Srm,—During the past year the Council's attention has frequently beer 
drawn to the necessity for some definite understanding and procedure in regard 
to hospital accommodation of foreign paupers in the Settlement, as also to 
defraying the cost of burial of such paupers deceased. In recent years the 
number of foreigners of all nationalities without visible means of subsistence has 
steadily increased, and cases have occurred where the Consulates concerned have 
declined responsibility for the expenses above mentioned. The Council in 
drawing your attention to this matter would request that the Consular Body 
should consider the same and, if possible, come to some arrangement making for 
uniformity of procedure in regard to hospital accommodation and burial of foreign 
paupers. The Council would suggest that for ordinary sick cases the free beds 
at the Shanghai General Hospital should continue to be used under existing 
conditions ; as regards infectious disease cases, the Council is prepared to charge 
for persons certified by their Consular authorities to be without funds, at the rate 
of Tael 1 per day in the common ward. As regards burial of paupers, an 
agreement has been made limiting! the undertaker’s charges, and the Council 
ean therefore arrange for the burial of such persons at an inclusive charge of 
Tis. 20, In\the case of foreigners without Consular representatives the Council 
is prepared to defray the charges above mentioned, but where nationality is 
recognised it appears to the Council reasonable and just that the expenses should 
in every case be borne by the Consulate concerned. (At present this practice is 
generally, but not universally, in force.) Inasmuch as a large majority of the 
indigent persons who require medical treatment or who die in the Settlement are 
of the seafaring class and not residents, the:Consular Body will no doubt concur 
in the view that, other considerations apart, it is not fitting that expenses incurred 
in respect of such persons should be defrayed by the taxpayers of this 
community.

S1r,—In March of this year certain arrangements were made for the general 
convenience of the Treaty Consuls having regard to the hospital accommodation 
and burial of foreign paupers. The arrangement in question was recorded in the 
Council’s letter of the 21st March, duly published in the minutes, and was 
accepted by all the members of the Consular Body as applicable to their several 
nationals, 

It has now been brought to the Council's notice that inconvenience has 
occasionally been caused, and some delay, by failure of the Consuls concerned 
in certain cases to communicate with the Health Officer when requiring hospital 
accommodation or burial of foreign paupers under the conditions referred to. 

The rates arranged by the Council for hospital accommodation and for burial 
of paupers are considerably lower than those usually levied, but unless due and 
regular notice is given to the Council in every case where such special treatment 
is claimed, the Municipal hospitals and the undertaker respectively would 
naturally charge the ordinary rates. To prevent this cause of inconvenience and 
misunderstanding, I have to request that the members of the Consular Body may 
be good enough in all such cases to notify the Health Officer direct, who will 
thereupon communicate to the hospital concerned or to the undertaker, as the 
case may be, and the accounts will thereafter be regularly rendered to the Consulate 
concerned in accordance with the special tariff.

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BAND REPORT. 


One musician was invalided and returned to Manila in April, 
reducing the strength of the Band to thirty-three. 

The agreements of twenty-six musicians terminated on the 30th of 
June ; of these seventeen desired to leave the service, while nine accepted 
a new contract for a further period of three years, with a reasonable 
increase of pay. 

On the 15th of June, 20 new musicians arrived from Manila, 
having been engaged through the Council’s agents there, thus bringing 
the strength of the Band up to the authorised number of 35, which 
strength has been kept up to the present time. 

On the 10th of July a sad accident deprived the Band of the 
services of an able musician, G. Valenza, who at the time was not on 
the regular roll of the Band. 

The new musicians proved to be rather unsatisfactory at first, 
but having been put through extra practices they have improved 
considerably and promise well for the future. 

The health of the musicians, with a few exceptionsy has been 
generally satisfactory. 

The regular supply of new music from London has given me the 
opportunity of performing varied programmes during the year to the 
satisfaction of the public. 

The concerts in the Public Garden have continued as usual. The 
afternoon performances commenced on the 11th of May and were 
discontinued on the 16th of November. 

The evening concerts were given from the 10th of July to the 
30th of September. 

The Military Band played in the Public Garden 127 times, 20 times 
on the Recreation Ground, and 19 times at the Races, Volunteer and 
Fire Brigade parades, ete. 

The String Band performed 11 times at the Town Hall on 
Wednesday and Friday (dancing) evenings, which services were 
discontinued on the 18th of December on account of the recent riots. 
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The total number of public performances was 177, against 179 
during 1904. 

The Military Band was prevented from playing in the Public Garden 
and Recreation Ground 23 times by the inclemency of the weather ; 
the total amount of public performances being 177 instead of 200. 

The private engagements of the String “Band during the year 
amounted to 292, against 338 during 1904. 

The decrease of 46 engagements is accounted for by the smaller 
number of theatrical travelling companies visiting Shanghai. Apart 
from this there would have been a considerable increase in the number 
of private engagements. I may state that between forty and fifty 


_ engagements had to be refused during the year owing to the comparatively 


small number of musicians available. 

The discipline of the bandsmen has been very satisfactory, and, 
considering the fact that I had twenty recruits on duty during the 
summer season, the performances of the Band were accepted with 
marked favour by the public. 

I take this opportunity to point out the fact that very often the 
effect of the String Band has been marred by the harshness of the wind 
instruments, which are made for open air performances, and I consider 
it of vital importance that the Band should be provided with proper 
orchestral instruments in conformity with the officially recognised 
normal pitch. 

However, I am confident that the new musicians will show a great 
improvement during next season, when they will, no doubt, all have 
become efficient performers. 

I trust that the Council and the public will appreciate my 
efforts in this direction, and I assure them that I shall always endeavour 
to deserve their confidence, and work in their interests to the best of 
my ability,

The annual competition for the silver shield presented by the local 
Insurance Offices was held on the 29th of April and was won by the 
Victoria Co., the unsuccessful competitors being teams from the Mih-ho- 
loong, Deluge and Hongkew Companies. 

During the riot of the 18th and 19th December the Brigade was 
called out (and attended at considerable danger) three times to fires 
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at Louza Police Station, Yunnan and Wenchow Roads. Hongkew 
Fire Station was attacked by the rioters but the members of the 
Company drove off the mob with well-directed streams of cold water 
from the hydrants in the compound. 


The Petrol Motor Fire Engine and Escape ordered last April is 
expected to arrive about the middle of February next. A satisfactory 
preliminary report on the engine has been received from the Chief 
Officer of the London Fire Brigade, which will be supplemented when the 
final examination takes place, 


The utility of having living quarters for Firemen at the various 
stations is yearly becoming more manifest, and the Council is recom- 
mended to add to the living accommodation at the various stations. 


Considerable trouble has frequently been experienced in dealing 
with fires in the new outlying districts, to the north and west of 
the Settlement, owing to the scarcity of water-hydrants and consequent 
difficulty in getting water to feed the engines, and the Council is strongly 
* recommended to increase the number in the districts mentioned. 
Hydrants with double connections are preferable to the single ones now 
generally in use. 


The fire record exceeds 1904 both in the number of fires and houses 
destroyed. The Brigade attended at 165 fires, viz. 116 within the 
Northern Settlement limits, 28 in the French Settlement, 2 at the 
Pootung Wharves, 8 on board of steamers and small craft on the river 
and 11 ontside limits. Fires on board steamers have also been 
more numerous than usual, and to two of them in particular, the “ Perlak” 
and “ Hauk,” very valuable assistance was rendered. The former 
steamer, laden with oil, was on fire about four miles outside Woosung, 
and would in all probability have become a total loss had not the fire 
float at considerable risk been sent to her aid. It was a very dangerous 
duty that the Chief Engineer and firemen undertook (four were scalded 
with oil), and they are to be highly commended for the work they 
performed. 


A salyage claim was instituted by the Council in the Netherlands 
Consular Court, and a full report of the case appears elsewhere. 
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The “ Hauk,’’ laden with a general cargo, caught fire at her anchorage 
opposite the Old Ningpo Wharf. The float was sent alongside and the 
firemen were at work for nine hours, when the steamer was beached by the 
advice of the Customs ‘authorities. 


Considering the great risk there is in rendering assistance to a 
vessel on fire, it is considered reasonable that a charge should be made 
for the use of the fire float in such cases.

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Tn consequence of the large amount of work done at the workshop 
in Scott Road it has not been necessary to draw more than Taels 22,300 
of the amount appropriated by the ratepayers, notwithstanding an increase 
of Taels 1,114 in the estimated expenditure. 

The expenditure for 1906 has been compiled with great care, but it 
has been found that, having due regard for the efficiency of the Brigade, 
it is necessary to apply for a larger grant than last year. 

The expenditure is estimated at Taels 44,770, and of this sum the 
Council is asked to supply Taels 35,700 and the French Council 
Taels 5,000, leaving 4,000 for work for the Municipality. 

The excess over last year’s requirements is to cover cost of water for 
fires, etc. (formerly paid by the Council out of the Water Supply 
appropriation), extension of the telephone service, uniforms, hose, plant, 
repairs, ponies and working expenses of the new Petrol Motor Engine. 

The Brigade is in a very efficient state and the Senior Foreman 
in charge reports that there has not been any difficulty in dealing with the 
most serious fire. 

Tn conclusion the Commission feel sure the Council and the ratepayers 
will join in a vote of thanks to the officers and firemen for the hard work 
they have done and the excellent results they have achieved during an 
exceptionally trying year. 

Extracts from the report of the Engineer-in-charge follow :— 

During the year there has been a considerable increase in the total 
number of calls to fires over the previous year, but a slight decrease in 
the calls given by the fire-bell alarm. 

This is mainly due to the fact that, when advisable, information of a 
fire has been telephoned to the district Fire Station, thus avoiding 
calling out the whole of the strength of the Brigade. 

Two false alarm calls were received, one from the Great Northern 
Telegraph Co. and the other from the Custom House; in both cases the 
alarms were given by telephone by the inmates. 

Three serious fires occurred during the year, one in King Loong Ka, 
off the Honan Road, on the 11th January ; 10 first-class Chinese houses, 
including a large Chinese hotel, were completely gutted, and 4 other 
houses were badly damaged by fire and water.. 


: 
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The second serious fire occurred on the 24th January at Nos. 4 and 
5 Yuen Ming Yuen Road in foreign-built houses, 

Owing to the high wind blowing, the brigade had great difficulty in 
preventing the fire from spreading, but by hard work and able manage- 
ment of the Chief Engineer the fire was confined to the two upper floors 
of the houses mentioned. 

The third serious fire took place in the French Settlement on Rue 
Colbert on the 29th November in an old foreign-built house being used 
as a Chinese hotel. 

The fire spread with great rapidity, and owing to the very narrow 
alleyways the firemen found great difficulty in coping with the fire in 
the rear, and it was only after six hours hard work the fire was in hand ; 
for a time Messrs. Butterfield & Swire’s valuable godowns adjoining the 
burning hotel were in danger; 18 Chinese lost their lives in this 
fire. 

A full report of the fire on board the s.s. “ Perlak” has already 
been sent in. 

On the 28th of March a small fire was discovered in one of the 
rooms on the top floor of the Central Fire Station. As the fire occurred 
during the daytime no firemen were on the premises (fire occurred 
between four and five) ; fortunately, however, the Native No. 1 promptly 
laid on a stream, and so prevented what might have been a very 
disastrous fire. 

Native lives lost at fires during the year number twenty, and of 
this number eighteen were lost at the fire in Rue Colbert on the 
29th November, already mentioned. 

During the typhoon on September Ist the gear of the Brigade 
escaped damage, although the Central, Victoria and Hongkew Stations’ 
ground floors were flooded. 

The Coolie Corps was inaugurated at the beginning of the year 
and has proved very successful and should be of great assistance to the 
Brigade. 

The companies have had regular practices with the fire float, and 
others drills have been held with the shore steamers, hose reels, ladder 
and escape work. 
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At fires throughout the year the water supply has been very 
satisfactory, but in certain districts more hydrants are required, especially 
in some of the new idistricts now rapidly being built on, the Brigade 
experience difficulty in securing water to feed their engines at fires, as im 
most cases two or more hydrants are required to supply one engine, I 
would recommend that the Water Works Co. be advised to erect in 
future double hydrants instead of the single ones at present in use: this 
is very important in districts containing high buildings.

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CASE OF THE s.s. “PERLAK.” 


The fire on board this steamer in August gave rise to legal 
proceedings in the Dutch Consular Court, which, at the time of writing, 
have not terminated. The documents relating to the case are included for 
record, and it may be observed that, in order to prevent similar disputes 
arising in the fature, a tariff of fees is in process of compilation which 
will be applicable in all cases in which the Fire Float performs work 
beyond that for which it was designed, that is to say, obtaining a stream 
of high pressure for the extinguishing of fires in the Settlement. 


Report of the Chief Engineer of the Fire Brigade, dated 15th August 1905. 


11.30 a.m. 12th August 1905. Received telephone message from the Acting 
Secretary of the Council saying that a steamer was badly on fire at Woosung, and 
asking for the assistance of the Fire Brigade and whether we would take the Fire 
Float down, Could not get the berth she was lying at or name of the vessél, but 
I was told that she was lying where the Fire Float could easily get at her. 

11.56 am, Left moorings on Float with myself, Departmental Engineer 
Parkhill, 1st Assistant Weinberg, 2nd Assistant Susemihl, and Firemen Keay, 
Fowler, Beytagh and Beckhoff on board, arriving at 4.8. “Perlak," which was 
lying about 4 miles outside Woosung in Steamer anchorage, at about 1.80 p.m, 
and found 4 or 5 boats of the Chinese Navy alongside with hand-pumps, rendering 
all assistance in their power, and also the ship’s water service turned on. 

Went on board with Engineer Parkhill to examine ship and cause of fire, etc., 
and found that she was a turret vessel carrying a full cargo of Crude Petroleum 
in bulk in her holds, with about 25 tons of Benzine (in drums) and some 
lubricating oil in the forehold, the last mentioned part of the ship being well on 
fire with every danger of it spreading to the other parts of the ship and causing 
the vessel to become a total loss. 

After consultation with my officers, I decided the only plan was to fill the 
forehold with water and in so doing to smother the flames under the deck, and 
cool off the remaining parts and drums which were still intact. When I told the 
Captain what I intended doing, he said that he also thought that it was the best 
plan, and consented to me doing so. 

After getting 4 streams Jaid on and playing down the hold for some few 
minutes, Iam very sorry to report that a very serious explosion of some of the 

13 
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drums of Benzine happened, causing very nasty burns about the face and hands 
of lst Assistant Wienberg and Firemen Keay and Beckhoff. Finding that I was 
left with only Departmental Engineer Parkhill, 2nd Assistant Susemihl and 
2 Firemen, and not knowing how long we would be detained on board, I sent to 
Shanghai for additional men, Being short-handed I then dropped two streams 
over the coaming of the hatch to flood the hold, and the other two streams were 
played from a distance, ensuring the safety of the nozzlemen from the frequent 
explosions that were occurring, and also to allow them to fill the hold and damp 
down and put out the fires which broke out on the deck and fittings. 

When the water was within a few feet of the top deck the fire consisted only 
of small patches of Benzine burning on the surface ; then I judged it perfectly safe 
to shut off my pumps altogether, but at the same time left a line of hose and 
2 men standing by. Owing to the quantity of water in the hold the Captain 
discharged some of his bulk oil overboard, 

At about half-an-hour efore dark, I asked the Captain whether he required 
our services any longer, as all danger of the fire was over and I was anxious to 
take the Float back to Shanghai. He at first requested me to stand by all night, 
as he was afraid of the fire breaking out again, but later on, as a violent 
thunderstorm occurred, and as it was impossible to keep the float alongside in the 
heavy sea running, he agreed that he was in a position to cope with any difficulty 
that might arise, and we started on our return journey, arriving at the moorings at 
11.80 p.m., being under steam in all 12 hours. 

To close, I most strongly recommend that a full Salvage Claim be put 
in by the Council, as the saving of the ship was undoubtedly due to the Fire 
Brigade,

Having regard to the value of the Municipal Float, and of the risk which was 
taken by the members of the Volunteer Fire Brigade of loss or damage thereto, as 
well as the risk of loss of life by the firemen themselves, I am directed to

During September Messrs. Stokes, Platt and Teesdale wrote offering 
the sum of Tis. 10,000 in full settlement of the claim, whether by the 
Council or by the members of the Fire Brigade, against the owners of 
the ship and cargo. This offer the Council was unwilling to accept, and 
proposed that the matter be settled by arbitration, but a further 
communication from the firm was subsequently forwarded in which, on 
behalf of Messrs. Meyer & Co., they refused either to increase the offer 
of Tis. 10,000 or submit the matter to arbitration. It was therefore 
decided to institute proceedings in the Dutch Consular Court. 
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NETHERLANDS CONSULAR CouRT 


Dranslation of Judgment delivered in the case of the “ Council for the foreign 
Settlements of Shanghai, north of the Yanghingpang”, plaintiffs, by 
petition of September the 23rd, 1905, in which they are called “ The Council 
for the Foreign Community of Shanghai,” appearing by Mr. Duncan Me Neill, 
their agent, against the owners of the s,s, “ Perlah”, carrying the Dutch 
flag, and her cargo, defendants in the above petition, appearing by Messrs. 
Stokes, Platt and Teesdale, as agents: 

Seen the writ of the Consul-General-President, of September 26th, 1905, by 
which the parties are ordered to appear before this Consular Court, and the 
serving of which was done according to Article 52 of the Law of July 25th, 1871, 
as amended by later laws : 

Seen the petition of the plaintiffs, reading as follows : 

“ To G. D, Advocaat, Esquire, Consul-General for the Netherlands and Judge 
“ of this Court the petition of the above named Plaintiffs shows as follows : 

“1. Tn the forenoon of the 12th August 1905 the Master of the s. s, ‘ Perlak,’ 
“ which was badly on fire near Woosung, requested the Plaintiffs to send the 
“ Municipal Fire Float to his assistance. Accordingly the Plaintiffs despatched 
“the Fire Float to Woosung under its own steam and in charge of the Chief 
* Volunteer Engineer of the Municipal Fire Department. On board the said 
“ Fire Float were the Departmental Engineer and, in addition to the Chief 
“ Engineer, 6 members of the Shanghai Fire Brigade which is a volunteer Brigade 
* and such seven members left their ordinary business to man the Fire Float, 

“9, On the arrival of the Float at Woosung it was found that the 
“s,s, ‘Perlak’ was lying about 4 miles outside Woosung, The Float 
* accordingly steamed out and made fast alongside her to starboard, On 
“ boarding the ‘Perlak’ the firemen ascertained that her forehold containing 
“ benzine and lubricating oil in drums was well on fire and that there was great 
“ likelihood of the fire spreading to the other holds which contained crude 
“ petroleum in bulk as the bulkhead and deck plates exposed to the Fire were 
“ very hot and showed signs of buckling. Those on board the ‘ Perlak’ were 
“ at this time endeavouring without success to check the fire by means of the 
“ ghip’s water service and the assistance received from four or five men-of-war’s 

' * boats of the Chinese Navy, who were using hand pumps from alongside. 

“ 3. After consulting the Master of the ‘Perlak’ and with his express 
“ consent it was decided to fill the forehold with water by means of the Fire Float, 
“ which throws 1,100 gallons of water a minute, and thus to smother the fire, 
“ While this operation was proceeding there were several explosions of the drums 
“ of benzine, one of which explosions inflicted somewhat serious injuries upon 
“ three of the volunteer firemen, who were sent back to Shanghai in a tugboat, 
“The remainder of those who manned the Float succeeded in flooding the 
“ forehold to within a few feet of the top deck ad extinguishing the fire, In 
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* consequence of the amount of water necessarily poured into the forehold the 
® ship became so much down by the head that some of the oil in one of her after. 
“ tanks had to be discharged. 

“4, Shortly after the fire had been extinguished a violent storm.came on 
“ which soon raised a very heavy sea. Meanwhile the ‘Perlak’ which had 
* been heading towards Woosung was beginning to swing to the flood’tide thus: 
“ exposing the Float which was still made fast alongside to the full force of the: 
“ waves with the result that it was considerably damaged through bumping: 
“ against the ship and was obliged to cast off to avoid destruction, With great 
“ difficulty the Float was got clear of the ship, all the firemen (who had been 
“ reinforced by the arrival of six additional volunteers from Shanghai on board a 
“ tugboat) being compelled to remain on the ship to shove the Float off, as the 
“ ship’s crew had been removed with their clothing and certain moveable effects 
“ to a tug-boat which throughout the day was made fast on the starboard and 
“ afterwards on the port quarter of the ‘Perlak.’ The Float, which was at that 
“ time manned only by the Departmental Engineer and a crew of seven Chinese, 
“ after getting clear was for some time in great danger, as one of the ropes with 
“ which it had been lashed alongside had parted owing to the heavy sea and 
“ fouled the port propeller, so that the Float was greatly hampered in its 
“ movements, Nevertheless those on board succeeded in manceuvring the Float 
* to pass along the lee (port) side of the ‘Perlak’ close tothe tugboat. By 
“ this time the violence of the sea had caused the ‘Perlak’ to drift, possibly 
“ owing to her cable having parted, and she was being set up by the tide among 
“ the ships anchored outside Woosung. As the float passed the tugboat the 
“ firemen (who had left the ship and gone on board her) were able at great 
“ risk to jump on to the Float, which then endeavoured to shape a course for 
“ Woosung, but could not for some time be brought to head the heavy sea which 
“ was running out from Woosung, and while lying in the trough of the waves. 
“ was in imminent danger of being swamped and sunk with those on board. The 
“ driving rain totally obscured the lights at Woosung so that it was only by 
* following a large tugboat that the Float, after being at last headed to the sea, 
“ was able to make the mouth of the river, whence it proceeded to Shanghai 
“ and arrived at its moorings at 11.30 p.m. Throughout the return journey the 
“ engines were in charge of the Departmental Engineer and the furnaces were 
“ properly served by a Chinese fireman, The wheel was taken by the Chief 
“ Engineer of the Fire Brigade, who is an experienced yachtsman, and the 
“ difficulties encountered by the Float in getting clear of the ‘Perlak’ and 
“ returning to Woosung were solely due to the exceptional weather conditions 
“ to which the Float, constructed solely for river work, became exposed by _ 
* reason of its having rendered the above mentioned services to the ‘ Perlak.’ 

“ 5. No further outbreak of fire occurred on board the ‘Perlak’ and she 
“ was brought up to Shanghai next day, 
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“6, But for the services rendered by the Fire Float as above mentioned the 
“ «Perlak’ and her cargo would have been totally lost. 

“7, The value of the ‘Perlak’ and her cargo as salved is believed by the 
“ Plaintiffs to exceed the sum of Taels 600,000. 

“ 8. The Fire Float and its apparatus were purchased with Municipal funds 
“in or about the year 1902 at a cost of about Taels 22,000. During the 
“ performance of the said services the Float was in imminent danger of being 
“sunk and lost and those on board were in danger of being drowned owing 
“ to the heavy weather experienced outside Woosung. The whole expenses of the 
“« Shanghai Fire Brigade including the Fire Float are paid out of Municipal funds, 

“9, In performing the said services the Plaintiffs incurred expenses 

amounting to Taels 275.84 and $28, 

“ The Plaintiffs claim that this Honourable Court award to them for the 
“ said services rendered to the ‘ Perlak’ and her cargo the sum of Tls. 40,000, or 


“ such sum as the Court may think proper.”

Seen the defence of the defendants, dated September 29th, 1905, amended in 
the sitting of December 2nd, 1905, reading as follows : 

* To G. D. Advocaat, Esq., Consul-General for the Netherlands and Judge of 
“this Court. The Answer of the above-named Defendants to the Plaintiff's 
“ Petition shows as follows : 

“1, The Defendants admit paragraph 1 of the Petition except that they deny 
* that the ‘ Perlak,’ was badly on fire and in lieu thereof say that such fire was con- 
“ fined to her forehold. They further deny thatthe firemen left their ordinary business 
* to man the Fire Float and further say that the 12th August 1905 was Saturday, 

“2. The Defendants deny that the ss. ‘Perlak’ was lying about 4 miles 
“ outside Woosung: she was lying 2} miles from the Woosung Lighthouse and 
“14 miles from the Pootung shore. The Defendants deny that there was 
* great likelihood of the fire spreading to the other holds of the ship or that there 
was crude petroleum on board the * Perlak,’ or that those on board the ‘ Perlak’ 
were at the time mentioned endeavouring without success to check the fire by 
* means of the ship's water service and the assistance received from certain boats 
“ of the Chinese Navy, and say that, from the outbreak of the fire, the ship’s hoses 
** 2in number were pouring water into the forehold from their steam pumps, and 
“ from noon on the 12th August 1905 the said boats from a Chinese man-of-war 
“had 8 or 4 streams playing on the fire and that although the additional

“5, The Defendants deny paragraph 5 of the Petition and beg to refer to 
“ paragraph 8 hereof in answer thereto, moreover the s.8. ‘Perlak’ was not brought 
“ up to Shanghai the next day but on the 17th August, 
“6, The Defendants deny paragraph 6 of the Petition and further say that 
“ the forehold of the ‘ Perlak' could have been filled up with water without the 
“ assistance of the Fire Float, though probably a little later, but that the ‘ Perlak’ 
“ was never in danger of total destruction, and that moreover the risk of her 
“« capsizing could at any time, and as a matter of fact was, obviated by discharging 
“ part of her cargo from time to time from the fore part of the ship. 
“ 7, In answer to paragraph 7 of the Petition the value of the Perlak does 
* not exceed the sum of Tis, 220,000, The value of the cargo she was carrying

* rendered,

* And the Defendants further say that having regard to the voluntary nature 
** of the services (if any) rendered by the Fire Brigade outside the limits of the 
“ Settlements in respect of which this action is brought and the fact that the 
“ Municipal Council is not entitled to claim for services rendered by the public 
“ property of the Rate-payers (in this case the Fire Float) there are no grounds 
* for the said action. . 
“ The Defendants therefore pray this Honourable Court to dismiss the

Parties heard : 


As to the facts : 

Considering that Defendants have acknowledged that on Saturday, August 
12th, 1905, a fire broke out in the forehold of the s.s, “ Perlak,” lying at that 
time outside Woosung, at a distance of about 2} miles from the Woosung Light- 
house and 1{ miles from the Pootung shore ; 

Considering that the cargo of that forehold consisted of benzine in drums and 
lubricating oil, whilst the other cargo of the ship was refined kerosine oil in 
bulk ; 

Considering that the Master of the “Perlak” asked for assistance from 
Shanghai, after the outbreak of the fire ; 


Considering that Mr. Bidwell and others, as members of the volunteer Fire 
Brigade on board the Fire Float, belonging to Plaintiffs, left for Woosung within 
half an hour after the accident being known at Shanghai, that while extinguishing 
the fire on board the “ Perlak ” their own persons and lives have been exposed to 
considerable danger and that some of them in reality were injured by the fire ; 


Considering that, although it could not be proved what would have become 
of ship and cargo, if the Fire Float of Shanghai had not taken part in extinguish- 
ing the fire, it is proved that the fire was extinguished largely owing to the 
assistance rendered by the Fire Float and her crew ; 


Considering that the Fire Float was in danger on the evening of August 
12th, 1905, in consequence of the heavy sea and wind, and in fact was damaged 
to a certain extent ; 


Considering that the rendering of assistance to the “Perlak” by the Fire 
Float and her crew did not take more than twelve hours ; 


As to Law: 


Considering that the difference between salvage-money and assistance-money 
is, that assistance-money can be claimed when a ship isin danger while at sea, 
and that danger is averted by the assistance given, whilst salvage-money is due, 
after a disaster has taken place and the ship or its remains are salved by strange 
persons, Not belonging to the crew ; . 
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Considering that the services rendered by the Fire Float and her crew 
to the ss, “Perlak” have consequently to be classified under the term of 
assistance and not salvage ; 


Considering that assistance-money is estimated according to the speed 
with which one has given assistance, after discovery of the first danger, according 
to the time it took to render the service, according to the number of persons 
that have been necessarily employed to that effect, according to the nature 
of the service rendered, and finally according to the danger involved. (Art. 
561 0.0.) ; 

Considering that the value of the property saved and the danger to which 
the ship was exposed are not taken into consideration in estimating assistance- 
money, that the danger considered in estimating assistance-money is the danger 
to which the salvors have been exposed ; 


Considering that Plaintiffs have failed to prove that Mr, Bidwell and others 
are in their direct service, and that the assistance which they gave was rendered 
under the direct orders and under the direct responsibility of the plaintiffs ; that, 
on the contrary, it has been shown that these services were rendered quite 
voluntarily and without compulsion ; 


Considering that plaintiffs are a legally constituted public body that has 
purchased the Fire Float for public utility, and for that purpose has put that — 
Float permanently at the disposal of the “Shanghai Volunteer Fire Brigade,” 
as appears from the preamble of the “ Official Memorandum of organization of the 
Shanghai Fire Department, adopted by the Shanghai Municipal Council, 
December 1867,” reading as follows: “The Engines and other fire apparatus 
belonging to the Municipality, shall be placed for use in the hands of the 
organized body of men known as the Shanghai Fire Department, consisting 
of a Chief Engineer, one or more Assistant Engineers and one or more companies 
duly organized and enrolled, and under the command of Foremen, all the 
officers being duly elected by the members, and, if approved, confirmed in their 
position by vote of the Municipal Council ” ; 


Considering that there is no precedent for compensation being claimed for the 
services of the Fire Float and it is difficult to see how such ‘compensation can be 
claimed, unless the “Land Regulations for the foreign settlements north of the 
Yang-king-pang” or the “ Bye-Laws” contain an express provision to that effect 
which in this case is not so; 


Considering that Plaintiffs, with regard to the material belonging to them, as 
a legally constituted public body, cannot incur any danger in the meaning of the 
Law, but can only claim as far as that material is actually damaged ; 

Seen the Articles 560, 561 section 2 and Article 564 of the Code of Commerce 
and Article 285 of the! Code of Civil proceedings ; 


> 
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THE COURT DECIDES AS FOLLOWS: 


Nonsuits Plaintiffs, with the exception of the actual damage sustained by the 
Fire Float and the expenses actually incurred, which are hereby estimated 
together at Shanghai Taels five hundred. Condemns Defendants to pay to each of 
the persons hereafter mentioned who joined in this suit as interested parties, viz. 
W. E. Keay, W. F. Susemihl, H. Wienberg, L. M. S. Beytagh, P. Fowler, 
J. C. Beckhoff, H. D. 8. Parkhill and G, 8. V. Bidwell, Shanghai Taels one 
thousand five hundred as assistance-money, 


As to the costs : 


Considering that Mr. Bidwell and others, before joining in this suit on the 
5th of December 1905, from their side never asked the Defendants for any salvage 
or assistance-money, so that the necessity of a lawsuit, as far as they are 
concerned, has not been shown ; 


Condemns the claiming parties together in the costs of this suit, to be borne 
half by Plaintiffs and half by Mr. Bidwell and others, and orders that the estimate 
of those costs be submitted for approval to this Court. 


Thus done and judged by the Netherlands Consular Court at Shanghai,

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NOTICES OF APPEAL. 
I. By the Plaintigs. 


The above-named Piaintiffs hereby lodge Notice of Appeal against the 
judgment of the Court delivered herein on the 17th day of January 1906 and 
subsequently served by the Court upon the Plaintiffs’ legal adviser :— 

The Plaintiffs in particular appeal against the following finding of the 
Court, viz. :— 

(1.) That the services rendered by the Fire Float and her crew in the 
proceedings mentioned are to be classified under the term assistance and not 
salvage. 

(2.) That the Plaintiffs as a legally constituted public body cannot with 
regard to materials belonging to them incur any danger within the meaning 
of the Jaw and can only claim for actual damage to their materials. 

(@.) That the Plaintiffs failed to prove that Mr, Bidwell and others referred 
to in the pleadings were under the direct orders and responsibilities of the 
Plaintiffs and that this was to be considered as affecting the Plaintiffs’ claim, 

(4.) That the Plaintiffs though owners of the Fire Float and her fittings are 
not entitled as such owners to salvage or assistance money. 

The Plaintiffs allege (i) that the services rendered were salvage services and 
that the Plaintiffs are entitled as the owner of the vessel (the Fire Float) engaged 
in such services to a compensation and reward calculated upon the basis of the 
value of the vessel and cargo salved and the dangers run by the salving vessel and 
her crew ; 

or in the alternative : 

(ii) That if according to the law applicable to the case the services rendered 
were not salvage services (which the Plaintiffs do not admit) then that the Plaintiffs 
are nevertheless as (a) the owners of the Fire Float and her fittings and/or (0) as 
the Municipal authority in Shanghai which controls the association known as the 
Shanghai Volunteer Fire Brigade and under whose authority such Brigade acts 
entitled to assistance money for the services rendered, And that in assessing the 
amount to be paid to the Plaintiffs as assistance meney the value of the ship and 
cargo saved and the dangers attendant upon rendering the assistance should be 
taken into consideration. 

(iii) That the fact that the Plaintiffs are a legally constituted public body 
does not preclude them from claiming to be remunerated for salvage services or 
assistance such as in the pleadings mentioned rendered by them, 

(iv) That even if according to the law applicable to the case the fact that the 
Plaintiffs are a legally constituted public body does preclude them from claiming 
to be remunerated for salvage services or assistance such as in the pleadings 
mentioned rendered by them within the jurisdiction of the Plaintiffs (i.e. within 
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the area subject to the contro] and Municipal Government of the Plaintiffs) yet 
such objection is inapplicable to salvage services or assistance rendered by the 
Plaintiffs without the area subject to their control and Municipal Government as 
in this case. 

(vy) That the Plaintiffs are in the circumstances of the case though a legally 
constituted public body entitled to claim for more than the actual damage to their 
materials, 

The Plaintiffs will therefore pray that the said judgment be reversed and that 
the Court of Appeal do adjudge that the Defendants do pay to the Plaintiffs the 
amount claimed by the Plaintiffs in their petition or such other sum as to the 

» Court of Appeal shall seem just. 


Il.. By the Defendants. 


The above-named Defendants hereby lodge Notice of Appeal against the 
Judgment of the Court delivered herein on the 17th day of January 1906 and 
subsequently served by the Court on the Defendants’ legal adviser on the 20th day 
of January 1906 on the grounds that considering the nature of the services 
rendered as shown by the evidence given in Court at the hearing of this case the 
amount of assistance money awarded to the above-named members of the Shanghai 
Fire Brigade is excessive and should be reduced. 


WNote.—In reference to the foregoing the Council has decided to 
withdraw the appeal and to authorise no tariff of fees for the services of 
the Float. 
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FINANCE MATTERS. 


OVERSEER OF TAXES’ REPORT. 


I have again to report that, from a revenue point of view, the year 
under review has proved an exceedingly prosperous one; this satisfactory 
result has been principally obtained from General Municipal Rate, 
Wharfage Dues, Foreign Liquor Sellers, Opium and Cart Licenses. 


The total ordinary income collected from all sources amounts to 
Tis. 1,780,415, against Ts. 1,505,402 for the preceding year, showing an 
increase of Tls. 275,018, or say 18} °/,, for 1905. 

Compared with the Budget estimates the revenue shows an increase 
of Tls. 162,915, or say 1015 °/,: 

Land-taz.—At the Annual Meeting of Ratepayers a resolution 
was passed authorising a general increase of one-third in the land 
assessment, subject to appeal in cases where it could be shown that 
the proposed increased assessment was above the market value of the 
land. Appeals made to the Finance Committee resulted in an abatement 
in eight cases representing a reduction on the assessed values of 
Tis. 245,816. 

During the year 283 new lots have been added to the register, 
representing an assessed value of Tls. 631,857. 

The total amount collected is Tls. 399,786, against Tls. 299,541 
for the preceding year, showing an increase of Tls. 100,245 for 1905, 
but owing to appeals there is a decrease of Tls. 214 on Budget 
estimate. 
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The following are comparative figures of the amount collected from 
each District with the number of lots registered in each against the

General Municipal Rate, Foreign—The revenue from this source 
shows an exceedingly large increase over the preceding year and over the 
Budget estimate, which may be accounted for through the influx of 
foreigners from the North, the establishment of a number of new firms, an 
increasing domestic population, and to the fact that most of the foreign 
houses and godowns occupied by Chinese, principally situated in the 
Central District, which had hitherto been taxed under Native General 
Municipal Rate, having been transferred to Foreign Rate. 

The new hongs and dwelling-houses lately completed have been 
immediately occupied and there is still a constant inquiry for offices in 
the Central District and residences in the Western District. The 
present unoccupied houses are mostly all small or in undesirable localities. 
The rents for the better class of houses are fully maintained and in some 
instances have shown an upward tendency. 

During the year 107 new houses have been assessed, aggregating 
an assessment of Tis. 193,558, 15 houses have been pulled down, 
representing an assessment of Tls. 20,400, and there are now 104 houses 
in course of construction, The total number of houses on 31st December 
was 2,471, as against 2,883 for the same date in 1904, of unoccupied 
houses 152, against 200, and the assessment is Tls. 3,250,000, against 
Tls. 2,768,289. 

The tax collected amounts to Ts, 285,892, against Is. 241,542 for 
1904, showing an increase of Tls. 44,350, or 18}°/,. 

General Muntcipal Rate, Native —This source of revenue continues 
to grow very rapidly year by year and shows a very large increase over 
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the Budget estimate and over the amount collected for the preceding 
year, which may be attributed to enhanced rentals on a better class of new 
and rebuilt houses which are springing up all over the Settlement, also in 
a lesser degree to increased number of houses occupied. 

During the year 1,732 new houses have been erected and 1,275 
rebuilt and reassessed at an increased assessment, and 1,830 houses have 
during the same period been pulled down. On the 31st December there 
were 723 houses in course of rebuilding in various localities which are not 
included in the following summaries :—

The amount collected for the year is Tls. 476,671, against 
Ts. 427,663 for the preceding year, showing an increase of Tls. 49,008, 
or 11} °/,. 

Within the last few years, but more particularly during the preceding 
year, an innovation has been introduced, principally by native landlords, 
of charging their tenants of new and rebuilt houses, situated in 
favourable localities, an entrance fee or “ key money” ranging from $200 
to $1,000 for each tenement; it has even been reported that as much as 
$8,000 has been asked from a prospective tenant of a tea-shop to be 
erected in one of the principal thoroughfares, thus practically requiring 
the tenants to pay for the building of the houses. 

Wharfage Dues—Owing to the continued revival of the trade of the 
Port the amount collected from this source by the Imperial Maritime 
Customs shows an exceedingly large increase compared with the amount 
for the preceding year and over that of the Budget estimate. The following 
figures give the amounts for each quarter received by the Council :—

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License Fees.—Notwithstanding the adverse rate of exchange for 
dollars and copper cash which has prevailed during the greater part of the 
year, the advance in License Fees anticipated when framing the Budget 
has proved to have been fully warranted, as, with a few trifling exceptions, 
the different licenses show a satisfactory increase, more particularly 
Foreign Liquor Sellers, Opium and Cart licenses. 

The total License fees collected from all sources during the year 
amount to Ts. $65,487 (not including Market Fees), against Tis. 856,497 
for the preceding year, showing an increase of Ts. 8,990 and of Tls. 25,137 
over the Budget estimates. 

Detailed figures of the fees collected under their separate headings 
are given in the following summaries. 

Liquor-Sellers, Foreign and Native.—The number of hotels, 
taverns and restaurants have remained almost stationary, whilst 
foreign liquor-sellers and native wine-shops, to which no limit of 
numbers is fixed, have increased considerably during the year; the former, 
however, since the cessation of hostilities in Manchuria and the departure 
of the troops, shows a perceptible decrease in number, as during the last 
quarter 13 wholesale dealers have given up their liquor business, and 
there is indication of a still further reduction in the number of liquor- 
sellers. ‘The increase in fees under this heading is also partly attributed 
to their having been raised from 1st April last from dollars into taels.

Billiard and Bowling Saloons.—There is a slight increase in the 
number of these saloons, 24, against 23 for the preceding year, and the 
license fees collected amount to Tis. 585, against Tls. 454 for 1904, 
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an increase of Tls, 131, which is partly accounted for by increased fees 
from dollars into taels. 

Carts —These cumbersome and obstructive vehicles are increasing 
in great numbers, especially those in private ownership. The license fees 
collected amount to Tls. 14,867, against Tls. 13,294 for the preceding 
year, showing an increase of Tls. 1,573.

Native Lodging-houses—There is a slight improvement in the 
number of ordinary lodging-honses licensed during the year, but the 
large semi-private houses, styled “Shipping Hongs,” which are yery 
difficult to deal with, ide Report of 1902, show a decrease. 


The number licensed is 1,203, or an average of 801 per quarter, 
against 1,156 or 289 per quarter for the preceding year, and the fees 
collected amount to Tls, 4,214, against Tls. 4,104, an increase of 
Tis. 110. 

Tea-shops.—There is a slight increase in the number of these shops, 
but a decrease in the fees collected ; this is accounted for by a number of 
large shops having suspended business during rebuilding operations. 


The number licensed has been 5,580, or an average of 465 per 
month, against 5,233 or 436 per month for the previous year, and the 
fees collected amount to Tis. 5,101, against Ts. 5,109, a decrease of 
Tls. 8 for 1905. 

Foreign Theatres.—During the year few professional troupes have 
visited the Port, but the fees have been fairly maintained from other 
entertainments given by foreigners, such as concerts, cinematographs, 
galanty shows, ete, The fees collected amount to Tls. 1,059, against 


Tis. 1,028 for 1904, an increase of Tls. 31. 
14 
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Native Theatres—The number of these establishments has during 
the year remained practically stationary, the average number licensed per 
month being 20, against 21 for the preceding year. 

The fees collected amount to Tls. 2,306, against Ts. 1,935 for 1904 ; 
the increase is attributed to the fees being changed from dollars into 
taels from Ist April last. 

Opium Houses and Shops.—At the last Ratepayers’ Meeting it was 
decided to license the wholesale dealers in crude or boiled opium, in 
consequence of which the fees under the heading of opium-shops show a 
considerable increase over the previous year. The fees from ordinary 
opium-houses are steadily growing and also show a substantial increase. 

The total number licensed and the fees collected under this heading,

The fees collected amount to Tis. 13,035, against Tls. 17,065, a 
decrease of Tis. 4,050; this decrease is accounted for by the fact that 
during the previous year five native quarterly collections were made. 

Cargo-boats, Sampans, §c.—Owing to improved trade conditions 
during the year the number of all classes of boats has increased 
considerably. The arrangement made with.the Harbour Department 
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for the control and registration of sampans has proved to be very 
advantageous and is a safeguard to the public using these boats.

Steam Launches.—These, compared with ‘the preceding year, show 
but a small decrease. From the number steaming abott the harbour 
and Soochow Creek, one would suppose that a much larger number 
would be licensed than is actually the case ; the explanation of this is, 
however, that a large number never use the Municipal jetties and those 
laid up for repair are not licensed. 

During the year the average number licensed per month is 88, 
against 94 for the previous year, and the fees collected amount to 
Tis. 1,654, against Tis. 1,756 for 1904. 

Linery Stables—The Inspector reports that during the year he 
has weekly visited the livery stables and inspected the ponies and 
carriages kept in them, that with a few exceptions the carriages have 
been kept in good order and condition ; the ponies have been free from 
infectious diseases. ‘The stables, on the whole, haye been in a good 
sanitary condition, lime-washed, well ventilated and the channels 
regularly flushed with water. 

Several stable-keepers in Hupeh Road have been compelled to 
remove to temporary premises during the reconstraction of their 
stables. The privilege of using the carriage-stands is greatly appreciated 
by the stable-keepers, and the stands are in great demand, especially 
the one opposite the Astor House Hotel. Seven new stables have been 
opened during the year, two foreign and five native. One stable-keeper 
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was prosecuted at the Mixed Court and fined $100 for plying for hire 
with a private carriage license.

Private Vehicles, ¢c-—The licensed carriages, ponies, etc. have 
increased during the year, but not to such an extent as might be 
expected, judging from the congested state of the streets, That some 
owners endeavour to evade the payment of the license fee is proved 
during the occasional general examination, when numbers of vehicles 
are found without licenses.

Sedan Chairs—The average number licensed for the three 
quarters, ending 31st December, is 733 and the fees collected amount to 
‘Tis. 4,826. 

Public Ricshas.—These vehicles continue to grow in numbers and 
are now considerably in excees of public requirements. In November 
last 7,094 ricsha licenses were issued, the highest on record, against 
6,849 and 5,766 respectively in 1904 and 1903, the largest number 
in any month for those years. 

During the last six months 18 foreign-owned public riesha services 
have been established, representing 652 vehicles; these ricshas are 
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mostly all of an improved pattern and their pullers a better class of 
coolies; the uniforms, however, worn by them are still far from 
satisfactory. In December there were 185 native owners who together 
held 6,993 ricsha licenses. , 

From the many applications made for licenses, both from foreigners 
and natives, it would naturally be inferred that a large profit must be 
derived from this business, 

The total number licensed for the year is 79,542, an average of 
6,629 per month, against 76,136 or 6,345 per month for the preceding 
year, and the fees collected amount to Tis. 86,461, against Tis. 88,675, 
an increase of Tls. 2,786 for 1905. 

Wheelbarrows.—There is an increase in the number of barrows 
licensed during the year, but owing to the high rate of exchange of copper 
cash ruling during the greater part of the year, in which currency these- 
license fees are paid—from 840 cash in January to 1,060 in November 
and now 1,040 cash to a dollar—the amount collected therefore shows a 
considerable decrease on the preceding year. 

The number licensed for the year being 81,489, giving an sail 
of 6,787 per month, against 80,287 or 6,691 per month for the previous: 
year, and the fees collected produced Tis. 40,670, against Ts. 42,470, 
showing a decrease of Tls. 1,800 for 1905. 

Dogs.—It has been estimated that there are several thousands of 
dogs in the Settlement, but out of this large number only a small 
proportion have been licensed, so there must be numerous owners of 
unlicensed dogs; some, however, take out licenses for a less number than 
they actually have, and I may say that a very insignificant number of 
pet or lap dogs” appear to be licensed. 

Attention may again be directed to the fact that the 6 months age 
limit having been abolished, all dogs, irrespective of age, are therefore 
required to be licensed. 

The number of dogs licensed has been 1,286, against 1,168 for the 
previous year, and the fees collected amount to Tis. 9381, against 
Tis. 873 for 1904. 

Slaughter-house Fees.—The fees collected from this source amount. 
to Tls. 16,048, against Tls. 14,788 for the preceding year, an increase of 
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Tis. 1,260 for 1905. The number of butchers from whom these fees 
were collected averages 48, against 43 in 1904. 

Markets.—The fees collected from the various markets produced 
Tis. 25,451, against Tls. 18,869 for the preceding year, showing an 
increase of Tls. 6,582, due to the fact that fees have been collected from 
the four new markets. 

Police Rate from Residents outside Settlement—The amount 
collected from this source is Tls. 1,419, against Tls. 1,084 for the 
previous year. There are at present 56 subscribers, against 50 at the 
close of 1904, the average number per quarter being 58. 

Jinricsha Tickets—There has been a considerable decrease in the 
number of tickets sold during the year. The exchange for copper 
cash, in which currency the tickets are sold and redeemed, having 
tisen, the full number of tickets in each book have been issued since the 
1st September last. 

The money turned over during the year on tickets sold and redeemed 
-amounts to $105,974, and the following shows the number of tickets 
-dealt with as compared with the two previous years.

The loans authorised under Resolutions VI and VII passed at the 
Annual Meeting of Ratepayers in March have been raised in full; 
Tis. 120,000 for general purposes and Tls. 200,000 for the Electricity 
Department. 

The Budget for 1906 has been compiled in anticipation that no 
silver loan will be required, and contains provision for loan reduction 
aggregating Tls. 112,000. The requirements of the Electricity Depart- 
ment are unsettled at present, but an endeavour will be made to meet 
them by the transfer of a portion of the 1905 General Loan thereto, 
and thus to ayoid the issue of new silver debentures during the 


ensuing year. 
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The arrangements for the issue of a sterling loan in London to 
defray the outlay in connection with the Council’s holding of shares in 
the Shanghai Waterworks Co., Ltd., etc. are contained in the following 
letters :—

S1R,—I am directed to inform you that it is the Council’s wish to raise a 
sterling loan during 1906 for the sum of £50,000, at 4°/, per annum, repayablelon 
the same basis as Municipal tael debentures, i.e. in not less than five and not more 
than twenty years from date of issue ; to this end I am directed to request that 
you may be good enough to lay the project before your London office and ascertain 
the probability of its successful negotiation. ’ 

It is necessary in the first place to point out that no definite measures can be 
taken until the scheme has had the endorsement of the ratepayers at an annual 
meeting, the first opportunity for which will be, as you are aware, in March next. 
There is little doubt that since the money is entirely required for, and will be 
devoted to, expenditure incurred in sterling, the loan project is one which cannot 
fail to commend itself to the ratepayers, since it eliminates any question of loss in 
exchange. 

With reference to the agreement entered into between the Council and the 
Waterworks Company on the Ist ultimo, whereunder the Council will receive 975 
fully paid up shares of £20 each in the Company, the Council is informed that it 
is the Company's intention to double its capital by the issue of shares offered in 

_ the first instance to the present shareholders at par. The sum payable by the 
Council under this heading will therefore be £19,500. The re-building of the 
Garden and Chekiang Road bridges under the contract now being made with 
Messrs. Bruce, Peebles & Co, for the establishing of a system of tramways involves 
sterling expenditure estimated at £23,000, and for additional electrical machinery 
required during the-ensuing two years further expenditure will be incurred, 
bringing the aggregate total to £50,000, as before mentioned. 

It is hoped that this sum may be raised by the issue of sterling debentures 
from time to time as required, secured on an equal basis with the present silver 
loans, and for the payment of interest whereon, as also for the provision of a 
sinking fund, the Council will apply the whole of the dividends to be received on 
its holding of 1,950 shares in the Waterworks Company estimated at 10 °/, for the 
first two years and thereafter at 12°/,.

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SEDAN CHAIRS. 


The license fee imposed on these vehicles in the Budget has: 
provoked some opposition in native official circles during the year. 
The fee has been collected without difficulty, and it is manifest that 
the native community as a whole regards its imposition as an equitable 
measure in view of the fact that every other description of vehicle in use 
in the Settlement is licensed, and that chairs have hitherto escaped 
payment owing merely to the smallness of their number. The official 
correspondence in the matter illustrates the Taotai Yuan’s determination 
to range himself in opposition to every project of foreign origin. 

The total sum collected from this source has aggregated Tls. 4,826 
and the license is estimated to produce Tls. 5,000 during 1906.

Translation of letter from the Taotai to the Senior Consul, 
dated 8th April 1905. 


I have recently been informed that the Municipal Council proposes to license 
sedan-chairs ; as you had not communicated with me on the subject I thought 
it might not be true, but when I directed my Seerétary to go to the Conncil office 
and obtain a sedan-chair license 1 knew the statement to be correct. Just as 
I was about to address you in the matter I received a petition from the headmen 
of the local sedan-chair bearers asking that steps be taken for the withdrawal’ 
of this licensing order. 

15 
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Now there are fixed rules for the imposing of licenses, neither foreigner nor 
Chinese being entitled to introduce any system other than that authorised by 
the regulations. Where local conditions render it necessary to impose additional 
fees or introduce other licensing systems and when any country or authority’s 
action affects the nationals of another, it is essential that they should first 
communicate with those concerned in the matter, and not put the order into force 
until it has been accepted. But the new sedan-chair license rule introduced 
by the Council is not contained or authorised in the fixed regulations and 
the fee is only imposed on Chinese, Since the Council did not first communicate 
with you asking for my approval in the matter, in issuing this order it has not 
only acted contrary to the existing regulations but has also exceeded its powers. 
The sedan-chair bearers are people of very limited means and their petition 
is worthy of consideration, I have therefore the honour to ask that you may 
be good enough as to ask the Council to withdraw the new license rule and 
have those licenses already issued cancelled forthwith, so as to comply with 
the fixed regulations and to extend consideration to those concerned,

Translation of letter from the Taotai to the Senior Consul, 
dated 16th April 1905. 


I have the honour to acknowledge receipt of your letter informing me that 
‘the Municipal Council has stated that under the provisions of the Land 
Regulations all vehicles using the public streets in the Settlement are liable to

license and that it has authority to issue all licenses; and that the sedan-chair 
license rule was made under authority of these regulations. 

Now I beg to point out that it is a generally-accepted principle of taxation 
that those who collect it are responsible to those who pay; and that where 
taxpayers enjoy consideration and a voice in these affairs there will be no 
trouble on either side. 

The vehicles, to which the Council refers, undoubtedly mean carriages, 
ricshas, and all kinds ‘of wheeled carts. As the weight of these vehicles causes 
wear and tear of the public streets, license fees are properly collected ®n them 
for the purpose of replacing the roads in good repair ; also these vehicles cannot 
use the streets unless the latter are continually levelled and kept in good 
condition ; for this cause there has been no complaint in regard to the vehicle 
licenses which have been in force for many years. 

Coming now to sedan-chairs, these are carried on the shoulders of men and 
are on the same footing as pedestrians. They have been in use in the Settlement 
for many years and have had nothing whatever to do with the Council's roads- 
The Council having now licensed these chairs without reference and without 
cause, I would ask whether it can also license the people using the roads in its 
own discretion? If, as the Council has said, it has authority to issue licenses, 
may it make any kind of license regulation, imposing unreasonable taxes on the 
Chinese, and this without first reporting the matter to the Senior Consul and 
asking for the Taotai’s approval? Now, outside Settlement limits, the Chinese 
Authorities have powers ten times greater than those of the Council; yet I doubt 
if the Powers would concur in case the native officials should make licensing 
regulations other than those autborised by the existing practice and impose 
unreasonable or heavy fees on foreign merchants? 

You are known to be just and I think, therefore, that you will agree that the 
Council has herein exceeded its powers and acted contrary to existing regulations 
and proper procedure in the matter of the new license regulations. I will issue 
orders to the City and Mixed Court Magistrates to instruct the sedan-chair owners 
to wait until I have consulted with you in the matter ; in the meanwhile I again 
beg to request that you will direct the Council forthwith to abolish the new sedan- 
chair license rule, to cancel all licenses that have already been issued, and not to 
seize or fine the unlicensed, so as to comply with general public opinion and in 
conformity with common justice,

instant, forwarding a further communication from the Shanghai Taotai in regard 
to the recently-introduced tax of sedan-chairs, 
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In reply I have the honour to point out that the intentions of last year's 
Council in this matter were made public several months ago ; that all the formali- 
ties necessary under the Licensing Bye-law of the Land Regulations were duly 
complied with and the measure formally approved by the Ratepayers; that the 
Council is therefore precluded from entertaining any suggestion asto its rescindment 
or modification. No serious objections have been raised by the chair-owners or 
coolies ; the regulation does not affect any particular section of the native com- 
maunity, since the license fees are of necessity paid by those who use these vehicles, 
a class well able to bear its fair share of taxation, As to the argument advanced 


by H.E, thé Taotai that because sedan-chairs have no wheels they should pbowtebny tet 


of payment in the use of the streets, Lhave the honour to state that one of the 
Council's objects in introducing this measure was to induce native residents to 
discontinue the use of this medieval and clumsy means of locomotion, in the 
general interests of the Foreign Settlement. “ . 

Tn conclusion the Council observes with satisfaction that the natives concerned 


have recognised the justice of the regulation which brings sedan-chairs into the 9) 


general scheme of vehicle licensing, and have paid the fees required, to the number 
of about 700, for the current month, Par 4

31st December 1905. 

During my absence on leave from June 12th to December 4th 
the Assistant Engineer, Mr. C. H. Godfrey, was in charge of the 
Department. 

"The total Expenditure authorised in the Budget for new and 
maintenance works was Tls. 762,498, and the actual expenditure has 
amounted to Tls. 713,410, as against Tls. 817,287 in 1904 and 
Tis. 1,093,464 in 1903. 

The most important works completed during the year were the 
Sinza Police Station, Public Garden Reclamation, Markham Road 
Bridge (cost defrayed by private individuals), the erection of a coffered 
ceiling in the large room of the Town Hall (160' 0” x 80’ 0"), the 
widening of the Bund from the Public Gardens and the putting through 
of Ward Road 50 feet wide from Alcock Road to the Yangtszepoo Creek, 
a distance of over 1} miles. The land for a new road (to be known as 
Edinburgh Road) from Siccawei to Jessfield has also been acquired. 

One of the greatest improvements which has been carried out in 
Shanghai for some years is the reclamation on the north of the Public 
Gardens, whereby 5} mow of land has been added to the grounds, which 
have latterly proved too small for the crowds which assemble there on 
band nights. The whole of the work was done departmentally at a cost 
-of Ts. 11,300, just less than half the price submitted by the lowest 
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contractor. The whole of the mud for raising (about 40,000 tons) was 
taken from the Soochow Creek, and the navigable channel has been very 
much improved thereby. It is satisfactory to note that although the 
work was only just completed when the typhoon and heavy floods of the 
Ist of September came, it did not sustain the slightest damage. 

Owing to the obstructive attitude of the native officials little 
progress has been made with the road to the Hills. The line of road 
has been marked with pegs and boundary stones but no further steps 
have been taken to acquire the land or construct the road. 

After several months’ delay it has now been decided to call for 
tenders for a new Garden Bridge, sixty feet wide, having one clear span 
of 165 feet over the fairway on the south side and three smaller spans on 
the Hongkew side. Tenders are also to be invited for a new steel bridge 
over the Soochow Creek at Chekiang Road. This will be 40 feet wide 
with a span of 192 feet. Provision is also made in the Budget for the 
erection of a new steel bridge at Kiangse Road. 

In order to supply intending contractors with as reliable information 
as possible with regard to the foundation on which the abutments of 
these bridges will have to rest, it was decided to sink trial holes to 
ascertain the nature of the strata. Holes 3}’ diameter were accordingly 
put down on the sites of the various bridges, four to a depth of 200 
feet and three to 100 feet. The result, as was anticipated, showed 
that no firm foundation could be relied upon and that any structure to be 
erected must rest on a bed ‘of alluvial deposit of a treacherous nature, 
Mr. T. W. Kingsmill, an authority on such matters, describes the soil 
as “a water-logged, highly micaceous sand of extreme fineness and of 
alluyial deposit and generally under pressure with no more consistency 
than a quicksand.” The samples obtained from various depths at each 
boring have been preserved. 

On the Ist September a combination of circumstances, amongst 
which must be included high spring tides, typhoon from the north-east 
and heavy rains up country, caused the river to rise higher than it has 
ever been known to do before. In the absence of any records in the 
form of marks it is difficult to say how much higher the water rose above 
the highest level previously known to old residents, but it is supposed 
to have been 9” to 18”. This may appear.trifling on paper, but it 


iin 
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yery seriously affected godowns, the floors of which had previously been 
only just above flood level. I regret that a suggestion that persons 
who had observed the levels to which the water rose in different parts of 
the Settlement should be invited to communicate them to this office, so 
that they might be placed on record and compared, did not meet with 
approval. Such information would have been extremely useful in 
connection with building and engineering work. Although considerable 
damage was done to merchandise and property in all parts of the 
Settlement, I am glad to say that the Council’s property suffered but. 
little injury beyond the washing away of part of the road at the “ Point” 
and a certain amount of damage to the bunding near Yangtszepoo 
Bridge. These two items cost Tls. 3,000 to repair. 

In my last report I drew attention to the large number of concrete: 
drgin-pipes of inferior quality that were being made in Shanghai. LI 
regret to say that there is still considerable cause for complaint in this 
direction. 

The approach of tramways emphasises one of the suggestions . 
contained in my last Annual Report, viz. that land for a public park 
should be acquired in the neighbourhood of the outer Western District, 
and I think the matter should be taken up now, before the value of land 
increases further. 

There has been a considerable falling-off in the quantities of road. 
material bronght down from the Council’s Quarry, due, it is understood, 
to the demand for boats for conveying materials for the railway. The 
result has been that road repairs have fallen somewhat behind; this is the 
more to be regretted as the Quarry is capable of turning out as much 
material as we require, and it is desirable for economical working that the 
labourers there should be kept regularly employed. There has generally 
been a plentiful supply of labour at the Quarry during the year, and over 
12,000 tons of material is ready for despatch. As the accommodation 
for storage is limited it is also desirable that the materials should be 
taken away as fast as produced, otherwise a double handling is necessary. 
A concession of six dollar cents per ton of material brought down has- 
been made to the boatmen, and it is hoped that larger quantities of stone 
will be received in the near future. 

Details of the various works are appended. 
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Bridges. 

The total number of bridges in charge of the Department is, 68 
(including those over the Hongkew Creek and Saw Gin Kiang erected by 

“the Land Investment Company). 
_A new wooden truss bridge has been constructed across the Soochow 
“Creek at Markham Road. The main span is 105 feet, and the width 25 
feet. The abutment on the south side is of cement concrete and on the 
north side hardwood piles cased in cement concrete below low water 

devel. 

Two hardwood bridges have been erected by the Land Investment 
Company, one across the Hongkew Creek and the other across the Saw 

Gin Kiang. The Council bas arranged to pay one-third of the cost of 
‘these bridges. 5 

A new hardwood bridge 100 ft. in length and 30 feet wide has been 
constructed across the Hongkew Creek at Scott Road. 

Considerable repairs have been made to the Garden Bridge, nearly 
the whole of the decking having been renewed. Many of the piles and 
-other portions of timber are becoming very much worn. 

Extensive repairs have also been carried out to the Honan, Shanse, 
Chekiang, Clatter and Stone Bridges. 


Buildings. 


Sinza Police Station—tThis station has been erected on a ‘site 
fronting the Avenue Road and comprises the following buildings :—Main 
block for foreigners, Indians’ quarters, native quarters, stabling and 
prisoners’ cells. 

Main building.—Ground floor contains charge-room 24’ x 18’, 
‘waiting-room 9’ x8’, property-room 12’ x 6’, Inspector’s office 11’ x 8’, 
telephone-room 9/x3', reading-room 15’ x14’, canteen 14x 11’, four 
-bed-rooms 20’ x16’ (two constables to each), mess-room 20' x 17" 9", 
kitchen 14’ 8’, pantry 8' 6” x7’ 0", two bath-rooms and a drying-room. 
,Firsi floor contains quarters for a married Sergeant, consisting of 
sitting-room 20' x18’ (with verandah 8! 0" wide), two bed-rooms 19’ x 16’, 
kitchen 18’ x14’, also bath-room, store-room, pantry, and rooms for boy, 
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-coolie and cook. On this floor also is a small flat for unmarried sergeants, 
consisting of mess-room 20’ x 18’, bed-room 20' x 16’, bath-room, pantry, 
‘kitchen and servants’ rooms. 

Second floor consists mainly of quarters for married Inspector and 
provides :—Dining-room 20' x 18’, sitting-room 20' x 16’, two bed-rooms 
20’ x 16’, kitchen 18’ x 14’, pantry 13’x 6’) also bath, store and drying 
rooms and quarters for boy, cook and coolie. 

An extra room for single Sergeants 18’ x20‘ with bath and store 
rooms is provided on this floor, also a recreation room 18’ x 14° 6”, with 
bath-room attached in case of ultimate use as a bed-room for extra 
constables. 

Indians’ quarters. Space is allotted for 20 Indian Police in 2 rooms 
36' x20' with separate room for Sergeant, also cook-house, bath-room, 
and drying-room, latrine and private yard. 

Native-Police are provided for in a room 20'x 15! with box and 
drying-room tnder, small private yard, latrine and cook-house. 

Stabling is provided for four horses, with mafoo’s room over, also 

~harness-room, fodder store, ete. 

Cells. — Bour lock-up cells form a detached building overlooked by 
the windows of charge-ruom and Inspector's office; each cell is 16/x 9’, 
providing for 5 convicts in each. ‘She walls of these cells have been 
cemented, the ceilings are of reinforced concrete and the front is enclosed 
with « heavy iron grill carried’ up to and across the roof. 

The buildings are of grey brick with red brick dressings ard a 
sparing use of green Ningpo stone. Roofs are of corrugated iron. 

No boundary walls have as yet been erected owing to the Council's 
intention of building a new Fire Station on that part of the site directly _ 
fronting Avenue Road. 

The cost of the building, exclusive of road-making, ete., has been 
Taels 40,000. 

Town Hall.—In response to the crying need for bettering the 
acoustic properties of the large Assembly Room, a new coffered plaster 
ceiling has been successfully erected at the level of the old tie-beams, 
thereby obliterating the view of the unsightly roof-trasses and greatly 
improving the room in every way. .By way of counteracting “any 
misgivings as to the suitability of the old roof-beams to carry the heavy 
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extra weight imposed (not less than 80 tons over all), one of the trusses 
was carefully tested by suspending a platform loaded gradually with 
bricks until a maximum weight of 7 tons was equally distributed along 
the tie-beam without any deflexion whatever taking place. The whole 
work was smartly carried out by contract and was completed in 8 weeks 
in readiness for the St. George’s Ball, being four weeks before the 
date stipulated in the agreement, the total cost being Taels 6,000. 
A detachable and removable raised platform 24° x 26' and 4’ high 
has been provided for the use of the Band consisting of sixteen skeleton 
tables of such a size as to pack away one inside another when not 
in use. The front is of panelled work and the platform may be erected 
in whole or part as occasion requires. ‘The cost was Taels 510. 

Carter Road Police Station—The old Bungalow and adjoining 
Indians’ quarters have been generally remodelled and renovated, each 
building now providing adequate accommodation for a married Sergeant. ‘ 

The old gas service has been replaced by electric light. 

The Bungalow now consists of dining-room 18’ x 16’, sitting-room 
23! x 16/, bed-room 18’ x 16’, kitchen 18’ x 16’, also bath-room, 
seryery, pantry and servants’ rooms. There is also a large verandah 
41’ x 10’. 

The old Indians’ quarters have been altered to form a good 
four-roomed house, with sitting-room 19' x 16’, dining-room 18’ x 15’ 
and two bed-rooms 17’ x 15’ and 19’ x 13’, also kitchen 18’ x 13’ 
with pantry, bath-room, linen store, coal place and servants’ room. 

The total cost including repainting and electric light and bells was 
Taels 1,400. 

Potting Shed, Public Gardens—Owing to the very prominent 
position occupied by this one-storey building on the side of the Soochow 
Creek adjoining the eastern extremity of the Boat-house, the Council 
approved plans of a rather more ornate character than the actual utility 
of the building would naturally suggest. The block contains a potting- 
room 20’ x 18’, store-room 17’ x 20’, work-shed 17’ x 14’, kitchen 
20’ x 10’, and latrine for Chinese 11’ x 7’. 

The work has been carried out in bands of red brick and white 
plaster in alternate courses, with half-timbered gables and red French 
tile roof. The total cost when finished will le Taels 2,100. 
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Public School, Boone Road.—In furtherance of the ever-increasing 
necessity for scientific instruction, a small chemical laboratory has 
been added to the School accommodation by carrying up the walls 
of a small yard on the north side and roofing it over, access being 
arranged for through a lecture room, and also at the back. The room is 
only 26’ x 19’ and constructed in the simplest possible way, as it is 
felt to be but a temporary measure pending the reconstruction and 
enlargement of the School as a whole at no very distant date, all rooms 
being already overcrowded. 

The Laboratory has not yet been fitted with its necessary comple- 
ment of tables, sinks, apparatus, etc., and the cost of the structure only 
has been Taels 450. 

Hongkew Market.—In consideration of the large demand for stalls 
and the general increase of business carried on in this market, the 
structure has been extended on the East side some 15’ 0’, embracing 
the whole of the existing footway, thereby adding 400 yards superficial 
to the total market area. The work has been executed in conformity 
with the old building and roofed with red French tiles. The spaces 
between the wooden pillars have been arched over with match-boarding 
to within 8’ 0” of the ground to form more adequate protection against 
sun and weather to both stall-holders and the public. The total cost was 
Tis. 2,920. 

Secretariat— An 18 ft. length of the inner wall of the Tax 
Office has been removed, the superstructure being carefully propped and 
a beam and column inserted, a similar though smaller alteration was put 
into effect in the General Office, thus throwing the old verandahs into 
the working-space of the rooms, the old verandah arches being fitted in 
with French windows and the tiled floor replaced with wood. Separate 
entrances have also been provided for the General and Tax Offices, 
the latter having a small waiting-lobby for the public. The total 
cost of the alterations was Taels 900. 

Health Ofices—An improvement similar in effect to that carried 
out at the above has been found advisable in the Health Offices, the 
inner verandah wall being removed and the archways filled in with 
casement windows fitted with brass telescopic stay-bar fasteners. The 
result is a considerable increase in the working-space of the rooms, 
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better lighting and more cheerful offices generally. The total cost 
was Taels 400. 

Wayside Police Station —The site of this Station has been enclosed 

on three sides with a solid brick-wall 6’ 6 high, the south boundary 

' being a yery irregular one and abutting on property not yet built upon ; 
the erection of a permanent wall has been held over pending the 
settlement of a give-and-take line with the adjoining owner. The total 
cost was Taels 1,534. 

Gaol—The occasional occurrence of lunacy amongst the conviets 
necessitated the addition of two padded cells which have been erected 
at the north end of the east block. The cells are 8’ 0” x 5’ 6", with 
heavily padded walls and floor, all padding being removable in sections 
to facilitate cleansing. Ceilings are of cement-concrete and the 
brick-work built throughout in cement mortar. Light and ventilation 
are admitted by means of narrow barred windows just below ceiling 
level and adequate supervision is arranged for by inspection-slits in 
the doors. 

The cells are separated from the main block by a passage 
8 feet wide and an extra door with the view of greater isolation. The 
total cost has been Taels 1,380. 

Central Fire Station.—An increase in coolies’ accommodation has 
been found necessary, and the difficulty overcome by carrying up the old 
fodder-store and cook-house into a two-storey building, the upper room 
being approached from the existing stairs to mafoo’s quarters. The 
total cost was Taels 340. 


S.V.C. Shed.—A. shed has been’ built on the south end of ‘the 
Rifle Range 60’ x 20/, with a verandah 8’ 0’’ wide, for use during the 
the annual Volunteer Meetings and as a camp sleeping-room. There 
is also a cook-house 14’ x 14’. The total cost has been Taels 1,720. 


Swimming Bath—Plans have been prepared and estimates received 
for a swimming bath to be built on the Hongkew Recreation 
Ground. The actual water area as designed is 100’ x 33’, the total 
building measuring 124’ x 56’, providing 50 dressing-boxes, also 
shower-baths, towel-store, office, and attendants’ sleeping quarters. The 
building is so designed that it may be ereéted either with or without 
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a roof as the Council may decide, but the tenders have not yet been 
approved. 

Public School for Chinese—Plans and details have been prepared 
for the addition of a dining-hall for the students’ use. The room will 
be 50’ x 27’ 6” with kitchen, coal-place and games-store at north end, 
and is so designed that at some future date the building may be carried 
up another story, forming a physics laboratory or other addition 
found necessary. 

Plans prepared, etc.-—Early in the year the Council considered the 
desirability of providing suitable quarters for the out-door staff of the 
Public Works Department, and plans have been prepared and approved 
and estimates accepted for the erection of a pair of semi-detached 
villas on a small site in Avenue Road, previously used as a Municipal 
Depot. The plans provide four rooms to each house, the addition of an 
attic to each having been arranged for if found necessary. These villas 
will suitably house either two married overseers or four unmarried men 
and are intended for such members of the staff whose work necessitates 
their residing in the Western District. 

Mental Wards.—Plans for this building, designed in every detail 
to meet the particular requirements of the case, have been prepared. 

A plot of land has been purchased adjoining that already in the 
Council’s possession at the back of the Nursing Home, which together 
forms a suitable and economical site. Tenders have been accepted, work 
has commenced, and it is. hoped the building will be ready for 
occupation by the end of 1906. The total cost, including high 
boundary walls, will be Taels 46,000. 


Bundings. 


Soochow Creek.—A section of concrete bunding between North 
Fokien and North Chekiang Road Bridges is now in course of 
construction. Another section between Woosung and Chapoo Roads 
is also nearing completion. With the completion of the present work 
there will be a continuous concrete bunding from Thibet to Fokien Roads 
on both sides of the Soochow Creek. 

Lay Road.—Owing to the continual scour of the bed of 
Yangtszepoo Creek in the vicinity of Yangtszepoo Bridge and to the 
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force of the current during the typhoon last September a portion of the 
bunding in Lay Road immediately north of the Bridge subsided; this has 
now been remedied by the construction of a new hardwood bunding of 
larger dimensions than the old. This bunding has been erected to the 
scheduled line of Lay Road. 

The typhoon was also responsible for washing away a portion of 
the embankment and road at the Point. This has now been repaired. 
A bamboo bunding together with four bamboo groynes has been 
constructed with a view to encouraging the deposit mud at this point, 
in order to give more protection to the existing bank. 

Bund Foreshore——The whole of the Bund foreshore is being 
protected with a stone slope, a portion between Peking Road and the 
P. & O. jetty and another portion between Kiukiang Road and 
Hankow Road being completed; the whole section from Peking to 
Hankow Road will be finished in about six weeks. 

Hongkew Creek.—The wooden bundings on the Hongkew Creek 
between the River and Yuhang Road have been repaired and new piles 
put in where necessary. 

North Yangtsze Road.—The North Yangtsze Road wooden 
bunding has been repaired and renewed for a length of about 300 feet. 

Yangkingpang.—The bundings on the Yangkingpang and Defence 
Creek have received attention during the year, although no extensive 
repairs have been made. 


Cemeteries. 


Under instructions from the Council the care of the grounds in 
the various cemeteries was transferred to the Health Department 
on the 11th December. 

Bubbling Well Cemetery has been extended so as to include a 
piece of land measuring Mow 1.1.9.5. at the north-west corner adjoining 
Siccawei Road and this land has been raised and fenced.

Creeks and River. 


Soochow Creek has been dredged in fromt of the Thibet and 
Kansuh Road Garbage chutes, and 3,484 tons of mud remoyed. This 
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creek was also dredged near the Fokien Road Bridge for the Health 
Department, 3,425 tons of mud being removed. 

Hongkew Creek in front of the Seward Road Garbage chute has 
been dredged and 1,258 tons of mud removed. 

Defence Creek.—12,950 tons of mud and refuse was removed from 
Defence Creek during the year at a cost of Tis. 0.15 per ton. The 
work was done by means of small boats, each carrying about 6 tons, 
which were loaded at low water and moved off, with their loads, when the 
tide rose high enough to float them. ffensiveness was reduced to the 
minimum and the whole work was carried out without a single complaint 
from the public. 

The cost of collection and removal of garbage from the streets and 
barging it away, averages about Tls. 0.87 per ton. The cost of removing 
mud and refuse from a navigable creek is therefore less than half the 
cost of collection and removal of refuse from the streets. The silting of 
Creeks such as Defence Creek, Yangkingpang and Hongkew Creek, is 
chiefly due to the depositing of garbage therein by the natives, 
a practice almost impossible to stop, but which need not cause anxiety 
seeing that the silting can be remedied so cheaply. 


Drainage of Private Properties.

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Landing Accommodation. 


Whangpoo River—The dolphins of the P. & O. Jetty haye beem 
completely renewed with larger timbers, and two struts have been placed 
from the dolphins to the pontoons to ensure greater rigidity. 

The Kinkiang Road pontoon has been docked and thoroughly 
overhauled and Russell’s Foochow Road and Fogg’s pontoons have 
also been repaired and painted. 

A set of new landing-steps has been constructed at Chaoufoong 
Road and a hardwood landing stage at Kungping Road. 

Soochow Creek.—Six new sets of landing-steps have been constructed 
and one is in course of construction. 

Hongkew Creek.—A new hardwood landing-stage has been constructed 
opposite the Mortuary. 


Latrines, 


New latrines have been erected in Dent Road, Chekiang Road and 
Bung ‘ong Loong, accommodating respectively 12, 20 and 36, with 


urinal convenience in addition. 


Parks and Open Spaces. 


The Superintendent of Parks and Open Spaces reports as follows:— 

Despite the adverse climatic conditions prevailing, a cold late spring 
and excessively hot summer, it is encouraging to note an improvement in 
cultivation and the principles of horticulture in the public spaces. There 
is practically an entire Jack of authenticated statisties bearing on 
horticulture in Shanghai, which places us at a disadvantage in comparing 
results with other places. 

Several experiments have been tried during the year, amongst which 
may be mentioned the ascertaining of the best seasons for seed sowing 
and other methods of propagation, and experiments involving practically 
all the known methods of rose propagation (ie. by cuttings, grafting 
and budding) were carried out. For grafting and budding on, the stocks 
employed were those of Rosa Multiflora, Polyantha Briar and Manetti. 
Those budded on the Multiflora gave exceptionally good” results, the 


¢ 
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young plants in six months becoming as large as they would in Great 
Britain in their second year. Seeds of fifteen kinds of grasses, including 
those which form the best lawns in Europe and America, were sown in the 
Spring. All of them grew satisfactorily until July, when the majority 
of them were scorched. Poa Nemoralis and Festuca Rubra have, 
however, given satisfactory results so far. 


Public Gardens—These have been maintained in a satisfactory 
manner throughout the year. No attempt has been made at planting or 
developing the land recently reclaimed from the Soochow Creek, it being 
considered desirable to leave this as an open lawn. The beds within the 
enclosed areas are being laid out more systematically to ensure a better 
general effect. The widening of the Bund necessitated the removal of a 
large number of trees and shrubs, some of which with soil attached to 
their roots weighed 3 tons. ‘They were, however, all successfully 
transplanted. 

In view of increasing the standing-way for carriages on the south 
side of the Public Gardens and at the same time reducing the obstruction 
to goods-traflic approaching the Peking Road Jetty the main entrance to 
the Gardens has been placed at the south-west corner, facing the Bund, 
a hand-gate only being left close to the Jetty to accommodate pedestrians 
approaching from the foreshore. The memorial to the ‘* Ever Victorious 
Army” has been removed from the public road into a more suitable 
position just within the Gardens opposite the new main entrance. The 
total cost was Tls. 240, 

Cemeteries —Towards the end of the year considerable alterations 
were made in the Old and Bubbling Well Cemeteries. Twenty-three 
new flower-beds were made and 900 shrubs planted. The overgrown 
shrubberies were renovated and thinned out and a large number of 


shade-loving plants were laid out so as to form a green carpet where — 


grass will not grow. It is anticipated that the appearance of the 
cemeteries will be much improved thereby next Spring. During the 
year the beds and borders have produced a bright display of flowers. 
Nurseries.—The propagation of flowering shrubs, of which there was 
a great scarcity, has formed the chief feature of the work here, 2,897 


young plants having been raised.

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In future the nursery at Bubbling Well will be reserved for raising 
flowering shrubs, bedding plants, and other seedlings. Hungjao Road 
Nursery is now entirely trenched, and, when this year’s seedling trees are 
transplanted, all the space will be occupied. 19,441 seedling trees were 
transplanted. 

‘The total number of trees and shrubs in the Narseries, exclusive of 
plants raised this year, is 80,234, representing a value of nearly 
Tis, 25,000. 

The method of dealing with the “stem-boring grab” referred to 
in last year’s Report, namely, the injection of bisulphide of carbon into 
the bored tunnels, has again proved effective and practically no damage 
has been done to the young trees this year. 

Seventy-five varieties of roses, including many of the best in cultiva- 
tion, are now grown in our Narseries. 

Reserve Garden.—The new Potting-sheds, etc. are now practically 
completed and will supply a mueli-felt want. The quality and diversity 
of kinds of plants is gradually improving, though a few years must 
elapse before a marked change is discernible. Plants in flower showed a 
distinct improvement on the preceding year. Exclusive of seedling 
plants there are 5,050 pot plants in the houses, 

Public Recreation Ground—These grounds, hitherto maintained by 
contract, were taken over by the Engincer’s Department in May. The 
heap of decayed grass in the centre of the ground was removed and the 
small Reserve Garden adjoining it transferred to the rear of the 
Swimming Bath. The land formerly so oceupied has been raised and 
levelled and will be laid out as a flower garden. A diluted solution of 
copper-sulphate and quick-lime sprayed on the surface of the creeks in 
the interior of the Recreation Ground completely killed the green scum 
(Algae) floating on the surface of the water, but as each high tide brings 
in a fresh supply any attempt to keep the water clean is futile. 


In the manuring of lawns nitrogenous and ammoniacal manures, 
such as salts, gave good results. Phosphates favoured the growth of 
clover. The best results were obtained by a dressing of animal excreta 
with nitrate of soda or ammonium sulphate. These will produce almost 
exactly similar results except that the nitrate acts more rapidly. 

‘ 
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Hongkew Recreation Ground.—1,500 trees and shrubs were planted 
here, chiefly in a boundary plantation. This border has been laid out by 
massing each kind of shrub in bold irregular masses. 

Hongkew Park.—A few flower-beds have been planted within a 
cirenlar enclosure. 

Roads.—4,096 tiees have been planted and 211 have been removed, 
the latter chiefly on account of the erection of native houses. Praning 
and staking of the trees has been carefully attended to. 129 trees, mostly 
on Rubicon Road, were broken by the natives during the year. 

Foreshores.—In addition to the routine work of mowing, rolling, ete., 
682 fong of the Soochow Road foreshore has been raised six inches and 
turfed. It is now in excellent condition. 

Municipal Hospital—The grounds adjoining this building, having 
an area of 980 fong, were laid out in the Spring. They comprise tennis 
and croquet lawns and lawns with flower borders and shrubs, 

Public School for Chinese.—The ground attached to the School has 
been laid out as a turfed playground and sand tennis courts, and the 
Masters’ residences have each a small garden laid ont with flower beds 
and a tennis lawn. 3 

Police Stations—The grounds adjoining the Bubbling Well and 
Sinza Stations have been laid out as lawns with a few flower and shrub beds. 

Victoria Nursing Home.—These grounds have been maintained in a 
bright and neat condition. 


Pingchiao Quarry. 

The Overseer reports as follows :— 

Quarrying. —2,140 tons of good rock have been quarried from the 
small hill and 80,263 tons of good stone and 617 tons of rotten stone 
have been blasted from the large hill, in addition to 4,628 tons of 
decomposed sand. The rotten stone has been taken to the refuse heap. 
The handling and getting out of decomposed sand is becoming more and 
more expensive as we advance up the hill and I think in the near future 
it will be necessary to obtain a new sand quarry elsewhere. A great 
deal of stripping has been done, the earth being used for raising the 
quarry floor, which is now on a level with the “Gates” Crasher platform. 
The quarry is now in a position to turn out large quantities of material. 
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Stonebreakers.—The No. 1 (or “ Baxter”) has worked 234 days 
and has broken 13,520 tons of stone. This machine is in véry good 
running order and requires but light repairs. The engine has worked 
very smoothly and has lately been slightly overhauled and painted. The 
No. 2 (or Gates”) has worked 2214 days, breaking 14,816 tons of 
stone. This machine and the engine driving it have worked very satis- 
factorily. The main casting of the machine, however, is very much worn. 

Boring —18,1824 feet of holes have been bored and blasted. I am 
informed that our holes are bored deeper than the average depth bored by 
manual labour in the East. 

Dynamite.—2,850 lbs. of dynamite have been used giving an average 
blast of 11:58 tons per pound. 

Labour—The average number of labourers exclusive of artisans 
employed each day has been 95, and work has been carried on for 329 
days. A great scarcity of labour was experienced during the summer 
months owing to sickness and the demand for labour on the Shanghai- 
Nanking Railway. 

Materials dispatched.—29,680 tons of material have been dispatched 
and 13,409 tons were in stock at the end of the year. 

Buildings—An extension of the No. 2 Bungalow has been made so 
as to render it suitable for a married man and family. The additions 
comprise one room 18’ 0” x 15’ 6”, boy’s room 10’ 6” x 10’ 6”, and 
a yerandah 22 feet Jong at the back running tovthe cook-house. The 
walls are of clay 1’ 6” thick, plastered and lime-washed. The founda- 
tions are of squared stone and are carried up 1’ 6” above ground level. 
The accommodation at this bungalow now consists of one dining and 
sitting room, two bed-rooms and a bath-room. The other bungalows 
and buildings have been repaired as occasion required. 

* Weather.—The highest reading of the thermometer was on the 
26th June, maximum 98, minimum 84, and the lowest on January 30th, 
maximum 32, minimum 26. The most rainy month was April with 
9°35 inches and the driest November with -75 inch. Snow fell at various 
times in January, February and March, the greatest depth being 
16 inches in February. 

Creeks—A good depth of water has been generally maintained 
during the year. i 4 
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Remarks.—The scarcity of boats during the last six months has 
greatly reduced the amount of material dispatched from the Quarry, and 
our storage capacity is taxed to its utmost, consequently the daily output 
has had to be greatly reduced. 

I am glad to be able to report that no serious accident in the 
working of the quarries has occurred during the year. The general 
health of the labourers has not been good, owing, no doubt, to the 
extremely moist summer. 

Pavements. 
The total length of pavements laid in 1905 was 3 miles 1,117 yards, 


as against 5 miles 648 yards in 1904. There are now 69 miles and

Works Completed on Road Extensions. 

Kiaochiao Road has been cross-drained and levelled between 
Connaught Road and the Settlement boundary, Connaught Road has 
been culverted, cross-drained, raised and a ten-foot wide strip bricked 
and metalled between Gordon Road and Kiaochiao Road. Seymour 
Road has been levelled and opened to equestrian and pedestrian traffic 
between Weihaiwei and Great Western Roads. Seymour Road at 
corner of Weihaiwei Road has had the double 8 feet culvert extended 
150 feet northward and the road there widened, bricked and metalled. 
Seymour Road has been culverted, ditched, cross-drained and raised 
between Avenue and Sinza Roads and 520 feet run of the same section 
north of Avenue Road has been bricked and sanded and the footpath 
tar-paved. Ferry Road has been culverted, ditched, cross-drained and 
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raised between Avenue and Sinza Roads and 550 feet run of the same 
section, south of Sinza Road, has been bricked and sanded and the footpath 
tar-paved. The approach to the new bridge over the Soochow Creek at 
Markham Road has been raised, bricked, metalled and kerbed and the 
footways paved with concrete. Chengtu Road has been culverted, 
ditched and raised for a distance of 320 feet north of Great Western 
Road. Chengtn Road, north of Burkill Road, has had the sewer 
extended by 126 feet run and the same length of road raised, bricked and 
metalled and the footpath on west side kerbed and paved with concrete. 
Ichang Road has been levelled and opened to equestrian and pedestrian 
traffic for a distance of 700 feet east of Gordon Road. Gordon Road 
has been raised for a distance of 700 feet north of Robison Road. 
A 9” sewer has been laid for a distance of 500 feet iniRobison Road 
west of Gordon Road, A stone-lined tidal ditch, 400 feet long, with 
necessary culverts, has been made north of Robison Road, along east 
side of Cadastral lot 8455, connecting two dead ends of tidal ditches. 
The footpath on Medhurst Road, north of Bubbling Well Road, west side 
has been tar-paved for a distance of 153 feet. 

The Bund between Peking Road and the Garden Bridge has been 
widened to 60 feet. Soochow Road has been kerbed and channeled, bricked 
and chip-paved between Amoy Road and Thibet Road, and the section 
of this road from Chekiang Road to Thibet Ruad is now open to traffic, 

North Szechuen Road from Range Road 670 feet northward has been 
bricked and metalled, and kerb, channel and concrete pavement have been 
laid on both sides. A Foochow pole railing has been erected along the tidal 
ditch in front of what was the Sportsman’s Gun Club property. Cunning- 
ham Road has been graded, bricked and chip-paved from Elgin Road 
340 feet southward, completing that section. Kerb, channel and concrete 
pavement have been laid on the east side of North Chekiang Road 
between Boone and Haining Roads. Haining Road between North 
Honan and North Fokien Roads has been bricked and opened to traffic, 
and between North Szechuen and Chapoo Roads has been margined and 
metalled. In Elgin Road east of North Chekiang Road 390 feet of 9” 
sewer with the necessary manholes and gullies has been laid. .Chapoo 
Road has been bricked and metalled between Haining and Range Roads 
and 260 feet of kerb, channel and concrete pavement laid. North 
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Soochow Road east of Winchester Road has been drained, graded, 
bricked and metalled for 1,200 feet. A 9’’ sewer has been laid in Kaifeng 
Road between North Thibet and Winchester Roads. Kashing Road 
from Hongkew Creek toward Woosung Road has been drained, bricked 
and metalled, and kerb and channel laid on both sides for 420 feet, 
completing that section. Seward Road opposite Cadastral Lot 1020 has 
been widened five feet and 130 feet of kerb, channel and concrete pavement 
laid. Boone Road east of North Chekiang Road has been graded 
and bricked for 224 feet, and kerb, channel and concrete pavement laid 
on the south side, A tidal ditch has been excavated along the side 
of Tongshan Road from No. 12 Road 1,660 feet eastward. The road has 
been graded and a strip 10 feet wide bricked and metalled. East Kashing 
Road has been drained, graded and bricked from Hongkew Creek to 
Sawgin Creek. East Scott Road has been drained and graded from 
Scott Road Bridge to Wuchow Road. Alcock Road has been drained. 
and graded from Ward Road 420 feet northward, A tidal ditch has been 
excavated along Ward Road from the Municipal Gaol to Yangtszepoo 
Creek with the exception of 200 feet upon which houses are standing.

Drainage.—The brick sewer in Broadway between Nanzing Road 
and Soochow Creek and the one in Seward Road between Minghong 
Road and Broadway have been partly repaired, partly relaid and 
thoroughly cleaned, and are now in good condition. The work was 
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carried on day and night with all possible dispatch and the public put to 
as little inconvenience as was possible in a work of this magnitude. 

Prior to the extension of the Settlement in 1900 there were no 
sewers in the Western District and the natural ditches, then existing, 
were for the most part so much silted up and choked by weeds and garbage 
as to be non-tidal. The condition of the district as to drainage was 
bad. The District is now drained by about seven miles of good sewers, 
four miles of artificial ditches, made at the sides of new roads, and fifteen 
miles of natural tidal ditches and creeks.. The ditches and creeks are 
cleaned periodically and the tides flow and ebb throughout the entire 
system of creeks, sewers and ditches, daily. The district may now be 
said to be well drained.

Machinery and Rolling Stock. 


Steam Rollers.—Nos. 1, 2, 8, and 4 steam rollers have been kept in 
good working order and only small repairs have been required. 

No. 1 Steam roller has had two new driving wheels and a new 
awning fitted. 

No. 2 steam roller has had two new driving and two new front 
wheels fitted. 

Steam Dredger—The steam dredger has been mostly used in 
connection with dredging the approaches to the jetties, the various 
garbage depts and the Public Garden Reclamation. The engine and 
boiler have been overhauled and repaired, the two grabs have also 
been repaired. 

Steam Launch.—The steam launch has been used in connection 
with the Quarry, the periodical inspection of foreshores of the Whangpoo 
River and the Soochow Creek, and the garbage depots. Only small 
repairs have been required to engine and boiler, The hull has been 
painted and varnished throughout. ; 


Inspection of Boilers. 

The Boiler Inspector reports as follows :— 

During the year 149 boilers of various designs were opened for 
general ‘inspection, nearly all of which showed a marked improvement 
over previous years. The deterioration, however, of several of the older 
boilers necessitated considerable repairs, which have been carried out in a 
satisfactory manner. 

Seventy-four inspections were made of boilers while under steam, 
so that safety valves, steam gauges, etc. might be effectively tested. I 
have again the same complaint to make of the overloading of safety 

_ valyes, and constant attention is required to prevent this dangerous practice. 

The Municipal Steam Launch and Public School boilers both 
of which are in good order have received special attention. 

During the month of November sundry repairs were made to the 

heating apparatus at the Public School and the installation tested 
while under steam. 

Several iron chimneys have been renewed, repaired and restayed.

Plant.—The plant and rolling stock is in good condition. 

Collection and disposal of refuse—129,377 loads of refuse of all 
kinds were collected during the year, as against 159,907 loads in 1904, 
a decrease of 30,530 loads. 

The condition of the various creeks and river is good, little floating 
garbage now being noticeable.

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Contract for removal of garbage.—The contractor has carried out 
his duties fairly satisfactorily. His contract will expire on the 30th of 
April. 

Street watering —The roads have been watered on 273 days during 
‘the year. 

Snow.—Snow fell on the nights of the 27th and 28th of January, 
12th and 13th of February and on the 16th and 17th of March. 9,167 
loads were removed and the whole of the Settlement was clear on each 
-occasion by 5.30 p.m. on the next day. 

Stud—The estimates for 1906 provide for the daily employment of 
101 draught animals. ‘he general fitness of the animals during the 
year has been good. : 

Garbage Chutes.—Two new iron chutes have been put up, one on 


the Yangtszepoo Creck and one in the Depdt on Markham Road.

VICTORIA NURSING HOME.— 

For the accommodation of additional buildings required in the 
extension of the Home, and primarily to provide a site for the Mental 
Ward, the Council has purchased Cadastral Lot 982 and added it to 
Lot 979. Negotiations were concluded with the registered owners, 
Messrs. Algar and Beesley, for this transaction at the rate of Tis. 4,250 
per mow, the area being Mow 2.774. P: 
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MARKETS.— 

Following out the scheme initiated in 1902 for the provision of 
adequate public markets under Manicipal supervision in substitution for 
existing private establishments, the Council has bought the market in 
the Taku Road from Mr. H. Morriss for the sum of Tls. 7,000, and the 
property is now denoted the Mohawk Market. The area of the land 
thus purchased (Cadastral Lot 1620) is Mow 0.758, and the value of the 
buildings standing thereon is estimated at Tls. 2,500. 

In furtherance of the same policy a large plot of land has been 
acquired on the north side of the East Yuhang Road Extension? 
Cadastral Lot 845, area Mow 6.048. The purchase was effected 
through ‘the instrumentality of Mr. Tam Wa at a total cost of 
Tis. 24,192. The southern part of the lot is designed as a site for 
a market for East Hongkew, while the balance, if not required for 
Municipal purposes, will be available for sale during the next few years. 


PARKS AND OPEN SPACES.—

of the Ground. Negotiations to this end are, however, in progress. 


NURSERIES.— 

Towards the completion of the Hungjao Road Nursery fangtans for 
Mow 26.643 have been obtained during the year at a cost of Tls. 2,131.44, 
and there remains about 20 mow more to be acquired, the owners 
of which refuse to sell at the contract price. The broker who negotiated 
the purchase of this property has proved quite unreliable, and it is probable 
that settlement of the matter will involve paying a higher price for the 
balance of the area.

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ROAD EXTENSIONS AND WIDENINGS. 


The plans of scheduled new roads and modifications of those existing 
were issued on the 4th March, vide Notification No, 1,710, and among 
the more important changes in those for the previous year were the 


following :— 


(1) Section B, Eastern District, was laid out for the first time 
with a system of trunk and cross roads. 


(2) A number of small lots were scheduled for acquisition as 
sites for public latrines. 


(3) The width of the Foochow Road between the Kiangse and 
Szechuen Roads, and of the Canton Road from the Kiangse 
Road to the Bund, was increased to forty feet. 


Attention having been drawn to the impassability of the mud roads 
in the Settlement during wet weather, as a result of the process of raking, 
etc., and to the fact that in many cases old serviceable native roads had 
been abolished without compensatory advantages, directions were given 
that a four-foot path on such roads should be allowed to harden for the 
use of pedestrians. New roads purchased from original native proprietors, 
or land acquired from foreign owners without arrangement as to meialling, 
will thus retain a measure of utility at all times. 


Directions have also been given that the names of roads be stated in 
Chinese as well as in English on name-plates throughout the Settlement, 
the cost of which improvement is estimated at Tls. 2,200. 


The amount expended in acquisition of land and road construction 
during the year has aggregated Tls. 107,700, after deducting sums 
received as contributions from landowners concerned. _

contention, we may mention we have received offers for a lease of the whole 
lot remaining after the proposed surrender, lessee to expend a large sum of 
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money in rebuilding the property, and which offers would give a net return 4 
of over 6 per cent on a valuation of Tls, 30,000 per mow apart from the 
value to the lessor of his reversionary interest in the new buildings. 
Furthermore, the property as it now stands has sufficient land in front of 
the existing houses on the Kiangse Road frontage to accommodate suitable 
buildings without in any way interfering with those houses, but to surrender 
a strip 1/ft. 3in, in width on the north and 10ft, 3in. on the south would 
entirely prevent the erection of such buildings unless the projecting north wing 
of the premises occupied by Messrs. Rex & Co. was removed, and then the 
backs of the new buildings would be so close to the east front of Rex & Co,’s 
premises as to make the latter practically untenantable for European occupation 
and so necessitate their entire removal.

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NORTHERN DISTRICT. 


Expenditure in this district will be observed to be chiefly on construc- 
tion, since few if any new roads remain to be acquired, and the scheduled 
widenings are gradually approaching completion. In regard to road-making 
in populous portions of the Settlement, the Council holds the view that 
where the work is essentially for the public (as distinct from private) benefit, 
no contributions should be levied on adjoining land-owners. In certain 
instances the metalling of roads has been urgently required for general 
traffic purposes, and the necessary sums have been expended thereon. 
NORTH SCOCHOW ROAD.— 

The expenditure of Tis. 2,500 was authorised for metalling this 
thoroughfare in the section lying between the North Chekiang and the 
Winchester Roads. 

CUNNINGHAM ROAD.— 

Noting that the construction of this road was urgently required to 
provide access to the Public School for Chinese and the Elgin Market, 
the Council authorised the completion of a 20 feet strip of the road 
without further delay. The cost of the chip-paving required was 
estimated at Tls. 1,070. 

Owing to the refusal on behalf of Mr. Seisson to surrender a small 
strip of land ex Cadastral Lot 588 required for the completion of this 
road, directions are given that the necessary steps be taken in the 
extension plan for 1906 to place the matter on a compulsory basis. 
HAINING ROAD.— 

The sum of Tis. 1,000 was voted for bricking and sanding the 
section of this road between the North Honan and North Fokien Roads, 
and a further Ts. 1,800 was authorised for the completing the section 
between the North Szechuen and Chapoo Roads. 

EXTENSION No. 31.— 

This proposed road remains on the plan, but the Council has indicated 
to owners whose’properties are affected that no work will be begun thereon 
while the present Railway Road serves all the purposes for which it was 
scheduled. The following interchange of letters illustrates this point.

WARD ROAD.— 

The whole of the requisite land for the extension of this road 
from the Gaol to the Yangtszepoo Creek has been acquired, and 
its formation with the necessary culverts authorised. The cost of 
this work, ‘Tls. 11,300, will be spread over a period of two years. 

For the native-owned land within the road-lines, aggregating 
Mow 29,982, a sum of Tls. 2,733.70 was paid, that in foreign ownership 
being surrendered free, except in three cases. Two are recorded on 
page 283 of the Annual Report for last year, and the third, relating 
to Cadastral Lot 1940, owned by Captain B. H. Fuhlers, and situated 
at the junction with EXTENSION 16, is dealt with in the following 
award of the Land Commission.

1,250 
is ample compensation for the surrender of this land and make their award 
accordingly.

Ward Road, outlined on page 249 of the- Annual Report for 1903, 
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negotiations are in active progress for land acquisition. Free surrenders 
have been obtained in respect to Cadastral Lots 5039 and 5040, 
and the wall of the Yangtszepoo Police Station has been set back 
to the scheduled line. 

While arranging for the acquisition of a new depot in this district 
the native-owned land for the section between the Yangtszepoo Road 
and Extension No. 45 was purchased, Mow 7.278, at a total cost of 
Tis.

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DIXWELL ROAD.— 

The bricking and paving of the section of this road between the 
Hanbury and East Yuhang Roads awaits the usual co-operation of the 
frontage-holders, who will be called upon to defray one-third of the cost, 
ie. Tls, 783. 

It was decided to sanction the application of the China Merchants’ 
Steam Navigation Company to build new godowns on Cadastral Lot 1, 
although the proposed buildings lie partially in the line of the scheduled 
extension of this road. A width of 80 feet has been left between the 
buildings and the Hongkew Creek, and, since the Harbourmaster con- 
sidered that a public pontoon at this point would be inadvisable, the 
Council recorded the opinion that the cost of acquisition and maintenance 
of the section of road in question would greatly outweigh the public 
advantage secured. 

The development of the Dixwell Road north of the Seward Road 
will be a matter of difficulty, the neighbourhood being closely packed with 
houses. 

A letter was received from Messrs. David Sassoon & Co., Ld., 
stating that there is no probability of rebuilding in the near future on 
Cadastral Lots 146 and 150 E., and that, in consequence, the section of 
the road adjoining will improbably be carried through at present. It was 
therefore decided to accept responsibility for the maintenance of the 
alleyway to the east of these lots and to undertake the work of paving 
and draining at an estimated cost of Tls. 400. 


TONGSHAN ROAD.— 

At the request of Mr. 8. D, Park and others the metalling of a 
ten-foot strip of this road was continued as far as Extension No. 17.

EXTENSION No. 23 (WHASHING ROAD).— 

At the request of the Shanghai Waterworks Co., Ld., a deviation o 
the section of this extension immediately north of the Yangtszepoo Road 
has been effected.

The extreme northerly section of the road, formerly known as the 
Da Wang Miao Road, has been taken over, Mr. W. H. Poate having 
forwarded the original of an indenture signed by the foreign owners 
concerned, wherein it is agreed that the necessary land be handed over to 
the Council. Noting that the Chinese owners still refuse signature 
to the document, the Council directed that the road be stoned off 
and treated as a Municipal road, the necessary repairs being put in 
hand forthwith.

By an arrangement with the Shanghai Gun Club this road has been 
made up and a 10 foot strip metalled, the Club contributing Tls. 1,250 
towards the cost.

Deak S1z,—We are in receipt of your letter of the 16th instant in reference 
to the Council’s views respecting the road extensions on our Ferry Road Estate, 
In reply we would point out :— 
(1.) The proposed road east of the Ferry Road can hardly be considered 
a cul-de-sac as it would need only a short extension to communicate 
with the scheduled Seymour Road, 
(2.) We are prepared to surrender free forty feet for the road instead of 
thirty as per our last offer. 
(3.) In reference to contributions from frontage-owners we would refer 
you to a letter dated 19th August 1904, addressed by Mr. J. 0. P. 
Bland to Mr. Twentyman, in which the Council agree to forego 
contributions from frontage-owners in respect to Ferry Road and 
to make up and make the whole road forthwith. 
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The Council's offer, viz. :— 

To make up and maintain and metal a twelve-foot strip of the Ferry Road of 
the proposed road through our property leading west therefrom to Extension 
No, 4, and of Extension No, 4 thence to Avenue Road, will not meet our 
requirements for developement of the Estate. 

In consideration of the amount of land we propose to surrender free, for 
public use, and the Council's offer to Mr. Twentyman for part of the roads 
in question, and bearing in mind the fact that the proposed Ferry Road is of very 
little value to us for development, and that it cuts into the Estate in such a way 
that the best development is rendered impoasible, we trust the Council will 
reconsider the matter and make us a more liberal offer.

WEST SOOCHOW ROAD.— 


The Soochow Road was designed ultimately to run continuously 
through the Settlemenf from the Garden Bridge to the boundary 
at the Hsiaosha Ferry, but the vested right of the Gas Company 
to the water frontage at Cadastral Lot 190 has been informally 
recognised and a diversion of the road arranged in terms of the following 
letters.

DEAR S1r,—Your letter of 18th ulto., withholding a permit to erect certain 
buildings on the Company's land at Sinza, has been laid before my Directors. 

The permit is withheld on the grounds that the proposed buildings are “ona 
jine of road extension.” 

I am instructed to call your attention to this Company's letter to the Council 
of 23rd April 1901, protesting against this proposed road and giving reasons for 
the Company's protest. The Council's acknowledgement of this letter was dated 
20th May 1901, and, while informing this Company that there was no “intention 
to incur the expense in compensation which the disturbance of the Gas Works 
would at present involve,” the protest was “ filed for record and for the informa- 
tion of any future Council which may decide on the construction of this section 
of the road.” 

In repeating the protest of 1901, it has now to be added that the difficulties 
and loss that would result to the Company through disturbance have increased 
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enormously, The increase in the business of the Company demands the use of 
every available foot of land at Sinza, and any deprivation, such as the proposed 
road would entail, would seriously affect the position of the Company and the 
provision of a new site might become a necessity. 

The present premises were originally selected for Gas Works because of the 
important advantages afforded by the command of the water frontage which is 
so essential to the Company’s business in every way. This will be more 
appreciated when I point out that during last year some 50,000 tons of material 
were passed over this water frontage. This is double the amount dealt with in 
1901 and it will annually increase. It would be impossible to handle such 
quantities of material appertaining to the Gas Works on a public road, either in 
the interests of the Company or with regard to the convenience of the public. 

The explanations offered to the Council will have made it clear that any 
disturbance of the Company’s position must inflict a great wrong on the Company 
and involve an enormous claim for compensation. 

1 am further directed to call attention to the injustice that would be inflicted 
on an industrial concern like the Gas Company, if a claim for a proposed road 
were kept hanging over it indefinitely, Assuming that the road should be 
acquired at all, it would be only just that it should be taken and compensation 
paid for it at once, otherwise the Company should be left unhindered in the 
development of its legitimate business and undisturbed in the possession they 
have enjoyed for over forty years. On the Council’s declaration of 1901 my 
Directors felt justified in assuming that it was fully recognised that the 
difficulties and expenses involved in disturbance of the Gas Company’s Works 
were out of all proportion to any possible benefit that such a road could confer, 
and they have continued to develop their works. The building extension for 
which a permit is now sought, is a very essential part of the required 
developments—indeed it is an absolute necessity—and I am therefore instructed 
by my Directors to request that the Council will grant the permit applied for,

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In reply thereto I am directed to state that, in view of your request that the 
road should either be carried through forthwith or abandoned, the Council has 
favourably considered an alternative scheme for diverting the road from the 
point of junction between Cadastral Lots 190 and 195 in a southerly direction to 
meet the Sinza Road, Should this scheme be found to be practicable, the Council 
is prepared to abandon the section of the Soochow Road east of the above point, 
that is to say, the water frontage of the Gas Company's property, and I am 
directed to enquire whether the Company will be prepared, in return for the 
concession suggested, to surrender so much of the necessary land as will be required 
without compensation.

WHANGPOO RIVER CONSERVANCY. 


The Council’s request for information as to the terms of the scheme 
for conserving the river, under discussion in Peking between the 
Diplomatic Body and the Waiwupn egrly in the year, was refused, in a 
communication from the Doyen to the Senior Consul in February, on the 
grounds that diplomatic usage does not permit of the publication of the 
details of negotiations before their conclusion. 


The text of the convention, ultimately signed on the 27th September, 
was forwarded by the Senior Consul on the 4th October, and a translation 
of the document is herein included. 


WHANGPOO CONSERVANCY CONVENTION. 


The Chinese Government, being desirous of substituting for the terms of the 
Protocol of 1901, having reference to the establishment of a River Board for the 
Whangpoo and the functions and revenue of such Board, a new method of 
procedure whereby the Chinese Government itself will undertake the work and 
defray the whole of the expense thereof; and the Powers signatory to the final 
Protocol having assented to this proposition, the following conditions have been 
agreed upon :— J 


Art. I.—The Customs Taotai and the Commissioner of Customs at Shanghai 
are entrusted with the general management of the work of improving the course 
of the Whangpoo and of amelidfating the condition of the bar, both at this and 


the other side of Woosung, as well as of the maintenance of such works, % 


With regard to the river and sanitary police, lighting and suoyideripllone 
service, etc., the former regulations will continue to be in force, 


Art, I[.—Three months after signature of the present agreement China will — ‘ 
herself select an engineer experienced in matters of river conservancy, and if a 
majority of the representatives of the Powers signatory to the final Protocol 
consider that the engineer thus chosen possesses the requisite qualifications, ‘China 
will immediately appoint him to undertake the work. 
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In case, after commencement of the works, it should be necessary, for reasons 
considered valid by a majority of the Ministers interested, to take steps to replace 
him, the selection and appointment of the new engineer would be effected in the 
same manner as above mentioned. 


Art, JIZ—All contracts for undertaking the whole or part of the river 
conservancy works, for purchase of material or of machinery, etc., shall be 
submitted to public tender and awarded to the party offering the most 
advantageous terms, 

Art. 1V.—Every three months a detailed report upon work done and a 
statement of expenses incurred will be drawn up and submitted for examination 
‘to the Consular Body at Shanghai. « 

Art. V.—The sanction of the Taotai and of the Commissioner of Customs in 
Shanghai will be required for constructing wharves and jetties as well as for the 
establishment of all pontoons or floating houses in the river. 

Art. Vi.—The Taotai and the Commissioner of Customs at Shanghai will have 
the right to expropriate the existing permanent moorings and to establish a system 
of public moorings in the river. 

Art. VI.—The sanction of the Taotai and of the Commissioner of Customs 
will be necessary for the prosecution of all dredging and other work. 

Art, VIJT—The Taotai and Commissioner of Customs will have the right to 
acquire all land, situated outside the foreign concessions, necessary for the 
execution of the work of improving and conserving the Whangpoo and to dispose 
of the said land. If, in this connection, it should be considered necessary to 
expropriate land, and if such land should be the property of foreigners, the price 
therefor will be determined by a commission composed of— 

(1) A person selected by the Consular authority having jurisdiction over 
the owner. 
(2) A person selected by the Taotai and the Commissioner of Customs, 


(3.) A person selected by the Doyen of the Consular Body. 


Should the Doyen of the Consular Body be also the Consul of the proprietor, 
the third member of the commission would be chosen by the Consul next in 
seniority to the Doyen. 

The Consul having jurisdiction over the party interested will give effect to the 

_, decision of the commission. 

In case of Chinese property, the Customs will proceed to estimate and settle 
the price, and will carry out the decision under analogous conditions. 

Riparian landowners, Chinese as well as foreigners, will have the right of 
pre-emption in the case of all accretions of land in front of their properties by the 


er 
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deposits effected in improving the river channel. The price at which such lands 
may be acquired will be fixed by a commission constituted similarly to that 
described in the preceding paragraph, or, according to the case, by the Customs 
authorities. 

Art. IX.—The Chinese Government takes upon itself the whole of the expense 
of the river improvement, without levying any tax or contribution either upon 
riparian property or upon trade or navigation. , 


Art, X.—China specifies, and gives as guarantee for the total expense of the 
river improvement works, the whole of the duty on opium of Szechuen and of 
Soochow in Kiangsu. In conformity with the provisions of the Protocol of 1901, 
she will devote annually to these works, and for twenty years, the sum of 460,000 
Haikuan taels. 


If during the course of any year after commencement of the works the 
purchase of material or machines, etc. should necessitate exceptional expenditure, 
China, in order to meet it, may raise a loan by means of bonds on the revenue 
derived from the above-mentioned opium duty. 


For the amortisation and the service of this loan as well as for expenses of all 
kinds connected with the execution of the works or with the maintenance of the 
works already completed, China will furnish annually a minimum of 460,000 
Haikuan taels. 


‘The provincial authorities concerned will remit this sum by equal monthly 
payments into the hands of the Taotai and Commissioner of Customs at Shanghai. 


Should the revenues indicated become insufficient, the Chinese Government 
must provide the sum specified from other sources. 


Art. XI.—If the works are not prosecuted with diligence, care and economy, 
the Consular Body, acting upon a majority of votes, may notify the Taotai and the 
Commissioner of Customs of the fact and request them to instruct the engineer to 
take the necessary remedial measures. Should the execution of the works 
continue to be unsatisfactory, the Consular Body, in the same way, may 
recommend the dismissal of the engineer as well as the selection and appointment 
of another in the manner set forth in Article II. 


In case the Taotai and the Commissioner of Customs at Shanghai should not 
act upon these representations, the Consular Body may lay the matter before the 
representatives of the Powers interested. 


Art. XZ1.—When the present articles have been discussed, agreed upon and es 


signed, the regulations contained in paragraph B of Article XI, and in Annex 17 
of the Protocol of 1901, shall be suspended, but, if China should fail to furnish 
annually sufficient funds, in accordance with this new convention, in such manner 
that the execution of the works should be thereby impeded, or, should she omit to

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conform to any other essential stipulation of the present arrangement, the original 
provisions of the Protocol, 1901 and of Annex 17 thereto will immediately come 
again into force.

It was understood at about the same time that Mr. de Rijke, the 
eminent Dutch engineer, had been appointed by the Chinese Government 
to undertake the work, with the approval of the Diplomatic Body,. but 
no official communication on the subject has been made. Towards the 


_ close of the year there were indications of a disposition on the part of the 


Nanking Viceroy to introduce into the performance of the undertaking 
conditions and personnel not contemplated in the agreement above quoted, 
and it remains to be seen whether the Chinese Government honestly 
intends to fulfil its obligations or, by creating fresh obstacles to the 
satisfactory carrying out of the work, to postpone it for a further indefinite 
period. 
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PUBLIC SWIMMING BATH. 


The proposal, contained in the following letter from the Recreation 
Fund Trastees, for the establishment of a public bath in the Hongkew 
Recreation Ground was approved by the Council, and it was decided to 
accept the grant of Tls. 3,000 on the conditions stated :— 


Shanghai, 26th August 1905, . 


Sin,—At a meeting held yesterday of the Recreation Fund Trustees I was 
instructed to write to you setting forth the following proposition :— 

In view,of the desirability and much-needed want for a public swimming bath 
in Shanghai the Trustees would be pleased to make a grant of Tis, 3,000 to the 
Municipal Council towards the cost of such a building to be erected on the new 
Hongkew Recreation Ground, provided that the Council are willing to find the 
balance of the funds required, allot a suitable site for the purpose, and to superin= 
tend the construction and subsequent management, charging just so small an 
entrance fee as will cover running expenses, with perhaps special privileges for the 
boys of the Public School, 

In offering this grant, I would beg to inform you that Ts, 1,500 could be paid 
to you this year and Tis, 1,500 next year. 

The Trustees consider that, in the event of the bath being for any reason 
closed, sold, or transferred by the Council or otherwise ceasing to be an operative 
public bath, a first call on the materials or other properties equal to the proposed 
grant should be reserved to the Trust, i.c., that in such a case the Trustees should 
have a lien of Ts. 3,000 on the bath building and contents, . 

It is hoped that the Council will receive the suggestion favourably and that 
the bath will be built as soon as possible so as to allow the public to make use. of 
it next year.

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REPORT OF THE ELECTRICAL 
ENGINEER. 


I haye the honour, in Mr. Aldridge’s absence through illness, of 
submitting an Annual Report upon the working of the Electricity 
Department for the year ending December 31st, 1905. 


GENERATION, 


Boilers. 

The first of the three new Babcock & Wilcox boilers was put in 
commission in January and the other two started to work about March 
and since then have been entirely satisfactory. 

At first they were working under the disadvantage of a very poor 
draught, but since the induced draught has been working they have 
proved themselves to be very efficient and quick steam raisers, and do not 
give the slightest trouble as regards smoke. 

The two old Aultmann & Taylor boilers have been erected in the 
new boiler house and one of them has been fitted with a chain grate 
stoker and will shortly be in service again. 

The two old Lancashire and two Locomotive type boilers have been 
sold, also one old Pearns feed pump which was too small for our 
present requirements. 

‘There are now two feed pumps of Messrs. Clarke, Chapmann make, 
one of which is capable of supplying the three large boilers on full load. 
There is also a Worthington feed pump which was removed from the old 
pump house. 

Engine Room. 

The Ferranti engines have run very satisfactorily during the year 
with the exception of the high pressure piston rings and pistons, which 
have had to be altered and fitted with lighter rings with so far very 
satisfactory results. 
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The old Brash Universal engine has given a great deal of trouble 
and is not at all reliable ; it is interesting to note that this particular type 
of engine has given trouble wherever it has been installed and the 
makers gave up manufacturing them several years ago. 


Condensers. 


The Worthington condenser has been working fairly satisfactorily. 

The Wheeler condensers have been very unsatisfactory ever since they 
were installed, they have had to have new crank shafts fitted ; the original 
ones, which were in two parts and fitted together with keys, both broke 
after they had been in use a short time, and the makers themselves own 
to it being a very weak construction. 

The rubber valves in these condensers have also given a great deal of 
trouble and expense in renewals; these valves have now been replaced 
with metallic dises with so far very satisfactory results. 


Switchboard. 

The main switchboard has proved satisfactory, also the boards for 
controlling the are circuits. The three most important high tension 
feeders are now on the ring main system with an additional Cowans oil 
break switch on each side of the ring. 

This system allows sections of these high tension feeders to be cut 
off when required for enlargements or repairs without interfering with 
the continuity of the supply. All the high tension feeders and are 
lamp cirenits leaving the works are now fitted with Wurtz Lighning 
arresters. 

Motor Generator. 
, This machine has been working very satisfactorily during the year 
and is at present sapplying 500 volt direct-current to eight lifts and also 
eurrent for one X ray apparatus. 


High Tension Feeders. 


_ The mains department have been exceptionally busy during the 
year. Besides the large amount of extension ‘work carried out, the steel 
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wire has been taken off all the high tension feeders and a large number 
of additional poles erected, these poles being placed closer together, 
necessitated by the increased size and weight of wires carried. 

Altogether 18.7 miles of insulated cable for high pressure feeders 
have been erected, against 12.4 in 1904. 


Low Pressure Distributors and Feeders. 


28 miles of bare copper cable has been erected for extensions and 
enlargements of the low pressure distributors and feeders, this includes 
5.7 miles which was run for public lighting, are and incandescent. 


Sub-Stations. 


* Five new sub-stations have been equipped during the year, making 
a total of 30 to date. 

All the new sub-stations are fitted with Cowans oil break switches, 
Bates fuses on the high tension side, and Brash switch fuses on the low 
tension side and Maximum Demand Indicators. They are also fitted 
with Wurtz Lightning arresters both on the high and low tension 
sides. 

The Town Hall sub-station and that below the Engineer’s Office are 
each over 100 K.W. capacity. 


Transformers. 


The transformers in use at the present time are mostly of the 
“following makes, Brush, Ferranti and Burnand, but an order has 
recently been placed with the British Transformer Manufacturing Co. 
for their latest type of oil-cooled transformer. The oil-cooled type 
of transformer is much more suitable for this climate and for overhead 
mains work, as they will stand lightning discharges much better than 
the ordinary type and will also stand considerable overload without 
burning out. 

The floods in September caused a great deal of expense ; at one time 
there were twenty-one transformers under water, but I am glad to say 
most of them were repaired and put into use again ; at the time it caused 
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a great deal of inconvenience to consumers. The sub-stations are now 
being raised where required, and the Astor House sub-station, the only 
one which was previously underground, has been discarded and a new 
one fitted up, raised well above flood-level ; with these alterations and the 
use of transformers with watertight cases a recurrence of the trouble 
experienced last year is very remote.

Meters. 


All the small Chamberlain and Hookham meters have now been 
replaced by Westinghouse, with very satisfactory results ; there are also in 
use a good many British Thomson-Houston meters, which have proved 
themselves very superior to the old type of meter. 


Incandescent Street Lamps. 


There are now in use 76 ldmps equivalent to 427 8-candle 


power lamps. 


Street Arc Lamps. 


The total number of public are lamps is now 223, an increase of 17 
over last year; all these lamps are of the General Electric Company of 
Schnectady’s make. 


increase in Number of Consumers. 


249 new consumers were connected to the supply during the year, 
which brings the total up from 918 to 1,167, a-gain of 27 °,. 
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Increase in Equivalent 8-candle power Lamps. 


The increase in equivalent 8-C.P. lamps, including electric heaters, 
kettles and fans, is 21,361. 

The total connections (not including street lighting or motors) at 
the end of December was 88,201, being an increase of 31 °),. 


Motors. 

There has been a very good increase in the number of motors 
connected. There are now electric motors connected to the mains 
varying in size from one horse power to fifteen aggregating 132 horse 
power, and there will shortly be one of 50 H.P. connected to the supply, 
and enquiries have been made for several others. 

By the new scale of charges several motor users have been able to 
obtain the reduced price, in two cases at the lowest figure, .0575 
cents per unit. 

Plant Capacity. 

The engine room plant capacity in the generating station at the end 
of the year remains the same as last year, 1,600 K.W. 

The boiler capacity is 3,100 horse power under natural draught, 
which can be increased to 3,800 horse power with induced draught. 


Units Soild. 


The price of energy for lighting purposes remains at 14 cents per 
unit. The total number of units sold and accounted for reached 
1,776,823, an increase of 45 °/, over 1904. 


Maximum Load. 


The maximum load has reached 1,090 K.W., which is 27 °/, higher 
than last year. This comparatively small increase of maximum load, 
compared with the large increase in the number of units sold, is a very 
good sign tending to show a better load and diversity factor. 


Load Factor. 
The load factor has improved this year from 16.2 to 18.6 °/,. With 
the increasing number of motors in use and the improved meters there 


r 


is every prospect of a higher load factor, although for a station of 
this size without a tramway load the figure 18.6 may be considered very 


satisfactory.

From this table it will be seen that the work costs of generation and 
distribution have increased from 97,060 to 125,853, but the actual costs 
per unit sold are less in every item than the previous year: the total 

reduction is 0.885 cents per unit sold, which may be considered very 
satisfactory. 

A notable reduction is in coal of 0.538 cents per unit, in spite of the 
increased price paid for this item. 


Tramways. 

Tt will be noted with satisfaction that the Tramway contract is now 
settled and that the power will be supplied from the Municipal Works 
at the following rates :-—

Steel Roofs. 


The work of removing the old wooden roof at the Works and 
erecting the two new steel roofs is now in hand., 
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Coal. 


The coal consumed during the year was 10,629 tons, of which the 
Chinese Engineering & Mining Co., supplied 6,702 tons and Messrs. 
Hopkins, Dunn & Co. 3,927. The coal per unit generated was 9.86 lbs. 
and per unit sold 13.40 ]bs. These figures are the lowest the station 
has ever reached, and there is every reason to expect a further reduction 
this year with improved load and working conditions. 


Financial. 


From the balance sheet it will be observed that the Department's 
working for the past year resulted in a nett loss of Ts. 8,717.44, but 
taking into consideration the items of extraordinary expenditure, viz. 
Special amount written off for meter replacements, Special Repairs 
Account and loss on sale of old plant, in all Tls. 12,867.36, and the 
unfavourable conditions under which the Department had to work, the 
result may be considered satisfactory, and I think it is quite safe, bearing 
in mind that reliable meters are now in use and the increase in number 
of consumers, to anticipate a substantial profit for 1906.

The object which it was sought to obtain failed, and an amendmen’ 
to the resolution was carried almost unanimously, authorising the Council 
to continue its negotiations for the establishment of a system of electric 
tramways at the earliest possible date. : 

This instruction was accordingly carried out, and has fractified int 
two formal contracts, (i) for the construction and working of a tramway 
service, and (ii) for the supply of the necessary electricity by the Council. 

These documents are herein included for record. 


TRAMWAY AGREEMENT. 


for the Foreign Community of Shanghai (hereinafter called “the Council 

which expression shall include its successors in office) of the one part and 
Bruce, Peebles and Company, Limited, whose registered office is at Edinb 
Scotland (hereinafter called “the Company,” which expression shall includ 
its successors and assigns) of the other part Witnesseth as follows :-— 


1. General Construction. 


The Company shall, subject to the provisions hereinafter stated, con 
the construction in such position on the roads as shall be approved by the Coune 
of a metre gauge electric tramway service in Shanghai with all the proper 3 
appurtenances and shall open such tramway to public traffic and shall work and 
use the same. r

2. Route. 

, "The route of the tramway shall be about 24 miles in length and shall be that 
_ coloured red and green on the plan hereto attached, the red line representing 
ingle track and the green line double track. Extensions of this route may from 
ime to time be hereafter approved by the Council, and the Company shall bave 
the prior option of constructing and working such extensions upon terms similar 
to those herein contained. Any single track may at any time during the 
- continuance of this Agreement be converted by the Company into a double track 
and a doubie track into a single track provided that the Council's consent thereto 


3. Track Construction. 


The rails shall be of the grooved girder pattern weighing 90 lbs. to the yard. 
- in accordance with British Standard Construction. The roads shall be excavated 


whole width of the track whether single or double and for 18 inches beyond 
outer rail on either side. From the Yang-king-pang to the South-West 
er of Cadastral Lot 1016 and from the Bund along the Nanking Road 
the Loongfei Bridge the track shall be laid in hard wood blocks which shall 
extend 18 inches beyond each side of the outer rail. The Council shall lay down 
‘and maintain in substantial repair stone setts 9 inches long laid parallel with 
‘the rails on the outside of and to lie against such 18 inches of wooden blocks 
7 the purpose of backing them up. Throughout the remainder of the route 
the track lying between the outside rails and to a distance of 18 inches beyond 
h rails shall be thoroughly backed and macadamised by the Company 
with 3 inches in depth of new two inches hand broken Whinstone or other 
approved material, properly steamrolled. Any road metal found in excavation 
m yy be riddled with a 2 inched screen and used. The packing around the tie 
“bars and against the paving shall be well beaten and consolidated and the 
whole shall be coated with 1 inch of Whin chippings. The outside of eagh rail 
shall haye a continuous row of setts 9 inches long laid at right angles to the 
rail, and on the inside of each rail a row of setts laid paralled with such rail. 
_ Provided that such roads as are at present laid in chip paving shall be re-laid 
_ of the last mentioned material the track being maintained to gauge by the use 
of tie rods inserted at standard distances. 


4. Feeder Cables. 


Except under such conditions as the Council may approve all feeders 
necessary shall be laid under ground on the solid system. : 
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. 
5. Overhead Construction. . . 


On roads under 24 feet in width the side pole and bracket construction — 
shall be adopied. On other roads the side pole and span wire construction 
shall be adopted. ‘ 


6. Poles. 


All poles shall be subject to the approval of the Council who 5! be 
entitled to place street public electric lamps thereon except in cases where the a 
bracket arm is less than 5 feet 6 inches in length.

7. Cars, 
(a) Motive Power. 

The cars shall be moved by electric power conveyed by means of a bare 
oWerhead wire and the rails of the tramway in accordance with the British Board 
of Trade Regulations for the time being. In the event of the Company being 
unable from time to time to move the cars by electrie power they may temporarily 
be moved by animal or with the consent of the Council by other power. c 


(b) Type of Cars. x 

The Company shall supply a sufficient number of cars of a type approved 

by the Council. The Company may from time to time use trailer"ears subject — 

to the approval of the Council. The cars, trailers and trucks sball not exceed — 

6 feet 6 inches in width. The cars shall be of the single deck and convertible 
pattern to run either open or closed. 


(c) Classes. < 


of 8 in the first class and 22 in the second class, with separate entrances to each 
compartment. The Company may however from time to time with the approval 
of the Council construct and run cars exclusively for first or second class 
passengers. 
(d) Advertisements. 
No advertisements shall be exhibited on the exterior of the cars except natn 
relating to the Company’s services. 


8. Bridges. 


The Council shall forthwith pull down and remove the icing Gidea 
and Chekiang Road bridges and erect in their place two new steel girder bridges: 
with the necessary approaches, bastions and embankments. Towards their 
cost the Company will as soon as they shall be completed and ready for traffic 


. 
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contribute the sums of £5,600 and £2,000 respectively, Should any extension 
of the tramway be hereafter agreed upon between the parties hereto and 
- should any other existing bridges across the Soochow Creek be traversed thereby 
.the Council shall re-erect the same on the steel girder pattern with the 
necessary approaches, bastions and embankments and the Company shall when . 
such re-erection shall be completed contribute £2,000 towards the cost of each 
such bridge, All other bridges traversed by the tramway which in the opinion of 
the Council may need strengthening shall be strengthened by the Company 
at its own expense. If on stripping any such bridge for the purpose of laying 
the track, it is found necessary by the Council to condemn the bridge the 
Council shall erect a new bridge, the cost of which shall be borne conjointly 
by the Council and the Company, and towards which the Company shall only 
contribute in proportion to the amount of the bridge occupied by the tramway, 


9. Powers of Opening and Breaking up Roads. e 


The Council shall from time to time at the request of the Company issue 
permits for constructing, laying down, maintaining, ,renewing or altering any 
part of the tramway or the appurtenances thereto and for opening, breaking up or 
restoring any road traversed thereby and may impose such reasonable conditions 
in respect of such permits as the nature of each case may require. 


#10. Other Existing Powers for Breaking up Roads. 

Nothing in this Agreement shall take away or abridge any power to open 
or break up any road traversed by the tramway or any other power now vested 
in any public body, company, persons or person. If any such public body, 

company, persons or person shall require to execute any such works and give 
notice to the Company thereof the Company may either stop traffic on that 
portion of the tramway which is affected by such works or shore up and secure 
the same at their own risk and cost during the execution of such works. 


11, Yemporary Discontinuance of Tramway. 


If the Council shall at any time require to execute any work affecting the 
. level, surface or soil of any road traversed by the tramway the Company on 
receipt of 14 days’ notice to that effect from the Council may, subject to such 
condition and rules as the Council may from time to time make in relation 
thereto, construct in the same or any adjacent road and subject as aforesaid 
maintain so long as necessary a temporary tramway in lieu of the tramway 
or part thereof so remoyed or discontinued, and the road on which such 
temporary tramway is laid shall subject as aforesaid be maintained so long as 
necessary by the Council at the expense of the Company. Provided that nothing 
herein contained shall be deemed to give the Company any right to claim 
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damages from the Council in regpect of any interruption or disturbance 
oceasioned to the tramway by any person or company entitled to use or break 
up any such road. 


12. Interference with Gas or Water Mains, Wires, ete. 


For the purpose of constructing, laying down, maintaining, renewing, 
altering or removing the tramway the Company shall not alter or interfere 
with the position of any mains or pipes for the supply of gas or water or any 
tubes, wires, standards, poles or plant for telegraphic, telephonic, electric lighting 
or any other purposes without the consent in writing of the publie body, 
company, persons or person to whom such apparatus belongs, but in the event 
of such consent being refused and the disturbance in the opinion of the Council 
being necessary the Council shall take such steps as may be in its power to enable 
such operations to take place. The Company shall undertake al! such operations 
with as little detriment and inconvenience to such public body, company, 
pefsons or person as possible, and such operations shall be under the supervision 
of the Council, and the Company shall make full compensation to all parties 
for any loss or damage which they may sustain by reason of any interference 
with such property or with the private service pipes or wires of any person 
supplied by any such public body, company, persons or person. 


13. Interference with Drains. 


The Company shall not interfere with any public sewer, drain, watercourse or 
subway without the previous consent of the Council in writing thereto, and 
all works which the Council shall require to be effected as a condition precedent 
to granting such consent, for the proper protection of such sewer, drain, 
watercourse or subway, shall be effected and maintained by the Council at the 
Company's expense. 

14. Disturbance to Telegraphs, etc. 


Tf any existing telegraphic, telephonic or electric signalling apparatus shall 
be injuriously affected by the construction or working of the tramway ‘or by 
electrolysis the Company shall forthwith at its own expense effect such works as 
shall properly remedy the same, provided that all such apparatus shall have a 
metallic return. 

15. Responsibility for Accidents. 


The Company shall be answerable for ‘all accidents, damages and injuries 
happening through their act or default or through the act or default of any person 
in their employ by reason or in consequence of any of their works or cars and 
shall save harmless the Council and all companies, bodies and persons collectively 
and individually and their officers and servants from all damages and costs in 
respect of such accidents, damages and injuries, 
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16. Maintenance. 


The Council shall maintain and keep in substantial repair all bridges crossed 
by the tramway. The Company shall maintain and keep in good condition and 
repair as the Council may direct and to its satisfaction with the same materials 
as are hereinbefore authorised and at their proper level, so as not to be a danger 
or annoyance to the ordinary traffic, the rails of the tramway, the substructure 
upon which they rest and so much of the road or bridge as extends 18 inches 
beyond and on each side of such rails. 

If the Company make default in complying with any of the provisions of this 
clause they shall for every such default be liable in damages of $100, and in case 
of a continuing default in further damages of $25 for every day after the first on 
which such default continues. 


. 17. Alterations of Levels of Roads. ° 


If the Council shall alter the level of any road along or across which the 
tramway shall have been laid the Company shall at the joint expense of the 
parties hereto alter the rails and track so that the surface thereof shall be ona 
level with the surface of the road as altered. 


18. Ewxcavated Material. 


All paving, metalling or other material excavated from any road by the 
Company in the construction of their works shall belong to the Company and 
may be used by them in reinstating such’ road subject to the approval of the 
Council. Provided that all material not so used shall be removed by the 
Company with all reasonable diligence. The material of asphalte and concrete 
pavements required by the Company to be opened shall at the request of the 
Company be opened by and belong to the Council and made good at the expense 
of the Company. 


19. Materials to remain the Property of the Company. 

All the sleepers, rails, poles, overhead or underground lines, cars, motors and 
other vehicles, car-sheds, offices, workshops, materials, implements, equipments 
and other apparatus used or to be used by the Company in connection with 
this Agreement shall be and remain the property of the Company. 


20. Royalty. 

The Company shall pay to the Council 5 per ecnt on the gross receipts from 
the tramway payable quarterly not later than the 15th day of the month next 
following the end of any quarter. The Company shall with every quarterly 
payment supply the Council with a proper account showing the gross receipts for 
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the previous quarter, and shall keep proper ledgers and books of account showing 
moneys received, which books shall be open at all reasonable times to the 
inspection of the Council. 

21. Traffic Services. 

Services of cars shall be provided daily from 6 o'clock a.m, to 10 o'clock p.m, 
with a headway between the cars varying from 5 to 10 minutes in accordance 
with the time of day and route. In order to meet the exigencies of special trafic 
the Company may run extra cars at other times. Provided that no car shall be 
run after midnight except with the approval of the Council. 


22, Fares and Charges, 


" The Company may demand and collect from every passenger fares for 
sections of from 1 to 14 miles in distance at the following maximum rates, 
provided that the locating of such sections within the limits aforesaid are 
previously approved of by the Council, that is to say :— . 

For each first-class passenger 5 Mexican dollar cents per section, 
For each second-class passenger 2 Mexican dollar cents per section. 

The Company may demand and collect in respect of any animals, goods, 
merchandise, commodities, minerals or parcels conveyed by them on the tramway 
(except such personal luggage as is particularised in Article 25 hereof) such 
charges as shall be hereafter agreed upon by the parties hereto. The Company 
shall allow special fares at rates to be hereafter fixed to employees of the Council 
using the tramway in the execution of their duties. 


23. Revision of Fares, Charges, cte. 


Lists printed in the English and Chinese languages of all fares, charges and 
distances and the manner of collection thereof shall be exhibited in the offices of 
the Company and inside the cars and the English version of such list shall prevail 
in the event of any variation. The said fares, charges and distances shall be 
revised at the request of the Company (signified by a 3 montks’ notice to the 
Council) in the following events— 

(a) If at any time the Bank demand rate of exchange on London for One 
Shanghai Tael shall for two months remain and be more than 12 per cent above 
or below 29 English pence. 

(4) If, in consequence of duties or surtax paid or to be paid or any other 
payments made or to be made by the Company under and by virtue of the treaty 
between Great Britain and China of 1902, the Company is caused additional 
expenditure in carrying on its undertaking or work. 

(ec) If the cost of electricity to the Company shail be materially increased, 

Any such revision shall be effected by agreement or, in case of dispute, by 
arbitration, and the particulars of the agreement or award as the case may be 
shall be advertised daily for at least 15 days in a Shanghai daily newspaper. 


22 
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24, Special Privileges to Council in Conveyance of its Materials. 


The Company shall grant the use of the tramway between the hours of 12 
midnight and 5 a.m. to the Council for sanitary purposes and for the conveyance 
of road making or other material A stores at special rates to be fixed on the 
general basis of payment of cost of supplying the necessary motive power plus an 
addition for wear and tear of plant, machinery and rolling stock and for services 
of staff and for reasonable profit, such rates if not agreed upon to be fixed by 
arbitration. But any special lines or rolling stock required for such service shall 
be supplied by and at the expense of the Council. 


25. Luggage. 

The Company shall not be bound to carry on a car any personal luggage 
which exceeds 16 Ibs, in weight or 1 cubic foot in measurement, All such 
personal luggage shall be carried by hand and at the responsibility of the 
passenger and shall not occupy any part of a seat or be a source of danger, 
annoyance or inconvenience to the other passengers. 


26. Regulation of Traffic. 


Nothing in this Agreement shall limit the powers of the Council to regulate 
the traffic upon any road traversed by the tramway, and the Council miay exercise 
its powers as well on as off the tramway and with respect as well to the traflic of 
the Company as to the traffic of other persons. 


27. Prohibition of Use of Roads by Carriages with Flange Wheels. 


The council shall not permit any person to pass with cars or other vehicles 
with flange wheels along or across any road or bridge traversed by the Tramway. 


28. Powers of Inspection by Council. 


Any person authorised in writing by the Council may from time to time 
inspect any car and the machinery thereof and any wires or other machinery 


_ of the Company, and if any such car, wires or machinery shall be found on such 


inspection to be unsafe or unfit for use the Company shall on receipt of notice 
from the Council thereof forthwith rectify the same, 


29. Council's Powers to make Rules. 


Subject to the provisions of this Agreement the Council may from time to 
time make rules for regulating the working of the tramway as well as for any 
of the following purposes. Notice of the making of such rules shall be published 
by the Council once in two consecutive weeks in a Shanghai daily newspaper 
within 3 weeks after the making thereof, 
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(4) For regulating the use of the warning apparatus affixed to the cars. 

(4) For providing that the cars shall be brought to a standstill at such 
places and in such cases of impending danger as the Council may deem proper. 

(c) For providing for the protection of the public and passengers from the 
machinery of the tramway and generally for the safety of the public in all cases 
in which it shall appear to the Council that such safety is likely to be endangered. 

(@ For regulating the means of entrance to, exit from, and the 
accommodation in the cars. 

(e) For regulating the speed of the cars. 

(f) For providing for the printing in English and Chinese of all rules for 
the time being and for due publicity being given thereto in the cars or elsewhere. 

(g) For fixing the amount of damages to be paid by the Company for any 
breach of the rules made under the provisions of this Article, provided that the 
amount of such damages shall not for such breach exceed 10 dollars with or 
without further damages for a continuing breach and also in further dam#ges 
of 5 dollars for every day after the first during which such breach continues, but 
the Council may in any case waive the whole or any part of the damages so fixed, 


30, Certificate of Council that Track can be opened for Traffic. 


Neither the tramway nor any portion thereof shall be opened for public 
traffic until the same has been certified by the Council to be fit for such traffic, 


31. Ewemption from Municipal Taxation. 


The track, poles, overhead lines, cars and other vehicles of the Company shall 
be exempt from Municipal taxation, 


82. Right of Way. 

This Agreement shall not be construed as granting to the Company any right 
other than that of user of the roads and bridges traversed by the tramway or shall 
take away or abridge the right of the public to pass along or across every or any 
part of any such public road or bridge. 


33. Deposit, 


The Company shall this day deposit the sum of £5,000 with the London 
branch of the Hongkong and Shanghai Banking Corporation in the name of the 
Council which sum shall be forfeited to the Council unless the Company shall 
within the period mentioned in Article 35 (and subject to the exceptions therein 
contained) complete and open for public traffic the whole of the tramway as per 
plan hereto attached. If the said sum of £5,000 shall not be so forfeit under this 
Article the same shall be repaid or transferred to the Company. Provided that 
until the deposit has been repaid and transferred to the Company any interest 
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accruing thereon shall as often as the same shall become payable be paid to the 
Company. 


34. Term of Agreement and Power of Purchase by the Council. 


The provisions of this Agreement shall be in force in perpetuity subject as 
therein provided. At the expiration of 35 years from the date thereof or of any 
subsequent period of 7 years the Company shall on receiving 6 months’ notice 
from “the Council previous to the expiration of such 35 or 7 years sell to the 
Council the undertaking, land, buildings, car-sheds, works, materials, stores, 
rolling stock and plant of the Company as a going concern the total price to be 
paid to be fixed by arbitration if a mutual understanding has not been arrived at, 
and in arriving at such total price the arbitrators shall have regard to the fair 
market yalue of the undertaking as a going concern, but without any allowance 
being made for compulsory purchase or goodwill, 


35. Powers of Determination, 


(a.) Construction not commenced, suspended or not completed. 


If within 12 months from the date of this Agreement the construction of the 
tramway is not in the opinion of the Council substantially commenced, or if the 
construction of the tramway after it has been commenced is suspended for 
6 months without a reason sufficient, in the opinion of the Council, to warrant 
such suspension, or if yithin two years from the date of this Agreement the whole 
of the tramway hereby authorised shall not be completed and opened for public 
traffic, the powers hereby given to the Company for constructing the tramway 
shall cease to be exercised unless the time be prolonged by the Council, As to 
such portion, however, of the tramway as is then completed the Council 
may permit the said powers to continue and to be exercised if they shall think fit, 
but foiling such permission the same shall cease to be exercised, and where such 
permission is withheld then so much of the tramway as is then completed shall be 
deemed to be a tramway to which all the provisions of this Agreement relating to 
the discontinuance of the tramway after proof of such discontinuasce shall 
apply and may be dealt with accordingly. Provided always that the Company 
shall not be liable as regards commencement or completion of the works or 
suspension of construction for any delay which may be caused by reason or on 
account of any strike or combination of workmen, or any lock out of workmen or 
any riot or civil commotion or by the outbreak of hostilities or by shipwreck or 
sea damage, and such delay as aforesaid shall not be deemed on the part of the 
Company a default, and in the event of any delay caused as aforesaid the time 
limits shall be correspondingly extended. A notice published by the Council in a 
Shanghai daily newspaper declaring that the tramway has not been completed and 
opened for public traffic or that the construction ‘of the tramway has not been 
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substantially commenced within the time aforesaid or that construction has 
been suspended without sufficient reason, shall be conclusive evidence for the 
purposes of this Article of non-completion, non-commencement or suspension 
respectively, 


(b.) If Public not afforded full benefit of Tramway. 


If at any time after the tramway shall have been for 3 years opened for 
public traffic it shall be represented in writing to the Council by the Municipal 
Engineer or by 20 Ratepayers, being inhabitants of the Settlement, that the public 
is not being afforded the full benefit of the tramway, the Council may call upon 
the Company to refer the matter to arbitration, and the arbitrators shall have the 
power to order the Company to provide such a service of cars as will afford to the 
public the full benefit of the tramway, and such order may prescribe the number 
of cars which the Company shall run upon the tramway and the mode and times 
in and at which such cars shall be run, And any such order shall, within 
48 hours after it shall have been made, be published in a Shanghai daily 
newspaper in the issue next appearing after the making thereof. Provided that 
the arbitrators shall before making any such order be satisfied that under good 
and economical management the prescribed service will be fairly remunerative 
to the Company : and that after the Company shall have complied with such order 
for not less than 30 days the Council may on the application of the Company 
absolve the Company from compliance with such order or any of the terms 
thereof. If for a period of 4 months after the making aha publication of such 
order the Company shall fail or neglect to comply therewith, the tramway shall 
be deemed to be a tramway to which all the provisions of this Agreement relating 
to the discontinuance of the tramway after proof of such discontinuance shall 
apply and shall be dealt with accordingly. 


(c.) If Tramway discontinued for 6 months. 


If at any time after the opening of the tramway for traffic the Company 
discontinues the working of the tramway or of any part thereof for the space of 
6 consecutive months (such discontinuance not being occasioned by circumstances 
beyond the contro] of the Company, for which purpose the want of sufiicient 
funds shall not be considered a circumstance beyond its control) and such 
discontinuance is proved to the satisfaction of the Council, the Council may 
declare that the power of the Company in respect of the tramway, or the part 
thereof so discontinued, shall be at an end and may give notice to the Company 
to that effect, and thereupon the powers of the Company shall cease and 
determine, unless the Council shall exercise its powers of purchase contained in 
Article 34 hereof. Where any such notice has been given and no contract for 
purchase as aforesaid shall have been signed the Council may at any time after 
the expiration of 2 months from the date of such notice remove the tramway or 
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any part of the tramway so discontinued, and the Company shall pay to the 
Council the cost of such removal and the making good of the road by the Council, 
such cost to be certified by the Municipal Engineer and the Electrical Engineer, 
whose certificates shall be final and conclusive ; and if the Company fail to pay 
the amount so certified within 2 months after delivery to them of such certificate 
or a true copy thereof, the Council may (without any previous notice to the 
Company but without prejudice to any rights which they may have for the 
recovery of the amount) sell and dispose of the materials of the tramway or part 
of the tramway removed either by public auction or by private contract and for 
such sum or sums and to such person or persons as they may think fit, and may 
out of the proceeds of such sale reimburse the amount of the cost certified as 
aforesaid and of the cost of sale, and the balance, if any, of the proceeds of sale 
shall be paid to the Company. 


(d.) If Company Insolvent, 

If at any time after the opening of the tramway or any portion thereof for 
traffic it appears to the Council that the Company is insolvent so that it is unable 
to maintain the tramway or such portion thereof as has been opened for trafic or 
work the same with advantage tu the public, the Council may enquire into the 
financial affairs of the Company and, if satisfied that the Company is so insolvent 
as aforesaid, may give notice in writing to the Company that the power of the 
Company shall, at the expiration of 6 months from the date of the notice, be at an 
end, and the power of the Company shall cease and determine at the expiration 
of the said period unless the same are purchased by the Council in manner by this 
Agreement provided, and thereupon and subject to such purchase as aforeaid the 
Council may remove the tramway in like manner and subject to the same 
provisions as to the payment of the costs of such removal and to the same remedy 
for recovery of such costs in every respect as in cases of removal under the 
immediately preceding sub-article. 


36. Powers of Sale. 


Subject to the approval of the Council being first obtained the Company may 
at any time and from time to time sell, assign and absolutely dispose of the whole 
of its undertaking to such British corporation, company, firm, person or persons 
by public auction or private contract, or partly by public auction and partly by 
private contract and subject to such terms and conditions in all respects as the 
Company with the approval of the Council shall think fit, with power at any such 
sale to fix a reserved price for, or buy in the same, and when any such sale, 
assignment or absolute disposal has been made and completed all the rights, 
powers, authorities, obligations and liabilities of the Company in respect to the 
undertaking shall be transferred to, vested in and may be exercised by and 
shall attach to such purchaser or purchasers in like manner as if the undertaking 
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was constructed by such purchaser or purchasers under the power conferred upon 
him or them by this Agreement, and in reference to the same he or they shall be 
deemed to be the Company and to be subject in all respects to the provisions of 
this Agreement and to any rules made hereunder. Provided that the Company 
may at any time and from time to time sell, assign and absolutely dispose of any 
land, machinery, property, chattels or effects which shall not be required for the 
efficient maintenance and working of its undertaking. 


37. Powers of Mortgage. 


Subject to the approval of the Council being first obtained it shall be lawful 
for the Company at any time and from time to time to borrow money on 
mortgage of the whole of their property and undertaking and for that purpose to 
assign or demise by way of mortgage all their lands, messuages or tenements, 
erections, buildings, car-sheds, works, rolling stock, plant, machinery, chattels 
and effects to any British corporation, company, firm, person or persons and to 
enter into all such covenants, provisions, declarations and agreements as the 
Company shall think fit or proper, and any mortgage in possession shall be 
subject in all respects to the provisions of this Agreement and to any rules made 
hereunder, 

38. Powers of Lease. 

Subject to the approval of the Council being first obtained the Company may 
at any time and from to time demise or let the whole of their undertaking to such 
British corporation, company, firm, person or persons for such terms or term of 
years or from year to year or for any less period, and for such rent or rents and 
upon such terms and conditions in all respects as the Company shall think fit to 
adopt, to take effect, either in possession or at sorhe future date, and either with 
or without a premium or premia as a consideration or considerations for such 
demise or demises, and when any such demise or letting has been made the 
lessee shall be subject in all respects to the provisions of this Agreement and to 
any rules made hereunder. Provided that the Company may at any time and 
from time to time demise or let any land, machinery, property, chattels or effects 
which shall not be required for the efficient maintenance and working of their 
undertaking, 

39. Promotion of Company. 

Tn the event of the Company promoting any public company to take over the 
benefits and obligations of this Agreement, opportunity shall be given to persons 
resident in Shanghai to subscribe for shares in such public company upon the same 
footing as other members of the public, 


40, Abandonment of Undertahing, Restoration of Ground. 


If the Company abandon their undertaking or any part or parts thereof and 
take up the tramway or any portion or portions thereof they shall with all 
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convenient speed, and in all cases within 8 weeks at the most (unless the Council 
otherwise consent in writing), fill in the ground and make good the surface and to 
the satisfaction of the Council restore the portion of the road upon which the 
tramway, or such portion or portions thereof as shall be abandoned, was or were 
Jaid and shall clear away surplus paving or metalling material or rubbish occasioned 
by such work, provided that if the Company fails to comply with the provisions of 
this Article the Council may at any time after 7 days’ notice to the Company 
remove the tramway and do the work necessary for the restoration of the road to 
the extent provided for in this Article, and the expenses incurred in so doing shall 
be repaid to the Council by the Company. 


41, Land Regulations and Bye Laws not to be affected. 


Nothing in this Agreement shall abridge the Council's rights and powers 
under the Land Regulations and Bye Laws or any duly authorised additions 
thereto or shall absolve the Company from any penalty incurred thereunder. 


42. Arbitration. 


Any difference, dispute, doubt or question which may arise between the parties: 
hereto touching the construction, mesning or effect of these presents or any article 
or thing herein contained or the rights or liabilities of the parties hereto shall be 
referred: to the arbitration in Shanghai of two indifferent persons, one to be 
appointed by each party, or, in the event of the arbitrators failing to agree, of the 
Judge for the time being of H.M. Supreme Court for China and Corea or his 
nominee.as umpire, and such arbitrators or umpire shall have all the powers 
conferred on arbitrators by the English Arbitration Act 1889 or any statutory 
modification thereof. 3 

43. Notices. 

All notices between the Council and the Company and expressions of approval 
by the former shall be in writing, typewriting or printing and shall be signed by 
the Secretary or other duly authorised employé of the Council on the one hand and 
the resident Agents or Engineer of the Company on the other and shall be delivered 
in the manner customary in Shanghai.

SUPPLY OF POWER AGREEMENT. 


THIS AGREEMENT made this tenth day October 1905 between the CouNcIL 
FOR THE FOREIGN COMMUNITY OF SHANGHAI (hereinafter called “the Council,” 
which expression shall include its successors in office) of the one part and Bruce, 
PEEBLES AND COMPANY, LIMITED, whose registered office is at Edinburgh, Scotland 
(hereinafter called “ the Company,” which expression shall include its successors 
or assigns) of the other part WHEREAS by an Agreement (hereinafter called “the 
principal Agreement”) dated this day and made between the same parties as are 
parties to this Agreement the Company have agreed with the Council to construct, 
work and use a tramway in Shanghai upon the terms therein contained AND 
Wnuereas the Company have agreed with the Council to take and the Council has 
agreed with the Company to supply the necessary electric power for the working 
of such tramway Now THIs INDENTURE WiTnessrH that during the continuance 
of the principal Agreement the Company shall take from the Council and the 
Council shall supply to the Company in such quantity as the Company may 
require a continuous supply of electricity for the working of the tramway and 
for lighting and supplying power to the Company’s car-sheds, depots, offices and 
workshops and for all other purposes of the undertaking of the Company in 
accordance with the following provisions:— 


1. Yo be supplied from Generating Station. 


Such electrical energy which shall be a continuous current shall be supplied 


at the switchboard within the Council's generating station at the corner of the” 


Fearon and Yuhang Roads and in accordance with the Board of Trade Regulations 
contained in Schedule A hereto attached. 


2. Or from nearest Supply Mains. 


If required by the Company the Council shall supply all such alternating 
current energy as the Company shall require for light and power to the said 
car-sheds, depts, offices and workshops at such car-sheds, depdts, offices and work- 
shops from the nearest public supply mains of the Council. 


3. Company to provide Mains, 

The Company shall at their own expense provide all mains which may be 
required for transmitting the said continuous current electrical energy from the 
said switchboard within the generating station of the Council to the tramway or 
works of the Company. 

4. Council to provide Switchboard, 


The Council shall provide ‘and maintain at its said generating station the said 
switchboard divided into generator and feeder panels which shall be connected by 
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omnibus bars, The feeder panels shall include booster panels if required and 
shall be fitted with such automatic cut-outs, switches and other instruments as the 
Company shall reasonably require. 


5. Pressure of Blectrical Lnergy. 


The electrical energy at the said switchboard shall be supplied as a continuous 
current at a standard pressure of 500 volts at no load rising to 550 volts at full 
load, but all energy supplied from the public mains shall be delivered at the 


declared pressure in such mains. . 


6. Amount of Power. 


As from the date when the said tramway is opened for public traffic by 
electric traction the Company shall be entitled to require to be supplied at the said 
switchboard with a maximum power of 600 kilowatts. In the event of the 
Company requiring any increase of such maximum the Company shall give 12 
months’ notice to the Council stating what further kilowatts they require. The 
Council shall thereupon obtain the necessary additional machinery in manner 
provided in Article 18 hereof and afford the increased supply not later than the 
expiration of the notice. 


7. Automatic Circuit Breakers. 


The Council shall bé entitled to employ automatic circuit breakers so set as to 
interrupt the current should the load exceed by ten per cent the maximum 
kilowatts with which the Company is at the time entitled to be supplied for a 
period of fifteen minues, but momentary fluctuations up to fifty per cent overload 
must be provided for by the Council. 


8. Meters. 


The amount of electrical energy supplied by the Council to the Company at 
the said switchboard shall be ascertained by means of an appropriate meter to be 
provided and kept in repair at the joint expense of the Council and the Company. 
The said meter shall be fixed at the point of delivery in the Council's said 
generating station and shall be calibrated and adjusted by some independent 
person to be mutually agreed upon, Any energy supplied to the Company from 
the public supply mains of the Council shall be measured by a meter to be 
provided by the Council and fixed at the premises at which such supply shall be 
given, Ifthe Council or the Company shall so require, the amount of electrical 
energy supplied to the Company at the said switchboard shall be ascertained by 
three meters in the following manner, that is to say :—One meter shall belong to 
and be kept in repair by the Council, one shall belong to and be kept in repair by 
the Company, and the third shall be provided and kept in repair. at the joint 
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expense of the Council and the Company, and in such case the energy shall be 
measured by the average readings of the meters, but if any meter shall show @ 
difference from the mean reading of the other two of more than three per cent 
such meter shall be recalibrated and re-adjusted and the cost borne equally by 
both parties. During such period as any of the meters shall so prove unreliable 
the current shall be measured by the readings or average of the readings of the 
other or others of them, The readings of the several meters shall be taken at 
noon every day and also at midnight on the last day of each month after the 
commencement of supply. 


9. Rates for Supply. 


The Company shall pay to the Council the following rates per unit based on 
an estimated minimum annual consumption of 1,250,000 units for all electrical 
energy supplied to the Company for whatever purpose the same may be used :— 


Candareens, 
For the first 600,000 units 48 
For the second 600,000 units 46 


For the third 600,000 units and beyond 44 


10. Revision of Rates. 


The said rates shall at any time after the expiration of 5 years, calculated 
from the time when any part of the tramway is open for public use, or at the 
expiration of any subsequent term of 5 years, be revised by 3 months’ notice by 
the Council or the Company to the other of them previous to the expiration of any 
such 5 years, such new tariff of rates to be arrived at by agreement, or, in the 
event of dispute, by arbitration, the basis in formulating such revised tariff of rates 
being the Council's present estimated cost of production contained in Schedule 
“B” hereto attached, compared with the then cost, allowance being made for any 
increase in consumption beyond such estimate of 1,250,000 units per annum. 


ll. Accounts for Supply. 


The Council shall within seven days after the last day of each month after the 
commencement of the supply of electrical energy hereunder deliver an account 
to the Company stating the number of units supplied to the Company by the 
Council hereunder in accordance with the readings of the said meters and 
maximum demand indicators and the amount payable therefor by the Company, 
and the Company shall pay the amouut due to the Council within 30 days from 
the delivery of each such account. 


12. Default of Payment. 


If the Company shall fail to pay the amount due for the electrical energy 
supplied under this Agreement within 30 days of the days respectively provided 
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for payment thereof the Council may give 10 days’ notice of its intention to cease 
and discontinue the supply of such electrical energy until the amount due is paid 
as aforesaid, and if the same be not paid or sufficiently secured within such 10 
days the Council may cut off the supply until payment is made without rendering 
themselves liable under this Agreement for failing to supply the said current as 
aforesaid, and the amount for the time being due to the Council if not paid in 
accordance with the terms thereof shall be recoverable by the Council with interest 
thereon from the date when the same became due at the rate of 5 per cent per 
annum as a debt from the Company. 


13. Compensation for Failure in Supply. 

The Council shall pay the Company in respect of any delay or interruption in 
the working of the said tramway due to any failure or defect in the supply of 
current from any cause during the continuance of this Agreement, as liquidated 
damages, a sum of 30 tael cents for every car mile prescribed in the Company’s 
timetables and/or generally run in practice, which car mile has not been run in 
consequence of such failure or defect in the supply, and the Company shall be 
entitled to deduct the said sum from any moneys due by the Company to the 
Council under this Agreement. Provided always that the Council shall not be 
liable as regards failure of supply for any delay which may be caused by reason or 
on account of any strike or combination of workmen or any lock-out of workmen 
or any riot or civil commotion or by the outbreak of hostilities or by shipwreck or 
by sea damage, or by fire, flood, typhoon or other unforeseen catastrophe. 


14. Reserve Plant. 


The Council shall always have in readiness a reasonably sufficient reserve of 
plant in addition to plant capable of supplying the maximum with which the 
Company shall be for the time being entitled to be supplied under this Agreement. 
In the event of the employment of booster dynamos in the power station being 
necessary such booster dynomos shall be supplied and installed by and operated 
and maintained at the expense of the Council, and the energy consumed by these 
boosters shall be metered as herein provided and be paid for by the Company as 
part of the energy supplied for working the said tramway. 


15, Cheching of Readings. 

The Company shall be entitled to appoint a representative to be present at all 
times in the power station of the Council to take readings and make notes during 
the time the cars are running or during any temporary stoppage thereof, and the 
Council shall permit the Company to set up at such power station, in such place 
and situation as the Council shall reasonably detegmine, all such instruments as 
the Company may reasonably require, and the Council shall connect such 
instruments to the circuits in such a manner as the Company shall require and 
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shall maintain such connections at all times during the continuance of this 
Agreement and permit the Company, their servants or agents at all times to enter 
and inspect the same and take notes of the readings thereof or otherwise without 
notice. And the Council shall be entitled to appoint a representative who shall 
be at liberty to be present at all times in any of the premises of the Company 
where current is being used, without notice, to take readings and make notes 
during the time that cars are running or during any failure of supply, 


16. Switch Operators. 


The Company may appoint one or more switchboard attendants for the purpose 
of operating the switches, circuit breakers and other instruments on the switchboard 
used at the power station of the Council for the purposes of the supply to the 
Company. The salaries of such attendant or attendants shall be paid in equal parts 
by the Company and the Council, and the Council shall be entitled to the services 
of such attendant or attendants for general switch work but his or their first duty 
shall be to the Company. 


17. Permission to Company to Supply its own Electricity. 


If at any time during the continuance of this Agreement the Council shall 
agree to allow the Company to generate its own power the Company sball take 
over all steam engines, motor generators, dynamos, boosters and switchboards 
which shall have been specially installed for the supply of electrical energy to the 
Company. The price to be paid for the same shall be the original value thereof 
Jess an annual deduction of 7} per cent. 


18. Supply of Plant. 


In virtue of the Company agrecing to take their supply of electrical energy 
from the Council the Company shall have the option of supplying-all plant, 
boilers, engines, motor generators, dynamos, switchboards and accessories required 
by the Council for such purpose or any additions to the Council's plant for electric 
lighting necessitated through the Council using any of the present or future electric 
lighting plant for the supply of electrical energy to the Company at current prices 
ascertained by public tender and to specifications by the Council’s Electrical 
Engineer and consulting engineers and the plant shall be thoroughly inspected, 
tested and approved in Great Britain before it is delivered for shipment. 


19, Penalty. 


If the Company shall use or permit the use of electric’power on the tramway 
contrary to the provisions of this Agreement or any of| the Board of Trade 
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Regulations contained in Schedule “A” hereto attached they shall for every 
such user be liable in damages of $25 and also in further damages of $10 for 
every day after the first during which such user continues. 


20. Extra Supply. 


When for special traffic purposes the Company shall run extra cars at times 
other than those prescribed in the current time-table, they shall notify the ~ 
Electrical Engineer thereof not later than 5 o’clock p.m. on the day preceeding 
that upon which such extra cars are to be run. 


21. Sale of Municipal Electricity Works. 


The Council may at any time during the continuance of this Agreement sell, 
transfer or otherwise dispose of the Municipal Electricity Works and undertaking 
and the obligations and benefits of this Agreement. Provided that such sale shall 
be to a British corporation, company, firm, persons or person and that the agree- 
ment of such sale shall be submitted prior to execution to the Company for 
inspection. The Council shall make due provision in such agreement for properly 

' safeguarding the Company's interests under these presents. 


22. Definition of Unit. 
The term unit shall mean the energy contained in a current of 1,000 amperes 
flowing under an electromotive force of one volt during one hour,

SCHEDULE A, 


Rules. 
In the following rules :— 

The expression “energy " means electrical energy. 

The expression “generator” means the dynamo or dynamos or other 
electrical apparatus used for the generation of energy. 

The expression “motor” means any electric motor carried on a car and 
used for the conversion of energy. 

The expression “pipe” means any gas or water pipe or other metallic 
pipe, structure or substance, 

The expression “wire” means any wire or apparatus used for telegraphic, 
telephonic, electrical signalling or other similar purposes, 

The expression “current” means an electric current exceeding one 
thousandth part of one ampere. 

1, Any dynamo used as a generator shall be of such pattern and construction 
‘as to be capable of producing a continuous current without appreciable pulsation. 

2. One of the two conductors used for transmitting energy from the 
generator to the motors shall be in every case insulated from earth, and 
is hereinafter referred to as the “line”; the other may be insulated 
throughout, or may be uninsulated in such parts and to such extent as is 
provided in the following rules, and is hereinafter referred to as the “return.” 

3. Where any rails on which cars run or any conductors laid between 
or within three feet of such rails form any part of a return such part may be 
uninsulated, All other returns or parts of a return sball be insulated, unless 
of such sectional area as will reduce the difference of potential between the 
ends of the uninsulated portion of the return below the limit laid down in Rule 7. 

4, When any uninsulated conductor laid between or within three feet of the 
rails forms any part of a return, it shall be electrically connected to the rails at 
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distances apart not exceeding 100 feet by means of copper strips having a 
sectional area of at least one-sixteenth of a square inch, or by other means of 
equal conductivity. 

5, When any part of a return is uninsulated it shall be connected with 
the negative terminal of the generator, and in such case the negative terminal 
of the generator shall also be directly connected, through the current indicator 
hereinafter mentioned, to two separate earth connections which shall be placed 
not Jess than 20 yards apart. 

Provided that in place of such two earth connections the Company may 
make one connection to a main for water supply of not less than three inches 
internal diameter, with the consent of the owner thereof and of the person 
supplying the water, and provided that where from the nature of the soil, 
or for other reasons, the Company can show to the satisfaction of an inspecting 
officer of the Council that the earth connections herein specified cannot be 
constructed and maintained without undue expense, the provisions of this rule 
shall not apply. In case of dispute, such disputed questions shall be determined 
by arbitration, 

The earth connections referred to in this rule shall be constructed, laid and 
maintained so as to secure electrical contact with the general mass of earth, 
and so that an electro-motive force not exceeding four volts shall suffice to 
produce a current of at least two amperes from one earth connection to the 
other through the earth, and a test shall be made at least once in every month 
to ascertain whether this requirement is complied with. No portion of either 
earth connection shall be placed within 6 feet of any pipe except a main for water 
supply of not less than three inches internal diameter which is metallically 
connected to the earth connections with the consents hereinbefore specified. 

6. When the return is partly or entirely uninsulated the Company shall 
in the construction and maintenance of the tramway (a) so separate the 
uninsulated return from the general mass of earth and from any pipe in the 
vicinity, (b) so connect together the several lengths of the rails, (¢) adopt 
such means for reducing the difference produced by the current between the 
potential of the uninsulated return at any one point and the potential of the 
uninsulated return at any other point, and (d) so maintain the efficiency of 
the earth connections specified in the preceding rules as to fulfil the following 
conditions, viz. :— 

@) That the current passing from the earth connections through the 
indicator to the generator shall not at any time exceed either two amperes 
per mile of single tramway line or five per cent of the total current output 
of the station, 

Gi) That if at any time at any place a test be made by connecting a 
galvanometer or other current-indicator to the uninsulated return to any pipe 
in the vicinity it shall always be possible tq reverse the direction of any

current indicated by interposing a battery of three Leclanche cells connected 

in series if the direction of the current is from the return to the pipe, or 

by interposing one Leclanche cell if the direction of the current is from 
the pipe to the return. 

Tn order to provide a continuous indication that the condition (i) is complied 
with, the Company shall place in a conspicuous position a suitable properly 
connected and correctly marked current indicator, and shall keep it connected 
during the whole time that the line is charged. 

The owner of any such pipe may require the Company to permit him at 
reasonable time and intervals to ascertain by test that the conditions specified 
in (ii) are complied with as regards his pipe. 

7, When the return is partly or entirely uninsulated a continuous record 
shall be kept by the Company of the difference of potential during the working 
of the tramway between the points of the vninsulated return furthest from 
and nearest to the generating station. If at any time such difference of potential 
exceeds the limit of 7 volts, the Company shall take immediate steps to reduce 
it below that limit. 

8. Every electrical connection with any pipe shall be so arranged as to 
admit of edsy examination, and shall be tested by the Company at least once 
in every three months. 

9. Every line and every insulated return or part of a return except any 
feeder shall be constructed in sections not exceeding one half of a mile 
in length, and means shall be provided for insulating each such section for 
purposes of testing. 

10, The insulation of the line and of the return when insulated, and of 
all feeders and other conductors, shall be so maintained that the leakage current 
shall not exceed one hundredth of an ampere per 'mile of tramway, The leakage 
current shall be ascertained daily before or after the hours of running when 
the line is fully charged. If at any time it should be found that the leakage 
current exceeds one half of an ampere per mile of tramway the leak shall be 
localised and removed as soon as practicable and the running of the cars 
shall be stopped unless the leak is localised and removed within 24 hours, 
Provided that where both line and return are placed within a conduit this 
regulation shall not apply. 

11. The insulation resistance of all continuously insulated cables used for 
lines, for insulated returns, for feeders or for other purposes, and laid below 
the surface of the ground, shall not be permitted to fall below the equivalent 
of 10 megohms for a length of one mile. A test of the insulation resistance of all 
such cables shall be made at least once in each month, 

12. Where in any case in any part of the tramway the line is erected overhead 
and the return is laid on or under the ground, and where any wires have been 
erected or laid before the construction of the tramway in the same or nearly 
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‘the same direction as such part of the tramway, the Company shall, if required so 
to do by the owners of such wires or any of them, permit such owners to insert 
and maintain in the Company's line one or more induction coils or other 
apparatus approved by the Company for the purpose of preventing disturbance by 
electric induction, In any case in which the Company withholds its approval 
of any such apparatus the owner may appeal to the Council, who may, if it thinks 
fit, refer the disputed question to arbitration, 

13, Any insulated return shall be placed parallel to and at a distance 
not exceeding three feet from the line, when the line and return are both 
erected overhead, or éighteen inches when they are both laid underground. 

14. In the disposition, connections and working of feeders the Company 
shall take all reasonable precautions to avoid injurious interference with any 
existing wires, 

15. The Company shall so construct and maintain their system as to 
secure good contact between the motors and the line and return respectively. 

16, The Company shall adopt the best means available to prevent the 
occurrence of undue sparking at the rubbing or rolling contacts in any place 
-and in the construction and use of their generator and motors. 

17. In working the cars the current shall be varied as required by means 
of a Rheostat containing at least 20 sections, or by some other equally efficient 
method of gradually varying resistance, . 

18. The Company shall, so far as may be applicable to their ‘system of 
working, keep records as specified below. These records shall, if and when 
required, be forwarded for the information of the Electrical Engineer, 


Daily Records, 
Number of cars running. 


Maximum working current. 

Maximum working pressure. 

Maximum current from the earth connections (vide Rule 6 (i) ). 
Leakage current (vide Rule 10). 

Fall of potential in return (vide Rule 7). 


Monthly Records, 
Condition of earth connection (vide Rule 5). 
Insulation resistance of insulated cables (vide Rule 11). 


Quarterly Records, 
Conductance of joints to pipes (ride Rule 8), 


Occasional Records. 
Any tests made under provisions of Rule 6 (ii).

Particulars of any abnormal occurrence affecting the electric working of 
‘the tramway. .

GENTLEMEN,—In reply to your note of the 18th instant, I am directed to 
inform you that, in the Council's opinion, the agreement recently concluded with 
Messrs. Bruce, Peebles and Co., Ld., unmistakably contemplates the transfer of 
the benefits acquired thereunder to a public company formed and promoted in 
terms of Clauses 36 and 39. 

Without knowledge of the Shanghai Tramway Company, Limited, or of the 
terms and conditions upon which the proposed transfer is to be made, the Council 
is unable to comply with your request, even as a matter of form. 

I am directed to state that this refusal is not dictated by any desire to 
act otherwise than in complete harmony with the Tramway concessionaires and in 
accordance with all the conditions of the agreement, but you will understand that 
the present request of your London house is not readily explicable to the Council, 
and that under the circumstances no other course remains but to await the receipt 
of the prospectus and other information in respect to the company which is about

In accordance with the Council’s letter of the 2nd December 1904, 
vide page 379 of the Report for that year, a revised form of agreement 
with the Waterworks Company was prepared and submitted to the Rate- 
payers in March, eliminating clause 7 of the old Indenture, and, in return 
therefor, giving the community a large free supply of water for Municipal 
purposes, while limiting the Company’s rates chargeable to foreign and 
native consumers under conditions which the Council regarded as more 
generally practical and advantageous than those of the agreement of 1881. 

Immediately preceding the meeting the following interchange of 
letters took place, with the result that the Council’s Resolution was 
passed in a form amended in accordance therewith.

£20 each, which will in every respect rank on an equality with the present capital 
stock of the Company. 

That the Council be authorised to conclude a new agreement in which this

If the Company submit to the Council satisfactory proof that water is being 
wasted by any consumer it shal! have the right to fix a meter to regulate the 
supply of water for ordinary domestic purposes and to charge such consuner for 
water actually used at the rate of 40 cents per 1,000 gallons. 

In no case shall rent be charged by the Company for meters. 


6. Hydrants, 


Where mains are laid by the Company under the provisions of Clause 3 
hereof the Company shall provide and erect in connection with such mains at its 
own expense and to the satisfaction of the Council such number of hydrants as the 
Council may consider necessary for use in extinguishing fire. 


4 7. Additional Mains, 


The Company shall from time to time lay mains and pipes and ereet hydrants 
in such roads and other lands under the control of the Council as the Council 
may require. Provided that the Council shall pay to the Company the difference 
between 10 per cent per annum upon the amount which the Company shall have 
expended in the laying and erection of such mains pipes and hydrants and the 
annual net profit derived by the Company from the supply of water through such 
mains pipes and hydrants until such time as such profit shall amount to such 
percentage, 

8. Priority of Settlement. 

In case of any deficiency in the supply of water through failure of machinery 
or otherwise the Settlement shall be supplied as far as the supply can be 
procured before any water is supplied to any other district or to shipping or is 
otherwise used. 

9% Purchase. 

The Council shall be entitled at any time after the 18th March 1911 and 
after giving one year's notice in writing of its intention so to do to purchase the 
Company’s business and undertaking and all the lands buildings plant machinery 
and effects belonging to the Company for such sum as may be agreed upon or as 
shall in default of agreement be fixed by arbitration in accordance with the 
provisions of Clause 12 hereof. Provided that a clause be inserted in every 
contract or agreement entered into by the Company for the supply of water to 
any consumer that such contract or agreement may be determined on the purchase 
by the Council of the undertaking. * 
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10. Inspection of Books. 


All books accounts invoices and vouchers of the Company shall from the time 
the Council shall give notice to purchase the Company's business be open to the 
inspection of any three or less number of persons who may be nominated by the 
Council for the purpose. The Council shall also be entitled at any time after the 
Company shall have demanded any payment under Clause 7 hereof similarly to 
inspect the books accounts invoices and vouchers of the Company relative to the 
matter in respect of which such payment shall have been demanded.

Srr,—I am directed to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 8th instant 
containing a proposal to renew your Company’s street lighting agreement with the

In reply, I am directed to state that the Council desires to take the present 
opportunity to secure from the Company a recognition of the privilege which it 
enjoys in the use of the Municipal roads for its pipes and mains, 

In this connection I am directed to draw the attention of the directors of the 
Company to recent correspondence between the Council and the Waterworks 
Company which has appeared in the minutes of the Council, published in the 
“North-China Daily News.” Herein, it will be observed that the Council has 
secured for the public a supply of free water for public purposes, the annual value 
of which may be estimated at Ts. 15,000; and, while admitting that the case of 
public lighting is not wholly parallel since a certain number of streets are lighted 
by electricity, the fact remains that the Company does at present lay pipes and 
mains in the Settlement for the purposes of its business without compensatory 
payment to the public, a state of affairs contrary to established usage and. the 
interests of the Ratepayers, 

The Council is of opinion that under existing conditions the matter might 
reasonably be adjusted by your Company allowing a discount of, say, 25 per cent 
from the present price charged per lamp, and I am therefore to request that

DeEAR Sin,—! am directed to reply to your letter of 25th February (already 
acknowledged) in response to this Company’s letter of 8th February, regarding 
the agreement for street lighting and proposing that this Company should concede 
a discount of 25 per cent from the present price charged per lamp. 

You draw attention to the correspondence with the Waterworks Company, 
admitting, however, that the cases are not parallel. 

My directors consider that they might fairly claim that the whole circum- 
stance differs entirely and that the Gas Company should be exempt from any 
taxation beyond that which they already pay. 

The Waterworks enjoy a practical monopoly, while the Gas Gempany is 
compelled to submit to a keen competition from the Electrical Department 
earried on with the public funds, so that the Gas Company is actually penalised 
by its rival competitors, the Ratepayers themselves, through any extra taxation it 
may be called upon to bear. Moreover gas is subject to strong competition from 
oil and other illuminants. 

In the case of the Waterworks Company, disputes had arisen concerning an 
existing agreement. With a view to settle these disputes and ‘o simplify working, 
2 compromise was deemed desirable and was determined upon. 

It is unnecesgary to refer to other considerations that might be adduced to 
emphasise the divergence of parallel, 

It must be well known to the Council that the Gas Company has, during 
a long period, consistently and voluntarily endeavoured to enable the public 
to participate in their progress, as circumstances permitted, by reducing the priee 
to consumers of whom the Ratepayers, in respect of public lighting, are the 
largest. 

A further reduction has been in contemplation, additional taxation may 
prevent its realisation and the gain, through taxation, to Ratepayers who 
are consumers will not compensate them for the abandonment of a reduction in 
price. 

In considering the position of the Company vis-d-vis the public, it is right to 
remind you of the proposals made in 1900, whereby this Company offered 
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improved public lighting at a saving to the Ratepayers of Tls. 15,000 a year. In 
a similar way this Compavy would now be prepared to offer substantial economy 
in respect of public lighting. 

Having called attention to certain points which, at this juncture, it is 
only fair to place on record, I am instructed to say that, dealing with the 
Council’s proposal as an earnest of future equality of treatment in regard to 
lighting, and desiring to give practical proof of their wish to meet the Council in 
a liberal spirit, my Directors are prepared to submit to additional taxation to the 
extent asked for, riz. the equivalent of a discount of 25 per cent from the 
present price charged per lamp, although they cannot recognise that this payment 
is in respect of any such privileges as the Company has enjoyed for so many 
years, 

Of course details will need to be eettled, but these should not present any 
difficulty. 

A term should be agreed upon, which I have to suggest should be seven (7) 
years, 

A fixed minimum of public lights, which might be fixed at the number at 
present in use.

S1n,—I am directed to acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 9th inst,, 
from which the Council learns of your assent to the produced reduction of 
25 per cent in the charges heretofore made for street gas lighting throughout the 
Settlement. 

Admitting the claim of the Company that a longer term of agreement than 
has been usual in the past is called for in response to this concession, the Council 
is prepared to make a new contract for a period of five years from the 
date of expiry of the last contract, that is to say to remain in force until the 
Bist December 1909, 

The minimum number of lamps to be lit stands at present at 450, but, since 
the present number far exceeds this minimum, the Council will agree to raise the 
figures to 600 for purposes of the new contract. 

It is to be observed that should the Company, during the currency of the 
agreement, make a general reduction in its charges to private consumers, the

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Council will claim a similar reduction in the charge for public lighting in addition 
to that now in process of arrangement.

DEAR S1R,—I am directed to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 24th 
ult., in which my Directors are pleased to note that the views of the Council and 
their own are so much in accord, 


The decision of the Company to agree to the request of the Council for an 
increase in taxation equal to a discount of 25 per cent on the present cost for 
public lighting was based on a possibility of reducing the manufagturing cost 
during the next few years and therefore the Company must adhere to the 
request for a seven years contract. 


The Company is agreeable to the minimum ntmber of lamps being fixed 
at 600, 


The claim of the Council to the benefit of any reduction made in the price of 
gas to private consumers over and above the 25 per cent reduction already agreed 
to opens up a new question, but the Company will meet the Council also on this 
point, provided changes can be made in Clauses 4 and 14, which would be fair to 
both sides and in accordance with modern practice elsewhere. 


The Company therefore suggests that the standard illuminating power of 
the gas as called for in Clanse 4 should be reduced from 16 to 14 candles, the 
Company agreeing notwithstanding such reduction, to maintain the light from the 
incandescent lamps at its present brilliancy. Also that Clause 14 should be 
altered so as to give the Company power to send out a mixed gas containing 
40 per cent of carburetted water gas, or such quantity as may be permissibly sent 
out by the leading London Companies. It being understood that so far as 
existing Acts of Parliament or any of the new Acts which may be passed during 
the seven years of this Agreement referring to the proportion of carburetted 
water gas allowed, shall be likewise binding on the Shanghai Gas Company, 
Limited. 
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A reduction of 10 cents per 1,000 cubic feet to private consumers is equivalent 
to nearly 11 cents per public lamp per month.

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The opinion sought by the Council in the matter of carburetted 
water-gas, as received from the London agents, was as follows :—

Deak Srrs,—I am in receipt of your letter of the 28th ulto,, addressed 
to me at the London County Council’s offices, at the instance of the Municipal 
Council of Shanghai, with regard to the quantity of water-gas properly 
permissible in a gas supply, and in reply beg to report as follows :— 


There is at present no legal restriction in England with regard to the amount 
of water-gas permissible in a gas supply although in 1901 the President of the 
Board of Trade stated that he was prepared to introduce legislation to regulate 
the supply of water-gas so that no gas supply should contain more than 12 
per cent of carbonic oxide, equal to 15 per cent approximately of water-gas 
in the supply. 

Owing to political exigencies such legislation has not yet been introduced, 

In America carburetted water-gas is very largely used in many cases without 
admixture with coal gas, and I am not aware of any restriction being placed on 
its supply. 

In Germany, where the gas supply usually consists of a mixture of coal and 
water-gases, the percentage of carbonic oxide is kept below 15 per gent, equal to 
approximately 25 per cent of water-gas in the mixture, 

Having regard to the extremely poisonous nature of carbonic oxide, of which 
normal water-gas contains approximately 40 per cent, I am strongly of opinion 
that no gas supply should contain more than 15 per cent of carbonic oxide which, 
on the basis of water containing 40 per cent and coal-gas 7 per cent of carbonic 
oxide, would allow 25 per cent of water-gas in a gas supply. 

This, in my opivion, is the extreme permissible limit. 

I shall be happy to give you any further information you may require.

Srr,—With referrence to my letter of the 2Ist July last on the subject of the 
percentage of carburetted water-gas permissible in the local gas supply, I am 
directed to enclose for the information of your directors a copy of the report on 
the subject which has been obtained from Mr. W. J, Dibdin. 

It appears to be a fact that this gas does not contain a constant percentage of 
carbon monoxide, the poisonous ingredient which it is sought to limit, and the 
Council is therefore of opinion that it is desirable that the new agreement with 
the Company shall provide for the limitation specifically of carbon monoxide in 
accordance with Mr. Dibdin's proposal at 15 per cent of the gas supplied, Tt will 
be necessary for the gas to be analysed from time to time in the Municipal 
Laboratory with a view to the observance of this limit.

Srr,—I am in receipt of your letter of 17th instant, enclosing copies of 
Mr. Dibdin’s letter of September 4th, in which, while pointing out that there is 
no legal restriction in England with regard to the amount of water gas permissible 
in a gas supply, he expresses his individual opinion that it should not contain 
more than 15°/, of Carbonic Oxide. 

I am instructed by my Directors to say that in view of our previous 
correspondence and of the fact that Companies in England are under no legal 
restrictions, this Company might claim no Jess freedom than they enjoy, but as 
Mr. Dibdin’s recommendation of a limit of 15°/, of carbonic oxide shows only 
a fractional difference of less than one per cent (actually 0,8°/,) as compared with 
this Company's proposal of June last, and as the Council wish to adopt his 
figure, it is not worth while discussing the question any further and my Directors 
agree to it, although they might refer to many companies that use, and many 
authorities who approve of, the admixture of far more carbonic oxide in gas 
supply than Mr. Dibdin suggests, and in the interests of those requiring cheap 
gas for power and heating, this Company may submit proposals Jater on for

S1n,—I have the honour to address you, on behalf of my committee, on the 
subject of evening continuation classes in Shanghai. 

In October 1904, as the outcome of an interesting discussion on the subject at 
a meeting of the Society of Engineers and Architects, a small committee was 
formed to endeavour to place on a financially sound basis and to enlarge their 
scope, the evening classes which had hitherto been carried on by the kindness and 
energy of one or two voluntary teachers, 

The Committee consisted of the following :— 

J. R. Harding, Chairman. 
C.H. Godfrey, Honorary Secretary. 
J. Kerfeot, 
representing the Shanghai Society of Engineers and Architects, 
W. D. Little, Chairman of the Chamber of Commerce, 
A. 8, P. White-Cooper, Member of the Public School Committee, and 
G. Lanning, Principal of the Shanghai Public School. 

A comprehensive syllabus was drawn up by the last-named gentleman and the 
classes were commenced under his voluntary supervision, the necessary expenses 
being guaranted by nineteen of the leading firms in Shanghai and the class-rooms 
being lent by the Public School Committee. 

I now have the honour to enclose for your inspection a copy of Mr. Lanning’s 
report on the winter’s work, and from this report you will doubtless gather that a 
considerable demand for evening classes exists and that froma financial point of 
view they were, during last winter, largely if not entirely self-supporting. 

My committee have the honour tosuggest that the management of the Evening 
Continuation Classes be now taken over officially by the Council ; they feel that in 
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having carried the classes successfully through the season, they have accomplished 
what they set out to do, viz. to demonstrate their necessity and feasibility, and 
they believe that the Council, with this demonstration before them, will agree that 
the time has now come for such classes to form part of the regular educational 


scheme of Shanghai.

PUBLIC SCHOOL FOR CHINESE.— 

The Committee added to its number during the year by the election 
of Mr. F. C. Cooper, who undertook the duties of Honorary Secretary. 

Upon the resignation of Mr. Chu Pao-fay, his place was filled 
by the nomination of Mr. Shén Tun-ho. 

It has been decided to increase the accommodation of the building 
by the erection of a dining-hall caleulated to seat one hundred students, 
and designed in such a manner as to be capable of extension hereafter 
if necessary. Towards the cost of the hall a contribution of Taels 500 
has been made by the Chinese Committee who collected the subscriptions 
for the original building. 
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HEADMASTER’S REPORT. 


Ihave the honour to present my report on the work of the school during 
the year 1905. r 

The year under review is the first complete year in the history of the school, 
and has therefore been largely a year of experiment. 

In looking over it there are several points to which I would draw attention. 

(1.) Attendance.—This has not been so large as was anticipated. There 
are many reasons for this, but the chief of them are: 

(a) The change of fee from a monthly payment of $4.50 to a 
termly fee of $22.00. 

(®) The unsatisfactory accommodation for tiffin. This militates 
seriously against a school situated on the boundaries of the 
Settlement. 

(¢) The somewhat high fee. I believe that the adoption of my 
recommendation of a lower fee will make a material difference 
to our roll. 

(@)_ The remoteness of the school from the centre of the Settlement. 
This drawback is rapidly being offset, however, by the 
growth of a Chinese residential quarter all round the school. 
Still the numbers have increased from 75 to 127, 

(2) The next point which claims attention is the character of the work 
done. On my suggestion the Committee decided to ask some 
disinterested person to look over the work done for the yearly 
examination. 

J. F. Seaman, Esq., kindly consented to act in this capacity. I sent to 
him all the papers worked at the examination, and when returning them he 
very kindly sent me a letter relating thereto, of which I enclose a copy, for 
your information. 

It will be noticed that Mr. Seaman speaks in measured terms of the degree of 
success achieved. 1 would point out that this is no more than can be expected in 
the short time work has been in progress; and such a report is, under the 
circumstances, more satisfactory than a more flattering estimate would be. 

(3.) The most satisfactory feature of the school work is the large number 
of students in the lower classes, nearly 50°/. of the students being in 
the first form ; and of these the majority are under ten years of age. 
With these students good results may be expected. 

@.) Inow turn to another aspect of the work, The Athletic Club is 
flourishing, and, during the year that is gone, has proved a valuable 
feature of the corporate life of the school. This, together with the 
singing and the military drill I regard ‘as an important part of the 
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= work. They all make for physical fitness, and singing adds an : 
. element of grace and culture that is lacking in this utilitarian age 


and race, 

(6.) Another feature has been added to school life during the year, the 
Debating Society. This gives the senior students an opportunity of 
airing their immature views in circumstances nowise prejudicial to 
the public peace, and the Society is doing valuable work under the 
special care of the Chinese staff. 

(6.) The public spirit of the school kas been strengthened by the adoption 
of a school uniform, which whilst cheap is effective. The purchase 
of this uniform, like membership of the Athletic Club, is optional. 

I cannot close this report without reference to the Chinese staff, who, f 
one and all, have worked well and harmoniously for the good of the school, and 
in the best interests of their individual classes.

Duar S1r,—I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 15th instant, 
accompanying the examination papers of the pupils upon which you ask for a 
brief report as to the work done. 

Upon a cursory inspection of the papers, which is all that I have been able to — ; 
give them, I am-of opinion that fairly satisfactory progress is apparent in the 
several branches of study pursued. Naturally the chief attention has been given f 
to instruction in the English Language, and in the use of words acquired, whilst @ ’ 
good degree of correctness may be noted in the spelling, there is some excusable j 
lack of appreciation of their meaning and correct incorporation in composition. 
This seems to be more especially apparent in the definition of grammatical terms, 
and in the exercises in geography. The handwriting shews a very satisfactory 
aptitude, and the dictation exercises and object lessons are reasonably well 
rendered, and the few specimens of drawings unusually good. In mathematics 
the markings shew perhaps the highest record of any of the branches, hardly any 
of the papers being without fault. In history the Fourth Form pupils show a 
remarkable knowledge of some of the subjects treated, and the same is measurably 
true of some of the papers in chemistry, hygiene, and physiology, 

I have not been able to tabulate the records more exactly, but the impression 
they give me is that the boys generally show an aptitude in their tasks which is 
full of promise and compares favourably with the little similar work that has 
hitherto come under my notice. I bear in mind the very limited period during 
which most of the scholars have been under instruction. I trust, therefore, that my 
somewhat measured appreciation will not be misunderstood as implying’ any 
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disparagement of the results already attained by yourself and staff, which, indeed, 
I conceive to afford full ground for encouragement.

Srr,—I am directed to acknowledge receipt of your letter of yesterday's date, 
haying reference to the constitution of the Committee for the Thomas Hanbury 
School and Children’s Home during the coming year, and, in reply to this 
communication, I am to state that the Council is pleased to learn that the affairs 
of this institution continue to be in a satisfactory condition and will make the 
usual grant in the Budget for its support. 

Of the names of ladies and gentlemen submitted by yourself as willing to 
serve on the Committee, the Council selects Mr. F. S. A. Bourne, Mr. J. Stenhouse, 
the Rev. A. J. Walker and Mr. W, A, C. Platt as representing the Municipality.

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HOSPITAL GRANTS. 


Both of the grants to Chinese hospitals have been increased during 
the year, the reasons for which step are contained in the letters ensuing. 


ST. LUKE’S HOSPITAL,— 
St. Luke's Hospital, 
Shanghai, 6th January 1905. 

Dear S1n,—I am writing to ask the aid of the Municipal Council for St, 
Luke's Hospital. 

Our report for the year ending 15th September 1904 shows that we ireated 
681 patients in the wards, and gave out 30,734 prescriptions to out-patients who 
came to our dispensary. We also vaccinate all who apply to us, including the 
people in the villages near Shanghai, 

Since our last report we have opened, on the 26th of October, our new 
buildings so that we now have two hospital buildings, one out-patient building, and 
a new building for the Medical School. Not only have we put up new buildings, but 
our operating-rooms are model ones, up-to-date, and thoroughly equipped with the 
best instruments, sterilisers and apparatus from England, Germany and America, 
We have doubled the number of beds and quadrupled our efficiency, My colleague, 
Dr, Jefferys, is now at home, and he will bring out more material to fit us fully to 
meet all requirements. 


The staff numbers—

We have increased our number of nurses, dressers and attendants. Our 
Medical School turns out good men for our own and other work. Four of our 
graduates have gone to South Africa as doctors for the Chinese labourers, getting 
for their services £300 a year and their board and lodging. 

Our increased efficiency entails a great additional expense, and our bills for 
food, éoal, gas, electric lighting, wages, and the upkeep of our institution are 
doubled, 

We have expended more than Tls. 30,000 for our new buildings and 
equipment, and we are not able to meet all the demands upon our income. 
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We treat Jarge numbers of the Indian and native police force and employees 
of the many other departments of the Municipal Council. The police bring us the 
accident cases, and we treat increasingly large numbers of the poor, 

May I ask you to lay these considerations before the Council and to ask them 
to grant us an addition of Tls. 1,000 a year to our present grant? 

All the money is spent for the relief of the resident population of Shanghai. 
We believe that we lessen the amount of disease and suffering, and that we 
increase the working efficiency of the labouring classes.

Sir,—My Committee have instructed me to approach the Council witha 
request that the Council's annual donation to the Chinese Hospital should be 
increased, 

The Committee feel some diffidence in putting this proposal forward, fully 
recognising, as they do, the valuable support that the Council has hitherto given 
to the Hospital in making them a grant of Tls. 1,000 a year, but venture to suggest 
that in view of the large annual increase in the number of cases of Municipal 
employees which are attended to in the Hospital, such annual donation has become 
inadequate. 


2 
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In support of this view I have to put before you the following points for 
consideration :— 


1.—During the years 1904 and 1905 178,744 out-patients and 2,617 in-patients 
were treated. 


2.—A large proportion of these cases were the result of street accidents, 
assaults, and poisoning, as is shown by the accompanying report of the Hospital 
for 1904. 


8.—The native and foreign Police make frequent use of the Hospital by 
bringing cases for examination and report and obtaining from the medical officers 
in charge certificates for production at the Mixed Court. Prisoners from the cells 
are also brought for examination, and if necessary are kept in the Hospital for 
medical attention. Convicts from the jail, if too ill for the jail infirmary and if 
needing operation, are also treated in the wards. During the past two years fifty 
prisoners or convicts were warded and fed at the cost to the Hospital of about 
$110. 


4.—Native Police from the Central, Louza, Sinza and Bubbling Well Road 
Stations, and some from the Hongkew Stations, constantly attend for treatment 
and are granted certificates stating their fitness or unfitness for duty. Some 400 
to 500 out-patient policemen are treated a year ; in all about 2,000 visits. During 
the years 1904 and 1905, 616 native police were warded and spent 6,083 days in 
the Hospital. The whole of the above treatment and the medicines which they 
were given were supplied gratis. 


5.—The Hospital has recently erected and fitted up a new operating-room, 
constituted on the most up-to-date principles, at a cost of Tls. 830, and as a result 
of application to wealthy Chinese in the Settlement a sum of Tis. 2,000 has been 
collected and another Tis. 8,300 promised by the Chinese New Year for the erection 
of a new female ward on the site of the existing one, the accommodation of which 
has become inadequate. 


6.—The Hospital has already paid Tls. 396.88 to the Council in rates and 
taxes for this year and about Tis. 45 for prisoners’ keep, 

In view of the above facts and the fact that the donation to the St. Luke’s 
Hospital has been recently increased, the Committee venture to express a hope 
that the Council may favourably consider the request made herein.

SECRETARIAT.— 

The Secretary, Mr. J. O. P. Bland, was on leave from the 22nd 
April to the 30th November, between which dates the duties of the post 
were performed by Mr. W. E. Leveson. Mr. J. J. Coffey resigned in June 
after sixteen years’ service and the vacancy in the office has been filled by 
the appointment of Mr. E. S. B. Rowe. 


‘ENGINEER’S DEPARTMENT.— 


During the absence on leave of Mr. C. Mayne, from the 12th June 


_ to the 8rd December, the duties of Engineer and Surveyor were performed 


by Mr. C. H. Godfrey. Under medical certificate Mr. E. C. Jansen’s 
leave was extended for six months from the 19th April, but, his health 
not improving, he resigned in September. By the death of Mr. J. Beckhoff, 
Inspector of Works, the Council has lost the services of one of the oldest 
and most trustworthy Municipal employés. Mr. J. E. Needham, 
Engineering Assistant, arrived from home in January, Messrs. B. Newman, 
Building Surveyor, and H. L. Goldsworthy, Surveying Assistant, in 


October, the last-named being specially charged with the work of 


surveying the districts beyond Settlement limits. The resignation of 
Mr. E. J. Maller, Engineering Assistant and Mr. J. L. Snowdon 
Superintendent of Cleansing and Scavenging have been accepted, 
Mr. J. Dobbie, Overseer, was relieved from duty in June. Mr. J. Low, 
Overseer of the Pingchiao Quarry, returned to Europe at the expiry 
of his agreement in January, and Assistant Overseer Loder was 
appointed in his place. Mr. A. Coutts, who arrived from England 
as Assistant Overseer in April, absconded in December, the post being 
now filled by Mr. P. Nanstad. 

The gradual transfer of the work of collection of house refuse to the 
Health Department during the year has involved the dissolution of the 
Cleansing and Scavenging Branch, and the Overseers formerly attached 
thereto are now placed under the Divisional Superintendents.

POLICE.— 

Mr. Fenton, Cadet, arrived in January and has taken over charge 
of the Mixed Conrt section of Police work, with responsibility, under the 
Captain-Superintendent, for the register and other foreign books of 
record. The Council is extending and developing the organisation of the 
Force under specially trained officers, and, to this end, has appointed, 
two additional cadets, Messrs. R. M. J. Martin and M. O. Springfield, 
who arrived on the 20th December. 

The pay schedule for the foreign section of the Force has undergone 
considerable changes during the year and the official “ Terms of Service” 
as revised are here included for general information : —

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Promotion to a higher grade may be given for special service irrespective 
of time. Promotion to the rank of Sergeant and of Inspector is by merit as 
vacancies arise. The probationary periods may be extended if not considered 
satisfactory by the Captain-Superintendent, ‘Time on long leave counts half 
for class promotion, 

Agreement.—Every man at the termination of his probationary service is required 
to sign a three years renewable agreement, the period to include the 
probation, 

Leave,—At the end of five years service nine months leave is granted with pay, 
except in the case of the Chief Inspector, at the rate of Tis. 100 per month 
and return passage. One day per month, subject to satisfactory behaviour, 
and other reasonable leave is granted according to the exigencies of the 
Service. 


Superannuation.—A deduction of 5°/, is made from the monthly pay of every 
man, to which a further 10°/, is added by the Council, the whole 
accumulating under certain rules at 6°/, compound interest until retirement, 
either on attaining the age of 50 or after 20 years service. 

Detective Branch.—The Detective service is recruited from the Force and extra 
pay in lieu of uniform is granted as follows :— 


20 per month, 
Sergeant n 2 ” 
8rd Class Inspector ,, 40 ” 
2nd ” » 46 ” 
Ist ” » 50 ” 


Study of Chinese—The study of the Chinese spoken language, local dialect, is 
compulsory for the first three years of service, and a bonus of Tls, 12 per 
month is granted to all members of the Force who pass an examination in the 
first standard, and a further bonus of Tis, 12 per month is granted to those 
who pass the higher standard, Free tuition is provided. 


Marriage.—Constables are not permitted to marry, The accommodation for 
married Sergeants being limited, permission to marry must be applied for and 
will be granted whenever there are quarters available, 


Medical Attendance.—The services of the Municipal Surgeons are at the disposal 
of the Force and medicines are provided. Hospital expenses are paid except 
in the case of venereal disease or alcoholism. An allowance of Tls. 30 per’ 
annum is made towards medical attendance on the families of married 
Sergeants and Inspectors. 

Miscellancous.—Each Constable performs 8 hours duty per day, he has also to 

. attend all Firesand be present at Court when required. Quarters, messing 
utensils, bed, bedding, uniform, fuel and light are provided, The average 
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messing for a Constable is about Tls. 17 per month, for a Sergeant Tls. 22 per 
month, but the amount is liable to vary. Messing does not include milk, 
butter, servants’ wages or personal washing. The value of a tael is at present 
about 2s, 10d. When not on duty men are allowed to wear plain clothes 
unless directed to the contrary. The climate is good except that it is very hot 
for two months in the year, For recreation there is a good library anda 
billiard table at three of the large stations. There is also a Cricket Club, a 
Shooting Club and a Houseboat in which men can go away for a few days at 
atime shooting. Promotion is certain for steady and efficient men. 


Recruits engaged in England are granted an outfit bonus of £6 and 
half-pay from date of departure. They join as 3rd Class Constables, 
their period of service being calculated from the day of arrival. 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT.— 

The staff on the General Office and Laboratory has been augmented 
by the appointment of Mr. I’. G. C. Walker, Pharmaceutical Chemist ; 
Constables T. E. Cholerton and A. Watson and Mr. H. V. Starling have 
been appointed to fill vacancies in the Sanitary Branch; Mr. Broad has 
been appointed Custodian of the Municipal Hospital; Sanitary Inspector 
Johnston resigned on the 14th March; and the nursing staff has been 
augmented by the appointment of Nurses Murphy, Monypenny, Hutton, 
Horrocks, Fletcher, Anderson, Hamlin, Petty and Wilkerson. The 
resignation of Miss Campbell, the matron of the Victoria Nursing Home, 
was accepted with effect from the 80th September, and Nurse Lea has 
been appointed matron on probation. 


ELECTRICITY DEPARTMENT.— 


Messrs. O. L. Ilbert and W.E. Nops were selected as Assistant 
Engineers and took up their appointments in January. 


VOLUNTEERS.— 

The Sergeant-Major absconded during October, leaving his accounts 
in disorder, and his name has been removed from the Staff List, Sergeant 
Studd being promoted to fill the vacancy.

The following Budget of Municipal Income and Expenditure is 
submitted for the approval of the Ratepayers at the Annual Meeting to 
be held in March 1906. 

The Ordinary Income for the year is estimated at Ts. 1,774,000.00 


and the Expenditure at Tls. 1,514,000.00 
leaving a Surplus of Tls. 260,000.00 
Adding thereto the Surplus brought forward from

an Extraordinary Income is formed of Tis. 481,959.11

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ORDINARY INCOME. 


Land Tax, Tls. 400,000.—No change is made in the figure for the 
preceding year, the receipts having approximately coincided therewith. 
For 1906 the estimate is a conservative one, having regard to new lots 
being, and about to be, registered. The quinguennial period for which 
the current assessment was made will expire after this year, and if, as is 
probable, re-assessment is authorised at the Annual Meeting of Ratepayers 
in March 1907, a very considerable advance in the receipts from this 
source may be anticipated. In the meanwhile the addition of one-third 
to the schedule figures, as approved by the Ratepayers last year, is 
maintained. 

General Municipal Rate, Tls. 800,000.—In accordance with the 
Chairman’s announcement last March, provision has been made for 
collecting the equivalent of half-rates from residents beyond Settlement 
limits, in conformity with the agreement with the Shanghai Waterworks 
Company. 

Five years’ receipts from this source fully justify the estimate :—

Wharfage Dues, Tis, 180,000.—This low figure is inserted in the 
view that imports must doubtless be affected by the present large stocks 
of unsold goods. The receipts for 1905 (Tls. 224,213) have exceeded 
those of all previous years by Tls. 44,000, but the Council regards the 
1904 figure as a better basis for the estimate for 1906. 

License Fees, Tls. 364,300.—No change is recommended in the 
license schedule, and the estimate is, in the aggregate, 7°/, Higher than 


last year’s. 
ORDINARY EXPENDITURE. 
Police.—The proposed increase in the Force is 2 Cadets, with 
21 Foreigners, 25 Indians and 28 Chinese, with which augmentation 
it is hoped to produce marked improyement in the general patrolling 
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of the streets, particularly the newer outlying suburbs which hitherto 
have not received that measure of Police supervision to which they are 
entitled. It is to be observed that this increase, notably that of the 
Chinese Branch, is partially due to a revised system under which the 
services of the Force are used for private purposes. Heretofore men so 
employed have done work out of their regular hours, and received special 
remuneration from the parties concerned; but, since this practice has 
been found to militate against efficiency, special duty is now performed 
so far only as the exigencies of the Service permit and as part of the 
ordinary day's work. A small general increase in the seale of pay 
compensates the men for the loss of their former privileges, and an 
increase may be observed in the amount to be received by the Council for 
this work. 


Proportionate increase in the minor items of the Department's 
expenditure brings the total appropriation up to Tls. 372,240, and an 
additional Tls. 30,000 is shown as representing the preliminary expenses 
for increasing the Indian Branch of the Worce with the necessary 
complement of officers. The Council’s proposals to this end will be 
explained to the Ratepayers in detail, and, in the meanwhile, it has 
merely to be stated that the aim is to render the maintenance of order 
and the defence of the Settlement against local disturbances, as nearly as 
possible, a matter within the competence of the Police and Volunteer 
Corps, thus minimising the necessity for naval or military occupation. 


Gaol.—The cost of housing Chinese prisoners remains a charge 
of Tis. 30,000 per annum on the Ratepayers, and this exclusive of 
the interest on the outlay for land and buildings, which at 6 °/, may 
be put at Tls. 12,600 more. Nor do these amounts cover the whole cost, 
since all short sentence prisoners are still kept at the various Police 
Stations. 


The ultimate aim of Gaol administration, viz. a self-supporting 
system, appears to be no nearer attainment in the light of another 
year’s figures, but the profit for 1905 on the industrial side, Tls. 8,600, is 
the highest figure yet recorded, and the organisation and development of 
this work will continue to occupy attention during the ensuing year. 
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Health Department.—Estimated last year to cost Tls. 58,342, this 
department has expended Tls. 64,142, and is estimated to cost during 
1906, Tis. 69,670. The excess is due to the transfer of the whole of the 
work of collection of garbage from the Engineer and Surveyor’s 
Department, and to additional expenditure in connection with the 
Victoria Nursing Home. The first of these factors accounts for the 
increase shown in the Sanitary Branch; the transfer is a reversal of 
the policy adopted in 1898, when, as a result of costly inefficiency, 
the work was removed from the control of the then ‘ Nuisance Branch.” 
The collection of house refuse is considered to be purely Public Health 
work, and, as such, falls conveniently within the scope of the present 
administration of the Health Department; economy is likely to be 
effected, firstly, owing to the fact that the refuse will be handled by 
one gang of coolies instead of two, and, secondly, by the discontinuance 
of garbage carts with the attendant heavy charge for ponies. ‘The latter 
feature will, however, not be felt until the expiry of the current 
contract with the Shanghai Horse Bazaar. 

The cost of water, formerly a main heading of Municipal 
Expenditure, is, under the new water contract and concurrent financial 
arrangements, distributed throughout the Budget as a subsidiary item, 
and thus appears a minor source of increased departmental expenditure. 

The grant-in-aid to the Shantung Road Hospital is increased 
from Ts. 1,000 to Tls. 2,000, and thus stands on a par with that for 
St. Luke’s Hospital, similarly increased last year. 

Public Works Department.—Formerly the Engineer and Surveyor's 
Department, but officially re-named as a matter of general convenience, 
this section shews no particular feature calling for comment. The 
Cleansing and Scavenging Bratich is eliminated in accordance with the 
statements preceding, and its first function of cleansing is provided for 
as part of the maintenance of roads. The whole departmental estimate 
differs but little from that for last year. 

The estimate for the Secretariat includes an item of £1,000 granted 
as an honorarium to the Secretary, whose resignation has been accepted 
with effect from the 31st March next. The reduction of the contribution 
of the French Council towards the cost of the Fire Brigade from 
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Tls. 6,000 to Tls. 5,000 is noted, and the appropriation of Tls. 34,000 
allows for receipts for the services of the Fire Float. This item is the 
result of a difference of opinion as to the Float’s liability to go to the 
aid of ships on fire in the Harbour, and a charge will in future be levied 
for its services on a tariff to be approved by the Fire Commission. The 
appropriation for the Volunteers, Tls. 29,600, calls for no comment, while 
that for the Band is in a measure provisional, since it is the Council’s 
intention to re-establish a special Committee of gentlemen interested in 
music for the control of the Band, whose recommendations may involve 
expenditure in excess of the Tls. 27,300 provided. Of the remaining 
figures the item of Tls. 25,000 for depreciation of Stock and Stores alone 
calls for explanation, It has been inserted on the recommendation of the 
Anditor, in connection with the substitution in the Balance Sheet of the 
fair value of Municipal portable property, ascertained by a carefully 
compiled inventory, for the nominal figure formerly included therein, and 
it takes the place of the annual sum of Tls. 10,000 by which in former 
years the total under this heading was reduced as a book entry only. 


SCHEDULE OF RATES, TAXES, ETC. 


The Council recommends that the following rates, taxes, dues and 
fees be levied. 

Land Tax at the rate of 5/10ths of one per cent., on the assessed 
values from renters of land within the limits of the Settlement, from the 
Ist January last, payable half-yearly in advance, with an increment of 
334°], in accordance with Resolution V passed at the last Annual 
Meeting of Ratepayers. 

General Municipal Rate at 10 per cent., on the assessed rentals of 
houses within the Settlement from the occupants, from the 1st January 
last, payable quarterly in advance. 

General Municipal Rate at 5 per cent., on the assessed rentals of 
houses beyond Settlement limits, under provision of the agreement of 
1st July 1905 with the Shanghai Waterworks Co., Ld., from the 
occupants, from the 1st January last payable, quarterly in advance.

EXTRAORDINARY EXPENDITURE. 


The capital outlay for the year is presented in detail, but among the 
public works in contemplation are some the cost of which it is difficult to 
estimate in a purely annual statement such as the Municipal Budget. 
Three of the five bridges with which the account opens are in con- 
nection with the projected tramway service, and contributions towards 
their cost will be made by the concessionaires ; the tenders for the work 
are not yet called for and exact estimates are thus impossible. It is not 
improbable that a sterling tender for the requisite steelwork will be 
accepted, it which case it is proposed to meet it by means of the projected 
sterling loan of £50,000, to be raised in London through the good offices of 
the Council’s bankers. From this source will be derived the funds 
necessary to pay the calls on the Council’s holding of Waterworks shares, 
the dividends on which, both old and new issue, will thereafter be applied 
in payment of the 4°), interest on the sterling debentures. 

The passenger pontoons are to be built as the result of negotiations 
with the Imperial Maritime Customs Authorities, and it is expected that, 
as the result of these negotiations, one-half only of the cost will be charged 
to Municipal funds. 

The acquisition of Cadastral Lot 168, adjoining the Municipal 
Offices, has been arranged, subject to confirmation, with a view to 
rounding off the property, in accordance with the letters published at page 
253 of last year’s Report. It will be the Council’s aim to sub-let the 
buildings thereon upon terms calculated to minimise the cost of holding 
until such time as the the land is required for the extension or re-building 
of the central offices. Had the offer of Messrs. Major Brothers been 
refused there is little doubt that the difficulty and cost of acquiring the 
land hereafter would have been materially increased. 
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Treatment of a similar character is recommended for the Municipal 
property in the Seott Road, chiefly devoted to Public Health uses, and 
the Tis. 10,000 set down as to be devoted to this extension is merely 
an indication of the Council’s intentions. So, too, is the Tls. 5,000 
appropriation for completing the Bubbling Well Cemetery. In this case 
it requires no demonstration to show that the acquisition of such of the 
Bubbling Well village as lies on the left of the road will materially 
improve the aspect of the Cemetery and the existing narrow neck at the 
opening of the Siccawei Road. It is thus desirable to prevent, so far as 
may be possible, the purchase by foreigners of any portion of this 
corner land, and to take such opportunities as may arise for the 
acquisition of any strips thereof which come into the market. Police 
camps and camp buildings are part of the scheme for increasing the 
Indian Branch of the Force, and it may be observed that the existing 
accommodation at the Stations is not more than sufficient for the Force 
as it stands. The quarters for the Gaoler are proposed as the result of a 
strong recommendation by the Superintendent, who deprecates the 
existing arrangement which results in the chief non-commissioned 
officer of the Municipal Gaol residing outside the Gaol premises. 
The projected building will also provide much-needed storage accom- 
modation. The Mental Ward is already in progress, vide page 142 
of the Report for 1904. The Hongkew Recreation Ground shows 
signs of serviceability, and Tls. 10,000 for the raising and turfing of 
a portion of the property appears fully justified; the Public Swimming 
Bath, to be erected in co-operation with the Recreation Fund Trustees, 
is designed to stand at the entrance to the Ground and adjoining the 
Rifle Range Railway Station, whereby its convenience for the public, and 
especially those using the Ground in the summer, will be fully felt. 

New roads call for their usual half lakh of taels, with Tls. 60,000 
added for making up. Last year’s appropriation at this figure was 
not fully spent.
